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ENTRODUCnON. 

JOAO MM Baasos and Didoo do Couto^. 

Joio DN Babeob waa bom, of noblo fAmiiy^ in or about tbo 
jwr 1496^, ujid at an ago entored tho flemce of 
Dom ManueL Like other youtha in the royal bouaahold bo 
recetYoda goododnoation in tbeyariouB bmnchoa of knowledge, 
and ho dovolopod a special taato for hiatory^ hia ambitloa being 
to writo a gonetal history of PortugBl. This wish bo con£dod 
to Dom Manuol in 15^ when preeentu^ tho king with a work 
of detion that ha bad composed, antitlod 

C^imtcndb. t>om Manuol in reply stated that for aomo tinie

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he had desiied that the affalw of India ahoold be recorded, but 
that hithorto he hod been nnabb to find a person fitted for the 
task ; that* * iE Barrcffl liked to undertake it, hia labour would not 
be in ™iri. Accordingly the young man ael about preparing 
for the work; but in little over ayeaf s tune^ Dorn Manneldiod, 
and tho achema had to bo abandoned temporarily. 

Tho new king, D, Joao Ht,* ap|tointed Barroa to the 
oaptaincy oE Mina*, Eor which place he sailed in 1522^ remaiiL^ 
ing there for over two years*. On his return to Portugal, in 
May IBM, the king bestowed upon him the office of treasurer 
of the Gaea da India, Mina o Oeuta*, a poet which he held until 
December 1523^ continuing to reside in Luaboa until the out¬ 
break of plague in that city in 1530 drove him to hie connfaiy- 
house near Pombal. In 1533 he returned to Lisbon, and waa 
appointed factor of the Casa da India e Iffina, an office 
involving very heavy duties* In spite of which ^ however. Barros 
found time to continue his literary purBuite. prtduoing various 
worka^ Oue of the most interesting being a Portuguese gramtuar 
(printed 1540). intended for the use of four Faravain who had 
been brought to Portugal, selected from those converted on 
the Fishery Coast in 1538. 

In 1552 was published in Lisbon the Brut Decade of Barros's 
long proieoted work, with the title Asia de Joam de Barros^ do* 
fectos qu& os Portuguese^ fizeram no descc^imsi^ ^ 
dos marcs dr ierraa do Ortenis \ the second Decade appearing 
the following year*. The death of King Joao Ill. in 1557 
probably delayed the appearanco of tho third Decade, which 
was not published until 1563. It is on this work that the fame 
of Barroe rest*i and deaorvedly so ; for though he never went 
further East than to Mina, he took gi^t pains to insure

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fMi^uracy, by Donatilting persoEis wbo had hmn to India and 
b^yond^ and by procming and haTing tr^i&lated cbnomdefl in 
various orientai languagea. Barrofl uitanded to complete the 
history of Portugal by writing siTiiUar books on Europe, Africa, 
and Santa Cruz (Brazil), and ho also projected a UnivemaJ 
Geography and a Natural Hiatory of tbc East^ its Commerce, 
&c.;; but these and other works that be bad iu view romainad 
unwritten owing to his arduous of&ckl duties. 

At the end of 1567, in cousoquence of the infirtoities of agOp 
Barros retired from aotive work, and King D. SobaatLlo 
conferred upon him various privileges and emoluments calcu¬ 
lated to free hia last yearn from -carie. In this rerirement, in 
bit country-house near Fombal, BarroA died on 20 October 
1570, over eeventy yoara of age^ His body was interred in a 
hermitage in the district of Leira, whence it was removed in 
1610 to the monaatery of Alcoba^a by the bishop Jorge de 
Ataide, who caused a monument to be erected over the 
historian's remains. 


Diooo DO COOTO, like Joao de Barros, came of noble parent¬ 
age. He was bom in Liebon in 1543^^ bis father, Gaspar do 
Couto, being in the service of the infinite Dorn Luiz^ Hence it 
was that Diogo, while still a hoy, entered the service of the 
la/onf^p and, like Barros. Omto received a careful education 
In the various branches of baming. But the death of bis 
father, following ahortly alter that of the obliged him 

to abandon his studies and take to the profeasion of arma. In 
1559^ be sailed for India, where he eerved as a soldier for the 
space of nine^ years, taking part in a number of engagements 
which ho describes in his Hccades. Early in 1569 be India

Cnuto'a stay in his nativo land wea but a brief one, for he 
again left for India La March I5T1« never (aa it fell out) to 
retum^ £[e settled down aa a citizen in Goa^ where he maxiied 
Luiza de Melio, whose brother* Frei Adeodato daTrinidade, a 
Franciscan, afterwards assisted in the publication of Contn's 
Decadee^. Cbato wee versed in mathecnatica and geography* 
and knew Latin and ItaJian well, writing poetry in both these 
Langnagee. Me also took mnoh internet in the history of India 
and other oonntriea of Aria* aa weU as in the manners and 
ouetoms and religioua beliefs of the peoplee of those lands. 
When he drat entertained the idea of continuing work bfl 
undoiehed by Barroe, I do not know; but he appears to have 
bfsen (conseiouaiy or nnconsoioiisly) dtting himself for it for 
many yeara. It wa^^ not* however* nntil some years after the 
s>»ssion to the throne of Portugal of Philip IE, of Spain in 
15%1 that Couto took any action in this matter, !iotlcmg the 
great interest taken by this king in all the affaiis of the 
Portuguese oversea demlnions,, Couto Boems to have conceived 
the idea of writing a volume after the style of one of Barroa^s 
Decades, commencing however, not where Banros left ofi (at 
February 1526)» but with tbe year of PhiUp^s proclamatien ae 
king of Portugal, 1581. QJs object in so dou^ was doubtless 
to Qattar PhiUp's vanity* and thus insure tbe royal patronage 
for the work he proposed , and in this he was succ^sfal. 

By 1593 Couto had fliriHhed the book that forms I>ecade X. j 
and on 15 November of that year he wrote to the king 
informing him of this fact, and bej^mg Philip to pass a provi¬ 
sion enabling h i m to have access to all state documents 
□eoessary fot his carrying out his project. To this letter the 
king replied on 2S Febmary 1595, expressing his approval 
of Couto*s intention, asking him to send him the volume he bad 
written*, and requesting him to commence bis work where 
Barros had left off; adding, that in order that Conte might the

Meanwhile Conto* in obedience to tbs kind's oommandp set 
to work to mte the history of India from the point at wkioh 
Barms had left it, and by the eod of 1506 ho bed completed hii 
Daeads IV. and had began I>ecade V.* He found hinuiolf 
somewhat hampered in his taakp however, by the refusal of 
succeBBive vLoeroys to allow kim access to all official documenti, 
the reason given being that many of these wwre of too coafi- 
dential a nature to paas out of the power of the viceroy. The 
force of thie objection Philip reocgnksd, asking , however,that

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ezpieesed mtention to wnd the king O Tolame each y»Br, 
Oouto seems to have kept back Decade V., in order to forward 
it by the homeward ieet of 1599»; but be waa unable to ^ 
this, the ships that were to have left Portugal for India in 
March 1598 having been prevented from sailing by an 
English armada under the command of the Earl of Cumberland 
blockading the mouth of the Tagus* *. It is probable therefore 
that ha sent this volume, together with Decade VI., by the 
homeward fleet of IflOO*. 

In compliance with a request e£ the king's, and possibly 
because his seventh Deoade wm not quite complete, Couto 
sent to Philip III. by the fleet leaving India in 1002* tha 
volume that ho had “ fimshed ” bo far baok as 1603, and for 
which Philip Hi. had several times aehed in vain, viz.. Decade 
X,* By one of the ships of the homeward fleet of 1002 Couto 
forwarded his Decade VII.*; but uofortunately this vessel, 
the Sdo T«igo, was captured by the Dutch at St, Helena on 
10 March after a severe fight, Couto’s raannseript perishing 
with all other documento on board’. On receiving tbe news 
of this disaster, which might have ataggend a yoonger 
Conto (who seems to have sent home nothing by the fleet of 
1603) with characteristic energy flet to work and re-wrote the 
whole Decade, completing it in time to send it to the Mng by 
the ships that left India for Portugal in 1004. Well might he 
aay, in the bttor* to King Philip that accompanied this

acknowledging a letter of his, with soggeetions regarding the 
Torre do Tombo, of which the king expressed approval^ edd« 
ing that he had ordered provirions to be paased*, whioh he 
WAS commanding the viceroy to have fuLdlled", Philip con¬ 
cluded his Latter thus * I have seen the Decades of the 
History of India that you sent me®, in which 1 consider myself 
very well served by you* and in the good maimer in which yon 
are proceeding with this, which 1 enjoin on you to go on

Another thing that inspired Couto with hope was probably 
the receipt, shortly before be penned hia letter to the king, 
of a copy of hk Decade IV. in print, it having been publiahed 
in Uebon in 1602. But it ia just at this point that Couto’s 
outturn of Docadea falls off, the reason not being evident. As 
wo have seen, accsording to his own statement, he had com¬ 
pleted Decades X., XI.. and XU. (only half of this last pioh- 
ably) by la9S; and of thoae the first had been dispatched 
to Portugal. Why the other two were not sent immediately 
aftei-warda I do not know; probably they were kept back for 
revieion. When they were actually sent we have no record 
to show; all we know is, that they were in Portugal by 1614‘, 
and that the half Decade XU. at any rate was not sent homo 
before 1612*. It must be remembered that Couto wee now 
over ai<t y yean of age, and had spent the greater part of his 
life in Tudia The high pressure at which he bad been work¬ 
ing to produce so many volumes in addition to carrying out 
hie nffioiii.1 duties doubtleBs began to tell on him, and ho roaUaed 
with regret that be wae no longer able to prodnoe a Decade 
each year, as he had hoped to do. 

From thB_ time when^^he wrote hie letter of 6 NovombcT 
1603 to the king until the early part of 1611* I can find not a 
single reference to him in the official documents t we only 
know that he continued to bold lus office of ffvarda moe of the 
Torre do Tombo, and we may surmise that he continued with 
the compUataon of the two Decades (Vlll. and IX.) needed 
to fiU the oxistiDg gap. From a royal btter to the viceroy,

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be made to him for them. 1 enjoin upon you and charge jou 
much that you tell him of the favor that I aiu beBtowing upon 
him, and that you order to be pasaed to him the neceBsaiy 
dUpatchefl. in the form that i* notified to you” This bHowb 
that King Philip appreciated Couto’s serrioeB; but u tbe 
historian was now over the three score years and ten, it tvm 
unlikely that he would long enjoy the royal grant, and so it 
proved. 

Before passing on, however, I must nwntioii that during 
the year in which the king wrote tho above letter (1616) there 
was published in Lisbon what professed to be Barrea’s Decade 
IV. The manuscript loft by Barroa had, by the king’s orders, 
been intrufitod to Joio Baptista Lavonha*, principal cosmo- 
grapber of Portugal, who not only altered the order of events 
aa Banos had arranged them, but actually interpolated in 
the test passages vrritten by himself, some of them utterly 
anachronistic*. He also added footnotes embodying informa¬ 
tion from Cooto’a Decade IV. and from other writers. Cods^ 
quently it is impossible to say how much of this work is 
actually by Barros, and whether ho is raspoiifliblo for this or 
that statement occurring in it. 

In 1616 vi'as pnbliahed in Lisbon Con to s Decade \ U., a 
copy of which be was, however, destined never to see. Mean¬ 
while mi event had token place in India that embitteredConto s 
last days and will ever remain a matter of veiation to students 
of the history of PortugueBO Asia. The old man tells the 
story in a letter* to King Philip written from Goa, 28 
January 1616. It seems that by tbe end of 1014 he had 
completed Decades VUI. and IX.. and was to have sent them 
in 1615 to the king ; but some evU-dispOfled peioon stole the

of contmning the Docadu*. It was not untQ ll^^» years after 
his accMsion that Phihp IV, wroto to the Ticeroy, the Conde 
da Unbares, to look for a man to continue the history of India, 
in accordance with which command Antonio Bwano was 
chosen*, who, however, wrote the history of only five years 
a^, through a misujiderstainiing, commenced his record 
with the succession to the vioaroyalty of D. Jeronimo de 
Azevedo in December 1612*, thus leaving a period of twelve 
years tmchronicled. 

We have aeon above that up to the time of Couto's death 
four of bis Decades had been printed, viz., the fourth, fifth 
sixth, andseventh. Decade Vm.(or rather the anmmary thereof 

made by Conto) was not printed until 1673, when it was pub- 
fished in Lisbon, but from a faulty manuscript apparently* 
The fn^mentary summary of Decade IX. was never published 
serparately, but first appeared in 1736 in conjunction with the 
preceding Decades. Of Decade X. 120 pages were printed 
to form part of this edition, but for some reason the volume 
was never finished*; so that it wae not until 1788 that this 
Decade, the first that CSonto wrote, appeared complete in 
print*, forming part of the 1TT8*88 edition of Barroe and

BBOrciTN'tSQ with the rise of lelani in Bartbs describes 
the (icciipaticnj of Spain by tho iloersij the oleTatioa of Portu- 
to a separate kingdom p end the expuLsion of the -Moore 
from Europe. He thou tToateof the DAvigator Prince Henry, 
and the various PortiigueBe voyages of discovery during the 
15th century, culitunating in the pioTteer vojrage to India of 
Vasco da Gama in 1491. The subsequent expedit ions to India 
are then described, including that of the first v^eefoy D. 
B'raocisco de Almeida^ Ln 1505 j and almost at the end of the 
Decade we are told of the “discovery ** of Ceylon by the 
Viceroy's sou, D. I^puren^o de Almeida. 

For several years after Vasco da Gama's pioneer voyage to 
India, 1497-9. the Portuguese, though well aware that the 
finest clnnanion came from Ceylon, made no attempt to open 
up direct conrmunicatjpn with that island. Tile reasons for 
this I have explained fully in my paper on “ The Discovery of 
Ceylon by the Portuguese in 1506/* and need therefore here 
only say that the principal reason was that they were able to 
obtain a sufficiency of cinnamon for their homeward ships 
from the Moorish uiercbanU at Callout and Cochin, and that 
the Malabar ports supplied them with abundance of pepper, 
which spice always formed the bulk of their cargoes for 
Europe.

Tha Moore who engaged iTi tlio traffic ol the apicerita and 
India pKaeing t hat with oar enttaace into it they could 
no longer make their s^oyagea because of these aFtnada:^ that 
wo maintained on the .Malabar coast, at wtkieh they all called, 
sought for another new route by wliieh to convey the spiceries 
that they obtained from the partfi about Malaca,^ such aa

that it would be to the king's service to stop that route, and 
to discover that island, and also thoee of Maldiva^ by reason 
of the coir that was obtained from tliem, which was the one 
essential for all the Indian na^ngatlon, all the rigging being

that they w'ere making in India, and also l^eoauso of the cinna-

As Dom Louren^ had set out to discover and capture the 
ships of the Moors of Meeha that were sailing from the strait 
to Mal^ by tliat new routoT and as by the cargo of elepliants 
that these hadp as weh as from other inf urination that he 
received from the native pdota that he carriedp bo knew them 
to he eldps of Cambayap with which wo were not at war^ ho 
did not wisii to do thom any barm ; and also because of arriv¬ 
ing with an armed force at that port^ where tbo Moors bad 
spread the report that the Fortugucse were sea-pirates i so he 
rather accept^ what they offered on behalf of the king. And 
by their means ho got together some of the people of the coun¬ 
try ^ with whoao approval ho erected a stone jiaS-am^ on a rock» 
and upon it ordered to be cut some letbera aaying how he had 
arrived there p and had discovered that island ; and Gon^o 
Gongalvcz^ who was the stonecutter that did the work, 
although he was not a Hercules to boast of the jtmlrSea of hia 
diflcovoryp because these were in a place of sgeh renown, pnt 
bis name at the foot of it; and so GoD 9 alo Gon^alvez reniains 
more truly the stone-cutter of that piUar than Hercules is the 
author of many that the Greeks attributed to him in their 
writings®. 

When the Moors saw that Dom Lourenyo trusted in the 
words that they spoke to hl ai on beliatf of the king, they pre¬ 
tended to go and come with message to him, and Bnally 
brought four hundred of emnamoD of that which they 

had collected on shore for loading, saying that the king in 
token, of the peace and amity which he desired to have with the 
king of Portugal, although it had not been agreed to by his 
ambossadorSp olfered him all tliat cinnamon to load his chips 
with, if ho wislmd. And bccaiise Dom Louren^ said that he

wood which seemed to be something superior, where they aaid 
be Invd come to take his pleasure, that place bebig a kind of 
country-seat. Ai the end of this open spacc^ at a good dis- 
tanee from the housea, they made them w^ait, saying that it 
was not proijer for them to go further without leave of tlie 
king; and they bogsji to go and come with messages and 
{juestiorL^ lo Payo de Sousa, as if they came from tho king« 
feigning to be pleased at his coming. Finally Payo de Sousa 
with only two of his company was couductod to that place, 
where, according to the McM>r 8 , was the person of the king ; 
and as soon as they reached him he at ouce dispatched them, 
feigning to he pleiu^ at seeing things of the king of PortugaTSp 
giving thanks to Payo de Souaa for coming and to the captain- 
major for sending them to him ; and saying that as jegarded 
the peaes and amity that he desirod to have with the king of 
Portugal, he would seod his ambassadors to Cocki], and that 
in token thereoE he had sent the cinnamon, and would order 
to bo given them whatever they might need for the proviaion 
of the armada ; and with this he dispatched him. The which 
manner of Fayo de Sousa^s going and coming at the hand of 
theae Moors^ and his arnTiai at this place, and the conversa¬ 
tion that he had with this person, who they told him was the 
king of Ceilam^—the whole was a tnek of theirs, and in a 
way a representation of things that did not exist, part of whidi 
Payo de Sousa understood, and afterwards know of a truths 
For this man with whom he spoke, although from the bearing 
of his person and the reverence paid to him by his people he 
seemed to be what they said, w^as not the king of (Jeiiam, but 
the lord of the port of flaHe; and others had it that it was not 
he, but some other noble personage, who by hk order and the

When I>om Louxea^ leartit from Payo de Sousa what had 
passed^ and perceived how matters stood^ he dissembled with 
the Moors p because. aa that island was under a heathen hlng 
(although at that time there was no certain knowledge of iis 
affairs)^ it seemed to him thatp wbothor it were ho with whom 
Payo do Sousa spoke ^ or notj tho wViolo might have been 
arrangod by hinip ah the heathen kings being very supenjti- 
tious ill their mode of communication with us, and that per¬ 
chance tho Mfxma had frighteaed him that lie sihoukl not do it; 
so without desiring to inquire further into tho mat tor, because 
the weather would not allow liis remaining longer in that portp 
where he ran rbskisp he set sail to return to Oochij- And be¬ 
cause Nnno Vaz Pereira^ through tho rough weather that had 
forced them to leave, broke tlio mainyard of \xh ship, he found 
it necessary to retuni once more to the port^ where lie found 
that our padram waa already blackened by firs, as if tliey had 
lighted one at the foot of it' and on ^king the reason of this 
of the Moors who w^ere tliere, tiiey laidi the blame on the 
heathens of the country, saying that the latter being an 
idolatrous people had tbcir fancies about a thing wherever it 
was made. Xuqd V^azp dealing with the matter in the form of 
threats if they carried this furtiior, overlooked the past oGfence ; 
and having mended the yard of his ship returned to Dorn 
Loureti^Op wiiom ho found on tlio coast of India in a place 
called Berinjani', which La in tho lordship of Coulam. And 
because some Moors who a-ero there had taken part in the 
murder of Antonio do Sa^, Dom Louren^o went ashore and 
burnt the village ; in which affair moreover there was blond 
shed, both of the natives and of our people, owing to the 
lesistaiice that they mode to the landing and the huming of 
certain ships that were them awaiting cargo ; and having 
taken this i^venge for the injury that those Moors had done, 
JDom Loureni^n left for Cochij^ where he arrived with hia fleet.

of the CLij^^ wbenee ttie peoplo of thin country likewise 
have the ChingftllA language^ of which we have spoken^. 

The other nadieti that the geographera give to this island, 
and other details relating to it^we leave for the commeotaries 
on the tabled of our Geo^aphif, it being matter appropriate to 
that place, where will be aeon the delusion under which some 
modem writers labour m HAyhig that the ftilden rhersoiiese, 
which we call SamAtra, is Tapobraiia, and the regt that the 
ancienU fabulated regarding these two Islands^. What now 
concerns us is to know that it bad very exceUent and pure air, 
and is for the most part fertile, luxuriant, principally from 
eight degrees downward along tbe sca-coast as far as the 
cape of G411e, and the mountain region. And in this distance, 
widch will be a tract of twenty leagues in length and ten in 
breadth, is the bulk of the population, aud most of the sea¬ 
ports, and where Xatuie produces all the cirmamon that is used 
in those aud these parts. True it is that in many parts af tho 
East is found some, but it is uncultivated and wild, as will be 
seen in the books of to the chapter on it, and also of 

the rubies, catseyes, sapphitee, and other kinds of precious 
stones that it contains; however none approaches in linei^ess ki 
its own kind to the three that we have named : here these three 
sorts, the dnest of them, are the most perfect of all those part^. 
Of metals it has only iron, which is obtained in two parts, which 
are called Cando and Tanavaca^; and if there hsd been in it 
as much gold as the ancients say^, the natives are such lovers 
of it, and so diligent in demanding of the earth the meta] and 
precious stones that it bolds within iUelf, that they would

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it TTOiild be much more fruitful and well supplied ■ but through 
fear of this they do not care to cultivate anything. 

Almost at the edge of this mouiitain range, a matter of 
twenty leagues from the sea-coast, is a iDountain^ so high and 
steep that it risee to the height of seven leagues* * j and on 
the summit o£ it b§ a flat surface of such small eSEtent in 
oLreumference, that it will be little more thim thirty pa^^ 
in diameter. In the middle of which is a stone of two cubits 
higher than the other fiat surface Lu the manner of a table ^ 
and in the middle of it is figured a man's footprint, which will 
have a length of two spans, the which footprint is hold in great 
reverence, on account of the opinion that prevails among the 
natives; for they asaert it to be that of a holy man, a native 
of the Idngdom of Delij, which is below the sources of the 
rivers Indus and Ganges, who came to this island^ where ho 
stayed for the space of many yeans, bringing men to the usage 
of ^lieving and adoring one only God, the creator of heaven 
and earth, whom they call l>euiin^, and afterwards returned 
to the kingdom of Delij, where he bod a wile and children. 
And many years of his life having passed, in the hour of death 
lie extracted a tooth ^ and com manded that it should be brought 
to this island, and given to the king of the country, to be 
kept in memory of him, beside tire footprint on the peak^ the 
whiob tooth at the present day the kings hoEd os a sacred 
relic, to which they commit all their needs^. And from this 
heathen opinion our people came to call this mountain the 
Peak of Adam, whom they® call by the proper name of Budo. 
In which mountain rise three or four rivenj, which are the 
principal ones that water the greater part of the inland ; and 
in some places this mountam range is so steep, that for the 
apace of thirty fathoms It is ascended by means of iron chains, 
to which men cling, in order to make their pilgrimage to this 
footprint. The which thing i& so celebrated among all the 
heathenry of tliat East, tliat from more than a thousand 
leagues away there assemble there pilgrims, chiefiy those that 
they call who are like men that have left tiie world

pilgriDiagea to vi^dt the temples dedicated to bira, Z^lany 
things do the natives of this island relate of his eanctity and 
that of his priests and which we defer until wo treat 

thereof in our Oeo^aph^^j and al^ of the customs of the people 
and slate of thetr kingsp and the ceremonies that they obj^erve 
and regard amongst themselves. 

At present what Is to the purpose of our history is to know 
ttiat It is divided into nine states^ and each of these is called 
a kingdom. The first and moet notable is ruler of about 
tJiat tract of land in which we hare said that all the cinnaiiion 
grows, which hes in the western part of I he klandt and has 
most of the sea-ports, and the be&t> that there are in it, the 
chief city of which is called Coluiubo. Near to which is a 
fortified place, called Cota {aa wo here say fortress 
in w^hi< h the king dwells retited* *. In order to keep himself 
apart from the concourse of raerchante who Basemble at 
that port of Columbo, and this was the one that Lopo 
Soinez had gone to visit. Another kingdom lies to the 
south of this at the point of this island, which they call 
Oalle, and on. the esuatem side it confinas with the kingdom 
of Unla’*, and in the north with another called Tanavaea; 
and that which is in the midst of the interior of this land 
entirely surrounded by mountain ranges, which it has in place 
of a wall, ifl the kingdon^ of Cande. And along the sea-coast 
of this island are these kingdoms ; Batecaiou, which is the 
easternmoet in it| and between it and that of Cande, which lies 
to the west of it, is another called Vilaeem*; and going along 
the coast of the island toward the north above Batecalou is 
the kingdom of Triquinainale, which by the coast upward 
comes to adjoin another called JafanApatam, which is at the 
point of the island towards the north, the which kingdoms 
adjoin one another in the interior. And so great are they 
amongat themselves^ by so much the greater power that the 
heatheuB and infidels have who posseea them; for they have 
no other demarcations than the power of each, wherefore 
we cannot define them with accuracy, since the covetousness of 
men has no certain limits, even though they may have laws 
divine and human as to how far what they may have extends.

Th^ king 1>0B1 MftTmel, becau^ he had much iniormatide 
regarding the fertility ol thia iabndp and knew that froin it 
came all the emnamon in thoee part^, and that the lord of Galle 
hy the manner ill which he comported himaelf towatd-S I>om 
Louren^e we ha^^e related above) to pay him iributo 

in order to retain hb friondahip, and that afterw ards through 
the medium of Afotuso Dalhoquertjue the king of tkjlumbo, 
who was the real lord of the oinnamunp w'ished to have that 
peace and friendship^ wrote to the same Afonao DalbnouerquOp 
that he was to go in peraon to this island^ ifdt semod weQ to 
hiiUy to build in this port of Columbo a fortress, in order 
thereby to niake &ure of the offers of the king. However, 
ae Afonso DaUicquerque whilst he Uved considered other 
matters more important to the state of India, and that it was 
prujicT that they should be made sure of before this island of 
Coilarn, and also because the king was very prompt in sending 
all the cinnamon that was needed by us, dissembled with the 
reminders that the king ftont him every year on this subject^ 
giving him these and other reaaonB why he ncglectod to do it^ 
When Lope Sodre:^ was coming to India he likewise earried 
this reminder; and noverthelcss he tirst went to the strsjt of 
the Ited Sea, which by the reasonings of Monso Dalhoquerque 
was more important ; and seeing how littie he had done in thb 
journey, on account of matters having succeeded so I>ad[y-^ 
and that in that year of 1518 there might come out another 
captain-major and governor, wish^ before he went to leave 
this w'ork completed by his hands. And although he had this 
year sent many men and to divers part^i, such as Antonio 
de SaJd-fknha to tlio strait, l>om Aleixo to Mahlca, and Dorn 
Joain da Silveira to the islands of ^Maldlva^, all nf w^hom he 
Locked for carrying out this work, and it w^as an honest oxcime 
for not attempt!i>g it, nevertheless he determined ujxin it; 
because, according to the information that he had regarding 
the navigation of the island by reason of the shoals tiiat it has, 
galleys and other rowing ves:^ls were sufficient^ and some ships 
of high build to carry implements for the work of the fortrotiS.

M having commerce with the Portuguese Ms whole 

kingdom would become very wealthy and fully supplied with 
the f^oductions of the West*^ The king ^ as lie had some time 
ago been occupied in treating of this mattor with Afonso 
Dalboquerque^, and was very desirous of this commerce, 
swing how rich the king of Cochij bad become by it, and that 
since we had entered India he (the king} liimself had begun to 
experjence in his revenue the profit that was to be paid, ^ 
^n os he saw the message of L-jpo SoAres: conceded him the 
fortress, sending to interview him with words that showed 
Ills satisfaction. 

As the Moons of Calecut and of all that coast of ^Vlaiabar 
amce our entry into India had been scared awav bv us from 
alf Lhoae parts, and had some refuge in this island of GeUam 
because of our armadas^ not going to it, some who were there 
on the arrival of Lopo Soire?,, although they were terrified 
at seeing him m the port, when they learnt that the kinv 
conceded him a fortress became altogether as dead men 
Finally by force of bribes, wldcli everywhere are able to 
pfl^t more than sohd reasons, they so changed the mind of the

ropreaantLng to him dangers to his life and lofls of hL^ ntate if he 
thus granted us a place for n fortress^, that when one moming 
Lopo £So4re2 intended to go on land to cut the ditch in that point 
which ho liad chofien for the fortress, he found that by the 
industry of the Moors there were there some mud-w'allii^ after 
the manner of mtrenehmenU with defences of wtHwi, in which 
they had placed certain iron bombards witli bowinen posted 
for defending the land. jiViid this was not all^ but there were 
also some of our men taken prisoners^ who as in a safe place had 
gone ashore^ of thc^ who went witli tlicse messagea between 
Lopo SoArez and the king,, if in the way of hostagea so m 
afterwrards to make use of them if the affair did not succeed well* * 
LopoSoArez* when ho learnt of the welcome with w hich they in¬ 
tended to receive him on land, having taken counseL with the 
captains, altered the manner of landing, being convinced that 
by the power of the sword he would have to remove that 
impdiinent which preventetl hk building the fortress, the 
which lie understood had been planned by the Moors, chiefly 
after he had sent to viewr from near at liand the positions 
and what people they were who were in defence of them. 
The which determination caused among all the men of amis 
as great a transport of deligfkt as thov Inid previouslv Ijeen 
sorrowful^ on seeing that the king of goodwill granted a phice for 
building a fortress, and Lliat Lnthat traiisaetidn they had to exer¬ 
cise more the atrength of their arms, like mechanics, with stone 
Slid lime on their backs, without any reward in treasure and 
honouj, than wit h sw'ord in hand like knights^ with which tho^^ 
obtained these two things- Lopo SoArez^ although ho saw this 
eagern^ among the men, after tliey hod been noticed .of what 
he had agreed to with the captalnSp did not chooeie to land that 
day, deferring it for the following fore-dawn ^ao as to go hotter 
prepared : and tins he did, getting ashore vrithout hindrance 
from the enemy. Because, as their strength lay more in the 
l>ombards and irdTiqueini^ than in courage, they did not dare

who wished to act on the defensive rather than the ofifenaive. 
Aa soon as f»po So4rez gave the Santinsro! our men^ 
taking no account of the smoke of their bombards^ nor loofcinjjf 
to see where they were aimed , competed with one another aa 
lo who should finat climb over the top of the positions, as 
if on the isunimit of them was the special prize of victory 
of each^ However^ this eourage cost some of thorn blooti 
and life; for not- onty were several wounded by arrows 
and iirelnek shots^ but some were also killed by the bombards, 
the rhiei of whom was V^eriaaiino Pacheco^ who we have 
aaid^ had come from Mal4ca with the news of the impiiaon- 
ment of bis brother Antonio Paeheco^» Tl\is conflict having 
gone on amidjit the obscurity of the smoke of the artiUeiy 
for a short space of limep during which our tnen tarried in their 
ascent of thepogition, as soon oa a liandfu! of them had made 
theniHcl voij masters of it^ they cut up the enemy in such fashion 
that they put them all to flight, not failing to follow on their 
heels, driving them at the sw^ord’fl point* *. Lopo So^xez^ 
seeing that some captains liad got a little opposite to w-here 
there were trees» from which they might receive some harm, 
chiefly Christovain de Sousa, who had crossed over a streaiii a 
long way from the position, commanded to sound the trumpet 
lor them to return*, i^inee he waa noa^ master of his enemi^^ 
fortress, and to carry off thoee pieces of artillery that he found 
there r and without making further stay, in order to give the 
men a rest, he once more em barke<l. 

On the following day,ever 3 i:hLng being already Lu readinces 
for his purpose, Eie went ashore * and the first tlung that he 
set a1>out was to forti^ himueli, making himself master of the 
point which he desired for founding the fortress, the which

information from some of our men who had already been thcre^ 
they led him to beheve lliftt there was atone ftom wiiieh it 
would be possible to make Lime, and if this did not serve there 
waspbnty of shell-hsh, from the shells of which a large quantity 
could be made^ And seeing that there was not one i»f these 
tilings for making bme^p only shells which It was necesaary to 
bring from a distance^ which might detain him a longer time 
than he had to spare^ it being already in October^ and it was 
necessary lor him to be ill India, by reason of the loaiLingof the 
ships that were expeete<l from the kingdom^ by which, he 
thought^ might come the governor w^ho was to succeed him^kf! 
agre^p with the approval of nil the captains, that m Uoie 
could not be made quickly they should build the fortnw of 
stone and clav- Because as the land wan tfCparatcd frtim the 
point frf>ni s^ to aea^ that sufficed for the time Ixsing as a 
secure retreat for those who were to remain^ until it should bo 
provided from India aticording as there w-as need. All having 
coocurred in this opinion* Lopo Soared ordered in groat haste 
the foundatiorks to be dug^ and stone to be brought for com¬ 
mencing the wallp dividing the responsihiUty of each task 
among the captains- 

The king of OeilfliHi when he saw many of his peo]iie killed 
and wounded in that incursion of ours on land, and that with 
little trouble they made themselvoe masters of the fort ideation 
that the Moors had made, and besides this hod begun the work of 
the fortress contrary to his wii^h* having taken counsel with his 
fellow^-couiitry^menp without giving to the Moors, desired 
the peace that he had agreed to with Lopo Sokrez rather than 
the breaking of it which they had arlvised. Regarding w liich 
subject he sent to him his governor^ various cxcuiswi for 

what had pccurml, Attributing all to the bad counsels of men 
who liad got him to believe thin^ contrary to what he (Lopo 
So&rez) had promised of the peace and amity that fay means of 
the fortress he might have with the king of Portugal. And 
since ho by the death and injury of his i>eoplc hod been paid 
for accepting cDunsel from evil men, who hofl caused that 
rupture, ho liegged him that they might return once moitt 
to the state of peace which at his coming he )iad at once

he wished. Lopo Soarez, although in hk replv he showed 
that he wns offended with the king for the little truth in which 
he had acted towards him and the treicheiy which he (the 
kin#^} had CQmnlitted+ both as regards the men whom he had 
ordered to be aeis^, as well as in w hat he had done over the 
agreement of peaoe, concluded his reply thus ; That he was 
content to return to the peace in which they were bfifore ; 
nevertheless. for the insult that he had offer^ to the royal 
banner of the king of Portugal his master Ln permitting the 
.Moors ajid the natives to-come against him with an armed force, 
in wdiich affair gcveral Portugute^ were killed and w^oiinded, 
he (the king) would have to compensate this injury by sub¬ 
mitting to the title of vassal of the king Dom Manuel his 
master, whose insignia were those on the baimer of his king, 
which represented his person ; who when he was insulted, or 
anyone despised his peace, hb vassals would sayerihee their 
lives until they had put hU enemy under Its yoke. Tile king's 
governor, having left with this measage, returned and went 
many times, until at Last he ag^^ed with L>opo Soarez that the 
king was willing to beMi-ome a vassal of the king Dom .Manuel's 
with a yearly tribute of three hundred baJtdrfA of cinnamon, 
which in our weight are one thousand two hundred quiiiiaU, and 
l^esides twelve rings nf rubi-eeand sapphires of those that were 
dug from the gem-pits of Cfeilam, and sU elephants for the 
RcrvLoe of tlie fattory at Cochij^ all to be paid to the captain 
of the lortrcfis who should be there, or to whomever the gov¬ 
ernor of India should send. And that the king Dom Manuel 
should he obliged to protect and dcfetid him (the king) from 
hifl enemies as liia vassal ; with otlier conditions besides 
which are set forth in the agreement of that treaty of which 
pjpo SoArez had one copy and the king the other, written on 
leav^ of watw gold (according to their usage}, and ours on 
Ijarchment^. This agreement having been made, the king sent 
to excuse himself to Ijjpo Sodrez for not coming to bee him 
on ^count of being indisposed, and for mattens of his religion 
of Jjramme to wliich he belonged; becaiLse, as regards the

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heathens of thojffi parta, thesw two thioge gt> together, priest¬ 
hood and govemnieal of men. And as the kings have a. great 
regard for their priests, and much more for the cliiefa of thoni, 
who have that jurisdiction that as regards the clergy the 
bishops have amongst the kings themselves are bramimnea 
and are auperior to aL! in their kingdom. So powerful is the 
ambition to nde^ that the princes of the earth are not content 
to hold in auhjection their vassals by means of the odmitvis- 
iration of the sectilar government which God has given to 
them^ by which they have made tliemHelves masters of their 
bodies and external actors of the works that each one doea, in 
order to execute upon him the laws of justice, according to 
those that were given for that purpose ; hat they have also 
wished to bo masters of the souls and internal authorities of the 
mind, which belong to God alone, or to those who (according 
to our goepcL) are heirs of this mystery. Having made tliia

the affairs of commerce, ilnd because the Mofj'rs wesfe aecua- 
tomed to go to that island^ ha\'ing been scared away by our 
armadas that w^ent about Malabar (as we have said),. Lopo 
8aarex wished to deprive them of that place of refuge^ leaving 
aa captain-major of the sea^ with four Bad for tlie guarding of 
that port of Columbo, Antonio de .Miranda Da^evedo"-

Diogo Lopez linvlifig left Moifainbiqu® arrived on tLe 
gth uf September at Goa* * whore lie stayed only a few days, 
becau^ of having nowa that Lopo Soarez was on the way to go 
to Ceilamp thinking tbat he might catch him before he left for 

there. * because hia Intention was (as we have saidj to 

catch Lopo Soared before he left C-oohlj to go to Ceilam, and 
fltop him from that expedition, the fortress that be was 
going to build not being a thing of such importanee at 
tliat timo as other things which had been more etrongly 
commended to him by the king in the instructions that he 
carried, for which he needed the men and ship that Lopo 
Soarez had taken for that work. But the weather was sucb^ 
that it detained him nine days at Baticala^ , whence he sent a 
nieeaagc to Lopo SoArez simply to stay him ; and this message 
of hi& reached Cochij one afternoon, on the day in the morning 
of which Lopo So^roz had left. And although by the order 
of l>iogo Lopez this message went no further, on the way U>po 
So4rez had advice of the arrival of Diogo Lopez, over which

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Manuel in the paat year of 1513 bad ordoFed to go and build 
this fortress with as many as oiglit hundred men, among whom 
were many art-bans skilW in thm work ; whieli last having 
been accompliRhad, he to remain with tho troops neeeosarv 
for Its dcfencer and revenue of&eiak, and the rest were to go 
to other foHre-wa, And it happened that after tlie king had 
come to this dctermLnallon there arrived Lopo de Villalobos^ 
whom Lopo Soarcz dispatched to this kingdom when he left 
the strait [as we h .ve described above^), by wbom he wrote 
to tho king that as soon as he reached India he intended to go 
and build this fortress of Ceilam. Xovortheless in the vear 
1519 the king dispatched him to go and serve in the captaincy 
there* *, and hia brother Antonio do Brito who was out there® 
was to Iw fdmidt isior*; and as factor iVndr£ Kodriguea de 
Beja, and as clerks Joam Rahello and Gaspar Daraujo^ 
ziicknamecl Beniniagre, both of them his grooms of the bed- 
chami>er. On Lopo de Britons arrival in India this fortress 
was handed over to him by l>om Joam da Silvelra^^ who was 
stationed in it as captain. And as he (Lopo do Brito) brought 
four hundred men, among whom were many stone-masons and 
carpentcTB, and it was in fiucb a conditioa that it seemed about

The people of the country, when they saw this reformation of 
the fortress^ hke folk afifrighted at what the Moors had told them 
about U9^ began to be more afraid of that fortification, think' 
ingthat all was in order to take the coon try from them*. Finally 
to this suapicioD were added other conses, which a^ected theiV 
liberty, since our people woidd not consent that tlie ^loom 
should come there and trade with them, by which they suffered 
much loss, both one and the other, ^om which prohibition 
resulted tliat they not supply our people with the produce 
of the country, which they had been coming to sell to them ; 
and beside thiSp if they found anyone contrary to orders o\it^ 
side of our fortreas^ he was wounded^ or IdUed if tiiey could 
accomplish it* Lopo ds Brito, in order to preserve the peace 
that had ^n agr^ to by Lopo SodreEp overlooked some of 
these affairs, treating them as such tnvM matters that there 
began to be a murrauring among our people, who called thifl 
forbearance not pmdence but cowardice : whence it came 
about that he thought better to carry out the wish of the men

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of arniti tbaii hLi own forbearanco, although he cooaidered it 
Uy be nioro profitable for the govomineiit of the country. 
Final)V, being goaded by both enemies and frientls, during r 
& iefita*tbe time when the heathenry of the countiy after eating 
lie down to sleep, and are the less auapicious on this acctountj 
with about one hundred and fifty picked men he attacked the 
town of Col^lmbo^ which was close to our fortress*. And 
as this sally waa sjf a sudden, the enemy were so stricken with 
fear, that without thinking of wife or children they all took tA> 
flight at the first onset. As his intention was to intimidate, 
and not to kill, in order that they might become afraid of again 
attempting what they had done, Lopo de Brito ordered them 
to bind the women and children to the doorways of the houses, 
HO that they might see that they had them in their power 
and did not wish to do them harm, How^ever, when ho was 
leaving, he ordered to sot fire to a broad and sfcraigfit street, 
which was the principal one of the city*, and of greatest resort 
by the people, feafiiig that, on the retirement of our men, as 
ihe street led direct to our fortress, tho enemy would conio 
and fall upon his rear, whereby lie might receive (wme harm ; 
and so it happened. For when tho first impulse of fear had 
passed, which had caused them to place thomselves in safety, 
seeing that wife and children remained to them, they returned 
from love of thoni| like men devoted to death. And although 
the fire was a great protection to our men, being now great, 
and intervening between them and the others, nevertheless that 
fury cost the Uv® of many of them and of our men : for before 
they got free of that onrush of theirR more than thirty had been 
wounded, some of whom afterguards died. And truly, if they 
had not occupied themselves in extiaguiahing the fire, 
and had not found the w'onicD and childron bound to the 
doorways, by which they understood that that sally of 
Lopo do BriWs was nioro of a menace than a desire to 
izijnro them, since many hastened to theh help, aod they came 
on madly, it would not have taken much for them to enter 
tho fortress together with our men-

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XevBrthelesa. with the hurt that they there rweiv-ed in 
attackmg our men their indignatiott doubled, whereupoa tliev 
show^ opeidy the hatred they bore ua, not delayinK mimv 
oaj^ la oomiag to lay siege to the new fortrese. On their fiiut 
uriKal, although Ijopo de Brit-o flaw himself in a great strait 
they being n^Jy twenty thousand men, oa they had come 
t^ly arrayed, at the cost of many of their lives ho drove 
them back, and made them busy themselves in pitching their 
flamp, Making their entrenclmaenta of earth, with a facing 
of many palm-trees, little by little, like people that come at 
tlierr ease, they went on approaching our fortresa, until they 
cons^cted two baations of the same palm-trees, in which they 
placed some artillery. .^Uthough this was not so furioiM as 
ours, the large mini her made up for the fury, liecauw in that 
siege there were more thao six hundred spingardoons, aonte 
of which were of the aize of bases, which dischargied wMiden 
aiTO'^ ten spans m length, with feathers of wild-boar leather 
which at two hundred paces niode very great execution'. 
And bMide tins annoyance, in seeing day the air thick 
wnth heae arrows, at night they had mother, which was 
^ing ht op by hre-arrows m order to bum the thatched houses 
that they had i and the greatest of all was, going to seek 

^ml^g water outside tlie fortress*, hecause aU t^t much 
blood. 


This siege Inated for the space of Hvc miinlJis* ; wlifreby 
fts 1 during tlie wiiit^i^wjo;son, acid no miceouj could 

co^ to them from India, it was tho cause of our people’s 
suffering much trouble ; until from Oochij there came to them 
in succour a galley captain Antonio de Lemoa*, son of Joam 
Gome* de Lemos, lord of Tr6fa, in which lie brought some 
hfty men, and even these could with difficulty be sent. Because 
at this tipie Diego Lopez de Sequeira liod gone to the strait of 
the Ked Sea, witli a force of so many sail and men (aa we have

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described^)* * and the fortroBses of India were left iidtb only the 
regulation niiiuber for their defence, and that ol Gochi], wtiioh 
Wii8 nearer to CeQatu, had \em taen than the others, on acconnt 
of being more aacure, a greater succour could not be sent to 
Lopode Brito. And even this that went to Mm was more for 
the safety of himself and of the pemoos that were there than 
becau!^ of the possession of the same fortress : since it wsipS 
not coneidored as an important matter to the state of India 
for us to have there taken that possession ^ because without 
it had aU the cinnamon for the loading of our ships, and the 
king of the country, witliont this yoke which intiniidatw him , 
was willing to pay his tribute. And afterwards in the courae 
of time it was seen how needless it was, wfiereupon it was 
ordered to be demolished^, only a factory house remaining, 
whereby the king of the country was entirely disafftighted ; 
and yet to some of them it was servnoeahle, with the aid that 
they had from ua against tlinir enemies with whom they were 
at war, as we ehall deecribe later on^. Jjopo de Brito, seeing 
what small succour had come to him, and leaniing the 
why, determined to drive away from there that l)ody of neigh¬ 
bours, from whom he had received so much harm, before they 
should leam how few men had come to their help^ calculating 
that even if he could do no more in that sally of his from the 
fortress than capture the two bastions that had done them 
so much harm, he might consider that as a great victory. 
Ffaving agreed in council on the manner in which they were 
to carry out that sally, Lopo de Brito ordered Antonio de 
Lemosto place himself with Ids galley in front of thebaetlons, 
making os Lf from there he intended to batter them with the 
great piecea that he carried in the galley: and he Mmself on 
the following day during the siesta, which is the time of sleep 
sitdong the heathenry we have already said), on a given 
signal p with some three hundred men attacked the enemies' 
[Kisiiions. And It pleaeed God that when they felt the sword

of our men in tbeiU n they ga^'e them theop]^>rtunity of pimkiiag 
the(n3olv€d niiiatora of tiie baationS'^ AiitODio dp X^mpa during 
tills time having hia galley (joverM with arrawfi and bolts, 
from w'liick he leoeived mueh damage. Thf? body of men that 
was further hack in the arrayal, and also that whkh was 
lodged in the city, which was the principal one, seeing 
that theee two bastionii had been entered by us, and the 
groat tonfuflion that w-as eaiiaed by the jsuuvt 'qui peul^ the 
captains hastened from all |>attai whereby was formed a large 
number of men, among whom were included one hundrod and 
fifty how, which for that island of Ceilam, where they are not 
much wEiS a great quantity^ ; and there also came some 
twenty-fiTO elephanl»=^ equipped with their castles, frou] 
which fought many men with arrows. Four of tliese^ as more 
skilled in the use of warfare* * came in front making great sweeps 
with cortain swords that they carried fastened backwards to 
their tuslm^. The which spectacle of wild beasts* coniing 
accompanied by so great a force of men* put our men into such 
confusion* that many gave ground. Lopo do Brito, haring 
rallied all the men to hun before those wild beasts had entirely 
driven them b^k, all the matchlockmen that he had with him 
at the same time firing at the four front elephants^ shouted 
the “ Santiago! “' at them, and with their spears fined wounded 
them severely. These, wheu they found theioBalves annoy^ 
hy the matchlDckB and spears, wheeled round trumpeting upon 
their own people, fleeing so hliudly, that they charged into 
those that were eoruing behind, and these into others, in such 
wise that their rout gave the greater boldness to our men, 
who drove them before them with loud shouts at the apoar 
point. And since there was not in the bodies of the floors and 
heathens of the island such hardnesa as in the hides of the 
elephanbi, upon which, when they are enraged, the point of a 
spear has no more effect than that caused by the spike of a 
goad on the hide of an when it is pricked/ that action left 
theni dead and wounded. Lopo de Brito haring traversed 
a broad street, by which these people had come, os soon as he 
began to get among trees turned round and retired, fearing the 
Lie of the land, and contented himself with the idctory 'that 
Ood hod given him* which had also cost enough of our men's 
blond. HoweveTt ^hc result of tliL^ affair was that the king

In thifl Decade Couto tellw m of the attempt made by 
ilurme to ouflt bia brother Bliovaoeka Babn from the tbrooe of 
K6tt4, laying siege to the city twice, between 1536 and 1539, 
and having the help of a Mwriah force from Cklecat. The 
Hiege wne miaed on the £rst oocoHion by Martim AEqumo de 
Souaa (who Hubaequently inllicted a severe defeat on the Mooca 
near Rim^^varani),' and on the Becond by Miguel Ferreira, 
when the Moorish leadem were treacherously mujderod. We 
are ako told of Bhnvaneka B4hu'!i Bonding (in 1540) an ain- 
baseador to the king of Portugal with a golden image of his 
infant grandson to be crowned ae his socceaeor. Jaffna dmt 
appears In Gouto'a Idstory in a somewhat incidental manner. 
In one chapter Couto gSves an account of the ancient history of 
the island as obtained by him from native sources i in another 
a Jeamed disaertation on the opinions held by ancient geo¬ 
graphers regarding Taprobana; and m a third, an Intcieetiiig 
discuBsion on Adam's Peak.

brought to him, msultbig and dishonouring them, and killing 
and impaling all that sought to defend thenip and towards 
others using brutal inbuukaiiities : whereby he so harassed 
everyone^ that the people^ being unable to endure hhn ^ 113 ' 
longer, assembled and went to complain to his father, and to 
beg him for justice for eucb inaulte and cruelties. And as he 
was vexed with hb son on account of aeamg m him no amend¬ 
ment, nor perceiving any molination towards good, having 
already many times admonished him, he coinmanded sccrvtly 
to equip many voRsela, and in them to place provkions and 
necessaiy things: and when all was read}' he took his son 
unawares^ and embarked him with seven hundred youtlis of 
Ins own age and of his retinue, who in his turpitudes had oil 
Ixfon over his companions : because it a custom in that 
kingdom, on the day that the son and heir was bom, for the 
king to command all the male children diat were bom on the 
same day, throughput all the realms that he possessedp to bo 
written down and enrolled, who wore brought to the court 
from seven yeats upward in order to be trained together with 
the prince ; and on the day tliat tliis one was bom them was 
found a great number of them^ of ivhom seven hundred were 
still living'. 

After the king had embarked his son he told him that he 
was to go through the world and seek countries that he might 
populate^ but that he was not to mtum to his kingdom+ 
because he w^ould kill him and aU the rest. Tbb prince having 
departed sot sail and went along at the mercy of the winds 
without knowing whitiier he went, and in a few days he came 
in sight of a de^iert island’, winch b this of CeiJao, at which 
he came to land on the biiaer side^, in a port that is called 
Preature, which Ilea between TtiqulUimale and the point of 
Jafanapatad^: and disembarking on landp tbay wore much

great eoienmitiefl ; thenceforward they frequently went u> 
and fro and intarehanged eommuciications, many persons 
crossmg over to live in tliat island, principally workmen of 
every craft, and agriculturists with their plows, seed, cattle, 
and everything else necessary for human life.

island were mcreasmg so muchp intitled himself emperor of 
the tBlsud of Lancao : albeit foreigners also called it lllenare^ 
w^hich in the MaLavar language signifies “ the kingdom of the 
Island which is the second name that it hid And os 
these banished men spoke tbe Taua^^rim language, which was 
their own, after they had united in niartiage with the women 
of tbe opposite coast, who spoke ^lalavar (which m the most in 
u^e that there is on that coast of C^anarii}^ the two languages 
becoming mixed came to form tliat which they use nowadays, 
albait the most speak pure Malavar^. This king lived twenty- 
five years^, and having no childreii left the kingdom to a 
brother of bia, whom while he woaalivo he hod sent to i>eg of his 
father : because by-and-by, as soon as he had established hU 
residence in that country, they communicated and traded 
with one another. 

This brother that succeeded him^ hod many aons, in wdiose 
doscondants that kingdom continued for nine hundred yuara* * 
without going out of the line. When these IiekI passed it came 
under the rule of one called Daeubodine Partdar Procura Ma- 
bogo^ or Bao^, of whom shall treat presently. From this

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time forwRid this isUmd began to be Ibiuoub in the worid on 
account of the much and veiy hue ciiuiamon that ite junglea 

the China wore the firat that eailed throughout the 
Fiast, having received information regardii^ the cinnamon, 
many juncos hastened to that- island to lo^ it, and from theie 
it to the porte of Perma and Ambia, whence it paaaed 
to Enrope, ea we shall relate more fully further on. Tlius thu 
island was so frequented by Chin fuacos, that every year Imw 
went to it a great number of them, from which many Chms 
remained in the country, and intermani^ with the nativ^ 
from between whom were bom certmn mlxties, who continued 
themselves C5m Galliia, addir^ the name of the natives, 
who were GaUss, to that of the Chins, whose proper name is 
Cim, and formed that which we nowadays comiptly call Chim- 
gallw, who in course of time came to be so famous, tnst they 
gave their name to all in the island*, ' 

And 60, as they proceed from the China, who ate the falsest 
heathens of the East, and from the banished men who bad be^ 
expelled from their own country as wioked and cruel: so aU 
those of this island are the most cowardly, false, and deceit^ 
that there ate in the whole of India, because never up to thie 
day has thcite been found in a CtungsUa faith or truth®. 

And aa the Chins continued to carry on tt^e with this island, 
and ate wicked (as we have said), there put in there an armada 
of theirs, when Dambadine Pandar was king*, whom we 
have mentioned above : and those of the country not being

Bhall leave him for the moment, to return to him again. 

This captive king had a widowed daughter®, who, with two 
little sons^ that she had, had the fortuiie to escape from the 
China on the day of the sack, and with them betook herself 
into the mterior. The Chiiialmvingembarked, as the king had 
no 0 on left, a hisathen called Alage.vere^, to whom the same 
king had given the government of the realm, seized the king¬ 
dom. Tbfl mtwi, seeing himaelf in that position, fulfilling his 
office with the desire of reigning, atrove much to got the prin- 
ce£is with the princes into his hands, in order to kill them, and 
remain secure in the kingdom. This bdy wab warned of this 
plan : and wishing to save her sons, ahe proceeded with them 
to the parts about Ceitavaca in diaguise, and with such 
secrecy that she confided in nobody : there she remained 
sustaining her sons in poverty^. The traitor, considering the 
boys to be dead, crowded hiinsclf as emperor of the whole 
island: and after he had governed for a little moEO than two 
years, there arrived the artnada from China, which brought 
his king* * and put in to the port of Coluitibo. The tyrant 
caused him to received with very deceitfuli demonstrarions : 
and conducting him to the city that night he murdered him*, 
remaining king* aa which ho lived ten years'. This tyrant

firat thing that thia man did Wi^ to send to tlie princes, 
who were wandering in exile, having now luat tboir inothei^ t 
and being brought before him, he received them aR lordsp 
forthwith swearing m m emperor the elder one, who intiUed 
himBelf Afaha Pmeura Mabago^, and who would now be sLi- 
lecn years old^j and married him to a daughter of the nder of 
C^ndia, bis vassal and relative® ; and to the other brother ^ 
who intitled himself Madune Fmcuni Mabago, he gave the 
domimon of the Four Corlaa®, This Muha Piacura trans* * 
fertod his court to the city of Cota, which he founded anew' 
after the samB manner and for the same reason as the kings of 
the Decan so long afterwards founded the city of Xarbedat^, 
—as we have related in the fourth chapter of the tenth book of 
the Fourth Decade, of the time in which the Moors conquered 
theDecan,—and oidaLned that all his heira should be crowned 
them in order to aggrandize it. Xhia king had no son, but 
had a daughter^, wlio was married to Cholca Raya of the race 
of the ancient by whom he hod a son, whom Ins grande 

father swore in as heir tp the throne. In the time of this king 
there arrived at the cH^y of Cota from the oppoelte coast a

and sagacity, whom the king welcomed, and married him to 
a woman of rank, by whom he iiad two aoiia and a daughter : 
t]ie€* Lada brought up in companionship with the princOj 
with whom them was also a fimt couain of theae lada^ the son 
of a sister of his motherie. Tliese three lads grew' up, and 
came to have snoh power in the kingdom, that the king 
noticed ill tfieni a change of dispomtioii, from which be feared 
tfiat on his deatli they would mnrder hia grandson. And 
disseinbliug in regard to this, ho resolved to aeparate the mi 
which he did, commanding the two brotheis to go and 
subject for him the kingdom of Jafanapatad, winch had 
rebelled againfit him, conferring on the elder one^ wlio was 
called Queba Fermal, the title of king of that dominion 
with the obligation of vassalage. This man. who was a 
very great honscnianj and of the greatest size and strength of 
any of that time, in a few days made himself master of that 
do minion 3. 

Tim emperor llaha Pracura Msbago F^dar* having suc¬ 
ceeded to the dominion j when he hj^ Toigned a and a 
half, hifl uncle, the ruler of the Corlas;!, died ; and the king 
gave that dominjon to the brother* of the king of Jafana^too. 
This emperor Javira married a princes of the Seven Corlaa, 
who was of the blood royal and was already a w idow, by wboin 
he had a son w'ho was a witling from birlb, and a daughter of 
vi'hom their chromcles do not apeak ^ wherefore she must have 
died youjig. This king reigned a few years; and a aister of 
his called Maniea Fandar, taking her half-witted nephew m her 
arms, had him sworn as king, and herself aa tutor and gover¬ 
ness of the kingdom, as she was very prudent and courageous. 
After tills lady had govemsi the kingdom for two years ^ 
fleeing that a male sovoreign was necessary, Ijccaufl® there 
had alreadv l>oen Hev-eral disturhances, and the nephew was 
incapable of reigning, she sent in great haHte to summon 
Queba Permal, king of Jafanapatao, i n order to hand over the

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kingdom to him p he being the oio^t vaLorous^ of all the princw of 
the island^ Tt^cameto the eara of Ms brother the king of the 
Corlas, who forthwith hastened to take part in this busineas^ 
claiming the ktogdom for himaelP; btit when the brother 
arrived, althougfi they bad many disputes. Q:ueb4 Permal 
became king, and ehanging his name caUed hlmeeif thence¬ 
forward B^negabao PandaTp which signifies “ king by 
strop^h of arte ”K This king married a genttowoman, whom 
the king of Candia gave him as wife, Baying that she wae bis 
daughterr which waa not the fact \ but he cahed her so because 
of having brought her up from childhood^. By thia lady he 
had a son call«i Caipura Fandar, who on the death of his 
father succeeded to the kingdom^^ He wm not crowned more 
than four times (because those kinge were accustomed to b* 
crowned oaoe every year on the same day as that on which they 
were first crowned ; and for this reason the years of their rule 
ari- oo^t^ by the number of timea that they were crowned*). 
So this king, havjng boon already crowned four times, was 
slain by the king of the Corlas, who made hunaetf emperor 
by force, and changed his name, calling himself Javira Fra- 
ciira >labaga PaodarL This king alre^y had four sons®, 
and was not crowned more than three tiniw. On his death

rings of rubies and sapphires, and sue elephants for the service 
of the dockyard at Ckichim^ This tribute was paid for several 
years until it was entirely lost, as we shall relate more fuUy in 
due course.

Whilst he was herboming these designa, there happened to 
gO" thift pwAt August [innisibl seven pardos o£ Malavarcs at tbe 
time thatNuno Freire dWn^ade^ a^ufe itutt and Eactor of that 
port^, was in Cota with the king, having in his company seven 
or eight Poptuguose. of whom the kiiig was very fond^ becauae 
he was a great friend of iJl*. The floors of the pardon being 
arrogant sent tn reijuest the king to send them forthwith 
those Portdgucfle. l^e king, in a taking at thm, said " Yes”; 
and giving an account of the affair to Nnno JVeire d^Vndrade, 
told hiiu that ho wished to send some captains ^ w'hich they 
call fTiod^iiarEs^ to attack the Moore and chastiise them for that 
impertinence. Nuno FreLrc begged of him ae a favour that 
expedition, because it sJso conoomed him : he granted it to 
him, giving him SamJupur nmcAe^ witli six hundred men. 
N'lmo Frelrt^ witli these few Portuguese that he had, set out 
in the daybreak watch ^ and at daw n arrived before Col umbo: 
leaking the Araiavams on land unawares, and attacking them, 
he made a groat slaughter, and of thoae that were able to 
ea^pe, some threw theniselvoa into the aea and got into the 
ships, while otbeni betook themselves into the intcrinrT and 
went to stay at Ceitavaca.

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By thiH affair Madun^ king of Geitavaca wafl so a^casperated 
a^inst hia bmthoT, that after the Mftlavaree liad. returned, on 
hifl mforniing thein that he waa determmed to make war on hia 
brother the king of Cota, they told him to send and ask sucoonr 
of the ("amorim, and said that when the latter had sent it to 
him, he would have little tronblo with that busineea> offering 
him their servieeR for setting forward his ambaesadDrs. Madune 
thereupon at once dispatched them with persons of rank, whom 
he selected for tliat purpose, bj whom he sent costly articles 
to the l^^morim and for his ministers, asking him for a good 
armada, the expenses of wliich he ivould pay entirely to his 
Batisfaction. 

These ambassadors the (^'amotim received well; and per¬ 
suaded by the Moors, and mastered by self-interest^ ho ordered 
to collect the ships that had gone out, and to lit out others 
with aU speed, and made up the untnber of fony-Eve, In which 
he ordered to embark two thousand men, and made captain 
of this armada Ah Abraliem Marca^ a Moor who was a great 
pirate and a bold koight. This armada reached Coin mho at 
the beginiuDg of the past October ^ and as Madune was 
already prepared with large armies, the Moors having joined 
him, they moved agamst the city of Cota, [aying siege to it 
all round. 

DesetipHon of the Cii^ of Coia^. 

This city is situated in the midst of a beautiful lake, and has 
one single narrow pass by which it is entered, wliich by order 
of Nuno Freire been fortiffed with a bastion and ifun- 
queiTws^ in which was placed the artillei^'^ that they liad 
captured from the pordoj ; and around the city they iiirangetl 
many boats to prevent the enemy If they sought to cross over 
to it, cither in othcri or in }angada^. 

And the first thing that the king did was to dispatch a very 
urgent message to the governor* *, in wliich he told him^of the 
risk and danger In which he was, begging him to send him 
saceour, since he n as vassal to the king of Portugal; and an¬ 
other to Martlm Afonso do 8ousa, who ho learnt was in Oochiai,

dontlnued the siege, delivering great aasault^i^ and 
attempting the paa^e^ many tieue^p which were Aulornuelv 
defended against him, the few Portuguese that there wei^ 
being thoee that took part in ah tiie dangers, where they 
performed aAtonishing feats, all being wounded many times, 
whom the king at onee aidM, and commanded to be tended 
like hia own person, having ki them the chief refuge of hia 
flefeiice 3 and thus the siege went dragging on for the space 0 ! 
tlirce montbs, during wliieh there were encounters wortiiy of 
record. 

The king's envoy, frlio went with the message to the gover¬ 
nor, arrived at Cochini, where ho found the captain-major of 
the eeap AlariEin Afonso de Sousap to whom he gave the letters 
from the king and from Nuno Preine representing to him the 
strait in which the king w^as. Tlie captain-major seeing that 
it was an Lniperative obligation to succour that king, and also 
being vainglorious over the great ^nctorv of llepehm ^ got 
ready with all speed, and leaving the galleys on the coast of 
Mnla^-aTp with the foists rounded Cape Comorim when it was 
now February. Thence he ran along the coast m far os the 
rthoids of Maiiar (which are also called those of Cliilao), and 
crossed over to the other aide ; and making a straight course 
for the coast of CeilaOp he arrived at Coluinbo. Tlie ^laia- 
vares, as soon as our arxnada left Qjchim, were at once ad^-ised 
thereof, and fearing to lose their ships, they took leave of 
Madune, and embarking m them forthwith crossed over to the 
Opposite coast. Madune likewise raised the siege, and sent to 
make terms with hie brother, before the armada should arrive. 

When Martini Afonso de Sousa arrived at Colunibo, it w'as 
some ten days previously that the Malavares had departed, 
and there he learnt that the brotherB were already reconciled 
and frient^; and now that he was there p ho resolved to have 
an interview- with the king, and set out for Cota, where ho 
received him very well ; and Martini Afonso encouraged him 
and emboliloned }iim against his brfjthor. telling him that at 
wiy tinie that he should need it ho would most cortamJv 
have the succour of the Poiiuguose. The king was much 
Ratified at lieholdliig that love and diligence with which the 
Portuguese hastened to aid him in hla affaire, e^cchangkig 
with the coptam^major grand speeches and comphinents 
giving them stuffs and trinkets p botJi to him and to the 
captains of his company.

The envoy who went to the governor arrived at CochijT 
where he found Marti m Afonso de Sousa, to whom he gave the 
letter feom the king and another from Xuno Freire, and re^ 
presented the strait in which the king was, Martim Afonso, 
recogniaing the obligation that lay upon him of succouring that 
king, vassal of the crown of Portugal, got ready with dili¬ 
gence ; and leaving the galleys of his armada on the coast of 
^laUvar in guard of it* with the foiata rounded Cape Comorij* 
having paesetl which, and running along the coast as far as 
the shoals of Manar* from them crossed over to Ceilam, and 
arrived at Columbo, whence when he arrived the Malavares were 
already gone j because having advice of the departure from 
Cbcbij of our armadn, and fearing to Ic^ thebr shipa, they 
took leave of Madune Pandar, and having embark^* iveiit 
over to the opposite coast, and Maduiie like wise raised the 
siege of the city before Maftim Afonso fihoiild ard\^p and mode 
terms with the king his brother. 

Martim Afonso, seeing that without hia drawing the sword 
the enemy had faiBCti the siege against the king, thought it 
proper and a due courtly to visit him ; wherefore disembark- 
iug he set out for Gota^ where the king received him with 
great demonstrations of gratitude for that wuccour* Martim 
jUonao offered it to him on behalf of the king of Portugal and 
of liLB governor of India whenever he should need it* at w hieh 
the king was much gratified, understanding how certain was 
the favour of the Portuguese, and recognizing the willingness 
and diligence with which they bad hastened to Ids defence. 

Martim Afonso took leave of the Mng* having no occasion 
for further detention there* and having embarked went over 
to the oppo»te coast, and in a few days reached Maiavar* 
where he learat that the pardos of Ali Abrahem had not yet 
returned ..

those tliat it bear^ amongst stFangera, and that we sliow that 
it is the true Tapobmna of Ptolemy, ragarding which there 
haa been eucb confusion amon^t geographera^ and the reasons 
wlw all of them thought this to be the udand of 

riin 3 % speaking of Tapobrana®^ aajs that ia sis* thousand 
stadia in length and five thousand in "breadth, and that it was 
in a way considered a new world, and that it wag discovered 
in tlic time of the euiperor Claudius, and that a king of that 
island sent ambassadors to liim, and that the shipa that used 
to go there were not directed or steered by the stars, because 
tluiy did not see the poles. 

Strabo speaking of Tapobrana makes it of a like size ae does 
Pliny^. 

Oaesicritus*, a captain of ^llexander tbe Great's, who sailed 
this coast of India, says that Tapobrana is of five thousand 
stadia, without stating whether it is in breadth or In length, 
and tliat it woe separated fnom the people of the Frasis on the 
Gangca by a aail of tw'enty days’; and that between it and 
India there were many other islands, but that this more than 
all others ley to the south.

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AtriAnV a Gre^k author, in the treatise that he made on 
the navigation of India, sajB that anyone siting out from the 
coast of Dimora and Poduca would arrive at an Island that 
lay to the west called Faileaunondai and hy the ancients 
Tapobrana, which all considered a new world, and in bis time 
was w^ell known, and that in it were bred the largest and l>eat 
elepbanta of all those in India* *. 

ETatoatbonea^, a Greek author, says that the island of 
Tapobrana lies in the Eoan Sea between the east and weet on 
the way to India twenty days* sail from Persia. 

Ptolemy* in his tables puU tlie island of Tapobrana on the 
coast of India opposite to the Comoii Promontoriunij which 
liea in thirteen and a half degreea north {and Phny* calls it 
Cotaicum Promontorium), and says* that before his days it 
was called Simonda^ but tliat in his time It was known by the 
name of Salica, and Its natives by that oi SaHm, and that it 
had a length of nine hundred and thirty miles^ which is equal 
to two hundred and ten leagues of ours, and that in it was 
produced much rice, honey, ginger, beryl, jacinth, and many 
other kinds of stones and metals that are found only in the 
island of CeUad, 

Let us turn to the g^graphers who make this Tapobrana 
to bo the island of Qamatra. 

Mioer Pogio^, a Ilorentine, aecretacy to the pope, a learned 
man, who by command of the holy pontiJ^ wrote a description 
of the iouTTicy tliat Xieoluo do CbntP, a Venetian, made by 
land through the whole of India to Cathay^ says in it that this 
Venetian arrived at Gamatra anciently Tapobrana, 

Maximilan Transilranus, also a learned man, and secretary 
to an emperor, in a letter that be wrote to the cardinsl of

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SftLzburg^^ m which he gave him asy account of the fiiat royage^ 
that the Poitiigii«3e made to India, aays that they arrived at 
the Eihorea of C^ioutp and thence at Cankatra, which anciently 
waa called Tapobrana. 

Benedetf} Bordone m Ida /nttifan'o^ ^ya that the island of 
Madagascar (whiah ia that of Sad LourOD^D) lay to the west of 
O&ilao one thousand three hundred miles and to the south of 
Tai>obrana one thousand eight hundred ; and man}' other 
geographers who write m the same way, whom omit> to 
avoid prolixities. 

Our great Joao de Barros alone, a man most Learned in 
ireogruphy, apeakidg in his Decades of the island of Ceiia^r. 
says tlmt it is the Tapobrana of Ptolemy, as he pmved more 
fully in his of Oeoffruphy, which after his death dla- 

appeared, which was a very serious loss. And although his 
authority were enough as sufficient proof of Geilad's being 
Tapobrana, and Ptolemy's putting it on the hither side of 
the Ganges on the coast of India (which cannot be under¬ 
stood of ^amatm, which lies so far beyond the Ganges), 
neverthele^ we shall examine the ancient geographere whom 
we have named ^ and shall show how all speak of Ceilao^ and 
not of ^amatta. 

PUny^ says that Tapobrana is six thousand stadia in length, 
which is two hundred and ten leagues, and that in the time of 
the emperor ClaudiuB it was discovered by a freed man of Annius 
PlocamuSp who going along Arabia in a ship waa caught by 
the weeteriy gales,and in fifteen days parsed beyond Carmania* 
and arrived at Tapobrana, and that the lung of that place 
received him very well^ and ho gave him some coins which he 
had brought of those that wore current m Rome, which had 
the likeness of the omijeror engraved on them ; and that the 
king sent with him his ambaflaadors to visit that omperor. 

By all these facta we consider it to be proved that thia is 
the island of Ceilad. As to the size of the island, it is the same 
tliat Ptolemy^ gives to it, because in his tables it extends as 
far as to pass the equator two degrees to the south, by which

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it Appean^ that in \m time it had tlie ean^e ina^itude ; and the 
rmtivEs affirm, and hold it to be fully confirmed by their 
writlngB, that furmerly tLus iB^and waa so large, tlmt it joined 
oti to the islands of Maldiva, and that In course of iimo the 
sea conBnmod it &t that part, covering it in the manner in 
which it is seen today ; and that the higheat parte remaLned 
separated into many islands, as they lie today stretching in 
a line in tiie rumb that seamen call north-west and south-east, 
in wliich they assert that there are more than thirty thousand 
Islands. And already in the time of the same Ptolemyj who 
Lived in the year of our Lord 143, it appeam that the sea bad 
begun to cause this devastation: because he says that around 
Tapobrana there were one thousand three hundred and 
seventy-eight Mauds. iViid with regard to the freedman of 
Annius being carried by the winds from Arabia in fifteen days 
to Tapobrana, it is very clear that CoUan is spoher^ of, which 
lies five hundred Leagues from the coast of Arabia^ which is 
the most that can bo soiled in fifteen days. And this Island 
lies on the coast of India beyond Carmanja : and Q'aniatm is 
outside the whole of India, and many leagues heyond the 
Ganges; and simply to go from CeilaTi to (l^amatra other fifteen 
days with a stem wind are needed. 

And in addition to all these proofs we find today in GeUaj ■ 
vestiges of Eoman buildings, which show^ that they formerly 
had eommuoication with that bland. And we may even say 
more, that in it were found the same coins that this freedman 
took, when Joao de Mello de Sau Payo was captain of Manar in 
CeilaCi, in the jrear of onr Lord 1574 or 1575L in eicavatipg 
some buildings that stand on the other Hide in the territories 
that they call Mantota, whore even today there appear here 
and there very large ruina of Eoman ma^mniy work ; and 
wliilfit some workmen were engaged in taking out stone, they 
came upon the lowest part of a piece of foundatioD, and on 
turning it over they found an iron chain of such st range ffmhion 
that there weis not in the whole of India a craftsman who 
would undertake to make another like it. And they also 
found two copper coins, one quite worn* and another of base 
gold, likewbe worn on one side, and on the other could still 
bo made out the figure of a man, from the hreast upwards, 
with a piece of lettering around worn away in some parts 
but there could still be made out dearly at the beginning this 
letter C, the following ones being wont away, and the lettering

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continued eiutiad, in which could be seen the&e other letters 
EhtN^ . This chain end the medt^ were taken to .Toad de 
Mello, who prized them mooh^ and look them to the kingdom 
to ^ve them to the king, and woa loat at sea in the year 15®, 
when he went in the ship 3aS Berimrdo hk the wmpany oE 
Manoel de Sousa Continho* * who had terminated his govemor- 
abip of India and sailed in the ship Bom Jrsu^. And it ia 
possible that th<w coins were aome of those that the fjteedman 
of Anniuft brought there, and that during the sii montha 
that he was in that island he set about thoee buiJdni^ in the 
Roman style, and that he placed in the foundatioiis those ceios 
(a thing very common in the whole of Euro^). And after 
conaidering the letters on the coin, and having read many 
ancient letterings, it to us that this letter C is the 

first of the name of ClaudLus ^ and that the following ones, 
which were already worn away, must have read ImperatOTy 
because the others RACNl^ clearly stand for 

Another coin like this one was found in the Spanish Indies, 
which was discovered by Pedro Colon (according to what is 
s^tated by Lucius Marine^us Biculus in hia book i>c kie Coww 
tie Espaila , iu the life of the Chtbolic king^) when 
i »ther foundationtt like these were lioing excavated, which bore 
t he likeiLcas uf Cffisar Augostua- This coin I>om Joao Rufo. 
Archbishop of Cuenca, had, and ijent it to the supreme ponttlf, 
from which Lucius Mariinp^us^ inferred that the Ramans 
formerly sailed to those parts. 

AtuI nturmng to our subject, if it is true, as Heritor de 
Laguna^ says^ that in the time of Pope Paul was found a stick

as a preseut by t-hoee ambassadors who came with the freedman. 

And learii^ PlLny let ua come to Oneaicritua. The latter 
aays^ that Tapobrana was of five thousand atodia, and that 
Braais on the Ganges was separated from it by a sail of twenty 
days; and that between India and it there wore many islands, 
but that it lay more than oU others to the south. Aa to the 
size, he agrees with Ptolemy. In regard to iUs he^ separated 
from the Ganges by a space of twenty daya*^ journey, and 
there being between it and India many islands^ this shown 
clearly that he spoke of Oeilao^ because it is the same days* 
journey from the Ganges, and lies to the south of the whole 
coast of India^ and the many islands that he refers to are thoee 
of Mamak'p and all the others, of w^hich Ptolemy makes 
meation, and Camatra Ues to the east of India very distant 
from it. 

Arrian^, the Greek author, in saying that anyone setting out 
from the coast of Comara and Foduca for the west would 
arrive at Tapobrana, it is very evident speaks of Ceilao: 
becauae Ptolemy in ids tables places Coiiiara and Foduca in 
I4jj degrees on the opposite coast of India on the inner aide of 
the Premontorium Comori, which appears to he Sai'> Thome 
or Negapatao : bocanse anyone who sets out from that coast 
to reach Ocilao has to sail to the west, and for Gainatra to the 
east; and it is well known that the island of Ceilad breeds 
the largest and beet elephante of all theste in India* aa the

^ratoatkenes^t the Greek autlmr. says tiiat Taped^rana lies 
in the Eoan Sea between the east and the separated by 
ft twenty days’ sail from PeTsia, at the CLuiimcncement of 
India. This writer speaks even n^ore clearly of Ceilaii, wiiich 
lies in eight degrees north between efiat and west; atid however 
much wind the ship may have, she will not do more, starting 
from the month of the Persian Gulf, than arrive in twenty'days 
at Ceilad. which is bve hundred leagues^: and ^ainatra ia not 
in the Eoan Sea. but below t!ie equator, and hence we have 
proved Ceiiao to be Tapobronn.

that he makes upon it reprehends Pliny lor saying that in it 
the star of the arctic i>ole was not seen I because he saye that 
thc^ that live m Tapubrana in the jiart towards the Promon- 
toriu m Colaicu rii see this polo at an elevation of thirtee u degrees 
and that conformably to the aJtiiudcs ia which those of tliat

which 13 contrariwise in GeilaOp hecaoae those that live at the 
point of Jafonapatao see the arctic pole at an devation of 
eight and a half degrees; and tho$e that- dwell at the point 
of Gale (which is the moat southerly]! Bee it at an elovation of 
liver Hence It is clearly seen that the Latter is Tapobrana, 
which at that time extended to two degrees south; and that the 
Cbiaictim Promontorium of Pliny and the Comori of Ptolemy 
is to be found in Cape Coinorim we hold as indubitable : 
because at that timet many years afterwards^ the king¬ 
dom of Coulao was the gieat^t in the whole of Malavar, 
and extended to about the shoals of CbiUo^; and aa that Cape 
Comorim belonged to that kingdom ^ one of the famous 

ones of the world, it waa denominated by Pliny Colaictirri 
/^nonionlonuwi, as much as to say , “ the promontory of 
Coulao/' or “of the kingdom of Coulad.” And Ptolemy's 
calling it Cori Promontorium may well be from the town of 
Titi Oorij wdiich lies beyond iti and which at that time vrould 
be an Important place and frequented by Btrangera^ wherefore 
Ptolemy gave that cape Its name.® And for this reuaou^ and 
for others that we omit, it appears to us that this Ulaiid of 
Coilao ia that of Jambcdiia^p of which Diodnrua Siculue* 
makes mention at the end of the second book of the abbrevia¬ 
tion of his liistory, which Bapdata Raninusio aud others nmke 
Qaiuatia. 

And it has given us no little trouble® trying to find whence 
this name of Tapobrana liad its beginning and origin^ which 
we have turned over in our mind many times : because in the 
whole island of Oiloo there is not a port* bay* city*, town, 
proraontOTy, spring, or river* that beare any resemblance to

nor in nay langoage of India, has it any signihcation or is it 
nnderetood, whetofore it seems to us timt it la a Greek name 
given by Ptolemy, wbiclt waa intended to signify some great¬ 
ness or peculiarity of that island*; because moreover the 
name of OeUao was given from those shoals ou which the 
Chins were wrecked near that island, which became so famous 
thcneeforwaitl, tliat the island was then known not by its 
proj»r name, but by that of the shoals; because as the 
Persians and Arabs sailed to that island, and went in fear of 
those shoals, they always bore them in their thoughts, saying 
that they were goiiig to Cm!a6, or that they bad come from 
Cinlao, tliat is to eay, that tliey were gvir^ to or coming from 
thf^ Aho&lH of the Chind ; And the becorning 

changed in course o-f time, that island continued beine 
called Ceilao^. 

And because on every occaaiDn tliat olfere itself we* seek 
to show the great (^rmption that time has caused in all the

otbora gitir/a. The PerBlaaa name it eifurtitp whieh 
means “ wood of CLima "! becao^ aa the Chim were the first 
who carried to the Strait of Pensia the drugs, stuffs, and wares 
of the Eastp and from there tfi rough the hands of the Femians 
all passed to Eorope^ by the oames that they gave them there 
these things were known ^ and not by their proper ones which 
they bore in their own eountnes^ Serapion^ interprets this 
dariinj and says that it means " tree of China,'* * b^ause he 
thought that they grew' in that province^ owing to finding 
cinnamon in the hands of the Chms, as we have said. After 
tile same manner Arrian^ was deceiv^ in saying that easaia 
and zinfptir^ which were certain varieties of cinnamon, grew 
in some places of the Troglodyte, and tiiat thence the mer¬ 
chants carried them to Greece. 

Pliny^ fell into the same error* saying that cinnamon grew 
in Ethiopia near the Troglodyte, and that that part through 
which tlie equator mn was called by the ancient authors 
cfnamo/Mi /efo, which means country that produces cirma- 
moUp” which must liave originated fioia this emnamon's 
having reached his bands by way of the Eed Sea means of 
the Arab merchants \vho lived in that part of the Troglodyte p 
and not asking in Greece where tliia drug grew , it waa thought 
that it was produced in the country of the Arabs who brought 
it thitlier : as alsii some ancient wT-iters, because they saw 
cinnamon come by way of Alep|K>, callec;! it ctwifiofiio alipHino. 
And because of this confusioii we do not know today wl>at 
kinds of spiceries and scents are moenHitj and 

ojipfi/p of which Arrian makes mention^, who says that they 
grow in Arabia and EtUopia ; nor the niax4o,gab(dio, and torro, 
w hich Pliny* named as scents of Arabia, whence we know of 
nothing but incense, siorax, and myrrh, which possibly may 
be those of Pliny ; nor in the whole of Ethiopia was there any 
drug but ginger, and this very bad, and only in the kingdom 
of Damute, 

And returning to the names of cinnamon p the Malaya call 
it caio manis^ which in their language means sweet wood**^ 
which the cai^man or of the Greeks : because it

This Moot lived in Cochij . and with tw^o shqua that he bad 
isarried on a large trade in many wares tl^t he loaded for 
Chm^ia, with cariaze^ of safe conduct from the captains of 
Gochij* These ships were taken from him by PortugiiEae, 
without the cariazes that he cajried being valid with them. 
And because he had no reatitutiou for this lo®*, desiring to 
recoup himself for it, like an aggrieved man as he was, he 
transferred himself to Calocut with bis household, and 
became a pirated; whereupon the king of CaJecut, seeing

help of other wealthy Moors, who wished to injure the Portu¬ 
guese, he got together an armada of forty-seven rowing vessels, 
in order to go and help AEadune Pandar agaJnat his brother the 
king of Ccxiam. With this king the Portuguese weio on 
terpia ol great friendship, and he paid the king of Portugal the 
tribute that we have already described in the events of the 
time of Lopo 8 o^re 2 , when he governed India, and built a 
fortress iu that island. And as Madune Pan^r saw that 
besides the great power that his brother bad, our friendaldp 
afforded him great help, because in Columbo, where be resided* *, 
the Fortugueae always hod their factory for the emnataon 
that came from that island, and tnoreover knew of the war 
that we had with the king of Caleeut, and that Pate Marcar 
was at that time going about in foroe^ he sent word to hiin 
secretly to help him against his brother ■ and the compact that 
they made waSp that be desired no more than to remain with 
the title of king, and free from giving cinnamon to the Portu¬ 
guese ; and that he would give him oil his brother^M treaaurep 
which was reported to be very great. Thia obliged the king 
of Calecut to send thither Pate ^farcar with the neet ol forty- 
seven^ sail of which we have spoken, in ^rbich he carried more 
than two thousand men*, with a great numbor of pieces of 
artillery, so well prepared in oveiy way, and with such skiMu] 
ajid brave men, that the T\irks of tho sea of the Levant did not 
approach them in discipline and lighting spirit,

At this time hfartim Afonso do Sousa, captain-major of ibe 
sea, was cruising with forty sail guarding the coast of ^lalavar. 
And as the order of guarding it is to make a run to the north 
as far as Batical^, and another to the south as far as Conlam, 
having made a run to the north, when he retumod, he learnt 
that Pate Marcar had sallied forth from Panane with bis 
armada, of which he was oaptain-majorp and had bia brother 
Cntiale Marcar as second in command, and as tliird AJi Abra- 
hem, a vabant captaiii of the king of Caleent's, a native of 
Panane. 

Pate Marcar captured a vessol of ours that

And Martini Afonso de Bmisat thinking it was bis 
duty to advise the governor of thk victory, dispatched 
Miguel d'Ayala, captain of a co^ur, by whom he wrote to the 
governor and to the captain of C^bim ol the favour that 
God had done h im : and to the king of Coehim he seot the 

umbrella which the Camorin was soDdlug to Madune.. 

Having dispatched this oalitr, Martini Afonso de Sousa at 
once got ready and embarked to go to Ceiiao to have an 
interview with that king, taking the btet of the enemys vessels^ 
with which he recruit^ hia armada, and the rest he sent to 
Uochim, and thus he went, already at the end of February 
[1538], towaTxis the ahaals, which he croaaed veiy well to Manar^ 
and firom there along tl»e coast ho wont to Columbo. i\nd 
we shall leave for a httle, oa it ie neceesary for ua to 
continue with Miguel dWyala, who had gone with the nioasoce 
to Goft.

And returning to Martlm Afonso dp Sous^. who wmi on his 
wfkj to GoLlaoT ^ dB3r9 ho anirod with all hid armada 
at the port of Ooliirnbo, and thero dlaombarhodT and with all 
hm troopa arranged in order mareh^^ for Cota, in order to have 
an interview with that king, who received him with great 
honour ■ finding him already roUeved of anxiety and at peaoe 
with hiA brother ; because as soon as he Icamt of the defeat of 
Faichi D^tarea, and of the arrival of our armada atColnmbo, he 
^ent to oMk his brother for terms of peace, which be granted 
hlm^ bocan^e he was a good-natured man. Fur which the king 
of Cota gave thanks to Martini Afonso de ISoena, appreciatuig 
greatly the good faith that the Portuguese kept with him, and 
how they W^tened to help him in liJs truiihlee. Martun 
Afonso do Souaa, seeing that there was nothing for him to do 
there, treated with the king regarding his coming, and asked 
him For a loan tow'ards the expenses of the armada and the 
of the soldieTB {hecanae he had sent and offered all thia). The 
kin g granted him thie with great abuMity, commanding to 
give him forty-five thouBand cruzErdos, which were charged 
as a Loan upon the factor of Colunibo, in w'hose receipt-book 
we saw this money : and both this and much other that 
he afterwards lent was repaid to turn very hadjy^ and even 
todayt the greater part, is owing to lum {the king of Portugal 
urging strongly upon his governor^ to make » very prompt 
payment lo him*).

they call BeadftlA.^ The land of thw pLac® haa the appearance 
of a thumb, because on the outer ftidc of it, as it were at 
the first joint, where it joins the band, stands the town, 
and on the other and inner side is a Largo gulf, as one can 
figure by sepamtlng all the other four fin^na froia this 
thumb, which form the coast tliat ends at the point and 
cape that they call Canhauieira^.

Pate Marcar^ aa he intended to eros^f over from there to the

Having arrived at the port of Coliimbo, he found the 
Icing with our factor and Forlug^i*we in Iiib fortress* which 
tl»y call Celt*, besieged hy \ladune Pandar, the king^s 
brother, who was expecting Pate Marcar, and all in gTeat 
excitement when they saw our sails ^ thinking them to be 
hi« ; but having been certified of the truth, they at once 
abandoned the siege tliat they had laid, and retired to a 
mountain range, where Madnne fortified himself, fearing 
tliat the Portuguese would go to seek him', Tlic king 
received our people with great pleasure, when he iiiider- 
stoH:Kt that they had come in his aid, which ivaa soon fteon 
in the welcome that he showed to all; and in the reception 
that he gave to ^lartim Afonso. The days that he bud 
him there he hant|ueted him in a new way acoording to his 
uBoge, which was that the table was Bers^ed by women all 
crook-backed at tbe Loins, in order that they, thm etooping 
lower, might appear more humble and reverent in token of 
courtesy^; and thus far does the ambition of a man go, 
who bonora blmself by others^ LOs. Martini Afonso offered 
hit armada to the king, and gave him an sccouai of the 
destruetiou of Pate Marcor, and said that for no other 
purpo^ liad he left Coebij but to relieve biui of that 
trouble in which the siege had placed him. The king, to 
ftiiow iho eatisraction tlmt he felt at that action, which 
Martira Afortso had carried out in order to aid him* gave 

him stuffs and jewels, and to all tho captains, and com¬ 
manded to give him twenty thousand^ cruiadoii in loan, us 

a help to pay the wages of the soldiers whom he liad 

brought, and with many expressions of his great obligation, 
^lartim Afonso took leave of him, and sMst out for Cochij, 
where he arrived, having put such a glorious end to that 
enterprise.

venerable presencep and in all other respects different froin ail 
nienp to whom there flocked all those that saw him, filled with 
wonder at that marvel, and with great humility asked him 
what man ho was, and what he wished. To which he replied 
in the Tanayarini language that he was the son of the sun and 
the earthp and that God bad sent hirti to those kingdomi^ to 
rule juid govern them. The which being heard by aJl^ they 
threw themselves on the ground and adored him, teUiog 
him that they were ready to receive him, follow hioip and 
accept his laws and customs. From there he was conducted 
and placed in an elevated position ; and they yielded him 
obedience as king, and he began to oommand and govern them. 
The first thing that he did was to draw them from the jungle 
and unite them in civil communities, showing them the 
method and plan of building houses, and of cultivating the 
Helds; and afterwards gave them mild and gentle laws, where¬ 
by they found iheinsetves in comfort-, and lived differentlv 
from what they bad hitherto done. This king reigned many 
ynearSp and left many sons among whom he divided his realms, 
among whoiic descendants they continued more titan two 
thousand years ; and all the heiiB vAxo succeeded were called 
eitriavas^ which means, of the caste of the sun/" From 
these came directly Vigia Raya, who (as we have already said 
in the fifth chapter of the firat hook) was banished, to popuLato

of the wliole island » pmcc'eds from this caste ■ and in this 
Luiand of Ceilad alone was it preserved bv cMncct line from 
heir to heir, which was not the case in the other kingdoms 
where it began , because all in the proceaa of time came to fall 
into the liands of tyrants, and it is totally esLtingiiished and 
destroyed ; and in this king Dom Joao alone is it preserved 
tCK^y, and in tnin it will end, ee he has no sons or grandsons, — 
as in truth it baa ended^. And thoa all these kings of Ceilao 
boasted of having sprung from the East. And thus they all 
aeknowlcfige in them a certain superiority, and send to oak 
their daughtere in order to marry them. 

Of this caste came directly this prince whom the king of 
Cota married to hie daughter, although he w'bjs diaiiiherited 
and poor. The nuptials having been celebrated, that king 
W3S able, having a son-in-law^ to live more at his ease. And 
being aclvnsed of the determination of Madune, they fortified 
the city of Cota very well, collecting iruiide it provisions and 
amiij. I n tliU there eomo Nuno Freine * m6r of Coin inl>OT 

with some Portuguese that he had, to offer him their help, 
anitnating the king and encouraging him ; assuring him tliat 
the w"hoie state of India would he riflked to succour and aid 
him, wherefore he need have fear of nothing; continuing to 
serve him in the fortification of the eity with mneh difi'gimcei 
for wh ich the king was much obliged to the m . And in this state 
these matterH must remain until we return to them.

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brother utterly, the which he wished to do by war in order to 
hnally consume him. And so, ae Boon or Afartini Afon^ de 
Sousa went away from that island^ he be^en again to solicit 
the ^amorim for another ornaada^^ which he prepaid for him, 
once more mtmsting that e£pedition to Pachi Marod. The 
king of Cota waa soon ol these preparations, and 

at once dispatched a message to the governor Ntmo da OimlLa, 
begging him to help and support him, ainco he waa a vassal 
of the king of Portugars, b^ause he was In great risk of 
loeing that kLogdoni^ Tl^is message readied Nuno da Cniiha 
in June past [153S]. whereupon he forthwith dispatched 
poiaTnares (which are conriers^J by land to Sao Tliome* where 
dwelt ^hliguel Ferreira, a mtieh respected knight, and one that 
knew the a£^ai^s of Ceilad better than all who up till then had 
been in India^; mqueating him by letters to muster all the 
men and veasalH that he could, and go and succour that king, 
be being there closer at hand ; and that all the ezpeuHes that he 
incurred be would repay very promptly. And that in case 
there wore not men and vessels there for that expedition, os soon 
as the summer^ set in he waa to come to Goa ; and he should 
have them. 

These letters were given to ^iiguol Ferreira, who, fitting 
out Rome vessels, os soon os tho summer set in left for Qoa, 
because in Sao Tliome there waa not the material for that 
expedition. And making haste, be reoohed the city of Goa on 
tbe day that the viceroy received the news of the dight of the 
galleys* i because olthougl) he hod left with the intention 
of getting more vessels and men hi Cochim, on arriving at that 
city, whore helonnd news of the Turks" be big before Dio, he 
thougiit it more neceasary to haaton thither with thi>se vessels 
that he had brought, than to go to C^Uao, because that business 
could be carried out at any tiine.

vessels lor themh This being settled^ because Miguel Ferreira 
could not set out for CeUao l^fore the end of January , he left 
him in Goa getting readj^ granting him all the conditions he 
asked for.

Miguel Ferreira, who remamed in Qoa preparing for the 
succour of Ceilau, as we have related in the fifth chapter of the 
fifth hook, made such baste ndth the armada, that at the 
^ginning of February [1530] he set sail ^ and went pursuing hija 
journey with fair weather until he had passed Cape Gomorim, 
when ho ran along that coaat as far as the sho^, which he 
crouaed to the other sido^. In Manar ho learnt that Pachi 
Marca with hia whole armada was in the river of Putulao* *, and 
the Moors beloi^ng to it on Bhore with erected ; 

and that Pachi Marci had gone with part of his forces to 
CeilMj* to Aseist Hudune against his brother. Miguel Ferreira 
considered thia a piece of good luck, and agreed with his 
captains to attack the pards^^ which were sixteen in number ;

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fknd going towards that rlv^r, they reached it in the daybreak 
watch, and under arms entered it^ and found the par69 oil 
fastened together witii their stema qn the land ^ and tran^ueirot 
erected along tlie Esea with artillery placed in them. Miguel 
Ferreira attacked the vesselaT and at once entered them without 
nieotmg with any resistance^ and all our men leaping oflhare 
with Lond shnuta attacked the imnqmirs^f id which were nearly 
two thousand men: And as they took them by surprise^ when 
they wishod to run to their arms onr men had already entered, 
and many were severely wounded and killed; and nevertheleas 
thoso that vrere not immediately cut down, hastening to the 
defence, engaged our men in a hand-to-hand Ijattle, and at the 
end of it, with the loss of many, they abandoned tbe tran^ 
which remained with all the artillery in the pnasession 
of our menj some of whom also were left dead and wounded, 
though only few. Jliguel Ferreira ordered the artillery to be 
embarked, and taking the /jansis in tow went towards Ckilumbo, 
where he dieeiubiirk^ with all his men under arms, and thus 
went marching to the city of Ootta. The king went out to 
receive liini, ^^auae he was a great friend ol his, and con¬ 
gratulated him on his victoiy, conducting him to the cityt 
where he entertained him welb and gave him an account of 
all that had passed with hisbrother^ telling him how until then 
he had kept him besieged, and that as soon as he received 
news of the defeat of the armada of Pachi ^faicA he hiwi retired 
with the latter to fJCitavaca. Miguel Ferreira agreed with 
tike king to go and seek ^ladune at Ceitavaea, and not to rise 
from before that city until they had captured hioii. in order 
that he might give no mote trouble to him, or expense to the 
state of India with so many succours as had t^n sent to 
him. 

And Ikaving mustered all the troops that he could, the king 
commenced to march towarda Oeitavftoa®, Miguel Ferreira 
going in the vmi with Hve hundred Portuguese divided into 
five componk'^, and entering ^loduno^s territories, they began 
to commit great injuries and cruelties. Miguel Ferreira dis¬ 
patched a moddiar with a message to Modune, informing him 
of his arrival, and that he Odsured him that he was not going 
to (juit that island without Leaving him totally destroyed, and 
the king of Cotta secure and quiet; that he requefited him to

always uaed) that he would take hiu whole kingdom from him 
and putBue him until he had him in his hands and carried his 
head to the viceroy of India, This rawBage was given to 
Madune, who w^ alarmed at tl)a power with wliich his brother 
was coming against him, and at the injuiries that he was doing 
ill }ibs neahus ; apd he- replied^ with groat humUitv that hn 
knew well that it was not lawful for kii^ to deliver up men 
w fio were iti their power j hut that everything else he wm 
ready to do; and that all the friendship that hie brother wished, 
conditiuiw and terms, he would grant them all. Witli this 
man he dispatched another of his own, by whom Ito sent to beg 
the king his brother to cease from the injuries that he was 
cioing and the puntshnients that ho was inflicting in his realms; 
and tliat all tlie Batisfaetion that he required he was ready to give 
him. the king of Cotta was a good mao, and Lad a kind 
hmrt, being touched with the humility of hia brother, ho 
wished to retire at once, but Miguel Forreira wtmld not eoitsenl 
to U, and sent to tell Madune once more that he If was deter¬ 
mined not to deliver up Pocilii Slarci with all the Malavaiws 
he must know that lie would go right into Ceitavaca in search 
of him, beeing such boldness, JiJadiijiie, astonished at the 
determination of Miguel Ferreira, sent to tell him that he need 
not move from where ho was, and that lie would satisfy him in 
a umnner whereby he would not uicur infamy. And calling 
1 tehi Marca and Ids brother (’unhale MareA, he told them how 
.tliguel herre^ insisted upon his delivering tiiom up to him 
and that he thought it woU that they should one night take to 
flight, in order that he might have an excuse for exculpating 
Itiniself, And so he counselled thorn to betake the maelves to a 
village m the interior, where they would remain hidden until 
-Mif^el Ferrewa returned, which they forthwith did, taking 
with them some seventy Moors besides of their following.

them to Miguel Ferreira ^ at which ho was appeased^. The 
king of Cotta made peace with hia brother, and when they 
had retnroed to the city of Cotta the king commanded to 
make a payment to the soldiers of the and to MiguoL 

Ferreira and aU the captaina he garo atufTs and trinkets of gold 
and precioufl stories, and lent tl^y thousand omzados for the 
exLpenses of that armada. Seeing tliat all was en-ded^ Miguel 
Ferreira dispatched the whole armada with the vc^iaels of the 
^lalavaros to Goa, writing a short letter to the viceroy ^ tlie 
eubatanco of which was :— That he had ki that expedition done 
all that he had coinnianded him^ that be left Ceilao in entire 
peace, a ad that Paebi ManqA with aU hia race was destroyed, 
ad he would learn there from the captains of the armada i 
and that he sent him there all his vessel as a present. 

Tills armada reached Goa at the end of April, and. the viceroy 
caused many oelobrations to be made for that vnetoTy^ n^d 
conferred many honours and favunra upon the captains- -And 
BO this was one of tho great deeds of this kind that was done in 
India, by which Malavor was so intimidated, that the O^morim 
at once sent to beg peace of the viceroy, which he granted 
him^ as we shall relate further om 

Migud Ferreira, after dlapatohing the armuda for Goa, set 
sail to go to Sad Thome, whew ho had his houee, taking some 
vessels from that coast with him^ and went about outside the 
islarid> it not being now the season lor going inside ; .» . ^ » 
This man was at this time more than seventy years old, 
large 10 hody^ diy* lean, well-favoured, a great liorsemnn, 
and crafty in war,. He was never married, but had some 
natural childron ■ he dwelt in that city, whew be was ainraya 
wealthy and honoured, and whore he died. From there 
he hastened with great readincaa to help in tho aervice of 
the king, and he was caDed upon by the governors in times of 
great need.

Marco Polo Yeneto’^, third book, folio 5J5* *, says, that the 
Mnom hold among themaelvas that under that st^nie was the 
sepulchre of Adam. And he says further^ that the native 
heathen related, that a son of a king, called Sogomoinbareao^^ 
contenining the kingdom , resorted to that mountain to live a 
holy life^ and that thenee he ascended to t lie heavens, and that 
tlie lather ordered temples to be made and statuee erected to 
him^ and that thence originated the idolatry of India. Tlie 
natives whom we have questioned laugh at this \ but that of 
which they have their writing ^ and which they today sing in 
their songs (io which they preserve all their aatic|iiltics)\ Is 
what 1 shall now relate very briefly ^ because^ ui all their stories 
and histories they are ail very prolbc^. 

They say* that there was a king who reigned over the whole 
of the East; that having been many years married without 
having children, at the end of his old age Ood was pleased to

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gire him b bod. the greatest and most beautiful being that 
could be; and on commanding hia aatrologeie to cast hia 
horoacope, they found that this child would be a saint, and 
tlmt be would contemn hw father's IdngdomB, and would make 
hii^elf a pil^m (whom they call jogufjs) \ on wliich the 
father, hlled with grief, determined to prevent all these things 
by shutting up h» son' so that ho might see nothing. And to 
when ho over five years of age he placed him in certain 
palaces-, which be had ordered to be made for that purpose^ 
locked and simt in, with large and verdant gardons inside! 
alwre ho commanded liim to be brought up in company with 
noble youtlis of Jiia own age, with guarda and watchers, in 
o^er that Iwyond these no one else should apeak to him, so 
that he might not see or liear anything that might cause bum 
d^cuntont, nor learn that there was anything else outside of 
there, Irat he should desire it.

fre^oui, he found meaufl to dLaapprar In tbt> garh of a pilgrim, 
Ahd betook hinuifllf into the interior of thftt country to iead a 
solitary and very austere Hfe^ And omitting tnany fables 
that they relate^ botJi of his flight and hm wanderings, after 
passing through many countries, they aay that lie came to 
Ceilao, bringing wi th hiin a great concou of dwi]}leis. There 
on that mountam ho led such a life for so many years that the 
natives worshipped him as God* * ; and desiring to depart 
thence for other parts, hift dieciples who remained there be^ed 
him to leave them some momonal of liim, that they might 
reverenco it in hia name; wiiereupon planting his fcmt upon 
that elab^p he impressed that footprint, which continued to be 
held in such veneration, as wo liave said. In the histories of 
this prince he is called by many names^ but his proper one was 
Dramd Rajo^; and that by wliich he was known after he was 
held aa a flaint ia the Budao, which means wise of whom 
we have already spoken above in the ninth chapter of the fifth 
book, who is said to have propheeied of the city of Pegu : to 
those parte he proceeded after leaving Ceilao. 

To this name the heathen tliroughout the whole of Indh^ 
have dedicated* great and superb pagodes^. On seeing this 
history, we began to refiect if tbe ancient heathens of these 
parta had knowledge in their wri tings of Saint Joaaphat, who 
was converted by Barlao, who according to the logend of him* 
we hold to have been tbe son of a great king of Jndia, and that 
he had the same upbringing and all the other expcrlencea that 
we have related of the life of this Budao, And as the history 
of Joaaphat must have been written by the native [for nothing 
is left unwritten by them)^ it would seem that in course of time 
many fables came to be added to it^ m they have in the life of 
the Budao, which we pass over, because not in two chapters 
should we bring them to an end as they have them. 

And as we are reminded of what was told us by a very old 
man of the district of Salsete in Ba^m regardiug Saint

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it well to us to record W& were going in 

thia islund of BalE4ete^ looking at tliat rare and marvellous pagode 
(which they call that of Canori* *), made in a mountain^ and 
having many halls cut out of a single rock, and one of them ^ 
large as the palace of the EtibeLm at Lisbon, and more than 
three hundred chamhers on the mountain above, in the form 
of a ipiral, each one with its ciateru at the door, Ui the same 
iL^ung atone, of the coolest and most excellent water that 
could ba desired ; and at the ddom of the great hall the most 
beautiful statiiDS as large as jdanta^ of such subtle and perfect 
worlunanship^ that better could not be formed in silver ■ with 
many other magiuhcent objects, which we pass over so as not 
tn bo diacuiraive. 

And asking tiiis old man^ of whom we have apoken, regard¬ 
ing this work, and what he thought as to who had done it, he 
told us^ tiiat without doubt it had been done by order of the 
futber of Saint Joaaphat, in order that he nught’be takeu and 
brought up tberem, as his legend says. And as we learn from 
It that he was tho soil of a great king of Jndia^ it may well be. 
as we have already said, that this was tho Budao, of whom 
they recount so many marvels. 

And continuing with the footprint on the Peak, having 
taken much trouble to ascertain the truth thereof, and having 
visited many antiquities of India^, it eeenis to us that it might 
be that of the blessed apostle St Thomas ; and likewise 
certain marks of knees that are impressed at the present day 
in a large stone tliat ^^tonds in the neighbourhood of the 
Pedreim at Columbu^ which a vicar* of that fortress told us

similar onea, which are to bo found in the city of Maliapor, 
where that apoetia made liLs abode ; because although hia 
legend does not state that he viaited that island p it is a thiuj^ 
that might have been, since a record baa not been made of all 
the places that he visitedp aa I have already said, in the 
first ehapter of the tenth b<n>fc of the Fourth Decade^ ef the 
period when the Tartam atid Mogore^ received tin* * faith of 
Cbriet. 

In a judicial inquiry that was held in the oity of Muliapor 
by order of the king Dom Manuel in the time of the governor 
Iiom Duarte de Meneses* regarding the body of the holy apostle, 
a certain Dingo Fernandezp a FortugueaUp teetihed that in the 
year 1517 he went from MaWa, in company with one Haatiao 
Fernandez and an Armenian called Coja Eacander, to visi t the 
house of the aaint^ and that he was the first Portogucfte that 
had reached there ; and that ua their all entering therein they 
found it surrounded by jungle and ruined, and at the <ioor of it 
a very old Moor^ who hil the care of keeping alight a lamp by 
order of the heathen (who always had much devotion for 
that house), and who related to them many tkiiigB of the life 
of the apostle, whicli they had not known or heard ; and that 
he showed them a footprint fliaihped in a stone, as fresh as 
if the foot had just bwn placed there in that very hour, 
and tlie stone had been clay ; and another stone m whicb was 
the mark of a knee ^ and that it was Brmly held by tbo natives 
that those two signs were left there by the holy ajiostlo ; and 
that when they killed bim he knelt on that etone, and left in 
it that mark®. Ho said also, that in the year 1519 there went 
thither three Portuguese from Malaca, called Antonio Lobo 
Falcad, Manoel * Falcad, and Joafi Moreno, w'ho took the stone 
with the knjce-markp and broke it, and divided it between them, 
canying it off as a great relic; and that afterwards they worked 
many miraclefl, aa we shall tell in another part^.

In a court of the Holy House in. Jerusalem, which is paved 
with beautiful slabs ^ in one of theiu are the impressions of two 
footprints like that of which we ate treating, which (according 
to the opinion of some who have written concerning the Holy 
Temple, and atnong them the father Frey Pantale-ao) they 
affirm to be those of an Ab^^iiiian who was martyred there 
for the faith of Christ, who thought well tliat some vestiges 
should remain there as a sign of how ho u^teeined his inart\^- 
dom r In the Church of the Asceosion, which stands on Mount 
Olivet, is to be seen another etone with a footprint like these, 
which our lord Jcsos Christ loft there, w hen he ascended into 
heaven, of the last foot that he raised. In the Garden of 
Oethsemane (In that place where the three apostk^ placed 
themselves wlulat Christ prayed) is anether stone, on which 
those disciplffi lay, and on it are Impresfied the forms of the 
bodies, aa if in a Little soft wax. 

Wherefore this footprint on Adames Peak and the kneo-^ 
i^rks of which we have spoken are miraculous, and at that 
time there went to India no ono who could do such miracles 
but this holy apcatle. And having read what Piu..theus, 
bishop of Tyre, says (and it is related hy Maffei in the third 
book of bis History of India), that in this footprint on Adames 
Peak is veuerated the memory of the eunuch of Queen Candace, 
who,he saye, went about preach^ the gospel throughout the 
whole of the Red Sea, Arabia Felix, and Taprobana, we cannot 
trover whence that learned man could have inferred this, 
since it is not said in any writing that this eunuch left 
Aby^kiiA, of which he was a native. And we made diligent 
inquiry throughout India, and spoke with many ancient and 
learned Moors, heathen^ and even Jews* and in no part of it is 
there any knowledge or tradition of this eunuchs 

And to conclude with these maltera of Cbiko, we shall do 
BO briedy with one that to us is very wotld 0 rful^ which is, 
that all the trees that stand around the foot of this Adam’^s 
Pe^p and even those more than half a league distant from it, 
aU m overy part make with tinoir boughs an mclination towards 
the moim^^, aU having very straight trunks as far as where 
the branches begin, without any wind causing them to change*.

the whole of 11, and drawls it in branch by branch until it has 
entirely disappeared l now let the curious philosophise over this. 

This whole island is so prosperous, that the king of Cotta 
having commanded two partis of oom'^ to be sown, it responded 
with aiity. The jungles all coitBist of trees of oitnie* and other 
excellent fmits^. It has popper, ginger ^ cardamom p many 
sugarcaneSp honeyi many civet cate, elephants, many procioufl 
stones, rubies, catseyes, chrysolites^ amethysts, true ^?apph3^eSp 
and others white®, very fine lieryl* so pure that it looks like 
crystal*r and all hold it for such, in which they are doceiv^. 
It has iron, coir, tow^®, many rivets of excellent watert in 
which are bred many and good fish ; it has many makors of 
armSp efuefly of dr^locks, where am made the beat in the whole 
of fndia^^ It has many bays and parte in one and another 
part, capable of containing largo B^pe and vessels. It has 
many other things which t omit in order, not to be disoarsive^.

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no other hoic^; sending hiio the likeness of bis gtaodson, 
which WAS of PAtursi size^»in the form of a statua of gold, placed 
in a large box, with a crown of gold sot with many precioua 
Ktones in the hftnii for the king to crown it therewith®. 
These ships reached Portugal safely^, and the king received 
these ambassadors very well; and for the act of swearing 
the prince the king commanded to guromon, all the lords 
of the realm , and carried it out in public asBcmbly with 
the gfoatest solemnity and ceremony possible ^ crowning the 
prince after the manneT of the kingdom, commanding great 
festivities and bull ^gbts to be held^. And having passed 
to them hia letter of confirmation, and bestowed many 
favours on the ambassadors^, ho senf them back well satisfied 
in the next shipe^.

And summoning to his galley the captains» he 
revealed to them whither he had been going, and showed them 
the king's letters, and those that they had written to him from 
India, in w'hich they had made light of that oKpeditioo, saying 
to them, that by that they would see the reason why he "had 
prepared that fleets and that the}' might now judge what he 
should do: bwause he was ready' to fulfil what the king had 
commanded him ; that if there was still tirao to pass the shoals 
he would do it p as the expense had alread}' b^n incurred* *. 
And all the pilots having bwu summoned, on discussing if tbev 
could still pass, they all agreed that the monsoon was alreadV 
over, and that nothing could now be done^ On thla it w^ 
resolved tn return, whereupon the governor turned about and

In thia Decade we are told of tbe arrival In Ceylon (in 154.3) 
of the lifBt Franciscan niiaabnarios, and of the propagation of 
Christianity by them on the south-woetem coast and in the 
kingdom of Kandy. Tlio duplicity of tlie Kand 3 'aD ruler, 
who pretended to be inclined to Christianity, led to the send¬ 
ing to Kandy oI two Portuguese expeditions (one in 1547, the 
other in 1550), both of which had to retreat, the latter sutler' 
ing severe loss, Mityaduanc once more (1540) took up arms 
agamst his brother Bhuvaueka Balm Vll.; and a Portuguese 
force sent to aid the latter defeated ^Jayadunu^’s troops 
and captured bis capital Sitavaka, which was sacked (1550). 
In October 1650 the ship from Portugal conveying the new 
viceroy of India, D. Affunso de N.oronha, made accidcDtid Und- 
fall atColumbo, the viceroy's visit being foUowed by important 
con^quences. In 1651, ae a combined Sinhalese and Portu- 
gueso force was about to take tiie field against Jlayfidunnd;, 
Bbuvaneka Bdhu was accidcutaUy killed, hie grandson 
DhannapAIa being thereupon proclaimed king in bis stead, 
On this news reacliing Goa, the viceroy set out with a large 
armada for Columbo, where on landing ho at once began to 
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behavs in tlie mont eidiraortfimary mamij&r tow^rda the king 
of Cota and his followers^ torturing the Sinhai-Bse in order to 
discover biddeti treaBiire, and extorting Large Kums of money. 
Another expedition against May^diiniie followed^ when Sita- 
Taka was again entered ai>d thia time Looted more thomugbiy 
than before. A deoigo of the viceroy’s to seke Bharmap^la’s 
father Vidiye Ba^ flira woe frustrated by the flight of the 
latter; but in 1552 ho was treacherously captured by tho 
captain of Columbo, and impnsonedi Succeeding In escaping 
(in 155^)^ he wreaked Liia vezig)eanca on the Cbiiatians along the 
coast, A temporary peace was thereupon patched tip. One 
of the moat important results of the viceroy's visit in 1551 was 
the walling-in and fortiGeation of CoLunibo on a much Larger 
aoale tlian in l5lS-24p and the appointment of a captain- 
general of Ceylon.

In the fourth cLiapter of the ^jecond book of the Fifth Decade 
we gave a detailed account of the groat warn that broke out in 
CeiiaOj between the king of Ceiiavoca, Aladunc Fandarn and 
Hanoegabao Pandar, king of Gotaj Liis brother, on account of 
the former's wishing to depiivo the latter of his kingdom ; 
and how to rid himBclf of him the king of Cota rnarriid hb 
daughter to Tribuly PandaTp on account of having no son to 
succeed to hie throne. Of this marriage was bom Dramabolla 
Bao^ Bandar, who it was that the king Dom Jm/o proclaimed 
in Lisbon as piincc and heir of the kingdom of Cota^ dis¬ 
patching tho ambasaadors who went for that purjXjeie^, in 
whoso company lie sent floma friars of St. Francis^*, whose

And th^ evangelist oonquorore, not neglectful of their obli¬ 
gation, began to break up in eeveral places the untillcd soil, 
^ to BOW therein the gospel seed, which began to fructify 
like that gram of luusfard in the gospel, erecting several 
inplofij in wl^ch the moat high God begmi to be honoured 
and veaeret^ by all. And the firat pincea in which they were 
built were Panature, Macii*. Berberi, Galle, and Belliguao, 
all leaporU, in which they brought within the pale of the 
church a great nomber of those heathens. 

And praetrating into the heart of the island* there arrived 
m the lan^otti of Candea one Frey Pascoal with two 
compamoM*, who were well received liy that king Javira 
Bandar*, firat cousin to Madtine, son of a bro^r of his

who favoured tLeiu ineveiy way: ho iducUso^ ihAtt be 
gavi5 tliHEd h large piece of groundj, and evezyttung iic^edful for 
building a cburcb, and houseH for them to dwelJ in. There 
ibey conkinonced to lILL that uiifruitfid and sterile ^tl, winch 
yielded no other fruit but tliintl^ and thorna of abominabte 
idolatries, sowing in their place the fleed of life. And finding 
diepoaition in the king to inAute him to the marriage supper of 
the Lord, they sounded him, convorsing with him on tuattem 
of our faith and law, showing him clearly the truth thereof 
and the blindness and falsity of his idols; and so much did 
they succeed in softening him. that tboy conquered him. not 
however so far as to receive baptism, because he had great 
Fear that his people would kill hlm^. And the fathers^ not 
wishing that sheep to perish from w^nnt, persuaded him to 
write to tho governor^ of the wish that he h^^and to beg him 
For a captain with men to help him against hb people, if they 
should attempt any commotion on u change of the law. One 
of thase fathers Went with his letter, and arrived at Ooa a Few 
days after the triumphal pnooei sion of the governor Dom 
Joau de Castro^. And having had ait interview' with him, 
and given him an account of everything, when ho had read 
the letter, and understood from it the desire of that heathen 
Idiig, he did not wish to lose such a good opportunity i be¬ 
cause he knew that tho chief spices and tho richest gems that 
the kings of Portugal sought for in this conquest oF the Eaat 
were ctouk for heaven*- And moved thereto also by hia 
good zeal, he brought forward this matter m council, and 
it was there resolved that they should send him a captain 
with two hundred men to pass the winter and stay with 
that king, until they had secured him in tho faith and in hia 
fcmgdom.

Madunc having learnt that the king of Oandea was minded 
to become a Christian, and that he had sent to ask of the 
governor Dorn Joao de Qratro favour and help for this, fearing 
that this would be the means of his destruction, and that lie 
would be left with all those ktnp as his enomies, set about to 
put a stop to tliB whole husinessj by sending to persuade the 
king of Candea not to become a Christian: beeauee as soon 
as he did »o the Portugn€se would be certain to take Ills 
kingdom p and that if they did not do thle his own subjeote 
would try to kiU him, in order not to be governed by men of a 
different law. TJio men that Madune seat on tbis bu-qiaess 
Bmd such tbings to that king, and also worked upon bis feats, 
that not only did they bring him round completely, but tbev 
also arisnged with liim to kill all the Portuguese that aocom. 
^med Antonio Moniz Barreto, of whom they had already 
had adrioo, this business being settled with such secrecy, that 
the fathers neither heard aor knew of it. 

Antonio Moniz Barreto, pursuing his voyage, doubled 
tjape Lomonna and ran along the other coast, then crossed 
tnc Shoals of Manar, where ho fitted out two vessels that he 
found there , and took tliem witli him”, and made a circuit

Candea*, and as si>on as he had entered it ho was advised of 
the determination of that king, and of how he ha<l agreed 
with Modune to kill him and all his company ; and it was not 
known from what quarter the advice reachM him* On liear- 
ing this^ and sf^ing that the matter brooked of no delay^ 
Antonin Moniz Barreto took a very speedy and reflate 
determination ^ which was to order at once on the very instanl 
the burning of all the baggage tliat they had brought with 
them, leaving nothing but what they carried on their bodies.

" You a* *© wellj brarie aoldiers and coraradfis zuiiie, tb© m^nt 
advice that w© haA^e received ; wheTnfgriB {mother iiiBtant 
detonnination ia aec*saary to aav© our lives ; and nothing 
better has suggest<ed itself to me than thiHt to rid oui^lvea of 
encumbrances, and march with our arms in our hattds in the 
direction of Triquinlmalle^, in order thence to proceed to 
Cota, where we have a friendly king^p because if we return 
to the fleet 1 fear we may find the ro^ occupied, and that all 
wlU be our enemies p while in the other direction we have a king 
who is sure to receive us and entertam us very well; wherefore 
remomborp that the life of each one lies in the defence of his 
own arms and hands (apart from those of Godp which are 
those that must defend and deliver ua ia this joumey); where¬ 
fore p follow meand taking his matchlock on hb$ shoulder he 
proceeded to march out of the city. 

The king of Candea, who omtinued to dissonible^ waiting 
for them in order, after they had been received and dispersed, 
to carry out on them tlie treachery , as soon as he had word of 
the determination of Antonio Moniz Barreto, and of what he 
bad donOp know weU that be hod been warned^ and anspectlng 
that it was by the friars at once onlered them t-o be seizicd, and 
in great haste dispatched some raoddfiores with a largo force to 
go after our people, which they did ; and making haste thev 
encountered them already a good distance beyond the city ; 
and attacking them with great detormination at several 
points, Antonio Moniz Barreto did not lelinqulsh his march 
at the same pace at which ho had been goingp placing himbclf 
in the rearguard for the bettor security of his men ; giving 
ordera for the matchlocks to be dificharged in sucb fashion 
that the firing aever ceased, so that they might thus proceed 
while keeping the enemy at bay, as they did. And so they 
went marching the whole day with much difficulty, not having 
time to rest for a moment, or to eat, only munclung the dry 
biscuitp and fighting. As soon as night fell they had a littfe 
respite, and went on continually marching, but with less 
trouble ; for although the enemy continued to pursue them it 
was more slackly; nut as soon os it dawned they once more

thousaad. 

Our people seeing that it was neoeasaiy for them to defend 
their lives, ^d that the^^ could not obtain help ftom any 
C|Uarter, all did duch great thinga^ that words would fail iii 
exaggerate them ; for many times they came to hand-to-hand 
fighting with the enemy, and yet they aLways got off with 
slight wounds^ there lemaiiung in their hands on one occasion 
as prisoner a rtwddiar, at which Antonio .Moniz Bamto was 
greatly pleased, and ordered him to be brought along in the 
midst^ in order to make use of him when it should he neces¬ 
sary* 

From this moddiar he learnt that the enemy intended to 
attack him at a bridge that was ahesd, where all our men 
were hoimd to come into their hands ^ the passage being very 
narrow L This caused no fear to Antonio M nni a Barreto or to 
aiiy of the others, except a GaKcian, who filled with the fear 
of death and desirous of saving his Hfe began making long 
speechesp and resolved to give himself up to the enemy , and 
^ he could do it in no other way, he pnetonded to he eihausted p 
letting himself fall on the ground os if dead, and saving that 
be could go qo further, Antonio Manl^ Baneto/since he 
sought not only to escape from the enemy, but sJho not to 
Itrae A singiB luiyn. went and encounigod the GalLcian with 
kind words, teUing him that the worst was now past, that 
God who had ddiTer^ them so far would do bo for the rest of 
the way, T.lie Galician replied, that ho could go no further 
either with hm arms or without them, and to leave him there 
to die. Antonio Moniz Barreto made him Hae, and took his 
matchlock from him, and put it on hJs own shoulder, and likS' 
wise everything else that might enenmber him, and placed 
him in the midst of the soldiers, and made him w'alk ; but 
as he already had death pictured in his imagination, causing 
him great parosyema of terror, he again fell to the earth, 
feigning to be dead, Antonio MonLz Barreto, who had kept 
his eye on him, at onoo hastened to raise him up, but he 
refused, saying that he must leave him, that he would not eo 
further. ^ 

Antonio Monjz Barreto, knowing that this was despair 
begotten of fear, told a soldier to cut off his legs, or to kill him 
at once, as he did not wish that the enemy should afterwards 
say that they had captured one of hia Portuguese. But when 
the soldier went to do this, the Galician jumped up as livelv 
and active as if he had never experienced any fatigue, and 
began to march in the midst of them ^1, Tlie enemy never 
left our people, but kept their distance, because the matchlock

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fire had wrought great haroc among thein ; for aince they 
wore sure that the affair would be ffnished at the passage 
of the bridge they did not wish risk themBelves i hut from 
a dietajice they showered clouds of arrows upon oiir meuT 
which almost all of them were hurt. In this wise they reached 
the bridge, where the enemy attacked onr men furiously ; 
and Buch was the condition i>f affairs^ that they considei^ 
themselves lost. 

Here Antonio Moniz liameto played the part of an ex¬ 
perienced eaptain and brave soldier, doing such d«*edB with 
his arnij as also aU his comrades^ that they ridded themselves 
of the enemy p who hod got even inside their ranks. 

Here a sudden and fortunate idea came to Antonio Moni£ 
ilarroto, namely p to cut off the leg? of the mod^li&r whom they 
held prisoner,who was a leading personage; and to leave him 
in the roadp in order that the enemy should occupy themselves 
with Mmj which they did^; for following after our men they 
came upon the modeitar in that state, and stopped to raise him 
and send him to be cared lor. Of this little space of time and 
road our people took advantage in such fashion,, that they 
reached the bridge, though followed by some. Antonio 
Monlz Barreto as soon a^ he gained it placed himself in the 
rearguarci with the strong^tt and ordered the rest to pass 
nver+ they keeping the enemy back with matchlock fire^ 
whilst the others pocised over a few at a time ; and this they 
did with infinite tronblop those that were already on the other 
side keeping the passage clear with their harquebuseSp which 
played incessantly. Antonio ^lonlz Barreto ^ when he got to 
the other side, ordered p<njt of the brid^ to be destroyed, so 
that the enemy should not follow hinip because that river was 
so deep that it could not bo forded in ^ny part. In liiis way 
OUT people were freed from trouble, and went marehing with¬ 
out hindrance to TriquinimoUe^; and thenoe they proceeded 
to Ceitavaca. where that king received them and entertained 
them very well, orderin^f them to be given everything they 
needed^. 

Now let Titus Livius glorify his Decius. who when he was 
besieged on Mount Gaurus by the Samnitc^ sallied forth In 
the night with a few RDmans through the midst of the enemy.

wealth of words or so eloquent a style to enibcllish this di?ed, 
b 3 ' it^li it ift sucrh^ that told thus without additional adom-^ 
ment it is seen how iqucli it surpasses that of hifl l>&ciuB ; 
flinee this captain did not sally forth by night amongst the 
enoitiy, when the darkness weald make the hostile army 
appear much larger to the Sanmites, but in full daylight, and 
through the midst of the enemy's city, eurtounded on all sides, 
breaking through the midst of them, it being plainly visihlo 
that they were only one hundrfsd and twenty ; and not for tiie 
space of half-an-hour, but for three whole days, without losing 
one of his comrades*. 

In the conversations that he had with Antotuo Moniz Bar¬ 
reto, IMadune gave him to understand that his brother the 
king of Cota had induced the king of Candca to kill him with 
eJJ the other Portuguese ; and that he wished to show how 
much more a servant of the king of Portugal’s he was than all 
the other kings of that island, piacing himself at his service 
for all that he might require. Antonio Moniz Barreto re¬ 
turned his coixipUmonts, and took leave of him, the mpddiar€4 
persuading the king to kiU him and all the Portugucflo, which 
he was unwilling to do, however much it were a matter of 
relief and import to him. Antonio Moniz Barreto reached 
Cdlumbo, where in a few da>^ there arrived amhaasadore from 
Cuadea, by whom that king aent word to Antonio Moniz 
Barreto that he was very repentant at having taken the coun- 
st^l of Atadunc, who had got him to commit- that folly^ and 
sent him the bases that had been left there, and ten thousand 
pard^Q^ in silver to divide amoDgat the ^oldiers^ And he 
wrote to the friars of St. Francis, whom Antonio Moniz Bar¬ 
reto had taken with him, to fotnm to him, as he wished to 
fulfil his word, and become a Christian ; to which Antonio 
Moniz Barreto would not consent until he had gone and given 
a report to the governor; and when the season came he 
emb&rk-ed for Goa*.

Not many days had eUpeed since tke govemor's arriml*, 
when there came to hiiq an ambassador £roin the king of Cota, 
who m vassal of the king of Portugal sent to beg him earnestly 
to help hinip as he was in the utmost danger of losing his king¬ 
dom : because his brother Madurte, king of Celtavaca, 
taken from him the greater part of it, and bOrd besieged tdm in 
the city of Ootat where ho was In great danger of periabing^; 
that that kmgdom was hia grandson^s^ to whom the king of 
Portugal had conceded Up and had proclaimed him in the city 
of Lisbon as heir to it, and that iMadune wished to deprive him 
of it: wherefore be begged him to help him with a large force^ 
and he would at once give ten thousand cruzadpe' worth of 
pepper* for the loading of a ship to Portugal which ho would 
deliver to the captain^ major who should go there j and 
that he would also give as tribute one huudred and fifty bares 
of cmnamoup besidj^ the threo hundred that he already paid^p 
and that he would at once give ten elephants for the service 
of the dockyards of the iieete of the king of Portugal 

Having l^rd the ambassador, the governor brought those 
matters before a council of the captams and hdalgos, all of 
whom agreed that help should be given to that king^ not only 
becaiise he was a vassal of the king of Portugarsp and becau^ 
of the t^ms that he offered, but also to prevent MailuneV 
becoming ruler of the whole island, whereby he would give 
great trouble to the state p and the king of Portugal wmuld 
lose the proffts that he got from it.

The shipa [for PortagalJ having been dispatched^ the 
governor harried on the preparations of the deet of Dom 
Jorge m order to dispatch it soon. And when it was jost 
ready* there came to him lettera from the fatherB of St. Fran¬ 
cis who were in the kingdom of Candoa, in which they begged 
him to Bend a force in support of the prince of that j^ngdomT 
as he wished to become a Christian. And since it is necessary 
to give some account of this prince, we shall do ao. This king 
of Candea had a legitimate son, called CaraJea Bandar^, 
who waa heir to the throne. This prince managed to get his 
father to release the friam of St. IVancis (whom he hm im- 
prisoned when Antonio Monis Barreto went to that kingdom* 
aa we liave related above, in the eighth chapter of the fourth 
book), and who formed ao great a friendEhip with Frey Fas- 
coal, who was their commissary, that this father proposed to 
him to become a Christian, preaching to him many times on 
the mat tern of our faith, to which he bficamo inclin^ and well 
disposed^ in such manner that all that ho needed was to receive 
the water of holy baptism*. Of this his father was informed ^ 
and resolved to kill bis son, and to give the kingdom to another 
bastard eon tliat he had, called Ck»niarsmga Adasana** for

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whom ho winhod good. Of thie the prinee heard 

rumdoiB^OT received inforiuntiodj from aomeoTie m hie fatlipT^s 
hoiiBe. And desiring to escape from his oii^Tp ho took with 
hini the Iriare, and betook himself tq a mountain in the khig- 
dom of Hund^p and with a large force that followed him wag^ 
war against hla father from there-* 

Of all these things the fathers informetl the governor in 
those lettenj that they sent to him^ begging lihn to send and 
help that prince against his father, who wisfied to deprive him 
of the kingdom and give it to another, because iie desired to 
become a Clirifltian. This the governor highly approved 
and gave orders to Dom Jorge do Crusto^ that when he tiEui 
done with the affairs of Oeitavaca he was to proceed to the 
kingdom of Oandea, and chsatl^ that king for the treachery 
that lie had shown towards Ajitonio Moniz Barreto, 

This fleet set out at the boginning of January of this year 
I5fi0* upon which with God’s favour we enter: and of the 
captains and chief persons that took part in this expedition 
we know the names of none i hut of their beet we shall give 
an account further on..

Doni Jorge de Crasto having left Coebimj as we have related 
above In the third chapter of this eighth book^ arrived at 
Coluifibo at tho end of the same month of January [1550], and 
^ving disembarked his troops commenced to march to €ota, 
Moclune, who with hk whole force was attacking that city, on 
receiving the news that our ffeet had arrived at Coluiubo with 
a large body of men to help his brother, raised his camp and 
retired to CeLtavDCa^ leaving the imnqueira^ on the roads 
with many troops to guard the passes against our

I>qib Joi^o 
rciUCiLed Cldta^ and wm heartily welcomed by that kLng ; and 
they at once rosolYcd to go tugetlier t^gainat Maduue^ and not 
to withdraw from that busiiiesd until they bad utterly de¬ 
stroyed hiiti. Id order to give no fui tlier trouble to the &tate 
with auccoura and Beets in aid of hk brother^ wlip was a vasaal 
of the kuag of Portugal's. Fur the expedition the king began 
to collect his forces aud arrajige for the thinga neceseory In the 
way of provleious and Eervante for the whole army. The 
report of tlie fleet of Dom Jorge de Crasto and of hk arrival 
at CoLuniho Boon spread over the whole kland. 

The king of Candea, aa he was guilty in the matter of 
Antonio ALoniz fiarretOi began to tremble, and to fear that they 
wished to ubaetise him for the faulte that lie bad committed ; 
and as he was a man of great cunning and nialiee he deteraxiined 
to temporize with Bom Jorge de C™to and deceive him, until 
he should see bow matters tended between Madinie and bk 
brother, and to thk end he at once dispatched ambassadors 
to visit him* These ambassadors found Bom Jorge de Crasto 
still in Cota, getting ready for the expedition to Ceitavaca. 
Bom Jorge de Qrasto ordered them to be taken before the 
king, where he heard them, aud they told him that the king 
of Candea bad sent them to vieit him and to offer bimaelf for 
everything that might be of service to tho king of Portugal. 
That he would have him know that in the affair of Antonio 
Moniz Barreto, in which he did not deny being guilty, there 
were nevertheless sufficient matters of satisfaction for it to bo 
forgiven. That his cousin Madune hiui disturbed his mind 
and drawn him away from the desire that bo had had of be¬ 
coming a Christian, putting before his eyes fears and the loos of 
bis kingdom, and tbe rebellion of bis subjects owing to a change 
d£ law I and that he had repented of past conduct, since 
be bad always been inclined to the law of the Christians, as 
the irmte always knew of him ■ that he was finnly resolved to 
become a Christian; that he earnestly begged him to send him 
some friars to settle this with him ; and that he also wished 
to be reconciled to hk son ; and that thus he hoped little by 
little to move his vassals to become Clirktians. Dom Jorge de 
Crasto WEB much pleaded with that embassy, and at once set 
about to satisfy that king, sending with the ambaesadofs 
two friars of St. Franoifl, and with them the French captain^

The ambaBsadors Laving left with our people, they wont 
pursuing their journey, aoteBcaping Mme confliota with" forces 
of hladune'e, in which onr folk ran great riak and danger, but 
God delivered them from all by the valour of their arnw, and 
thus with great trouble they reached Candea, The king 
received them very well, and ordered the friars to be lodged in 
the same hermitage that the former ones had built>, which was 
stiU standing, and the Prenoh captain and his soldiers near to 
them, ordering aU necessaries to be given to them. Tlie 
^rs began to make some Christians, thinking that tlie 
kmc also liod a mind thereto, which he had not, aa he was 
wicked and perveise, and fear made him pretend it, so long 
M he did not know what was passing between Dom Jorge 
de <>a8to ftnd ^t£uiunej whom he fzivourcd in Hccret; and 
so lie took such care of and had such an eye on tho French 
captain and the friars, that ho did not allow them to go 
beyond a certain limit, keeping spice in Ceitavaca, in order 
to be advised each day of all that passed there.

After the king of Cota had coUectod his forces and arranged 
for the things necessary for the expedition, he set out on the 
mareh, Dom Jorge de Cra^ going in the van with all the 
trorrapie^ and the king with five thousand men in the rear- 
gna^ . Thus they marched the whole of the day until they 
reached a very large fron^eira, on a pass that lay between the

pasaage to Ceitavaca) Madune had built this fortress, which 
was of wood, of two faces, with very broad fillings, and stocwl 
on the north® side of the river; and m the face that looked 
towards Cota the curtain of the vrah was thirty fathoms in 
length, and in the point that lay towards the river was a fine 
bastion with many piocea of artillery. From this bastion to 
the lake extended a vej^' denae bamboo foreet^ for the space 
of half a league, so intricate that even the wild beasts 
could not panotrate it. From end to end along the outer 
fa^ of this fort ran a finCp broad ditch, which waa IiIIehI 
with water from the lake,, and which wae crossed by a 
drawbridge"*- 

The army having arrived here, they pitched their camp at 
some distance from the fort, and held a council as to the mode 
of attack; and it was resolved that it should be at the angles 
of tile wall, for which purpose they made large wooden bridges 
on wheels, and several strong mantelets, and ladders, this 
occupjTng two or three days. And when all was ready one day 
at dawn onr people attacked the fort at one part, and the 
king at another^ And runiuDg the bridges over in apite of 
the storm of bombard and matchlock shots that rained upon 
tiiem, they sot up the ladders against the wall, and our men 
climbing up them leaped over it, and hy force of cuts and 
blows forc^ their way inside, where they had a very great 
battle with the enemy, in which many were killed and wounded 
on both ddee. The kiiig of Cota and hJa people, likewune 
after several losses, entered the ArangueiVia, on which the 
enemy began to be put to the rout p and abandoned it completely, 
Dorn Jorge de Craato ordering it to be at once set fire to, hy 
which it was entirely consumed. They passed that day in 
that placep and sent to Cota those that needed healing (who 
wore many).

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Kmi d^y they went on marching iintU they reached tlia 
other rrcin^tidrKii called tliat of Maiuana^ of the samo plan and 
make afl tlie former. And our troops attacking it at one 
part.^ and the king at another^ it was entered and captured, 
though with many dangers and deaths on our side, and with 
the lose of more than six hundred of the enemy, who aban¬ 
doned it+ 

On the following day they marched upon the other tran- 
qtteirai. two leagues from this one, called Gnibabilem^, which 
wa^ tEuger and stronger than the othem, on account of being 
near the city of Ceitavaca. The ciirt^n of the wall that ran 
along the front was larger and thicker than thoee of the oncH 
they had pasaed^ At each point it had two very large bastiom^j 
and on the wall many watch-toweia very well provided with 
men and munitions. On the aide facing the river, which was 
the same Matual, ran a dense bamboo foreatp and on the 
other a very impenetrable jungle. Bene In this iranquetm 
were the forces of Madune, though he was in the city. This 
tranqueira was attacked with very great determination, and in 
this attack there were many wonderful feats, which we do not 
particularize as we do not know the names of those who per¬ 
formed them ; hut as a result of the affair the Imn^^eira was 
captitred^ though with loss on our side* and in it they remained 
that day resting from their fatigue and tending the wounded, 
who were many in number. 

Next day they proceeded to march to Ceitavaca^ which lay 
two leagnes^ in front, and on the road they met hfaduno with 
all hiB forces. And joLning battle (which wae severe and cruel 
and with much loss), Madune was conquered and routed, and 
went hoeing to the mount^ns of Dinavaca** leaving the city 
in the hands of our people, who entered it m victors.

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This city ia v^wy large^j and ia &ituAt«d amldHt lour moirn- 
tain raiigea^ and^thi^same ^latual riv^r (which by another naiiie 
IB called the Calane) divides it in the which comea from 

the conhne# of the kingdom of Candean On the nouth side 
DU an cnviiien.ee is the king^H palace^ which is built in the form 
of a handsome fortress* * with Lta walls very tluck and tetrong* 
and one ascends to it by twenty very wide and large atejwi. 
The fortre^^fl is square, and in each side it ha« three gates for 
servdec ; on tlvis side lies lialf the city^ and on the other to tlie 
north the other half; and In this part- Is the most su|^rb and 
Hun^ptnoiis pag^xl^ that esriate in the whole island, which is 
dedicated to an idol of theirs called ParaiuLtiura*. The archi¬ 
tecture of thispa^rode is strange^* and it is usserted that nearly 
twenty yeant were expended on it, more than two thousand 
workmen being eniployed on it continuously. 

Our people having entered the city* ihe king took up his 
residence in his brother's palace, where he found many valu¬ 
ables ; and Dom Jorge do Craeto with liis soLdienf in that part 
of the city^ which was put to the saek by our men^ who found 
much gold* drugs, and wares of all sorts^ with which they 
loaded themselves W'cU. Then they passed over to the other 
side* and did the same, without touclmg the pagvde^, as Dom 
Jorge de Crasto had ojdered them for the sake of the of 
Cota* who sent and placed guards over them*. And the king's 
people were the ones that stole moet* beGause like houso rol> 
here they dug and disintened much treasure. Madunep who 
had retired to the mountams of Dinavacst seeing himself 
beaten and routed, and his brother master of his city^ thought 
to employ his guile, and seat to the kmg his brother and to 
Dom Jorge de Craato his ambssaadors, who entered Ceitav^aca 
and were conducted to the king, who heard them in the 
preeence of Dom Jorge de Crasto^.

the Hiatts Faction neceasary. The hing who was a man of 
good heart and nature (a ram thing in this Chingal4 nation^), 
touched with the miEeriea of bia brotherp and believing that 
he would Dever mom attempt against him hia evil designs, 
said to Dom Jorge de Craeto that he wished for peace with his 
brother, if it appeared good to him. Dom Jorge de Crasto 
answered that in this matter he might do what be thought 
well, and what would he best for himself and for the quiet of 
the kingdom. Upon this the king dispatched the ambassa' 
dors, by whom he sent word to his brother telling him to come 
to Ceitavaca, that there they might be reconci^ and make 
peace, sending him a surety on his own account, and another 
from Uom Jorge de Crasto. Madune at once went, accom¬ 
panied by some luodeftam of high rank; and on arriving; at 
Ccitavftca his brother received him very kindly, embracing 
him with much a^ection end good-will (there being nothing of 
this in Madune)^ and in the presence of Dom Jorge de Crasto 
they were reconciled, and made peace with the follow ing 
conditions; — 

That noTor more should Mndune ihake war on his brother, 
and that he should deliver up to him all the temtodes that he 
hod taken from hiid. And that he should at once pay to Dom 
Jorge de Crasto one hundred thousand pagoda for the expenses 
of that fleets smee he was the cause of the war. And that for 
the expedition to Candea he should supply aU the servants and 
provisions neceesary for payment. And diat the king of Cota 
should be obliged to give him thme thousand men to accom¬ 
pany him on it. 

Having made these contracts^ both the kings concluded 
po^^ according to their mode, continuing there in great fiiend- 
ship^- Dom Jotge de Crasto began to get ready to proceed to 
Candea, as he had been ordered; and if that king should have 
become a Christian, ho was to consider the e^edition well 
undertaken, and to help liim against hia subjects if they should 
attempt any disturbance, and also reconcile him to his eon ; 
and If not, he wm to chastise him for his past faults. And he

obligation to give bim. Madune at once complicKl with the 
bundFod thooaand ^pagod^s that he owed, with which Bom 
Jorge de Crasto made two paymeote to the eoLdferSp and be 
also famiahed him with the proviaicinB and geirante that he 
needed. 

The king of Cotap as he waa a great friend of the Portuguese, 
because of the many obUgatiooB he was under to tbenip under¬ 
standing and knowing the malice of the king of Candes^ and 
that all the things he had Euiid were indentions caused by the 
fear that he was in, wished to dissuade Bom Joige de Crasto 
from that expedition, putting before him the many obstacles^ 
and assuring him that the expefiition wm one of great risk and 
penl^ because of the dif^cult peases that lay in the rood. And 
that although that king was his brst cousin^ ^ be was under far 
greater obligations to the Portiiguose than to him ^ that he 
assorted bim that be did not consider it safe to trust liim, and 
that on every occasion that he found time and opportunity 
he was certain to plan against him all the treachery that he 
could. Bom Jorge do Crasto thanked him for that counsel; 
but as bo was bound by the goveraor's order he did not like 
tch be Induced to do any tiling outside of it, and he therefore 
asked him for the troops that be had promised, which bo at 
once gave him- 

And when all was ready he set out at the beginning of April 
[1558], taking leave of those kings; and the king of Cota at the 
aaine time left for his kingdom. Bom Jorge went making liu! 
daily marcheep of which the king of Candea was advised each 
day- And fearing that Bom Jorge de Crasto having entered hts 
kingdom with t^t force w^ould seize and chastise him, not 
wishing to be at his mercy, he collected forty thousand menp 
and fortihed his clfy, with the intention of preventing his 
entiys keeping strict wafeb therein. And one night there wae 
an ^arm l^at our people were already within a league of the 
city ; and the king having hastened at that report with all hie 
troops to await him at the entrance to it, it pleased our Lord 
that the French captain (who, with Ills soldiers, was, as it were, 
under detention) had opportunity to escape, and in the dark¬ 
ness of the night went walking along, until he reached Born 
Jorge de C?ra3to^ who with his army was encamped at a league 
from the city+ in order to enter It next day * and having re¬ 
ported to him the manner in which the king w^as waiting for 
liim, and of the laige force that he had^ and of how all his pro¬ 
fessions were iuventions, Bom Jorge was dumbfoundcied^ and

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iramediftt^ly called a oounoil of the captaiofl, and before them 
all heard once more the French captain’s report. Having all 
heard thiu, they Toted that they ought at once to retire, as 
they were thirty lessee within the heart- nf the island, and 
many narrow and difficult paasea had to be passed through; 
and that if that king should attack thoni they had not aufflcient 
forcea to fight him. With thia resolution they at once raised 
the camp and retired in great baate but in very good order. 

In the morning the king of Canclea received word of their 
retreat, and sallying forth with all Ilia army he followed after 
them by devious roads, and getting in front waited for them 
in anme very narrow and difiicul t paasea ; and attacking them 
in those narrows where our men could not turn round, they 
continued shooting them down with firelock* and arrows, 
witlioot our people’s having any shelter or defen«. Dom 
Jorge de Crasto and the fidalgos and captain* were unable to 
govern their men, becatiae as they aU went in aingle file and 
broken up, and at a great distance one from the other, they 
oonld not help them, nor had they any to do the same for them, 
they running the same risk, and being ^ of them wounded. 
ThM they proceeded fighting until they got not of the terri¬ 
tories of Oandea, where they got quit of them, seven hundred 
men having been killed and lost in those iuugles, among whom 
were four hundred Portuguese, the rest being native Chris¬ 
tians and people of Cota;'and all the others that eecaped 
suffering from many woundsh And as they went marehing 
through the territoriea of Maduae, there came out to meat them 
a moddiar of his with five bnndrsd men, and informed Dom 
Jorge de Crasto that Madune begged them to come to Ceita- 
vaoa, and was waiting to give him everything needfol*

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lyoctk Jorge de Craato made a show of being Tiery grateful for 
tblfi ; and as La waa pmdaii,t bo wbII undoTBtwd tho maUco of 
Maduno, and told the maddiar that ha would do so. And as 
soon as it was night, and ha had anoainpad in a placu at mma 
distance from the fTiodefior, after having made it secure, ha 
decamp^, and took the road to Gota by wajB far removed 
from CaitavaDa, leaving in the camp thirty badly wounded 
mon^ who oould not walk. Nest morning the moddiur arose ^ 
and found tha camp vacant^ and taking the baggage that he 
found there and the wounded men^ ho went to C^itavaca^ 
Madune ordered all the Fortugtiosc to be decapitated^ telling 
them that he intended to do the same to the captain and to 
all of them. This was leamt afterwards from one of tham^ 
who managed to escape, and hid himself, and soino days later 
arrived at Cota. Dom Joi^e pursued his way in great haste, 
and met the king of Cota with all hia men, wiio had come to 
seek him, os he had alnesdj been informed of the dikaatCT 
that hsd occurred, and that he had fotetold^ On seeing the 
king, X)om Jorge de Crasto was relieved^ and thanked him 
heartily for that succour, and aeeompanied him to Cota^ 
whore the king lodged all the Portuguese, and tended them 
and gave them every neoeasaxy. Dom Jorge when he was 
healed left for Colnmbo, and at the beginning of September 
went aerpas to Oochim, where he arrived a little before the 
governor ffoTge Cabral*^*

Madiine aa soon aa ha learnt of the death of his brother went 
a’ith his army to the village of Belegab^ a league from tho city 
of Cota^; and from there he sent to nK^uira the gi:%ndeee of 
Cota to do obeiaance in him, because that kingdom l>eLonged 
to him by right. Tlie grandees sent word to him tliat they 
had a king and prince who was lieir by riglit, to whom they 
had already done obeisance ; and tliat in bis servieo and in 
defence of his kingdom they were all ready to die.

one Antonio de Eatcelos dying many years afterward^ told io 
the hour of bia death p on account of the condition in which he 
then wasp that it wb^s he who kiUod the king of Cota by pure 
accident while akooting at a pigeon p and that nothing else need 
be suspected* aa that was the truth. At the time of i}m mati'a 
death there was prodent a Chingala, a Clmstian and very oldp 
from whom we learnt this, and he toM it to the king his grand- 
soD. We are glad to have ascertained the truth of this fact 
through a man that was a native of that Inland* on account o[ 
the opimon that was held of the Portuguese Ln this matter. 

Thaec tidinga were sent early in August* to the viceroy* 
who* seeing how necsessaiy It was to go at ouce and eettle 
these ordered the fieet to be got ready with all hastop 

because he was obliged to set out In September* and he 
immediately set afloat the whole fleet* and began to pay the 
men. 

It being the 10th of the month, there anchored at the bar 
of Ooa hve shipa^ of eight that had set out from the kingdom^ 
the captain-major of which was Diogo Lopes de Sousa. . _, <,

With the arrival of the ohipa the vioeroy huiried on his 
embarkation; and having committ^ the care of India to the 
captain of the city, and with him as deputlce the chief 
justioe, the iwodorda fazenda^ and othem (because the bishop 
waa accompanying him on a visitation}* he embarked, and set 
sail at the end of September. The viceroy took ton galleons, 
eight carvels and galleys,, and nearly flfty rowing ve^ls, 
Indudiug galliots, foists, and rofures*. The captains that

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immediatfily freighted a foist, and collected dfty ioldiere from 
his shipp and mi off in search of him, and found him in Ck^ta 
already in the held. 

Every thing being ready lor the expedition, the viceroy began 
to march in very good order, the van being led by his son Dom 
Fernando de ^Eoneses, with all the young ddalgoa, who quickly 
attached thentnelves to him^ ^fadune m soon as he had 
news of the arrival of the viceroy fcrtiiied his Iranqv^insj!^ and 
garrisoned tiiem with many men and mnnitioas, while he 
himscU remained in the open with three thooBftnd picked men 
to go wherever needed. Our people aiTived at the first tran- 
quf.im, attacking it on all sides ; and although they met with 
very great resistance they gained an entrancer many of the 
enemy being killed i and passing on, they captured the other 
two ^mngveVme, into which, though very ft'oU defended, our 
peo]>1e gained an entrance with very ^eat valour. Going on 
to the city of Ceitavaca, the vanguai^ had some encounters 
with Miidunep in which they totally routed him, and he with a 
liundred men went fieeing to eertaln very strong monnt'ainB. 
called Damagale^. The viceroy entered the city of Ceitavaca 
without resiatance^, and took up his quarters In Madime’s 
palace, and the king of Cota near the pagode, and he at once 
ordered guards to bo placed at the entranced to the city, which 
ivaa then sacked, both by our people and by those qf the king 
of Cota, and many prlsns were found in it. The viceroy 
ordered the whole of the royal palace to be dug up, to see if 
he should find the treasures, which he did not, and he did the 
same with the great pagoda that was there, in which were 
found many idola of gold and silver, Large and small, candle¬ 
sticks^ basins, belts, aod other things^ all of gold for the 
sermce of the p(^pth^ and some piece# of jewelry set with 
stones, oil of w'hich was incharged upon the uwdor do faztnda 
Bimao BoteUio : aU tiiese pieces are entered without valuation, 
and for this reason we do not eatimata what they were worth®. 
All this the viceroy collected together, without giving half to

The king of Cdt^ ondHi^ to be set- on Madime ; and 
learning that ho had wLthdravm to the iiiquntaLnjft of Darnagale 
with few followof«, begged of tho viceroy tive hundred men

iiapture him ; because if bo uomiiromised with him, on their 
l^acke" being turned ho was certain to reinforce hiinsolf and 
caitfto new troubles to that ieland and to tlie state of India.

The grand chufiiberlairi siieing himself hi sueh straits sent to 
beg money of hie fiiendB and relativee; but could find none 
that could lend it to him, so ordered to selJ a gold belt that 
he w^ore and £$01111; tiinketa of hiSj which amounted to five 
thousand which he sent to the viceroy with a pro¬ 

missory noioj in w'hich he bound himself to pay the tifteon 
tiiousand in fuU that year. On this the vicen:»y ordered him 

1)0 released, andemborkod^ leaving the grand chainberlam^s 
prozuiseoiy' note with Horn Joao Anriquez for him to ooLiect 
the BftflOn thouBand pftrddo^. And also among certwi 
things that ha left him nrdeiw tu cany out, that which he 
most impressed upon him was to capture iVibuly Pandar 
and send him to Goa. Having t&ken leave of &U^ he set sail 
for CcHchini^j .. *. ^.

Ttke viceroy haiviHg left Ceilad, Dom Joau Anriquez tri^ 
to capture Tribuly PaadaTp the Idng'a father^ as ttie viceroy 
had Mt him orders to do; which becoming known to the king^ 
he took a hand m the matter^ aad begged him not to iDtcrfeto 
with father^ but to dis^iemble with him for the preeentp 
aa it wae neceawy for them onoe more to unite against Maduiiie, 
who was already in Ooitavaca reorganls^j and with a large 
foroe. The king's request Deemed to Dom Joad goodp and 
tie gave him a ftafeguard for hia father to come to Cotap that 
they might aettie about the war that had to be carried on 
agi^nat Matlune Tbe king wrote thb to tits Fathorp and sent 
to summon him. Trihuly was In the Seven Corlas, where 
them reigned a drat ooii-du of hk^ with whom ho tiad agreed 
to marry tiie king bis son to a sister of this cousin^s, so that 
thus they might nil be allied against Maduno. The captaio 
Dom Joad Anriquez leamicLg of this was greatly ploased at it ^ 
and agreefl with Tribuly Fandar that he should set out- with 
the prince of the CorLas with all the army against Madune, 
and that ho with the king his son and his grand chamber Lain 
should go by way of CaianOp that thna he would not l>e aide 
to eflcape them. This agreamoat tiavmg been madOp when 
they had one and the other liegun t<j prepare for the espedition, 
Dom Joad Anriquez fell LQ of a severe aieknesa, of which he died 
on the first of May [1552]. He was succeeded by Diego de MeUo 
Cbutinho, either by an order that existed, or by election, we 
caimot weU ascertain which, who carried on his ohligatiort&p 
waging against Madune all the war that he could, not taking 
into consideration the league that had been formed against 
him with Tribuly Fandar ami the prinOc of the Corias ; rather

Tribuiy’s wife, the king’s mother^, when she saw her hus¬ 
band made a prisoner, stirred up the greater part of the people 
of Cota, and left there and went to the town of Reigao*, 
whence she planned for his release ^ and throe days after this 
iiad occurred, there arrived Doin Duarte Dii^. who came us 
eaptoln, and at once took ehatge of Colunibol The king 
went and in tor vie wed him, and begged liim to release he 
father, which hs would not do, but ratliur made his imprison.

We left the Affairs of Oeilao with the impriBOiunent of Tfibulv 
Pandar, father of the king of Cota, and the arrival of Dotii 
Duarte De^a ; we shall now continue with the e^'ents that 
twk place this Bummer. Upon the assumption of the captaincy 
of 4>dad by Dorn Duarte, the king interceded with him 
for the micas# of his father, making him very great offers, and 
gmng him all the aasuraneeB that he might require, without 
Iwing able to peisLiado hijn, Tlie fathers of St, Francis had 
intercourse with this prince, who prayed them to make him a 
Christian Iwcauae he was well affected to the matters of our 
faith, and hecause in no one had ho found humanity and 
charity except in thcjn. The fathers wore highly gratihed at 
this, and catechized him, and baptized him*, without telling the 
captam of tliis, because they feared that ho would p^-ent 
^em : but after it was done they lot him know of it, Dom 
Duarte was so angry about it, that it had been done without 
thoir communicating it to him, that he at once ordered to be 
put on 'ftibuly a huge fetter, and to ffisten it to a chain, and 
to step hiB communications with the friars, by whose means 
he thought he might obtain some alleviation, and all the other 
conflations that a prisoner could have, wherebv he reduced 
that unhappy* prince to a state of utter deapmation. Hif,

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wife^ the king's mother {who, as w& \ihv& ftiiidK aflTOntod at 
the iutprisonment of her huaband, had gene to the town 
of Reigno), as she waa a prudent and eoiirogeo^ woptaOp 
being informed of the Ul-tTeatment meted to her husband, 
took 8t^p» to release him thence by atratagom. aince it could 
not bo done by force j and putting herself in commimjcation 
with aomo poraons that she trusted, Portuguese, who 
had also l)oen diagusted hy these excesaive ineasiirei, she 
bribed ao much, and gave bo much, that they made a mine 
in the garden of the fathers, upon which the prison looked, 
which led into the place where Tribuly was, and by this 
they got him out one night, and he waa hum^ away from 
the fort^efls^ JJext day, when the alarm was given to the 
captain of that busineaa, he lost no time in holding an 
inquiry^ and arrested several persona, against whom nothing 
Was proved, and at once dispatched a meaeago to the viceroy 
of what had occurred. 

As won as Tribuly found himaelf free from prieon, as he 
bore in liis heart bitter resentment for the iU-treatntent that 
had been accorded to him, collecting a largo nunibor of men^ 
whom htB wife had sent to him. ho l>etook himself m the dirae- 
tion of Gale, and all the churches and Christians that he came 
across he put to the £reand sword, not sparing anything *; and 
on feoehlng Gale he did the eaine, and burnt a hne ship that 
waa there afready finished and on the stocks» which belonged 
to one lligueL Fernandes i and proceeding to Reigau^ he took 
his wife and went to the tOT*Ti of Pelande*. which would i>e

The kJn^ hia son when he had newa of hia Might, and of the 
rovagea that he was committing, woa vexy sorry, and sent to 
beg him not to go any further with that buHineasi,*iioT to 
romemher the wrong t hey had done him ; but to east his 
oyee upon Modune his enemy, who was. the eauseof all those, 
troubles ; and tliat they should all nnite for hie hurt, because 
lUhorwise that kingdom worild be lost; and to the same purport 
he spoke to the captaiiL and liegged him that past events 
might be forgotten and present ones oonjidered, and that they 
should all arm against .^fodune^ who was powerful, and incited 
by these dissansiona; and that he kfiew for certain that unless 
something was done in this direction very quickly all that 
island would be lost and would remain In the power of the 
hostile king ; and that it was the king of Portugal that would 
lose most in this, since he was suiceram of that kingdom of Cota, 
and the commerce of that cinnnmoii was of great importance 
to him. 

Dom Duivrte De^^ bav^ing uonsidered all these things mode 
ii compaet with the king agaLnst Maduna, bringing into ihe 
league Trlhuly Paudar, wiio was to go from the town of PolandeH 
whore he was, with ills troops against Oeitavaca ; and that the 
king should sand the grand chamberlain with all his army 
jLFid fifU' Portuguese that ho would give him. This compact 
the captain swore upon a missal to observe, and the kinfl 
thereupon gave him a thousand cruzados towards the expenses 
i>i the ^ty soldiers, and began to arrange m-itters for the 
expedition, the grand chamberlain putting in the held nearly 
three thousand men ; and when he expected the hfty PortU' 
gueae that Dom Duaria w'os to send him^ he failed him 
with all of them, sending word to him that the soldiers did not 
care to sert^ without pay, and that he must send him more 
money for this. The king, os he bad been plundered and 
was penniless.' tiad nothing to send him ; but the grand 
chamberlain hjid a golden girdle that was worth five hundred 
cruzados, and this he sent liiio, that he might pay the 
soldiers. Dom Duarte receivtMi the girdle, and responded by 
sending bim twenty soldiers, and as captain of them Joad 
Goolho-, The king was very indignant at Dom Duarte De^a^s 
thus failing to do as he h,'Ml Rworii; hut he did not cease

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preparing Utt the proseoiitioti of the fliiterpriBe. mid dispatched 
the chamherlam with orders to go and see the prince of 

tto Corlns m Older to gat him to join the longue. The grand 
ohftmberkm liBY-ing set out arrived ot the viliago of Jladabos 
where he had an uitOTYriew a-ith that prince, and armnfied 
flfllh him that ho was to aasiat him against Madone from that 
aide, and left iiim four hundred men to add to his forces. This 
done, the pand ohainberluin with I be Portuguese in^'aded 
the territories of Madtme at one point, the priiioe of t lie Porlaa 
Bt unother, and Tribuly Pander from Polande lU another. 
At t lie part where the grand oliamberlaln entered there came 
out to meet him Maduno’s captain-general, with whom our 
^ople hod severtil onctmatom. in which they routed him 
Dorn Duane Deja, whether it were ihaf Madune, learnins 
of thia confederation, aent secretly to brilnj him. in otd^ 
that lie mkht not aid the king of Cota, or lent he should 
from cupidity of what he hoped to get from him, offer 
kiimwU to hint, or wbotevor it was. they had communicationa 
mth oiie another, which w'cre not so secret that Tribulv 
Pandar did not get to know them, ajid at once informed his 
aoji IhefeoP. 

The king seeing such bad faith, as he was a great friend 

“-.L treachery, sent to recall nil 

mth the grand chatoborlain. Tribuly seeing this injustice 
of the captain s, and how on top of wliat he swore he 
coTr^poadod witU Madiine. wished however to \tv qiiita 
with him ftnd pav him bmik m the Mine coin, and 
^ they entored into an agreeiiieiit^ which cout-haded ub foi- 
lows ^at Tribuly Pandar ahould loarry a diiu^hter of 
Madune fl, a w[doiv with o no daii^hier. and that the latter 
tf hoLiid many' hia ^H-ond 30a. the kmg’d hrotiier : snd to thia 
thoy gave tlioir assoats. wliicli were at once published. Whea 
the king heard of it he was very vexed, because he knew from 
the malic'e of Madune that oil the«e agrooiuenta wem in order 
to cajolp hi* father Tribuly. so as to arrive at depriving him 
of the kingdom, wbicll w aa what lie ainiiod at. Thv old queen, 
the grandtnothcT of the king and of Madune (who woe & very 
serious Isdi- of great prudence), seeing the king of Cota 
a^ndoned even by his own father, look with her the grand 
chsmberlaia. and wont to the village of Reigod, where Tribuly 
wtm; and hai'ing an interview with him, she umde him a 
speech much to her credit regarding tJils busiiu-se, which had

had tnadfi wUb Madunoi pLacing her alfairs once again in a 

raorti hopeful poaltioii; and it plcaaed find that tbifl lady 
arrived before I he nfiatrinionial albanccfl nitb Tribiily were 
ooneamniatcd; for had it not been m all would have been loat. 

These inattom having become known, Pom Duarte Do^a 
was dfipoaed, and in hia place aucceedod Pemao Carvalhop 
alcaide ww of Columbo^. The kingp his father Tribnly 
PandftT, and the prince of the Cor las (who by the intervention 
of the old queen swore a new league) got ready to proseeute the 
war, begging the assistance of fifty soldiers from Fernno 
Carvalho, who offered them to them, and they immediately 
sent him five hundred cruzados for their expensea. All being 
hi the field, when the king sent to ask the captain for the 
soldiers he sent anfiwor asking to he excuaedr flaying that some 
Malavar vesaels were emishig off the coast of Colombo p and 
that he must go after them Jest they should pillage thecounti^: 
and 80 he went off without sending them either soldiere or 
money. The klng^ seeing how ho w^ent from Imd to worse 
witii theao oaptainfl. yet did not desist from the enterprise, 
and ordered it to be prosecuted. The confederates entered 
the territories of Mtiduuep and defeated his captains many 
timcflp and brought him to such a atatOp that he sent to l>eg 
mercy of kiM brother^ who as he was a good man showed it to 
him, and they made a new peace, with the carrying out of the 
marriages that bad been agreed^. In this state we leave 
these things.

111 111 to attend to at oncu^ and of some ot these we ehall give 
the purport, because it is neceaaary lor our history. 

The viceroy found an u/vuni^^ In which tho king commanded 
him immediately, as soon as he had read it, to return to the 
king of CeLLao all the money and jewels that ho had taken 
from him; and if any had been soldT to pay him their v^ue; 
because the king considered that the viceroy had done him 
great diaservice by his co-nduct towards that king, for which 
he reprehended him in his letters. The viceroy at once 
began to carry into execution tho and dispatched the 

gaUeon of the Ceilao voyago*^ in which he ordered to embark 
Aflonso Pereira de Lpacorda, whom he appointed to the 
captaincy of that island, ordering Dum Duarte I>e^ato nctum'*. 
and by him lie sent to that king all the jewels that still remamed 
to be sold; and of the rest, which nught be worth some 
two hundred thousand p^nfoo^p a declaration was mado in tlie 
iournal of Belchior^ Botelho (apon whom ah had been 
inohargedjj, in order that it might be repaid to him little by 
little I but of tiie whole the poor king did not get hack twenty 
thousand par^oo?, by instalments, and by nrtides thjit were 
sent to him, because all the rest was deducted, part- In tho 
tribute^ and the greater quantity in gifts and favours that ho 
has touted upon captains, alcaide* Ti%6re*, secretanos, Bdalgos, 
ofhcials, and servants of the viceroys and governors. And in 
these gifts w'as well fidfllled that old adage that says i ** Mouro

that he c^dul-ii not got wliat woa due to him out of the liandfj of 
the gOA-emona ’W'ho auccoeded down to Mathia# d^Alhoquerque, 
befltowed iLbeml favo urs upon t hoso tluit aakod hi ns* , which 
Hrere paid hj means of aeci^t agneeoieittR, wiiich all had for 
that purpose,—ft very great injustice, much in use in Tndla, not 
to pay men for tiie raonoVj the foist, tUo pro^'iatons. the coir^ 
and ail the rest tiiat is got for the fleet, biit to pay other*, “witli 
whom they have agreed for the third part. But leaving t kk 
matter, and others frorii whieli we derive little sutislaction, 
let US return to our subject. TSie king continued to press tbe 
ffoveraors and ricoroys for liis dues, without being able to get 
tlieTU out of tkieiT hands, until the year L553, ^iheii Pranciaco 
Barreto being governor, and seeing how that king %vorried 
him, hmiight the matter into courts after the kingV proctor 
had presented a libel against that king : by the jiidgcF it was 
decided, thattlio king [of Portugal] was not under Qbligfttion to 
pay him anything, bwause the state had sjicDt much more on 
Beets than he had sent in the way of help\

In thie Decade we are told of tbe ravages committad by 
\^ldiyo lUja after bis escape from pri^n; of an aUiance 
between tbe PortugucHe ajid Miyadunne for liia destnictioa; 
of a combined attack upon him in the city of Pdi-ilda; and 
of his flight to Jaflna and death there at the hmid^ of the 
Tamila (1656-6 T}. We also read of further engagements 
between the Portuguese and Miy4duiLDe’s troops under the 
oonnnand of R4ja Siuba, in which on one occaaion the 
former suffered s serious defeat; and of the siege of Ktfti6 and 
ite relief {1566-63). Several ckapteri are devoted to a detailed 
account of a campaign (in 1560) against the king of Jaffna, 
commanded by the viecioy in person^ w^hich after a successful 
begtmung ended in disaater, the Portng:uese being obliged to 
make a hasty and shameful rotiroment from the peninsula.

of the great ravages that TribuU Pandar had committed, 
lie determined to make on him all the war that he could* 
for which purpose be made his preparations. Madune, who 
never lost an occasion, oa soon as be saw Tribuli Pandar 
at full enmity with the Portugueiie, dispatched ambassadors 
to Afonso Pereira de I^ccrda^ ordering them to wait on him ^ 

and offer him ail that he might need against Tribuli Fandar : 
which Afonso Pereira de Lacerda accepted of him with thanks p 
a compact being made between them that each on his side 
should make war on Tribuli Pandar, and that they should 
not relax their efforts until they bad totally destroyed him ; 
because as long as be was alive he was sure to cause trouble to 
that island*. This compact was made wntb the condition that 
the ouatoms dues of tho country and ports should be collected

''Some time having paased^ the same father Fr. Jo^ Haptlzed not dnjy 
Ihis king, but the r^ucec his wife» who took the name of D. CAtharuaa, 
many of the grandBce of his courts all the ladie* of the palace, and so 
large a number of the pooplo iit the city, and outside of It, that the 
baptwd Were counted by thousands. Within a few nmntlu in a limit 
of thirty leagues he erected twelve dhurches, where with his compunions 
by day imd njghtt withoat taking an hnnr of rut, they cultivated and 
watered trith the holy sscramonti these new plaats, whirh afterwards 
lillcd toe whole circuit of the island.

Tim EUjii 
went with a large armv againat Tribuli Fandar in the direction 
of Cftleturc*. Afoiwo Pereira de Lacerda sent Ttuy Diaz 
Fcreini with two liqndred men and Antonio de Ej^pindola with 
one hundred to attack each on his side the city of Palanda. 
where Trihuli Pandar was, beoA^iso ftajii waa to go from another 
dde, so that thus he couhi not escape them. Having all 
amved tiiore and encamped their armies, oiir people attacked 
the city with great determination j and although Tribuli 
Pandar defended himscli very' bravely, an entrance waa 
neverthdeae effected, many inside being killed; aJid 
Tribuli Paudar, seeing himseif dereatcd^ managed to escape, 
and fled to Tanavar^®, and our peopli.'! entered his liouses, and 
captured his wife, wlio waa the duu^iter of ^[itdiiiie, and wlioui 
he had only recently married ; and carried off all his household 
ajKi personal property, and thereupon re turned to Columbo 
and Rajp to Ceitavacn. Tribuii Pandar not thinking himself 
safe in Tanavare wont to the Seven Corlas, whither Madune 
aftera'ards followed hini and proceeded to lay siege to him 
very leisurely, as will be seen further on.

[whicli is oiue of the corlas^)^ 1>ecauae ol hb lieiiig ^ close eon- 
nc^jtion of his^^ and ho entertained him and aitsistod him 
agaiest Madune^ and gas^c him everything neocsywny^ for war; 
hilt Tribidi Pandar W6^ wicked and perverse^ in payment of 
idils great kindness be one night murdered the prince, and took 
possession of the city^^ in whieh he fortified himseif with his 
loilowerK^ making himself master of the palace, houso, and 
treasure of the prince^. Tliis tyrant seeliig himself in power 
and master of Ur^ngure determined to get poas^ion of the 
whole of the Seven Codas, which was a large dominionp and in 
wKicii neither the Portuguese nor Madune could do him harm, 
it eoiisisting entirely of high mountains and nAmow and 
difficult pasaes^^ Having determined tfiis, he mustered a force 
and be^n to invade the other cor-tos and with his army to 
capture and destroy their villages. 

The natives, peeing how great was the wickedne^ of a man 
that should murder a prince who had sheltered him in his 
troubles and persecutions, and one ao closely connected with 
him, all entered into coTnespondeoce with each other^ and 
formiMi a general league against bim,i swearing with their 
ceremonies that they would all die both in the defence of their 
citiee aufl in avenging the death of that prince; and mustering 
all their forces ^ they occupied and fortified ail the passes by 
whicli this tyrant could enter; And for greater aceurity the>' 
sent amhasa^ois to Afonso Pereira de Lacerda, captain of 
Ceilao, to beg him for assistance in soldiers, promising that to 
all that should come they would pay fifteen gold parddos the 
month each* 

Afonso Pereira de Lacerda having seen their request aud 
offer, and considering that it would be to the Idng^s service 
to heljj those people, in order that that tyrant should not make 
lumself master of those cities (because he would cause great 
oppression and trouble to the whole of that islaTid], at once 
dispatched one Joan Fernandes ColumbrinAt an old soldier and

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worthy knight , with sixty rortngueae, who were glcwi to go on 
t hat biuslness on oe^ountof the high jmy thnt they had promiecd 
tbein t they proceeded to join the natives of those 
corias^ and liegaii to make war on Tribuli Pandar from alx>ve, 
wliiie R4ju, flon of .Muduiic (of whose gervicea they also 
availed theniRclTe»)j did ihe»aiiic from bclow^; and thuB they 
harried that tyrant, who seeing hL^ causw lost songiit to save 
hia peiaon, which he did one night, taking his motheT-in-law 
and his wife, Madune'a daughter, with whatovor treasures he 
could ; and by unfrequented roacb made his way to Jafana- 
paiao to iwg help of that king', so aa to return once more 
with a larger force : and he received him humanely. And in 
discuBaing his bneinesa afterwards, and giving him an account 
of his e^perienceB, in the course theroof ho represented to him 
the obligation binding upon aU the kings of that island, to 
expel from it the Portugueae, making it app€^ to him so easy, 
that be persuaded him to give him help agaLost them^ and to 
urge the same upon ah the kings his friends and relatives. 
.And for the greater certainty of this they met in a pagoda ^ in 
order there to swear that league with theoeremonies customary 
amongst them. But as the thing tliat God most abhors ui 
false and tyrannic men, it pleased liim to speedily chastise 
this Tribuli Pandar, when he was most iuto^dcate^l with the 
tovcngpfulnefla of iiis hate: and it occurred in this manner* * 
These princes being before their idols in order to take their 
oaths with great feativitles and rejoicings, there happen^ to 
fall from a soldier^s fiiielock powder-dask a httb gunpowder, 
and another that sbood by out of mischief set fire to it, which 
took place clow to both those princes* And eis TribnJi 
E^andar was fearful, and alarmed at evBTything {which is tlie 
weight that the wicked always carry on tlicir heart, as a pc unity 
of their wickedness)*as soon as he saw' the blaic of the powder, 
thinking tliat it was treachery, he drew his sword on the king ; 
and amongst all there ensued a great strife, in which Tribidi 
Pandar was killed, there remaining, as a roault of this adair, 
in the power of that king the old queen, the grandson, hi$ 
danghlerdTidAw, and his treasores®: and thus ended all his

that fortress and of that of Coliimho, as w3J be seen in the 
oDurao of the Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Decades : for Madnne 
had never grown bo impudent had Tribuli Pandar Jived, it 
being he that broke his power and abated hie pride and tyranny. 

htiMune seeing that Triboli Pandar waa dead^ and the grand 
chamberlain of the king of Cota^ and his brothcr-in-iaw 
Alanca Moddi&r and the son of tbo black captain prisoners, 
and out of favour with the Portuguese (all brought about by 
hia industry to this end)* forthwith took steps to proseente the 
war on Cota, and oot to dwst therefrom until he had made 
himself master of that kingdom. And mtistering his armi^, he 
sent his son ftaju, whom he was training and inciting to acta 
of bravery, that he might afterwards HU him [Mdyidnnnd] 
and his legitimate brothea^ and make himself king (as we 
shall relate in tbo Eleventh® Decade, Aladono paying for his 
tyranny at the hands of bis own bqd)^ to prosecute the war ftnd 
lay siege to Cota : winch he did, sallying forth from Coltavaca 
with a large army ; and Invading that Hug’s territorifis, he 
marched on causing great havoc and pUlagiii^^ 

There was at this time in the city of Cota with that king 
Afonso Pereira de Lacerda with a few troops^ and with those 
that he had he garrisoned the passes to the city, and fortified 
them as btet he could, and on the rivem he distributed ten or 
twelve vessels, the captains of which were Fernao de Crasto, 
Domingos Rapoio, Joao Kodriguez Correa, Antonio de Espln- 
dola, Diogo Juiarte*, Christovao das Nevea, Caspar Lopez, 
Vicente Bello, Antonio Fernandez, Gon^lo do Chavea, Antonio 
d’Araujo, Antonio Jorge, and Domingos Diaz, and as captain- 
major of the whole Femao Perez Daodrade, These vessels

as well as making attacke on several o£ his lat^hor a YiilAgoa^ 
which they destroyed and burnt. The king of Cota p although 
he was in an impoverished condition, yet nanstered his troops, 
iijid putin the field some modfiiare^t who had many cnfiounteis 
with the enemy in which thorc waa lo^ on each side. And 
since these assaults were many and utiiDiportaiit, and we do 
not find a recojfd of anything noteworthy, we shall pass them 
over r enough tliat they spent part of the summer and all this 
winter^ in waging all tho war they could, and so we sbaU 
leave them until we return to theiu-

This prince*, they &ay, went and landed in the island of 
Ccilao, having taken with him a large number and throng of 
Ills disciples H and that he took up Ins abode on tlxat moun* 
tain range where k Adam's Peak, where he hved many yeans 
leading a holy hfe. And desiring to depart thence, liia dkciples, 
who remained them, begged liim to leave them some memorial 
of him : upon which^ planting hk foot upon a slab of mck^ he 
impressed In it that footprint^ aa if he liad done it ui a Uttlc 
soft wax, the which they veneiate and reverence as that of our 
father Adam ; and it is held by all in such veneration, as 1 
have desenb^ In the twentieth* chapter of the aLith book 
of ray Fifth Decade, where I relate thk matter of this footprint 
very minutely, and show that this island of Oeilao is the 
Tapobnma of Ptolemy, in which I treat of many curious things 
which no previous writer has written of. This prince is caUw 
in their writings by ntany names: but the principal one is 
Drama Raio; and after that they held bim for a saint they 
called him Eudon, which means " sage,"" to whom this heathenry 
have erected oU over India many very costly and sumptuous 
pagodes; and in his legend they rckto great marvels, which, 
in order not to surfeit and weary the reader, 1 refrain from 
setting down.

And the winter setting in^ ho [the viceroy] spent itin revising 
the general muster-rollp and in making a new one, in order to ex¬ 
clude from it all the artiKan mechanics that received the king^s 
pay, who were a great number, by which be saved the state a 
go^ sum of money, and preveutad an exce^ive number of 
old soldierSp who wore always paid cither by patronages or by 
bribes*; and at the same time he ordered the whole Acet to be 
got ready, and many provisions and munitions to be collected, 
as be bad determined to cross over to Ceilad against the 
king of Jafanapatao, which lies at the northern point of the 
island; because the king* (in an instnictioji} had strongly 
recommended Rjni to take steps to d^troy him and captiiro 
his kingdom, because he was there acting the pirate and had 
ordered all the ships and vessels of the Portuguese that passed 
hy his coast to be set upon, and was using stratagems to get 
them to put m to the coist, so as to rob them*, sending by 
night to cut their eables, by which means he had committed 
great robberies and destmetioDS i and to strive as much as 
possible to transfer to that part the inhabitants of the town of 
Sad Thome, so that they might not be subjected to the insults 
and affronts that the king of Bisnag^ sought to offer to them,

The Ticeroy Dom Constantino apent the whole of the winter 
in getting ready the armada which he intended totake to Jaiana- 
pataOp and in collecting the storea for that expedition*: and 
at the beginning of August [1860] he setaBoat all the vessels and 
fitted out and supplied them with pro visions and munitiodi, 
and beEan to make a general payment to all. And alieadj 
by the begsmiing of September they were all ao far ready^ that 
the viceroy embarked j and having first made over the govern¬ 
ment to Dom Pedro de l^leneses the Red, who was captain of 
Goa, be loft an order lor the Hcontiate Mchior SerraOp mo- 
dor da fazenda^ to go and supeiintond the loading of the ship-* 
at Cochlm, and left him all the powers as regards revenue for 
anything that might happen.

While the viceroy was already at the bar giving bis Lmt 
orders before setting s^, it being the 4th of September, there 
arrived the ship ConceiQad^ which remained at Hiloesamblfliie 
the previous year to winter ^ and then on the following day 
there arrived ten or twelve vessels from Chaul and Ba^im to 
accompany him on that expedition. Amongst others there 
came by these Dom Pedro Dabneidap captain of Ba^im,

Those of tlie galliota wore Duarte do Several, whom the 
viceroy took in order to go over to his vessel if Hjecessarv ; 
Dom Antonio Manoel; Francisco de Molb, brother of the king’s 
huntsman ; Dom Jorge de Meneses, who was afterwards chief 
ensign of the kingdora ; Ayres de Saldanhs ; Martim Afonso 
^ Mello, nicknamed //omfrriaAos*; Jorge de Moura; Femafi 
Gomez Cordoril; Louren^o Pimentel, in a galliot that had 
bebnged to the Rooms; and others. 

The captaiaa of the foists were Dora Joao de Castello- 
brancD, eon of Dom Pedro de Castellobranco, who was captain 
of (hmua, and brother of the Condo de FiJlanova; Anriqu* 
de ^; Francisco de Sousa Tavarea the Laras; Garcia

The viceroy pursuing hia i-oyoge with aU this fleet had got 
as far as the islete of Onor^, wlien he eocouutered a storm 
from the soutb-wof^t* so severe, that the whole fleet wae forced 
to turn stem on to it; and witli great trouble they managied to 
cast anchor at the islets of Angedlvai where they were detained 
four or five days until the wind had ceased^ when they resumed 
their voyage, "and in a few days arrived at Goehlm, wliore the 
viceroy landed to give orders about various mattersi and the 
city gave him a veiy grand reception, but he would not take 
up his lodging them, hut remainod in his galley attending to

much business ; atid ho dispAtebod Femao Gumejs Cordovil 
to go to the tora of Sao Thoiuo and get the inhabltontB 
to cross over to Jafanap&tad^, to’^rhom ho wroto voiy dattonng 
letters in which he urged them to do this, booauso it was to the 
credit neither of the Portuguese nor of them that they should 
romam in that town, OApoaed to affronts and insults which 
the Canars^^ could put upon t hem whenever they wished. And 
that the kingdom of Jafnnapatao had many and good porta h 
whoro they could carry on hy sea their traffic and merchandize ^ 
And that the countr^f was vory fertile and Abounding in eToiy' 
thing ; and t hat he would apportion them in each a niAnner that 
they would lire more comfortably and with tees alaimB; and 
that they w-ere to ho ready when he eent vessels to briny 
them over. ...... 

Having arranged everyth^, the viceroy sot out, and in his 
company the bishop of (Sichim Dom Jorge Temudo in a galliot, 
who wished to aooonipaiiy him on that expedition, that 
island belonging to his jurisdiction*, and five or six other 
w^Is t^t were equipped in that city. With the whole of 
th:B fleet ho passed Cape Comorim, and went ea far es the 
shoals of OjUm, wd as the galleys could not croes them, 
Re sent them back to Cochim, in charge of Vicente Correa, 
the na^ surveyor of India, and the viceroy went on hoard the 
piuot of Inofro* do Soveral, and the captains of the other Bai¬ 
leys on to other rowing veseals; and Ayres Palcao alone ™t 
crossmg m be galLot; and when aU liad reached the middle of 
the shoals , he atone struck on them with his sails set ‘ end 
rolling up struck his vessel on the poop 
and Jifted it off again, and with that violence he got ^er 

iSrin It without perishing, and from there went 

with all the fleet and anchored over against Jafanapatad*.

The viceroy, having cask anchor over agaiiut the city of 
Jafanap&tao, spent two days in taking counsel as to the 
manner in which the diseniharkaticn should be madcp regard¬ 
ing which there were differences of opinion aniongit the 
captains p and all voted according to the Information they had 
received from men that know the country, who affirmed that 
the city had only two places w^here one could disembark : the 
firet, and moat usual, called the Elephants' Quay^ which Hot 
at the entrancB to the city, just as dees the stone quay at 
Lisbon*, or the ci^tomhoiiee quay at Gea^ which that king 
had strongly fortiHed with tran^eims and artillery j the 
other w'aa half a league from there at eeme distance hom the 
city*, which although it might be mere troublesome would 
involve less risk, because that king had no fear regarding it. 
The majority of the council therefore voted that it wss at this 
place that they should disombarE

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It having been i^ttlt 5 d that it was to he at thia pla™. the 
viceroy arranged the order of dbeinbarkatiiOiip and lunsteTed 
all the troope, and found no more than one thouaand two 
hundred men^ although m Goa pay had heen received by more 
than four thouBaud (it being the ouetom, when viceroyfs 
embarked^ to make a general payniont to all^ even to the 
Portu^^ ofhdalB and the ca$ado 9 ^, and for those to 
embara that liked; becaiiso by meana of this bounty and 
liberality thia state was alwayB moreaBed and suatainedl. Of 
all those soldiers the viceroy Dom Constaritino formed Eve 
rompanioB of two hundred men each-, ne captains of which he 
appointed Luia de Aiello da Sylva^, to wham he liad given the 
leadership of that OTpeditionp Antonio do N^oronba 

Catarraa^ Martim Afonso de Aranda, Gon^alo Faleadp and 
Fernadde Sousa de CoeteLlobranco . while the viceroy remained 
lo bring up the rearguard with the banner of Christy with all 
the fidaigo adventurers and people of his retinue^ who formed 
a very oonaiderable body+ 

All having been arranged] the viceroy ordered an altar to be 
set up On an islet that was there*, in which a very devout mosa 
lo our Lady was said, at which he and the greater part of the 
Adalgos and men of the fleet communicated with much devout- 
iiesflj and the bishop of Oochitti gave them a general absolution, 
and conceded the great and plenary jubilees^ that tho 
supreme pontifiTa had granted at the instance of the king iXjm 
Manoel for all those that might be hilled in battle in India 
lighting for the faith of Clirist*, Thia holy and divine act

to thrOH that diied ot eea ti# well aa oa latuL 
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being ended, they dined, and from two o'elock onward they 
set about the disembarkation : and on setting foot on land, 
there came to meet them the liereditary prince* * of the kingdom 
with two tbooi^nd men. he bring conspicuous in the front with 
a shield entirely wJuto^, uttering their battle cries and sboute 
of defiance like men timl intended to prevent the diaembarka- 
tion. But by running the prOTi'a of the vessels ashore they 
played upon them with the falcons in such u fpshirjn that they 
quitted the deld, utid betook tliemseives to tbo jungles, without 
a single one^s reappearingr and our people bod the opportunity 
of landing entirely si (heir ease ; and the tirut eaplain that 
leapt on ahore wsm Qon^alo Faicao^ on aocDunt of a suspicion 
that attached him through certain words that ho had wi(h 
the viceroy at the couneil regarding the diseuil^rkation. 

All our people having landed^ they formed their coiupaiiiea^ 
and in front of all rose in the air the huuner of Christ crucified, 
which a father of Hi* Bominick here on a long etaf, so that it 
might be soon by all those that wore to fight under its jjrotec* 
tion, and there it was adored by all and acclaimed with a 
general voice. Thereupon Luu^ de Mello da Sylva, who led 
the van, began to march towards the city, guided by men that 
knew the w'ay^ and just behind bioi Dom Antoiiia de Noronlta 
CatarraSp who took a short cut tlirough some jungle^ so that 
when he came again into the open be found himself in front of 
Luis de Mello da Sylva^i and halting sent word to him to pass 
in advances because he was waiting to accDmpany him : and 
uo they weut on until they came in sight of the city, which 
had at that part a fine street ^ and in the middle of it were two 
large pieces of artillery covered with palmyra leaves so that 
our people should not seo them. 

Luis de MoUo da Sylva advancing on this street^ Bom 
Fernando de Meneses the Nosjr® (who was on in front) told him 
to look out how he went, because what they saw was artillery. 
He had not even finished epeakipg w hen one of the pieces was 
disebarged, and it pleased our Irfjrd that it overcarried, 
because they had sighted it too high, and it went passing over 
without doing any damage. Luis de niello da Sylva seeing 
that sent word to all to take to the shelter of the houses on 
each side, all of which hod lai^e porches projecting outwardt 
and beneath these they hastened for refuge, which could not

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be managed quickly enough, before the other hall came down 
the atreet with a groat roar end ehaldng of tho earth ; and oa 
It came lower dewn, it struck tho oneign of Luia de MeUo da 
SyLva^s company {who wiia a certain Said inhA ) m the Icga^ 
and broke them, so that lie atraightway fell dead; and in its 
flight it caught twootherpemons, among wbem woe aCBstllian ■ 
and apparently some small piece of iron reached Luia do MoUp 
da Sylva^ and caused a olig^ w'ound on the ball of hia choekx 
from which a good deal of blood ran down hia fine long board, 
which mode him even handeomer and nobler looking. At the 
same time that the ensign fell with the baonerj JToad Fessea, 
son of Antonio Fessoa^ who followed near by, ran and quickly 
raised the banner aloft, and began to march forward along 
the street^ until he had placed it over those pieces of artiUety, 
not however before there came another ball, which stmok 
down four or five men of the company o£ A3fTe9 de Saldanha, 
who was going in that of Luis de Mello da Sylva. 

The artillery having been captured^ LuLa de Mello da Svlva 
sent w'ord to the viceroy, and he passed forward, breaking 
through clouds of aiTOwe and bullets, with which several were 
flligh% wounded, A bullet Btnick Dom Feiippe de Menescs 
on hia Adames epplef but he was so fortunate that it glanced 
off, without doing him more harm than leaving on the point of 
the apple a vciy red and beautilul mark. 

prince of Jafanapatao^ hastened to that street along 
which our people were going, and had an encounter with them, 
which lasted but a short time, because at the points of their 
epenrs they drove him back to the top oJ tho atroot; ho then 
went by another that opened mto that one, whereby he came 
upon Gongalo Falcoo with hia company, who attacked the 
f^noe'a foteca and had a etifi battle with them, and at great 
risk, because from the tops of the roob and from the gardens of 
the housra they shot arrows at ©nr people at tlioir pleasure. 

The '^eoroy was already entering the great street, ri ding ©n 
a bMtdiful homo with long stirrupa armed with good arms, 
with the guidon of Christ in front, and surrounded by many 
ndal^ and knights; and rooeiving nswB that Goafalo FaJesad 
was In danger, he told those fidatgoa and captains to succour 
^d it being just at the time that I>om intonio de 
^ofoi^ Catatw met him with hia company and heard this 
he Sa id * sir, am equal to thisand turning he went 
lOTwaid along the street, until he reached the part where 
Oon^alo Falcao was in etmita ; and on hia arrival the sttwt 
was soon cleared, where was a piece of artillery, which our

them, they caused great destruction amongst them. 

The king, seeing how ^>adly things had fallen out, and that 
the city been entered by our people, retired with all hie 
army to hie palace (whiok wae a fortress) with the 

intention of defending himself therein, Luis de Mello da 
Sylva entezed into a rery wide street that led to the parade- 
ground of the palacei and at the top of It halted, and sent a 
message to the viiiferoy to know what he wished Mm to do, 
and the latter galloped off on his horse imtil he reached Luis 
MoUo da SylTa* to whom he spoke in s'ery Mattering terms. 
And as it was already near nightlall he agreed with the captains 
that they should! pass that night there, and on the foUowing 
day attack the houses of tho king, where ho already know that 
ho had fcrilhed MmselL And then he arranged the manner in 
which the guard should be kept of the street, and at night, 
and divided the streets that led to the parade-ground amongst 
the captains of the eompanies, for them to fortify themselves 
at the entrances to them, which they eet to work to do, 
for this purpose pulling down sev'cral houses ; and ail the rest 
that were in tb^ streets, wMch were covered with tliateh^, 
they ordered to be unroof^, SO that the enemy should not set 
dre to them in order to embarrass thorn. The viceroy remained 
at tho entrance to the great street on a gaUery, where they 
laid for him a carpet with some pUIows, in whieh he passed 
the whole Mght armed, and from there he dispatched a captain 
to the arma^ to bring them food and munitions: which was 
done with great speed, without anyoiie^s being eneountored to 
hinder it. There our people the whole night with great 

vigilance, and with their arms constantly in their hands, and 
the viceroy sent out some spies to learn what tho king was 
doing, and if there were any sdr where he was. 

The prince did not care to go with Ms father into the 
fortrees, but remaiued outside with all hia troops ; and aa 
soon as he saw our people fortified at the entrances to the 
streets, determined forthwith to attack them in the rear irx the 
daylight watch, to wMqb end he also sent out some spies, to 
see the manner in which our people lay. One of these wept 
aldpg a street where Bom Antonio do Noronim was with his 
company; and along the walla veij secretly he wont approach¬ 
ing the encampments ; and it pleased God that there wont 
watching in the same street, and walking at seme distance 
from the troops, a soldier, named Francisco da Coata (who

he chanced to descry a penoo ; and oq going to approach him, 
the spy when he saw him, for greater pretence, squatted ori 
hifl hama, aa jf he were easing Idjnaelf, in order that he might 
think from the confidence t^t lie displayed that he was a 
servant of the company. Franciaco fla Giwta coming to him 
aal^ him who he was, and also put ids hand on his arm ; npen 
which the block tried to sneak away, Imt eould not, Wanae 
FranaiHcodnOostA Mized hiro in hia arms and uarried him to 
Uoni Antonio de Xuronha, and gave hirn an accoant of the 
ciicujuatances under which ho found him ; and he told him to 
take him to the vicflroy, since he iiad captured him, that Jie 
might thank liirn fur it; and so he did. The viceroy enderod 
iiim to he bound and put to the torture, and at once he con- 
fes^d that the prinoo had sent him to spv out the manner in 
which he Jay, beoause he had detormbied'to attack him in the 
daylight watch, that ho had sent out utlier eight or ton spies, 
and tliat the king was fortified in liis palace, and that the 
prittco waa waiting with two or throe thousand men for word 
fr{>ni tliB Kpjf^ to attack aur people. 

The viceroy after getting the information that he desifod 
sent to warn aU the captains to hold thomselvefl in roadinofas 
and to allow no wgligenoe. Whoroupun aU got up, and stood 
With their arm* in their hands waiting for the hour, and thus 
they remained until dawn without there being any alarm 
bocauae it seems that on the return of the spies that the prince 
li^ sent eut this one was miseiag; and surmising that he 
imght have been uaptared. and that our people would be on 
the alert, he abandoned his inteation and went to the Ifin . 
a'ho on the news that he gave him resolved not to await the 
viceroy thero. Therefore ordering to be taken from there 
the ttungs of most importance, as soon as the daylight watch 
catne beset fire t* the palace, and retired to a fortress that lav 
a le^e and a half from there, built entirely of unhurnt bricks 
^nthiUbastiona and round turrets, veiy well made and prettv 

atnopg*. *

And 
from one pagodSf their priunipal ono^ they brought to the 
viceroy an euchaikMl toothy which was commonly called that 
of on opa* w'hicb was held amongst aU these heathena as the 
mogt Baored ofa}e«t of all those of their womhip^ : of which 
the viceroy waa immediately advised, and they aesutvd hiin 
that it was the mateot treasure that he could have got, beoatiBe 
th^ must ncc& give him a large sum of gold for It. 

'flioso heathens had it that this tooth was that uf their 
Budae (who Is that great ealnt of tbeirs^ of whom we have 
already given an account In othor Decades when we epoke of 
the fo 5tprint on Adames Peak and of the population of 
In his iegond they relate that tins Budao after he had been 
to Oeiioo w ent to the regions of Fegil, and through all those 
kingdotne, converting the heathopb and working miiaclas ;;

Of hew the viceroy £hm CenstanUtui vmt dj^atnst the fortresi 
wAere the king wmw, and found it abandoned, and tent 
t^e ^plains in partait of iAe king: and of the ei^emittf 
in which they placed Aim, twvtif (Aey came to join baUU. 

The viceroy Dom Constantino, seoiiig himfielf master of the 
city, and loaming from spies that the king had betaken 
himwlf bo a fortfvse a league and a half from thefe, detomuned 
to go and attack Lioi, but first ho arranged various matters. 
And among thoae wae to send to the neighbouring villogea 
royal safeguards and to issue proolamations, to the effect that 
the natives might bring him the provisions they had, for 
which he would pay them very well; and that the inhabitante 
of the city should come and live in their houses, and he would 
do them all tho favours and give them all the liberties they 
disir^: upon winch they to come in, and the villsgem 
to bring fowls j, cMckon^, buttAr^ figs*, and miiiij other things 
in gine&t sbunde-^EKre... And. because rics WEia wanting he 
hnm^ately dispatched a vessel with letters to Joafi Fernan¬ 
des! Correa , captain of Xegapatao, in which he begged him tg. 
help him mth all the rioe bo could; and he gave ordem to 
collect aU the vessels that I hero were in tho country and on that 
t^t, which were a veiy great number, and sent them to Sad 
Thome to embark therein the inhabitants of ihat town*, to 
whom he ^ee mew wrote very flattering lettera, ri which he 
togged and prayed thorn to come over to that kinWom, where 
th^ would hvefuU-fod, rich, and free from the alarms that they 
suffered every day there; and he would divide amongst all of

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them the iands and vilLa^, those that he wLshed tq grant tq 
thqm being very progperous and abondiint. 

These things and others having been disposed of, the 
viceroy arranged tg go m peraon against that king, and to 
make an end of destroying him once for aU for the greaLar 
security of those territories : hecaizBo he was so bad and cruel, 
that at the gate of his palace our people fonnd a very huge 
block on which e very day he ordered many of liiu vuesiOh 
to bo beheaded ; and to do this it was not necessarv to have 
many trials or proofs of Crimea, smeo there sudiced for it a 
very little story, orul even a Kuspidon, imagination, or dream. 
After having got ready everything that he needed for thees^icdi^ 
tion, he Left aome captains of vessels Lo guard of the city, and 
of the biflhop of Cochim. who remained there with the deputy 
provincial of St. Francis and some friars of hhi order, who with 
that zeal that they always had for the things of our religion 
and meiease of our holy Catholic faith began to convert some 
natives and to baptisse with great love and charily. The 
viceroy went majching towards the fortrezsi in the same order 
in which he entered the city, Lubt de niello da Sylva leading the 
van, and in the middle all the baggage and artillety, with 
which the fortress wae to be assailed : and on ariiving in 
eight of it, there came to him the eplea that he had Bent out. 
Vrdio told him that in that hour the kinjF had departed frotti 
there, os he did not dare to await him, and that the fortress 
WiiS abandoned. 

Upon this good news the viceroy Dorn Constantino entered 
the fortress amid great rejoicings and salvos of harquebusery, 
and ordered the banner with the arms of Portugal to be hoisted 
on the battlenieatti, takiiig possession of it peacefully, as his 
father the duke Bom f^mer, had fonnorly done of the famous 
city of Azainor in Africa. That day he lodged in the fortress, 
and on the ueit he ordered through a general council t hat the 
king should be pursued, since he w^oa fleeing in disorder, until 
they had him in their hands, and that for tliia purpose there 
should go four eaptams, Luia do Mcllo da Sylva, Hartim 
Afonso de Miranda, Gon^lo Falcod^ and Fomad de Sousa do 
(JastoUobranDo. And because tbene began to be doubts and 
differences amongst them regarding the command and rule, 
the \riceroy delivered to them tliree dice, and told them that 
each day they were to cast lota, and he that cast most was to 
rule lhal day i on which they were appeoaed, and that fimt day 
LpULs de Mebo da Sylva led the van and liad the ride without 
lot, since all consented to this. 

Thus they went marching, guided by some spies, who from 
pure maUce^led them away the road that the king had 
taken, and by one luniing after another made them lose three

they got tidlnga that the king had crossed to the other aide, 
which they likewise immedifttely did* *, aud qd the other aide 
they found some forty headier men, who seemed to bo 
Chingallee^ kiUed that day , by which it appears that the kmg 
wee nearp aad it was not ^own W'hat that could be ; but ae he 
was craol and wicked, it was presumed that he had onTortained 
some eu^rpicion of them^ and for this cause had ordered that 
carnage to be wrought amonget them. And on the other side 
of the river they came upon a brood rood, along which they 
marched untd they met with narrow oneSj whicJi they found 
obstructed with Large trees that the enemy kept on cuttLog 
down in one place and another m order to hinder oor peoplOp 
and through these they passed with great trouble. And as 
scan m it was nighty they pitched their camp in the spot that 
seemed to them hest, whore they pa&eed the night with great 
vigilance, in this manner they marched for five days, meeting 
on that road with many villages, where they bought cowe, 
milky fowlsj and other things. 

At the end of these days at the hour of dinner they came in 
Bight of the king's arrayal, which was at the top of some fields, 
with a large and dense jungle behind It; and ao suddenly did 
they come upon him, that he had only time to got upon an 
elephant and »et off with aU his people after him®, leaving in

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the place wkere they wore the pot* with tho fotHl ou the fira. 
ChiT captains, who were full of the desire to eacounter h™ , 
as soon as they saw tlio camp, thinking that the king would 
wait for them, advanced to attack him in form of battle ; and 
on reaching that place they fqond all that they had for dining, 
and the rice still hot, which our people appreciated much. 

And aa the sun waa at its they lay down there and 

reetod from the fatigue of the march \ and taking counsel aa 
to what they should do, they resolved that they would fortify 
themselves very strongly there and remain, and would send 
word to the viceroy of all that had oooarred, and that wliat he 
should determine should be done, because there they were 
safe, and in the villagf^ that were near were cows and other 
things with which they could sustain themselves until the 
viceroy sent them supplies. And thus tboy did, dispatching 
the message forthwith in haste, which as soon as the viceroy 
received, he immediately sent by all the sailors of the armada 
much rice, munitions, and other things, and wrote them to 
remain there until they got his reply, which they did. 

That king, seeing his kingdom lost and himsoLf puraiied 
by our people so far that they had driven him out of his 
territories, thought it the wisest course to »end and beg peace 
uf the viceroy, and offer him what he asked for, before Losing 
everything, and lie therefore at once dispatched Ids ambassa¬ 
dors, whom the viceroy heard ; and having come to tenna, 
they concluded peace with the foUowjivg conditions and 
articles :—Tlud tile Idng should remain in hie kingdom aa 
before, and should after bis manner swear %'assalagc to the 
king of Portugal, with certain tribute of which we can find no 
record; and that he ehontd delivor up to him at once all the 
treasure that he look from Tribuli Pandar, and his daughter- 
in-law the wife of the king of Cotai; and that in pledge of 
fulhUing this he should code the hereditary prince. The terms 
having been agreed to and signed, he at once ceded the prince , 
whom the viceroy sent to the Beet safely guarded. Wliilst 
tliis was in treaty* which was more than a fortnight; our 
capt^s who had gone in pursuit of the king suffered such 
hunger and want, through the rice that was sent to them being 
finished, and the viilagiw depopulated from fear, that it was 
neocsaaiy for the captains to dispcrec the soldiers by bands 
to go to the villagee to seek some things to eat; and both from 
liunger and fatigue the greater paxt of them fell sick; and those 
that remained in the city did not escape those troubles, nor 
those of the compan^*^ of the viceroy, who in this emergency 
arrantried as best he eould^ and ordered aU the invaiids to be 
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brought into the fortress, where tuiuiy diedp and the i^t eoii- 
valcsced very slowly^ owing to their lac king Minediefl^ 

Tlie viceroy j having obtained possessioD of the prince+ 
proooedod to the river at the extremity of the territories ^ and 
sent to rccaU the captains that were on the other side^ and 
there ho waited more than a fortnight^ during which there 
were deHvered to hini the things that by the treaty of peace 
that king had promised hiiUp wMch might amouiit to aomo 
eighty thousand cruzados ; and he also handed over seme 
in which wore entor^ doeeriptions of the places in 
Cota in which the treasures of Tribuli Fandar had been buried. 
At this time there came te see the viceroy Joao Fernando^e 
Cornea, captain of Negapata^, who when he had them mceived 
the viceroy's letters had immediately sent hhn many vessels

Stomach and bellyi t nJeo ordered to make monnalnds, which did not 
Uisto bsd, but Ob the contrary had A vcjty pleasant acid davom- - I 
onJorad the eick to Eot them roasted with sugar ; and I likewise ordered 
to mAkt>. during the time that theee duxes leotcd^ clystm from the 
decoction of the ihelkt, and they hnd on effect not very different from 
the balnustksa and styptic things that wo use hsra ; in ouidi wise that, 
with thEwe qnincoB on we call them, the lack of othiiJT mciilkniiee wos 
remedied. Onn thing 1 cannot omit to toll you, which happened to mo 
with tlk«o ^uinccA, Augustinho Nun**, son cf Liobordo Nubdit, chief 
physiciAb of these malme, hnd many of his soldiers aick S and 1 ordcrod 
a black of his to roost two quinces, to give to an tuvoUd soldior;*' (they 
burst In the am. and burnt tho black •evcmly]. These quinm (mar- 
mtlA*\ weitp^ of oouTse^ tlie bad or much used by the nallvce 

in CSSM of dyaantery. Whils with thU expeditioa Dimaa Bosque also 
luade disnectioasof dugiuiga [see G. dit OrUi li 385-11). 
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lad^ri with rice, witfi which the ftniiAda web provided i and after 
tJiat he ROt out with some retsaelB in order to lAke part in that 
e^epodition, whom the viceroy roceiv d very cordially, and 
licistowcd upon him honours and favours. 

At about the same timo there amv€Ml three of the moat 
roapected and oldest uihahi ante of the town of Sao Thome 
with the to tlie letters that the viceroy had writton to 

thoin regarding the transference to the kingdom of .fafana- 
patao, by whom they all sent him great excuses for not doing 
what he bad sent to ask them to do : becaueo when they 
finally set about to embark, it was very hard for all to leave 
their hotisos, oarts% lands, and gardens, which had belonged 
to their ancestors p and which they had cultivated for 60 many 
yearn since : and that moreover it was not propor that 
that country should bo depopulated where was tlio body of the 
blessed apostle Saint Thomas, which every’ day rcBpIendi.^ 
with new miracles, with which they lived contented and 
consoled*: beggmg his pardon humbly for tliis. And aa the 
viceroy had mready been infonuod of everything by letters 
from Fema5 Gomea CordOvil^ he would neither see nor Bpeak 
to these mpUi and at the end of many days he gave them an 
ill dispatch.^

Things being in this state, and the viceroy waiting for that 
king to complete the delivery to him of the troasuros of 
Tribuii (because, from the information that he had, ho hoped 
to got morr than three hundred thousand cruz^^os), the 
natives of the whole of that kingdom hatched a gcnoral con¬ 
spiracy against our people; aud neither the causa nor the 
author of it was ever known^ but it was uu this wiso. All 
being quite unsuspicious., of a sudden on tho same day and at 
the eame time they attacked the places where our people were, 
and all those that they found were put to the sword, without 
anyone’s homg sparecL The bishop Dom Jorge Temudo,

handfl, (uid with great trouble and risk to hia person escaped 
to the veasekj several of our people however boLug killed there ^ 
and in the neighbouriiig villages all that they found (.being for 
the moat part (.-hriatians of the country, servanta of Portuguese 
and comprodorta^). Those that attacked the forties? and the 
villages thereabouts found the deputy provincial of St, Francis 
and some of his fellow friars, who wore engaged in makmg 
Christians, and all were put to the sword, suffering a glorious 
martyrdom for tbo faith of Christ our I^ord : for so xcalou 
w'as the bishop In this work of convoreioiip that he would 
not allow hk catechumens to be meddled with; and if anyone 
caused them any annoyance or injury, lie flew into a great ra^ 
and fulminated, saying that they were not to meddle with hie 
angeleta : the which they look in such OJ ijart, that they strove 
hard to get him into their power^. 

After these oonspiraioni had attacked every place and done 
the evila that we have mentionedt they all united, and pro¬ 
ceeded to lay siege to the fortress^ where Femau de Sousa dc 
Caetellobtanco already was, whom the viceroy Dom Con- 
eta utino had sent aa captain of it, but w’ho was dl, and began 
to make many assaults ou it. Those that remain^ to attack 
tlie place where the viceroy Bom Goostautiuo w^ae^ were so cun¬ 
ning as to send Into hie camp some blaeks who a few days before 
l^ad taken on the guise of domestics ; and as they knew that 
the viceroy Bom Constantino was devoted to the chase, 
through his having on Beveral days gone on It around there, 
on the day of the general conspiracy they led him to believe 
that in a jungle near there were some deer, in order to bring 
him to that place, where they intended to fall upon him from 
an ambush i aod as the viceroy was much iuter^ed in this, 
he went with a few persons to look for the deer, in which he 
occupied the greater i>Art of the day* * and returned towards 
evening, without any disaaWs happening to him ; and after 
the general conspiracy was known of, it was surmls^ that the 
viceroy escaped in that expedition that he made, either 
because of their not daring to set upon him through fear, or 
because the spiee had Diistaken the day. But the most 
probable that our Lord Ciod blinded them^ and delivered 
the viceroy : for if they had attacked bini, all would have 
been lost, and not one of our people would have escaped, of 
as many as were in that kingdom, just as the three inhabitants 
of Sa6 Thome did not e8cape+ of whom we have related above

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that the vioeroy Dorn C<iD&taiitino gaye them an ill dispatch: 
for that same day they left him^ and On the fo^ were muklered 
with all their ^rrants. 

Of alithistheyiccroy was quite unaware^ when on the moming 
of the foUqwiiq!; day he leamt the tmth and certainty of tb& 
calamity that had occarred ; and feariDg other tieacherics^ 
he dispatched the captains of the companies to go along the 
river, hy a road deviating Ironi the ordinary one* and b& 
enibarkra in some mancliuas^^ which he had there ajwayfi for 
service p so that communication with the armada might be 
quicker for hiirip because at that part the land went curving 
inland, end fornaed a bay, whereby the sea was for him a lees 
distance than by land. 

And after reaching the city, when he leamt of what had 
happened, and how the fortress besieged and in gneat 
titraita, he Immediately dispatched l>om Antonio de Noronha 
Catarras with four hundred men divided into companif^, the 
oaptains of which were Joad Fernandez Correa, captain of 
Negapatad, and Andre de YiQalobos, to go and succour the 
fortress, giving thorn orders to withdiaw all that waa In it 
and abandon it, because it was resolved in council that since 
the inhabitants of Sao Thome did not wish to come and 
occupy that city, they should not saddle themselves with a 
thing that might afterwards give trouble to the state. 

And to withdraw all that was in the fortress Dom Antonio 
de Xoronha took all the sailoTS^ servants, and slaves of the 
armada (becaiii?c there were in the fortress more than two 
hundred sickj who could not retire on foot). And wbilat Dom 
Antonio is on the march, we shaU give an account of the 
events that took place in the fortress during this time^ 

It having been besieged by oil the insurgents^ they deter- 
mined to take it by storm, because they well knew that the 
vioeroy waa sure to send help to it ■ and before they did so, 
tboy wiAed to make certain of this business, wherefore they 
prepart^i very long ladders of areca trees ; and whilst they 
were making them, some of them by night came to speeoh with 
our people, and told them that the viceroy was di^ and all 
that were with himt that therefore they must not expect help* 
and that if they surrendered they would spare thoir lives, hut 
d not they must know that they would all be impaled. They 
answered them from above that they lied bke dogs andcuis as 
tbey were, that they had already received news Zt the viceroy 
(whjch was nob the case, nor did they know how inings went 
there), and that they were tho ones who would have to pay for 
that Impudence very soon. And because these who spoke

sudden, they out thoRi down at their will, with such {juicknesu 
that they tasted death before they pereeie^ our people, and they 
took from them the ladders, with which they returned safely. 

Dom Antonio do Xoronha, who was going to succour them, 
went marcIuDg, Joad Fernaridos Correa leading the van, and 
all along the road they kept fighting with the enemy, who 
n^ed upon thorn from ambushes: and he kept such order, 
that he did not allow a single eoldior to fall out until they came 
ui sight of the fortress (which was on the day followup their 
^^jrlighfc victory of the Jaddern). Thu eneuiy noelng tlie succour 
i^k themselves off. That day and night Dom Antonio do 
Noponha spent in airanging for the abandonment of the fortress 
ID connection with the things that had to be carried away, 
which were many, in reepect of the tdanner in whicli the 
servants that there were should divide them. 

On the morning of the following day he intrusted the sick to 
the sailors iliat ho hsd selected for that purpose, and dragged 
out all the artery there was, excepting only one large iron 
pi^, which it was not possible to take away, which he 
ordered to bo loi^ with powder to the mouth, and fire set 
to it, and as it did not hurst, he ordered it to be thrown into a 
deep well, so tliat the enemy should not make use cf it. Awrl 
amongst the things that Dom Antonio de Xoronha found in 
tM fortress was an imperial dais, that was used by those 
un^ at their most solemn feasts, which bed many steps, 
all carved and inlaid with ivory, and of such costly and ouri^ 
workmanship, that the viceroy bad ordered it to bo guarded 
very carefully , in order to convey it to the king Dom Sebastiad 
for the day when boshould take the sceptrs*, it being an imperial 
seat, and of much majesty, and aa such he commended it much 
to Dom Antonio de Noronha, who strove all he could to carry 
It away entire; but it was not possible, on account of its 
”**”8 » very large structure. So, in order to bring away some 
pM* *8 aspeclmeo of its grandeur, he ordered the top to be 
taken off (which wae the moat oostly part), and intrusted it to 
poisons of confidence to carry, 

Thew thiiig!! having been divided amongst the servants, 
om ^touo do Noronha began to march in this order

Time they went marclung, and the enemy behind yapping 
and diac barging many fij^bombs and mVakct eiioU. and 
great flighta of arrowB, our people not slacking their pace, 
although Home Boldiora wanted to get at thorn. 

And liaving cro^^sed a beautiful meadow, through which tbt 
enemy continued to purine them, at the end of it* whers ^Dme 
embankmontB were Ijeing made, thirty or fortyaoldicra remained 
on the other Bide hidden by thont i and as the enemy saw tlio 
companies pass on in the order that they observed^ they went 
after them, not feariDg tlm embankments; and on arriving at 
these and beginning to pass tJipm* the tiem in ambush rushed 
out upon tiiem so suddenly that without their being able 
to turn they killed more than fifty of them ; and Aynse 
FEdcao, who went-behind aluu^st limping, on seeing our people 
remain^, hastening to the fray attacked tliem* and. flucceeded 
in putting them to the rout, and thenceforth they appeared 
no more. The viceroy nweived Ikun Antonin do Noronho 
and all the teat very warmly, and forthwith sot about to 
embark, ordering to bt' put on the prince of Jafanapatao, who 
was a hpfltagOp certain handsome fetters lined with crimson 
velvet, in order to hold him more aecurelyp and gave him in 
custody of the captain of a vessel.

The viceroy being jiwt about to embark, being no longer able 
to do anything there, the countiy.* being disturbed* they saw' 
from tho land tw*o very fine ships coming with all tboir sails 
set* one in front of the other* and then they saw them both 
at once etHke sad and anchor, without knowing what ships 
they were.

And because the captam-major Dom Jorge de Sousa carried 
much goods, and the time was very short, he resolved to 
remain in India with his ship*, and went to Gkia in it, after the 
amvai of the viceroy at Cochim; who after ho had no more 
to do m Jafanapatad croesed over to the island of Manor 
w'hich was near to that coast, where he disembarked, sjid 
observed its situation ; and he resolved with the fidaleos of 
his Douncll to erect a fortieas there*, and to transfer to 
It the captnm of the Fishery Coast with ali the Inhabit- 
Mtfl of PomcaJe. And ho immediately ordered the work 
to bo lahen in hand, and sent word to Manoel Hodrignez 
(toutinho, captain of the Fishory Coast, to come with all the

Tho 0 vents of this year, being so many, do not allow tia to 
con^iw with them in order; and those that took place at the 
beginning of this summer* we cannot dispose of in any other 
place than this, because so they will faU in with us better. 
Mudune did not cease to continue at war with his brother the 
king of Cota, towar^ whom he bore a deadly hatred, and 
sought to deprive iiim of the kuigdoin (a& we have aevpraJ 
times said*], in which our people alwaj's favoured Mm of Cota. 
And now Afonso PeiciTa ds Lacorda, captain of Colombo, 
was continually in the field to prevent ilodnne from entering 
his territories, having many encounters with his captains, in 
which there was ices on both sides (of which we do not make 
mention, hccause they were so frequent, that it would be an 
endless buaincas to relate them). Suffice it that .the encounter 
with the enemy wns always in order that ho might not come 
and lay ajego t<i tbftt city of CotA, in which the Icing was with 
some Portuguese, and all by dint of assaults by day and by 
night, in which our people suffered many hardships : because 
as the enemy n'ere in their own territories, and had all supplies

at home, they recruited themsalTee eveiy time they wij^hed j 
and if they lost teu men, they reinforced with a hundi^d 
in their place, which our people could not since their 
^uppliee c&ULe to them from India by the monsoonij and with 
trouble ; and if aome were killed or wounded, there were no 
othem to put in their place, but on the contrary, those that 
renmined auppLied that want in such manner tliat they 
ej;perionced the greatest straits and risks imaginable, ever 
carrying on the war, lest all should be lost. And in one 
encounter that Afonso Pereira do Lecerda had before the 
arrival of Dom Jorge Banpehe, he was completely routed, and 
lost several soldiers^ wherefore it waa ncceflfisaiy for him to 
aend to beg for help from Manar, whence there came to hia 
a^^istance Jor^ de Mello the Fist, captain of that fortress®, 
withsome aoldjers, among whom weifo Joaod'Abnm the EJevU, 
and three brothers, Uiogo, Andre, and Christavao Juzarte^, 
sons of Joad Juzarto Ti^d, and Dom Manuel de Crasto, Caspar 
Pereira the Long^, who was afterwards appointed to the 
captaincy of Chaul, which ho did not care to accept, Femao 
PeroE Damdrade, and other fidalgoa and knighte, who dis¬ 
tinguished tbemseivos greatly in this war, and did things 
worthy of eternal romenibrance. 

Things were in this state when in October past* * there 
arrived at that island Dom Jorge Bsirochc, whom the viceroy 
Dorn Constantino had appointed to that captaincy^ as has 
been mentioned above*, who brought many supplies^ munitions 
and provisions p and nearly two hundred aoidiem. among 
wham were also many ddalgus and knighte, whose namea we 
cannot learn. And having taken command of the fortress of 
Columbo, he immediately proceeded with all the troofM he

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had to CotA, where was the kingn with whom he diae^Esed the 
nnattors of the wtvt^ And learning that Madxme was in the 
tranqueim of Mapitigao^ oil the Calane river, he proceeded, 
with all }m forces and thoee of the kmg, to station himself on 
the opposite bank, and continued the war ^ making assaults on 
the enemy t hi which he caused them much losSp and not 
without some on our eide, because there were also some 
wounded. 

Thus this war oontinued, being so troubleeoEue, dange^iis, 
and toilsome r and above ail I>om Jorge so indefatigable 
and BO impatient with the eoidiers, that they began to desert 
him a few at a time and return to Cota. This Idalgo was a 
very good knight* as wo have several times said, hut bo hasty 
and oholeiic, that he wm held by all as very ill to brook ; and 
besides this he was so vain^ that he highly com mended some 
soldiers who addieescd hiin as your lordshipj*^ and said 
that the CDurteey Iwked very weD, In connection with this 
there m t old a good story of a soldier named Antonio Nicolas, 
a good horseman, who happened to be in his time in these Ceilac^ 
warn : the viceroy l>oni CDnstantino being in Cbcbim this 
summer that is eomuig in due time, after the return from 
Ja^anapatao [of which we shall presently give an account 
further on*), this Antonio Nicolas went to his galley to ask 
some favour of him* and it happened to be at the time tliat 
Dom Jorge Baroche was with him ; and the soldier in talking 
to the viceroy on various mattera* addressed him always m 
and referring to Dom Jorge as a witne^ to Iub 
B crvioes* ho said to the viceroy : “ Here is his lordship," 

pointing to Dcm Jorge, who knows this vety weH, and saw 
me ight": which highly amused the viceroy, because be alreadv 
knew about hiP acts of vanity and his nature. During the 
war he uttered many very witty quipe^ aome of which wo have 
related in the Sixth Decade*, and we must now not omit one 
that was very neat; it was as foQows : —When ho was Hailing 
M captain of a galloy, going after cortaln pamcMi, it being the 
bre^fast hour, a soldier asked the steward for an onion; 
and ^iii Jorge hearing him replied with much anger: ** What 
is this soldier ? Do you ask for lux uries on my galley f There

But to rosucno tlie tbroad of our biatoiy. Dom Jorge 
Baroobai. sooing that the eoldiors wore deserting him little by 
littlOji left Jorge do Mello tho Fist in, b i s placo^ and went to 
Cota to make tho mou return j und whilst be was detained 
there Jorgo do Mello thongbt he would make an assault on the 
enomy ■ and getting roady, ho sot out ono morning in perfect 
silence, and foQ upon tho eutrencbments of Raju.tho bastard 
son of Madujie, and by force ol arms entered them and caused 
great havoe among tho onomy, kitling the chief modiliareA 
that we^ there, capturing many arms and other spoils, 
with which ho rotiied quite safely. This nows reachad Dom 
Jorge Barocho; and Biicd with ouvy at such a victory, he 
musterod all the soldiers he could, and sot out in great haste 
for the camp ; and dnding the soJdieis in good spirits, and 
flushed with their success, he at once crossed over to the other 
side of the river in the foists, and at day break next day attacked 
the which Raji^ had already restorod very weD^; 

and with that freuzy and desire that possessed him"to gain 
some honour he speedily efectad an entrance to them, and 
with the sword caused such deatruction among the enemy, 
that in a brief space he killed more than two hundred of them' 
among whom were tho ohiof modUi<ms and omcAe#, and Laid 
the whole of the tmngaeiVa level with the ground, and destroyed 
it. And with such a good succcsa, wluch cost him no more 
than a few wounded, Dom Jorgs troche retumod so elated 
and vsJ^loiious,that he forthwith determined to attack the 
tranqn4^ira of Mapiti^, in which was the whole force of hfadiino, 
before ths blood dried on the swords of ins soldiers, because 
he was informed that the enemy were nmeh dispirited and 
temded by thofie two blows ■ eince it was recognized that if he 
galuod that /^Tigueuia and fortiGed hiniself therein, he would 
become master of the mads to Oeitavaca, in which Maduno 
resided, and by only being therein he would hold him besieged, 
and would be able to wage against him oil the war he chose 
to. For this purpose he ordered to be made two wooden 
castles on the top of some boats that ply those riveie, which 
are called padd^, and in them placed some soldiers with many

following in pursuit, in which our iLarnucbuaerv knocked over 
smother quantity of them, until they had driven them out of 
tno metmow and penned them inside a hollow, where they mode 
themselves securer Dom ’Jorge Baroche arrived there, and 
r^ing the place in which Rain thought to fortily himaelf 
determimm to take it and so complete the victory. But there 
came to him a soldier named Pero Jorge, and said to him that he 
should be content with the favour that GmI had shown hinr, 
and should retire, because already ammunition waa wanting! 

nothing with which to load the firelocks, ami 
hat he did not wish that there should befall them a disaster. 
But Dom Jorge Baroche, bcLpg pu0cd up with that victory, 
aiuwered him very angrily that they might load the firelocks 
with sand, or they might be able to win the victoty with the 
sword ; and seeking to attack the pass, he saw that Ilia aqldiets 
had begun to retire (because in truth they had no more powder 
or bullets); and being unable to do anything else, ho followed 
them, getting them into order, because he sawfthat they were 
already in disarray. Raju, who was a sagacious leadeV, and 
well versed in engagements, iinderstandi^ the situation in 
which our people were, rushed with his troops after them, 
and attacked them witlx such force and speed, that he threw 
them into confusion : and Dom Jorge Baroche, with the 
fidalgoH and knights that followed him. was foreed to turn 
upon tlie enemy many times, lest they should be entirely cut 
up. And in this atrait he arrived at a pass that lay at the end

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uf tli& nieiui™\ which he found impeded with large trwBj which 
the oDemy bod cut down and thrown acrofie there in order to 
embarniaa them. Here Dom Jorge waa detained in giving 
ordera for clearing the road^ which could not be done oo quickly 
but that tiiene came up the war elephants that Maduue had 
already Bent in aid of his son, and due of them approached 
l>oni Jorge to lift him up in. iU trunk ; but a soldier named 
Pedralvarez Freire, a native of Lamego^ seeing the elephant 
over Dom Jorge, went at it, with Jwme foot-soidiere that 
it carried^, saying to them : “ Here, lads; ” and raising his 
harquebus to his face, he discharged it in that of the elephant, 
and made it turn back with the pain of the wound upon its own 
people, trampling on some of them, and Dom Jorge had time 
to escape. Then came other elephants (it was these that put 
our men to the rout) \ and one of them attacldng the ensign 
of Dom Jorge's company, he reversed the stad on which he 
carried the banner, and thmat it into its forehead, where it 
broke od \ but not even thus did he escape; for a^ it was 
possessed with that fniy. it tlmew ita trunk round him^ and in 
ite rage Hung him down and tore him in pieces. Another 
elephant came to another soldier^ called OregorlB Botelho, 
a Veteran soldier in India, and bom there, who seoing it upon 
him turned upon it with great courage and thrust a halberd 
into forehead with such force, that with the pain of the 
wound he mode it desist, whereby he had tiDie to get to the 
other side of the embankment. 

Here In tliis passage were killed many of our people, who 
fought very bravely, tirat taking a great revenge for the death 
they had to suffer^ And yet this strait in this pass was more 
bearable and less ponlouB ; but as the enemy were bo many, 
several amcAcs with tlioir companies made a dMour, and went 
to other passes to block the road to our people : and thus they 
found themselves Burrounded in that passage ; whereupon Dom 
Jorge quite gave lumself up for lost ; but it pleased God that 
this was already at the end of the meadow, and to give courage 
and preseuce of niiod to a imldjer^ whose name we cannot asecr- 
taiu, who, Beelug tho peril in which all our peopio were, ran to a 
base that our people bad left there, and put fire to it; and the 
ball was so well directed, that it entered into the midst of the 
enemy, and killed a few of them : which being seen by the 
rest, thmkmg that this was an ambush that had been laid for 
them there, they halted ; wlitreupon Dom Jofge (who hafinot 
lost courage) relied bis men anew, and got time to roach the 
vrasels, which were at hand, in which he embarked, and

had carried off that tooth which aU that heathenry held in 
aucih reference, sent to summoii Martim Afonso, and 
him that ns hs was going to India he would get the vicGroj to 
give him that tooth, and he would give him aU that he might 
ask for it. And men who were acquainted with FogUp end 
knew the ^at veneration in which they there iieW that relic 
of the dovil^ asaertod that he would give for it three or four 
hundred thousand oruzadoa. And by the advice of Martim 
Afonso he appointed some ambassadors to go In bis company 
to the viooroy abont that husiness^ and gave them powers 
to settle with him whatever he might wish, and he would fulfil 
all that they agreed tOr 

Martim Afonso having arrived at Goa this past ApriP^ the 
viceroy ordered the ambaaaadom to be waU received and 
entertained p and afterwards heard them regarding that busirtefl^ 
on which their kuig had sent them, and they presented their 
credentials, beggi]^ him on behalf of that king for that tooth ; 
and said that, beeidee giving him for it ah that he might wish, 
he would romam in prpetual friendship with tho state, and 
would take upon himself the obligation of foimiehing the 
fortress of Malaca with provisions at aU timw that it had need 
of them, with many other comph meats and promises. The 
viceroy told them that he would reply to them soon. And on 
discussing these matters with some old captains and bdalgoe, 
they were all of opinion that he ought toaccept such a large offer 
as that which they had made him. because by this means be 
would help tho state. wMoh was in debt and in want; and so 
mncb did they say about this, that they considered him as 
good as persuaded. 

Afl soon as these things came to the cars of tlie archbishop 
Dom Gaspar* he at once hurried to the viceroy and told him 
that that tooth could not be ransomed for all the treasnre in 
the world, became it was contrary to tho honour of God our 
Lord, and would give occasion to those heathen to idolatri^e 
it, aud to ipvQ to that little Ijone what was due to God alone. 
And regarding this he gave him many admonitioiis^ and even 
preached about it from the pulpit in the presence of the viceroy 
and the whole conrt; and as Dom Gonstantino w.fis n very

he did not ears to go forward with that or to do 

anything without a gonoraJ oounoti Wheieforo h& a&^emhled 
the a^hbLakop^ prelatee, and diYinefi of the roUgioOs; ordorB, 
captains and old fidalgoe^ and re venue oflieore, and before 
them aU explained the oase^ and the large Bom of money that 
they had proniised him for that tooth ; and repreaeni^ the 
groat need in which the at^ie yrm, which could aQ be remedied 
with that nuieom, .^d tlie matter having been debated 
amongst all those divines^ who had already well stodied it, 
they resolved that that tooth could not be given up> because 
it would give occasion to great idobtriea, and insujta to God 
om Lord ; and that tliat was a ein that could not bo com-^ 
nutLed^ ■flven at the risk of the etato and the whole world. 
The piinci^ divines that W'ero present wore the arclibLahop, 
the inquleitora^ the father Frol Antonio Pegado, vicar 
general of St. Donunick, Frei Monool da Serta of tlio same 
order,, prior of Gm* the father deputy provincial of St, Francis 
and another divine of the same conventp the father Antonio 
de Coadroe* of the Com^ny of Jesus, provincial of India, the 
father Francisco Rodriguez^ tho Cripplekia*, of the same 
Company, and othere. 

This having been agreed to, and a contract having been 
^awn up, which all signed (a copy of which Is in our possession 
in the Torre do Tombo*), the viceroy ordered the treasurer to 
bring ^ the tooth, and dehvered it to the archbishop, who 
I hor& in the prosenco of all threw H into a mortar, and with hifi 
own hand pounded it and reduced it to fragments, and cast 
them into a hrasier, which he ordered to be brought for that 
purpose, and commanded the ashes and cindom to he thrown 
into the midst of the ri\^er in the sight of all, who witnessed it 
from the vo randaa and windows that kKiked on to tho sea. For 
this there was much murmuring against the viceroy, aotue 
saying, that for tho heatlmn to idolatrise there were not 
lacking to them other idob, and that of any piece of bone they 
could make another tootb in niomory of that ono, which they 
would hold in the same reverence ; and that such a Large amount 
of gold as they would have given bim would have been vorv good 
for the of the state, which was greatly in neeJ; and

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made !i hifitory of itself, beesuw the setions at every ttioment 
wore welJ worthy of note; and I should not fail to deBoribs 
^ pnnoipkftl ones, if I knew them in real truth ; hut I only 
imew, in s)iort, that the diegnst they gave mo was greater 
than the pteftsure and eagemena tliat I have to deaoribe this 
affair, which was one of the moat momorahlo and notable in 
the worlds history^ In fine Raju continued to carry on tlilEi 
swHc^mth very great importunity and urgency, untill wearied 
wd disgusted with seeing that things were not turning out as 
he desired, he retired to Ceitavaca, our people thinlclng that 
It was in order not to return to the attack. But as Rajii and 
hm father entered upon this business with hate and envy, he 
did no more than got fresh supplies of men, munitioiisr and 
j^ovBiOM, and then took the road to Cota in order to cDncludo 
t^t business, which ho considered determined and oonclnded, 
thmlong that oor people had suffered so in tlic past siege, and 
wen so disheartened, that they were not in a condition to be 
able to go to the help of tliat king,—in which they deceiyed 
iheniselFos : for as eoon as Baltcsar Guedez de Sousa heard 
that he was moving cm Cota, he sot out from Colmnbo with as 
many men as he could muster, and threw lumuolf into CJota, 
leaving his brother Con^alo Guedes^ in Coluiiibo witli wliat 
men seemed necessary to enable him to defend liiinself against 
any attack, should such occur. 

The city of Cota* is of a circular form, and u; sitiiHled as 
It were in an isiand. entirely surrounded bv a fair^stsiHl river* 
which can orUy be crossetl by boat. It‘ will be some two 
thousand ^es m cireumferencu, and has no access to the 
ouiM world ejccept by a passage like a man’s nock, which 
would be soiite^ tfty paces in width. This defile our people 
had fortified with a vallation of thick walls at each end, and 
two inaJiB besides tliat- ran acrcae this defile, one outside, and 
^ other nearer in, and this passage was called Prea Cota*, 
Ihere IS also over the river a bridge, whicli they call the pass

The king 
1 ‘tnnoined apart with the captain Baltcsar Guedez do Scsiisa 
to go and help whenever nerded. 

Art goon Raji^ came in eight of Cota he surrounded it with 
liw whole army, which ho hod greatly incrooj^d, and attacked 
it fiiany times with great determination, chiefly at Prea Cota, 
with the elephants* which at a place to wliich he came where 
the river shallow'er went to the attack boldly; but oiir 
peo[)Ie Wounded them and burnt them with firedancos* where¬ 
by they made them turn round ; the bulk ol the one my hasten¬ 
ing hither, thinking that the elephants hod made an entrance 
for them* whereupon there ensued a very severe battle of great 
riek and peril, in which many were ki]]ed on both sides, where 
the king and the eaptaih Baltesar Guedez de Sousa and other 
knighta that accompanied thorn did such marveb, that they 
seemed like wild eiephante. And the ftiois were those that did 
moot* because they fought spiritually with prayers, and by 
pemuading the men to defend themselves and to ask pardon of 
God for their sine, they being ever the first in ail the risks and

elcpliant that would make a whole army fall back^ aud making 
it turn rounds aa if ho wem another beast wilder and more 
ferocious than it.

Tliufi fCajii continued to oarry on the aiego vith greater 
force* * and with oioro bloodtliir*tineas eaoli day^ eeoking by 
ovory means to enter the city, both by wnter with boats and 
jangddas^ and hy l*rea Cota. And many times our people 
gave theniselves up for lost ; hut Dod our Lordp whose eyes 
were upon them and upon that islandr gave courage to our 
jjoople, so tliat the^'^ alwayH drove the enemy back wit It great 
destrucrtioQ to them^ and with no little loss on our aide. The 
kiu^ with some of liia men w as always to be found in the moat 
dangerous placesK bke one w'ho had most at stake on the issuej, 
since his kingdom was at stake. Tl)e enemy captured another 
road to the pass of the ambolo^^, by which I here came to them 
from Cota some provisionK and messages, and thus only with 
difficulty and great risk could our peopki send meseagee to one 
another, The new* of this siege^ and of our peoplo^s being in 
great peril, reached Manar at the beginning of August 
on hearing whicli^ Diogo de Mello CoutinhOr captain of that 
fortress-, Lmmediately hired some vessels, In which he set out 
to their help, himself in one, and in the others Pero Lnzarte 
Ti^ad and Gaspar Pereira the Long^j wbo wa* afterwards 
appointed to the fortress of ChauL but did not wish to go to 
assume that command. 

Theae vessels having set out full of men^ munitions n and 
provisions, as it was not the season for getting to Coiumbo by 
going along the coasts they wont to the opposite coast of 
Tutocori^ La order from there to cross over with the wind, 
which wua then a monsoon one. Meanwhile Raju kept on 
pressing the eiege closer, because he saw that I ho winter was 
drawing to a cloaOn and that soon many reliefs could come; 
and so he deteruiined to get possesRion of Cota, anti with that

Those of our people that 
could fight would be about four huDdred, who Beenjed to be 
made not of Hmh hut of brass^ becau^ neither did the bombaml 
ahots fTighton or adeol theni_, nor did the elephants make them 
move from their posts. Thus Ttajii qontiniiod; imtti one day 
he put hia whole strength into the combat, and placed the 
largest l)ody of it at Prea Oota, whicli was attacked by the 
troops of the who are those of the king^s guard, 

picked and brave soldiens (like the Janissaries) ■ and before the 
guard wont the war elephantST who with their custc^Diary 
truiupetings placed their foreheads agaLost the to 

the help of which hastened the king, and the captain with the 
messengers that accompanied him, and in front nf all the 
venerable father Fret Sinian de Naxaret, with five or six friars ^ 
who were always foremost in the greatest fury of battle, 
encouraging the men > and holding aloft to them Christ crucified, 
in whose name and faith they all fought ^ caUing many tijnea on 
the name of Jesus, whoa1wa3'B succour^ them with lus help, 
increasing their course and strength : for if this were not ao, 
aU would be lost. At last, sueh force did they caufie the 
elephnn(s to exert, that they burst through the first wall of 
Prea Cota, where our people continued to fight with much 
valour; and so with that onrush Prea Cota was entered, and 
three brothemof St. Francis and more than Iw'riity Portuguese 
were killed. The king and the captain, seeing this position 
invaded and their cause appaTeotlj lost, hastened to the 
rescue W'ith oil the rest of the troops tliat thej' liad, sending in 
advance some men with firu-lances and the niuaketry ; and 
shouting ** Sad Tiago \ **; and tho father Frei Slmau de 
Naza.Tet in front, calling on Christ to succour and aid them, 
it pleELsed this Lord for his great mercy (as he is accustomed 
to do in stmilar needs) to succour them in such fashion, thai 
they drove out the elepliants much burnt^ and did the like to 
the enemy, mors than four hundred of ’whom, were killed and 
scorched in that action. Finally the havoc was such, that 
RajiD on his side had to retire ua good oa routed, he having 
thought that with that aetlon he would fimsh the businessr 
'Fho captain Baltesor Gneder de Souf^a, who that day played 
the part of the brave soldier, waa wouiulod with two woui^,

The king and the captain without teJdhg any real rebuilt and 
fortiSed ftea Cota on the mner aide ve^ strongly, and wiahed 
to Bond a message to Indmp to let the viceroy know the state 
in which that fortress waa, that he might succour it, which 
he^ conaidered doubtful because all the roads were <KCupied. 
and it waa not possible to go by them. But a friar of St, 
Francis, who saw that need and the risk and peril in which 
all w'ere, talking to a pocha^^ who know those jungles very well, 
gave him an account of hia doterminationt which wm to gel 
to Col umbo through the j ungles, and said that with all the risk 
to his person ho would have him very well paid : the pacM 
offered his aervices to bring him to Columbo in perfect safety. 
And the father giving the captain and the king an account 
of the plan, they thai^od him much for that service that he 
wiahed to render to God and also to that people ; and 
intrusting him to the potAa, whom they paid w-elL in the third 
ivstch of the night they went out by the pass of the ambofeo, 
and hid themselvee in some new and different jungles, through 
which they journeyed with much trouble and danger. And it 
pleased our Lqrd, who alwaj^ favours such deeds,' Uiat in two 
hours they reached Columbo. whicli the father entered, and 
gave an account of the past trouble and of the peril in which 
aU wore, gi ving the letters to the alcaide mar , i n wh ich he ordered 
him immediately to give a vessel to go over to Tutocori, 
which they soon got for him. it being a small lone. In wliicli he 
embarked, and went across to Tutocori; and reaching land> lie 
saw the armada of Bjogo de Jlello Coutinho, which hwd arrived 
the day before, and there was now with him Anfonio da Coeta 
TnvvaFsos, who had como from Cochim as captain-niajor of 
siK rowing vessels with many and good troope, and there they 
added also some seven or eight vesseb of provisions. And 
learning the great need in whicli Cota waa, they at once aet 
sail for Columbo as the weather was good ; and next day they 
entered that hay with that great succour, of which the news 
quickly reached Raj Hi. As soon as our people landed, they 
arranged to go to the relief of Cota, and mustered more than 
four hundred men. whom they put in order to set out. But 
as soon as Baju lieard of it he broke up LlIs arjuy, and retired 
to Ceitavsca, taking back more than two thousivnd men less

The principal events recorded In tins summary are the 
great (and final) siege of Cotta by Mi&y4diinn£^s army under 
R4ja Sin ha m 1564-5, its relief^ and subsequent abandoii- 
ment by tbe Portuguese, Dharinapdla aud bis court 
removing to Columbo, where the puppet king was fated to bve 
for the next thirty-two years. The oiUy other important 
matters chromcled by Couto are the two embaasw from the 
king of Pegu (in 1565 and 1566) to DhannapSla^ the first to 
obtain in marriaga a fiotitious daughter of the latter's, and 
the second to purobaae from this “ Christian ” king the 
genuine (?) tooth-relio. The pompous receptioiis accorded 
to these two in Pegu are uarraled witli much circumstance on 
the authority of an eye-witness.

The tyrant Eajn did not rest from tbe idea of making an 
end of Cotta, or of Columbo : for whichever of them ho 
captured, the other would soon be given up to hi™ , and he 
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would get the kiog Hom Joa6’ into bifi bjuicls, so Ekt tti h^xiDme 
iRHstorof the whole of tlmt jiilmid j and tbtiii totting lus wite 
to work and laying liis plans, Jio determined to do by wiles 
what ho could not by force; and with this object lio collected 
a large army with mucb artdlory and mumtionSp and spreod 
the report that ho was going to attack Cbtta, in order, if otir 
people in Columbo were put off their guard, to take it uti- 
awaree, and got poaseasion of it; and oo with that design ho 
appearetl before Cotta on the 5th of October*, and eitca^ped 
with hifl whole army in the same place that lie occupied on the 
other occasion, that Columbo might be nearer to him.

provide him with victuals whenever he could, because tiiev 
would be sure to need them; and calling a muster of tin* 
troops that he Lad, he found three hundred soldiers including 
old men and invalids, and none of the kuig’a troops, they 
having all deserted to the enemy through knavery that Rajtt 
liod prm'tiaed for this purpose; j«id lie divided the posts of 
greatest danger amongst the fidnigos and captains that ivere 
there, after the following manner*Caspar Pereira de

and to this end he ordered to collect a toigo number of pioneoAD, 
■whom he set to make a beginnit>g with the work, % thing that 
‘completed the hopelessness of our people. The Roldiom that 
were on that side, thirty in number, hearing the noise of the 
work, fell upon the enemj!, and killed a large mimber of the 
pioneers, and captured from them a boat called a ostapnnrf^ ^ 
aod Pbdro de Atayde Inferno hastening to the help ordered 
to he placed in it fifty firelock soldiers, witli whom embarked 
the father Frey Siman de Nasamt, a moiik of 8t, Franoia 
to animate atid cunsoM them, who came to the place where the 
enemy had begun to work and dig a tmneh. and with their 
firelooks killed a large number of Moore, and filled in that 
part again. 

Mere oocuired a most eridenl miracle, uid. this waa, that 
while our people were engaged in this work there enveloped 
them a mist so ^nse, that it entirely Md them from the enemy 
the latter remaining so plainly visible to our people, that these 
made the greatest bavoe among them, killing with firelock 
shots three hundred of them, a'ho werct straightwav left there 
breidcs many that retired wounded. This lasted until midday' 
when the filling in of that place was finished, and our people 
retired withwt havmg received any loss, not even a slSit 
wound. This coot R&jn ao deAf, that never moro did ho 
care to prosecute that business*^, and remaine<l thus in that 
preitjon, preventing the passage of provisions to our pec-ple 
who tamg m entire lack of them, the oaptaiii ordered two of 
the kuip elephants to be killed*, with which they kept off 
hunger for some days, and they did the same with a horse, and 
after this our people feU upon t he dogs and cats of the city and 
There escap^ them not a single one, nor even other unclean 
vermin of the country, so that they consumed eveiylhing.

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Thofle our people that were in tbe ba?tiau of tlio land , 

rieeing themsolvei^ in extreme need, sent some 5or?uute into 
the jungle to cut wood und gather some herbs to eat: thaw 
learnt that the to were many of the enemy with several elephante 
oonceAled in the thicket near a tree that ^tiiika like human 
ordnn-j and so remedial for the pal^j, that in a short space 
of time it has great effects when bruised and plaateied on the 
injured part^ i and in my own house this was tried manv a 
time; and although there are also of these trees in \ho 
districts adjacent to Goa yet that of Cedam has more virtue^ 
Of thesB truopa the sorvaTita mformed the captain. who 
sallied forth from Cotta with eighty soldiers* *, and went and 
took up his position in the old ditch, which bad only ono 
single passage, very narrow, and on both sides was very 
marshyt whereby the position vraa a very strong one, and 
rtafe against all the foroes that might come^ Tlioneo he sent 
Balthesar Pesanha with thirty soldiers to go through the 
jungle to di^over the euem 3 ^; and at a ffrelock nhot'^s distance 
he came upon the w^hole of Kajii’a force^ which was lying in 
am bush» with the object of oapturing our bast ion that lay on 
that side, because of its being the most important of the whole 
of Cotta. Our people who were in the mid-^t of that multitude 
i>f fdos retreated towanii the captain, the enemy following hard 
afUir them, harassing them with their harquebqsery, and 
reached the captain with one soldier missing, named Antonio 
Mart ins, a native of Aironchez, a very gocd horseman ; and 
when they got back to the ditch they were already so hard 
prubsed by the enemy that these had almost entered together 
with them. On seeing tbls^ our soldiers^ without the captain^s 
order* sallexi forth upon them with an amazing fury, and 
falling upon the enemy they caused great havoc among them ; 
and altliough those that sallied forth upon them were not 
more than eight* the^'^ went driving tham before them like 
sheep ae far as the main body of th+' armj\ whence they returned 
in very good order ; but not so scatheless but that all were

This occurred two or three days before Chriatmaap at a time 
when already in Cotta there wore not evon jupgb horbftp which 
they had not been able to go out and a»k ; wherefore the 
Mptain dispatched two soldiers, Antonio da SHva and Joao 
Fernandez the Beardless, with a message to Bom EHogo de 
Atajdo of the extreme miaory they were in^ who got throogh 
the jungles to Columbo ; and Brim DIogo on learning the state 
m which they were dispatched a padid with a mespsge to 
Pedro do Ataydo that he would send along the sea-c ^t l^y the 
outer side seme boats of rice as far as the khjg'a palm^grovo*, 
which wOl be some three leagues from Columbo, whither he 
was to take care to send and get iL And forthwith he 
dispatch^ the same aol^em with a boat, and two kmee with 
ten comfis of rico^ and in the tnommg of Christmas eve the 
captain received Bom Diogo^s meesageip and the ^me day m 
the morning watch he dispatched Francisco Gomez Leyta6 
With A hundred Jioldieis and some la^cariw^ familiar with the 
country to go and get that provisTQn: which he did with 
sreat risk and trouble, and at once retiuned with the rice, 
amTiug in the daybreak watch at half a league from Cotta^ 
where he found the captain with all the people of the oity, who 
^rere Waiting for hjm, 'Uid with great joy they entered the 
city ; but the captain, who thought he liad obtained a supply 
3 very little, suico the soldicm had 

left It hidden in the jungle, to go and seek it later, at which 

drew his sword, and wont

one it, if the father Frey Simad do Xasaret had not interposed 
niniMlf; and through that prompt action the soldiers delivered

Ckjatoi birt it aaamf much more prebabk that 
^ theaoart of Columbo, aa that would bo much 
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it was finishf^dl, as the people were many, they bogan again to 
sofCer tormontB ot hungor^ for which reason aeveral soldie^rs 
dfitonnhied to desert to Rajn^ because hunger and coJd> aaya 
the old adage, will bring you into the hou^e of youi enemy. 

This wae at the end of January when our poopLe 

found themselves in the ertTemity of wantand one Francisco 
do Macedo* * pasding along a stieot met another soldier named 
r^uis Oan^aiho^ of the household of the Con^ do FrddOj who 
was going along deep in thought; and coming up to him 
Mact^o asked him what ho was thinking of os he went along. 
Carvalho, turning veiry' pale, looked at him and replied, that It 
was either God or the devil that was speaking in him. Maciedo 
respondedi that he might conhde in him, as he well knew 
the thoughts that he had. Carvalho answeiedj that already 
he had determined to confess everything to him ; and he 
then told im hovr a soldier bom in India, named Femao 
Caldnirap waa going about trying to get some soldierB to desert 
to Eajii: and that already there were forty who hod resolved 
one night to defiert through the pass of Antonio Cardoso 
Sueyro^ by which they would have to wadop and that they 
were to carry oft a camd^ that was in the pass ; 

and that be had resolved to go with them ; because Raja had 
ordered to be thrown into that pass and others oioj* according 
to whicli he would receive anyone that chose to como over to 
him. Olid would treat him voiy kindly ; and that those who 
wished to proceed to the fortress of Manor he would aUow 
to go freely and would provide them with necessaries : and 
these wiles this tyrant always mode use of, and by their 
moans got the whole of the king^s people to desert to his 
army. 

Francisco de Mocedo, who was a very good man, took Luis 
Carvalho, and carried hlmi off with him, and on the way 
disauuded him from that purpose, giving him many reasons 
why so honourable a man should not undertake an action so 
abominable and diabolical: liecausc^ if ho were to go forward 
with Ids purpose, that fortrss would straightway be lost* 
and for such a great evil he would have to give a lull account 
Eo Gud*: because heaven would not fail to chDetise rigorously

seas and sailed to clitncs so remote^; that ho should trust Lu 
God, bocauM ho never entirely fotsook whoever know and 
confessed his most holy name ; and with one discourse and 
pother he brought him to w-lient was the father Prey Slmau 
w Nflsarat, and before liim guvfi hinj sji accoimt of the 
affairj and of th^ doi^^nimiation of those doApt^rsdoa^ thi' 
which tho father heard with very great grief in \m heart, 
and taking Luiti Carvalho by thfl hand, he ombraoed him 
many times, and can^oU^d and enc5duraged him m the 
pnpsent adversity* asauring him of rrlief with a spefodinesa 
as gf^at aa was the need in which knew tliat frrtress 
was ; and BO many thin^ did he say to him* God moving 
tongiio, that, with the wamiags and admcmitioif^ that 
Franoisgo do Maceda had ^\en lum, CitTvalho yielded, 
coafessing ilia sin, originated by the genera! stmit in which he 
was j aad leiavjng Francisoo <le Macedo with the captain of 
bastion* Manoel' Lounen^o, he wont with Luis Cnrvalho to 
captain, and related to him the wiioie affair, and what had 
been planned amongst those soldiers, 

Pedro de Atayde cast liLs eyes to lieaven, and gave great 
tlianka to God our Lord for the niercy he had showit them in 
discovermg to them that a lfair, whieh, bui it not bec ome known 
m that‘Way, could not have failed to cause the loss of that 
lortreHst: and embracLng Luis Carvallio many times, he spoke

the plan that he had arninged. aad i^arding this bo gave him 
a short diBcourse, In it reimndiiig him of the duty he iiati oE 
DiSering and giving ins lift* in d^enco ^jE the Catholic^ faith, 
^co he was mi old diristian^ nurtured and suistamed witii the 
milk of the Catholic Church, duty to wiikh waa the greatest of 
ah; and that it w a& usual in tyrmts to make great proiuisw ill 
order to carry out their intenta, and that after attabiing tlieit 
aims they punished and killed the very ones who had betrayed 
attongViolds to them; that he would badly keep bis word to 
men of a different law who had no knowledge of God nor 
professed truth ■ that he trusted in his g<xjd blood that tiie 
woriri of conscience must have caused liim great repugnant^e 
to carrying out such an exorbitant act of desperation ; that 
Ckul was great towards the tiniest Uttlo worms of the eartii, 
how much mom towwds one who liad suffered «o iiviny 
troubles to confetis his most holy name; and he reputed to 
him almost tlie same words that the father Frey Siinao de 
Xaiareth had spoken to Carvalho ; and so many things did he 
sa? to him of this nature^ that Caldoira threw' himself at his 
fool with groat demonstrations of ropontance ; and the caplaifi 
raising him up embraced him, and comsoled hinu promising him 
on hLfl word, that if he escaped thence he would strive to make 
him honoured : and they continued such friends, that the 
captain always endeavoured to keep him near to himtelf; 
and in order not to cause a stir about that affair, lie did not 
choose to S]ieak further to the other soldiers of Caldeira’s 
faction, hut rather made aa though he know^ nothiug of it. And 
because tlicTe was no moiloy in the fortress^, he called the 
captaiii of the fnAomeflt ^ho was a friend of all the soldiers, 
and gave him a silver sword of his, and a tiagger^ and 
sworddjelts, that be might melt it into lariiis, there being 
there craftjsiuen of that calling, and give tho greater part 
to Fernad Caldeira, and divide the reat amongst the other 
soldiers ; but nevertheless ho ordered strict watch iind ward 
to be kept in the passes, secretly, so that they should 
not think that he eowLinued to suspect tliom, so as not to 
create in them distrust, nor wna there amougsi them any 
further disturbance.

dcoda, that of each one could be formed lengthy chaptora"; 
and I do not specify thoir n^mes, becauac all that 1 can say 
of one I could 3ay of aU, since 1 know of nothing in which any¬ 
one excelled the others. 

There was no leas atioss and strait in the other paasas ; 
but our men, ragged and famiEhed, and most of ih^m 
of unknown names, in Iheir defence perfonned such doods 
of valour and caused such havoc amongst the enemy, 
that it was a marvellous thing. In one pass, in wliich 
the strass W'Oa giwater, was the king, w'ho had hastened 
thither to help, and did it like a very worthy knight ; and 
he that did most there was Eatevwj^ Gonsalves, master 
captain of the tn^omcs, in that on the approach of the rafts for 
thfi floors to put troops on land he sprang into the river and 
immersed liimseif knee'deepj and there did feats like a lion, the 
king watching him and remaining amazed at the prowe^sses that

and the king seei^ him ran to him, and embraced him many 
timm, exaggerating with hyperbolic enaomJuma the lofty 
preweasee that he had Been him perform i Euid diveating 
himaelf of a crbnson robe that he wore all faetoned with gold 
buttons, clothed him with it. This pass is called that of the 
par^mv, in which were so-me twenty men, and we may say that 
four ftoldiers alone defended it against tliroo thousand Moors 
who attacked it: these were, the captain of the who 

surpassed all, Ignacio de Chimboa Falcao^ Podro Fires the 
Hoom p and another whose name they could not tell me, but who 
did not deserve, for his valorous courage, to remain in obliTion; 
and each of them performed such prowesses in dcfance of the 
pass, that Manlius did not perform greater in defence of the 
Capitoi, which was a dJifereiit kind of fortr^. 

In all the passes there was luud work; and although in all 
refunded damoura and cries, and shouts fofl help were heard, 
no one moved from his place, which he kept, hoeause the 
captam had so ordered theim 


Whilst this conflict was in progitsa the two captains Dom 
Diogo do Atayde and Jorge de Mello with all the troops from 
Columbo reached Cotta at the place where Pajij's arraya] 
was ; rmdflnding it deserted, they set fire to it, and baited 
there, because they did not know w^here the enomy was, it 
being veiy dark. Our mon in Prea Cotta were in great stress, 
because at the time that tho captain came to the help of the 
pees that hnd l>eea forced, Raju was attacking with his whole 
force, striving all he could to gain an entrance ; but it was vei 3 ' 
well dofended^ againet him by fifty soldiers who awe in that 
part, who besides tho defence performed the loftiest proweseee 
and wrought such havoc among the enemy, that had they not 
been aided by the divine arm, they could not by human 
agency have escaped that fury end unequal strength : and the 
enemies themselves said afterwards, that they aaw a most 
beautiful woman, who, arriving at that moment with a blue 
finite, extended it over our meUk and sheltOTod them from those 
clouds of arrows and bullete that ratne«L upon them j and that 
t he same woman eaught in the air the^neniiffl" darts and hurled 
them baeh upon themselves ; and that they likewise saw an 
o man clad in red* who with a Rtaff that he bore caused great 
.*7 Oimgalftj^ ; ftnd they afBrmed that the sight 

of that lady aad of the irencrable old man caused them aU 
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such greAi torror. iJ»t forthwith tl«y feU into a panic of their 
own ^ord: and w& may pLoualy betjevo that this old m«i 
^ tho blessed and chaste Saint Joseph, who in that crisis 
h^ accompamMl liis most holy sponse the most h<^v V’irBin 
Mary our Lady. ' ** 

Raju, seeing the discomhture of bis forces, and that dayileht 
was alr^y hreakiag, removed from where he W, wd 
commanded to pve a sigi^ to the captains that were in the 
oUer paa^, who forthwith retired and wont retroataur in 
^ordcr by different roads; and Rajn, without ^ing 
that to his arrayal, went ntroaUqg towards Ceitsvjica: 
i?ii j doubt if Dom Dit^o de Atayde and Jorgo de 
MoJlo had gone harassing him in the rear, the? would have 
sucooe^ in utterly rout™ him ; but they, wh^n they learnt 
of hifi fljht, f^r™ that he had gone against Cdnmbo, which 
was Jett to Itself, without oemmunicatti^ with Pedro de 
Atay^ set off in groat baste to the help of their city. The 
captain Fedro de Atayde, when he saw hi m a el f mljcyed 
threw out spies in order to get information regarding the 
enemy, who h^ already crossed over the river Calnni, and 
went the to^ of all the posts, and fonnd that not a soldier 
had been killed m all that combat except one named Pranfiiaco 
if ernandcs Ganieiro: upon which he wont out to the field, and 
saw that nobble havoc that had been wrought among the 
enemy, and found that the number of the dead eiceodod two 
thousand, besides a larger quantity that wore wounded, of 
whom many died; and seeing that in the fortress there was 
oiJy enough to for that day. he Ofdered the soldiers to 
count the dead bodies, in order to salt them in slices, so that, 
If the enemy returned, they might avail thsmsoU'es of that 
pfOven^r : and so in a short space of time they aet aside and 
resOTV^ four hundred of the fattest*; and a mulatto called 
Fotnao Nouct; then and there opened one and took out the 
hver, which be roasted and ate. The father Frov Simad de 
Aasareth, seeing those corpses being collected, hastened with 

S at alacrity and requested the captain not to collect the dead 
ause It WM a thing prohibited to Christians to eat human 
flesh : to which Pedro de Ataydo replied that in the extreme 
need in which they were everything was permitled; and whilst 
^^were thus debating, there came to the captain a Christian 
Caffrs, who had come from Kaju^s arrayal, and told him how 
be bad been routed, and had had a large number of men killed, 
and that he had left bim already in Seitavaca, upon which the 
eaptain desisted from the carrion business that be had ordered 
to be oommeneed, and commanded to set Are to all thoee corpees.

Podro de Alayde presently went to Columbn to recruit, and 
left in Gotta Franciact» de Miranda Henriquez with eomo of 
the soLdiors that had come from Columbo, because those of 
Cotta abo went with Pedro de Atayde to renew their strength. 

Aii;ge laated four mouths; and the last forty days were 
days of cruel hunger, in which they ate nothing but herha^ and 
even those failed some days, for which reaaou oue may count 
thi* * aiege as one of the raoet celebrated in the whole world.

absuiditles which they called prophecies, seat amba^aadors 
to the king Bom Joeo of Colmnbo, in that he alone by blood 
and legitimacy was the rightful emporoT of the whole island, 
to ask him for a daughter to wife, and sent him a ship laden with 
ptovifliens, aa there wore none in CodaD*, and many trinkets 
and rich jewela. Those aiubassadora reached Colombo at the 
damo time that the king left Cotta for tliat city^, whom the 
king received with much honour and entefTtamment; and 
learning for what purpose they had comet he dissembled over 
the business, not denying that bo had no daughter, as in fact 
ho hod not, nor has hfld^. in which his astrologere had already 
lied and deceived themsolvea ; but as he had brought up in iiis 
housebold a daughter of hia grand chamberlain's, who was 
like wise of royal blood, whom Francisco Barreto when gover¬ 
nor made a Chriatiaii and gave him his name*, by whom on 
account of his parts and hinship the king was very much 
led, and we may afflcrt that he ordered everythingr 

Of this maiden the king was very fond, and called her 
daughter, and honoured her as such; and after the ambassa¬ 
dors of the Brama had presented to him their commission he 
alwavs placed her with him at table i and called her daughter, 
and under this name he wished to give her to the Brama as hia 
wife; but he feared that the captain of Oolumbo* would prevent

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his doing it. And that the fAiheTs of Saint Frwieis would do 
the eamot although ahe was stiU a heathen : because a» they 
had that sheep within doore, and any day might make her a 
Christian, as they intended and each day hoped, it was certain 
that they would hinder her from making the journey.

the one that Bom CooBtantiao oarriod off was a fabe one and 
an imitation: inasmuch aa bj tlio ingenuity of the king it 
waa made to the end that he idiould bo left with the genuine 
one, which lie esteemed more tiian all the riches of the Eaflt, 
but ae tiio king had become a Christian at the inEtance of the 
Portuguese, he had kept the tooth bi his house in the greatest 
secrecy, with all tho euitablonoBS that waa possible to him. 
The ambassadors and (eUupt^on hearing that were very glad, 
and with great Lnslstancy begged the king's ohamWlain to 
show it to tbem., the which he promised Lheiq under great 
assumucee, cautions^ and promises that no one should learn 
from them tliat secret, nor the king have knowledge of what 
ho had revealed to them, the which cereinonies and precau¬ 
tions etimulatad all the more the euriosity of tho ambassadors 
to importune him; and after some days of much imreaty, 
during which he kept on exprresLiig fears to them, one nigbt 
he allowed himself to be conquered by their intreaties, and 
took them with great caution to hia houso, where with great 
preparations and feigned revcieoees he showed them the tooth 
in the charola in which It w*ra on an altar much adorned with 
tighta and perfumes p and on seeing it they prostrated them¬ 
selves on the ground^ and adored it many times with great 
ceremonies- and superstitious rites* in which they spent the 
greater part of the night, and afterwards conversed with the 
grand chamberlain rogaiding the toothy bogging him to send 
it to the Branui with his daughter^ in order that the pleasure 
and festivities of the wedding might bo more, a^ they 
plcdj^ their word to him that the BramA should send him 
a million of gold, and every year a ship laden with rice and 
provisions, os tlioy had promised: aU of which waa settled in 
great secfcoy, so that only the kii^ and his ohambcrlain 
knew of it. 

As soon as the weather was fit for this maiden to embark *, 
the grand chamberlaiu carried it out with such secrecy, that 
neither Djogo de Itlello, captain of Cotumbo, nor the fathers

These first 
days he spent with her, cemnianding to bring her to hie houBOT 
and had her sworn a? queen with great eeremonial; bat as he 
had in bis household many prineesees,, daughters of kings his 
raasale, aa coneubines, and other very b^utiful ladies all 
within doors, interred more than in a oonventi and she eame 
to know that ho consorted with them, eho began to be filled 
with joaJotisy and to display anger and bitterness towards 
himj a thing that no one had ever shown towards him^ nor did 
ho understand what it and ho greatly en|oyod it^ and 
had hearty laughs and jests. 01 all these things the oimujchs 
that wait^ cm the Ejueen mformed Antonio Toscano,, with 
whom they wore on terms of fiiendetupp who told me all this 
and other things, whigh X omit so as not to appear prolix. 

But ag in those parts there is nothing that is not known, the 
Brain£ king came to Icam that that maiden was not the 
daughter of the king of Ceilao, but of his chamberlain p^becanse 
it seems that Andre BayaoT '^ho had gone thither with her 
as ambassador^ came to let Ms tongue run too fast (as they say) 
when couFeiaing with some irifflAf' of Pegu, who told it to the 
king, who made little of this matter, because of his now being 
fond of her, and also because the kdupd^ and ambassadors who 
w^eut to ask for the queen had given him an account of the 
ape^s tooth and of the veneration in which that king held itt 
and of how it had been agreed with him that he ebouid give it 
up: which the Eram^ highly esteemed, because that tooth, 
which they considered as that of their idol Quiay, he esteems 
above everything in life: and it has pleased God that thus we 
have set in esteem a tooth oE Saint ApoUonia’s ; but 1 shall not 
Bay much oa to its being this saiaPs, but a nail with which 
Christ was nailed, or a thom that pierced his saered head, or 
the iron of the lance that rent his sacred breastp all of which 
were captive in the power of the Turks for many years, without 
the Christian kings' sending to redeem them, as this BramA 
king did to the feigned tooth of the devU, or of the stag: 
because he forthwith dispatched the same ambassadors and 
taiup^ts back again to ask for that tooth, and for it sent that 
king the gieatest riches, with promises of others still greater. 
Those ambassado!^ arrived at Coltimbo^, and treated of the 
business in secret with that kij^, who delivered to them 
thfl tooth in its cAarola with great ceremomesand precaittionfl, 
and with it they embarked in great haste in the same ship that 
they had brought for that purpose.

The umbikasadonj took an\y a tew da3r6 to roach CTo^mji 
the poft of Pogiij where at once the iw^pb Rpread of the arriTal 
of the tooth of their idol Qiuaj, and all the taiufoe^ and people 
that dwelt there came flocking to wnrahip it with great venera¬ 
tion; and for ita cUaenibaTkation they made Innumorablp 
iangdda^ on bgata with coverlnge ereoted above, much carved 
and adorned ; and the boat in whicli the acciiraed tooth wee to 
disembark waa ah platod with gold and silver and other very 
coatly curiuaitias : word was immediately sent to Pegu to the 
Brama^ whe forthwith in great haste sent all the grandees of hia 
court to receive and began preparing the place where it 
to be depoeitcd, in which the Brama displayed all his power 
and wealth. The tooth was brought up the rivar^ which was 
crowd^ with costly boatsj and that part of the boat in which 
Was the cAnrolh incircled with so many lights that they hid the 
li^tofday. 

The Bram&r when bo hadeveiything ready, cnibarkod in his 
boats overlaid with gold and adorned with brocades, and went 
to meet it two days^ journey ; and when be came in sight of the 
boats in which the twth wais coming, Jie went into the mom 
of his gattey, and washed and purifled hlniBelf with many 
scented waters^ and attired huiLself in the richest clothes that 
he had ; and as soon as he re-ached the jaTiQoda in which the 
tooth was being brought, from the prow where ho entered aa 
far as the poop where the twth was he went all the way 
on his knees with great manifestations of devotion ; and on 
reachir^ the altar upon which stCMsd tho he took the 

c^ket in which the tooth was in his hands, and placed k many 
times on his headj, and offered the moat aolcnm prayers, with 
wonderful formalitiesg and then returned it to its place and 
accompcLmed it as far as the city* the whole of that river 
exhaling the sweetest scents* which all those boats carried * 
and at the disembarkation ot the tooth the most honoured 
and ximij of all the kingdoms rushed into tho sea* and 
the principal ones took tho charoia upon their shoulders, 
and went niBrching towards the palace with such a coneourse 
of people^ that it would have ^n impossible to penetrate 
it; and the principal lords stripped off their rich and costly 
garments* and wont spreading them out on the ground* so 
that those who bore t^t abomlruible relic might pasa over it.

world ah combined eoiild do in a most solemn festival^ in 
which all wished to osteniato the greatest majesty and powor^ 
this barbarian by himself did. The tooth having been die* 
embarked was placed in the middle of tbe parade ground of 
the palace, whore had been erected for it a very gorgoons 
tAbemacle^ to which both the king and all the grandees went 
to offer their licheat gifts, which were immecbately written 
down by officials who were deputed for that purpose. 

There it remained for two months, until it was tramsferred 
to t!iat had just been hnished making in the place 

whore he conquered and routed the XimidD Satad®* who 
rose against hirn and usurped the kingdom, in gratitude for 
that great victory^. And to make an end with those things, as 
they are all doaely connected^ I shall deal with those that 
took place between the king of Candsa and this BramA with 
respect to tbe king Dom Joao of Ceilao, although they took 
place in the comir^ year; but as they fall in here, I do net 
care to leave them until later. 

These matters, which the king Dom Joao carried out in 
Biich Baerecy with the Brama^ both that of the marriage of that 
maiden under the name of his daughter and that of the apo^a 
tooth, soon came to the eats of the king of Candea*, who 
learning how matters stood, and of tbe great riches that the 
firaiuA king had sent him for the tooth that he pretended to be 
tlie ape^s, being filled with onvy of all tbie, os ho wm a near 
relative of the king l}om Joao^s and married to his eister* 
(though there were not wanting some w'ho said that she was 
his daughter^), diepatohed ambassadors to the BramA, who

These ships having reached Ooilao*. that which came to 
anchor in the port of Candea* before she was discharged had 
her tohlw out and woa run ashore, where ail was lost, and the 
amb^adota were drowned ; and it was surmised that it was 
by order of the king Dom Joao of Ceflad, they being deadly 
eneiaiea*: and if such were the case, it niuBl have been a plan

Tlio fotagoing are the only references to Ceylon in Couto‘9 
unBnishedautnnmry of Im Ninth Decade, and, unfortmiataly, 
it is impossible to obtain from other BouTces details of the 
events that occurred in the island during the veara 1573 -Sl*.

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Again in X. x. 3tvi. (p. 376) we read of a Fortuguoie force from 
Colombo in Febroiuy 15^ lauding north of Cbiko and 
marching on Blaripo, wfalcfa was put to fire and sword aa a 
ponishmont for the bad treatment shown by it^ inhabitants to 
the people of an armada under the command ot Ihogo Lopes 
CoatinhOp that was wrecked there while going ^ succour 
to Ceylon in the time of Count D. Lim de Ataido, i.e.. 
between 3l Auj^o^t 157S and 10 March 16BL Of this 
erent X have uo dotaOs : but it is probable that the armada 
was going to the relief of Columbo, which was besieged 
by Rijs Si^ha for a year and a half (i570-8D) with thirty 
thousfuid gnldiers^ hdl of whom were barqiiebusiers, and 
thirteen or fourteen tbouaand pioneers^ In bk Tenth Decade 
Couto makes several refereuces^ to this siege, which supply 
us with a few items of mlarinatiou regarding it ; and he also 
tells iiB that the captain of Columbo at that time was Manoel 
de Sonsa Coutmho, whooe appointment to that post’ ho 
doubtleas recorded in hia lost Ninth Xhecado. Tlie fortress was 
relieved by Mathias de Albuquerque, whOp after going to the 
help of M^acca with a force of four biindr<^ ihen, returned to 
Ceylon in the later part of IfiSO^ and together with the oaptain 
of Columbo made an onjalaught On Raja Slyba^s troops and 
utterly defeated thotn^.

The condition of affaLra in the Kandyan kingdom at this 
time also calls for notice. Wo have »wn abovo that in 1B73 
the king of Kandy had delated his son-in-law Dharmapila 
with the sozorainty of his realm, thus virtnally ceding that 
dominion to tho ting of Portugal. That Eaja Sioha ahoold 
acquiesce tfi such a traiasaction could not bo ospeoted; and 
therefore, smarting under the tenewod failure to capture 
Colninbo and his arch-enemy Dhatmap41ii after an eighteen 
montha^ ^gSs ho turned hie attention to tho ruler of the hill- 
country^j and marched against Kandy with a large force*. 
This was apparently in 15^^ The two armies met at BalanS; 
and the Kandyan monarchy being defeated, rethod oil his 
capital*. Being pursued thither by Si^a^ ho fled, 

BOcompsjued by Ms family and personal attondants, and 
passing through D um hara took his way in the direction of 
Jaffna, and settled down at Ka^npana in the midst of tho 
northern j imglefl^. From here his son and iiiomm''law proceedod 
to the Vanni, apparently with the object of onlisUng the 
hdp of the Vauniyons In an attempt to ^ogain the Kandyan 
kingdom^ IkttEi* how'ever^ died there. Finding him&alf

tfl prevent their dkemimrkation, with whom they engaged 
m a very fine and hazardous battle^ because the enemy were 
many moTe and fought for the defence of their houec^ and 
goods. The oraches with their lajKoriiic disembarked at 
another part i and finding no defence, they went and reMhed 
a bridge that the enemy would have to pass if they went 
flteing from our people, the which was on the side towards

cloth, opium, oils, butters, cinnamon, and other thingB that 
pioatly augmented the fiercenesa of the firo, ail of which was 
for loading for Afocai Achem.

without rating day or night, aod thereupon the galleori began 
to drift, dragging her cables, in gpch fa^ion that they found 
tbomsolvea one day bfteen Icaguce further up^ where they 
anchored towarda Manar, and so cloee to the land, that they 
were waltmg for the mernent when they would have to nm 
her aground there. The captain C aspar Barbosa seeing hini&olf 
in tills peril Cummandod to take great care of the boat in order 
to save themselves In it, because ah along the coast he saw the 
enemies anchoring, hoping every moment to get that priM into 
their hands. The captain of Ceilao was soon noticed of the 
trouble in which the gaOeon was, and dispatched in great ha4te 
a light ton* with letters to Ambrosio Leitao^, who was In 
Manar in command of an arpisdaof three ships, both to assist the 
pearl fishery and to receive and guanl the ships that were to 
cpme from the opposite coast wi^ provisions for the fortress 
of Colurubo, ordering him to leave everything and at once go 
to the help of that galleon. This tone reached htanar verv 
quicldj, and at that message Ambrosio Leitao w'oighcd ancboV 
and went to succour the galleon, wliich with the storm bad got 
so close inshore^ that it was necessary to cut her masts to see 
if thereby she could any longer ride on her cable^ because the 
yards and the Bhrouds caught the wind much; but neither did 
this avail, because the galleon stiU kept drifting towards land, 
all the cables being now chafed and frayed. Tlie captain 
Caspar Barbosa Boeing that he was lost and without retrieve, 
and that he could not avoid running aground, put into the boat 
the money that be was carrying, and fitted it with many oars 
and necessary things, and by the advice of all ordered many 
holes to be bored in the galleon so that she might £I1 with 
water and founder, in order that sbe might not go ashore and 
the enemy get that artillery into their hands and have the 
beneht of the timber and nails: the which was done in great 
haste when they w^ere already close in shore, and Im with the 
Portuguese got into the boat, atid waited until the aliip settled 
down. At this time theie reached them one of the ships of

After JoAOCorreadeBrito^ captaliiof Ceilat^, had dispatched 
Tristao Dabreu with the meeeage to the viceroy* to ask for 
anccouTp fearing t^hat it might be delayed, and being positively 
assured that Raj 6 would lay siege to Mm that winter, in order 
not to risk a disaster through want of fcM^d, he sent* to Cochim 
some persona on an errand with hia credit, that they might 
obtain money on terms, some of hla own that waa there not 
being enough, and that they might go to the Fishery Coast 
and buy all the food they could^ and return with it as {|uickly 
as possiblop These men made snob haste, that in a few days 
they came to Coohim^ and collected a sum of money j and 
going back to the Fishery Coast, they loft provisions that they 
bad brought and veesals freight^ to convey thorn, oud 
they themselves made haste and came to Maiiar, whence m 
two toned they set out on the way to Ceilao - and having 
already come in sight of the fortress^, they found themselves 
in the midst of omny ships of Kajd's which he had sent out to 
intercept the provisions that he know were expected. One of 
the tones, which was in advance, was so hard pressed by the 
Mhipa, and so close under their beaks, that it thought itself 
lost; but a man whose name we do not know* who was of 
courage and Ecaouroe, ordered the sailprs to slacken the

The enemy seeing that tm€ 
coming tbu^ thought that it was going to surronder to 
them I and ceased rowing for it to come up j but when it was 
alongside of them, they having stopped^ as soon as it reached 
their beaks its oars were plied; and as it was bght and swift 
it passed them all so quickly ^ that before they could turn it was 
already a good distance away from them, and ho escaped mira¬ 
culously p and proceeded to gain the fortreasp and the captain, 
learning of the danger in wliich the other tone ivas, sent to it^ 
succour several foists that were in the hay filled with many mem 
Fernad Soares> who was in the other i&m, and who was of great 
experience on that coastp as soon as he saw the ships of ^ju, 
and that they wont spreading out over the sea In order to 
incloee him, firing many bombard shots at him to stop him. put 
all his strength and hope m the rowing, and tried all he could 
to get to windward of them „ and by dint of great iToublc did so, 
and went fieeing from them as as he could+ Qur armada, 
which had gone out to succour him, soon caught of the 
eoomy ; and seeing that on seeing them the_v also tried to get 
to windward of them, fearing that they would cut them oil 
from the harbour bar, they turned about for it, the Ume mean- 
wliile getting the opportunity of retiruig at its pleasure, and 
so was welcomed in the fortress as that which carried the 
greater part of the money with which provision had to be 
made that winter, from which the captain began to make 
some payments to the soldieni, and to prepare for the siegif 
that he expected. 

And as Kaju’s troops had already begun to arrive, ho sent 
oat against thoiD several Tnodeiiorrs^ who always brought him 
some heads of the enemies; and being informed thatPaliconda^ 
chief nrarAc of Raju, was advancing with many iuen making 
attacks, he sent the modelidrea Diogo daSilva*, Manoel Pereira-’, 
Pedro Afonso, and otherB in company with Francisco Gomes 
Leltao^, field captaiUt with some Portuguese to see if they

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oofuld engage with him^ and in the direction of Yirafl^ he sont 
other kimriTis with their oraches to lie in ambush^ and from 
there to make any onact on the enemy. Thia waa at the end 
of April ^ and when the 3rd of oame, the day of the 
Invention* * of the Cross of Chriat, after the eemiDn, in which 
the father related great n^rvels regarding it^ our people met 
Paliconda, who h^ two thoiifiand six hund^d picked men ; 
and attaddng one another, they waged a very severe battle, 
in which thoee on our aide did great wonders, and soon killed 
Paliconda and other oraches atS many of his men. Tho real 
seeii^ that havoc and their captain dead began to retreat, 
Leaving six hundred atretched on the field around and some 
prisoners^ with whom our people retired ; and as the day 
was one full of God^s mereiefl, another bixiy of the enemy 
came to fall into the hands of tliose that were in Veias lying 
in ambush; who rushing upon them made a great slaughter, 
and having totall}'' defeated the enemy ^ they returned with 
some heads in token of victory, and entered the fortress 
simultanooualy with Franciflco Gomes Leitao and the othere 
who also oamo laden with prizes. This victory was so welcome 
to aUp that for many daya the children went about the streets 
flinging praises to the ctoda of Ctuist; and because this victory 
took place on a day so notable^ itvras ordered to have thereon 
every year a solemn ptucessjon. A few days later amvod the 
provisioD that the viceroy D* Duarte had Bent, whereby aU 
were relieved of the anxiety in which they were from lack of food^ 

Raju felt the lusa of hb men greatly, and it made him 
hasten ah tho more the preparaliona for the Hiogo that he 
intended to Lay, because ho hoped to take a great revcngc- 
And as at thia same tjnic there befell a nephew of his a dreadful 
fate, which must not ho be left unrecorded*, it seemed to us 
well to give an account of it, the which wh^ after this manner.

Correa de Biito correeponded eecreily, and urged him strongly 
to take rturenge for the d*ath of hk father, offering him to this 
end all aid and favour, and on thisho laid great stress: end said 
that although whilst he was there ho could not bring about the 
death of Kaju, at least he might raise snch hatreds amongst 
them ^ shonld disquiet themr Either Itaju came to obtain 
some information of this affair, or becanse his cruelty would 
not suffer him to leave alive that poor prince, desiiing to 
extingukh evcotliing that proceeded from the blood of the 
sclent Mugs, he sent with diseunulation to summofi him^ 
as tf it were on business : but as ho feared his uncle that 
summons did not seem to him genuine^ and dlsaernbling over 
his going he feigned hunsolf ill, and so showed kiinaelf in bed 
to him who came to summon him. This the tyrant took as 
an excuse for disobedience^ wherefore he dispatched some 
modefurts with many soldiers to bring biTn to him, because his 
brutality would not auffet that they shonld kill him thero, 
as he wished with his own eyes to see that innocent bto^ 
poured out to slake his thirst. These men having reaehed 
that village surrounded his house, and seat word to him to get 
ready to go to Ceitavaca to have an interview with his uncle ; 
and there were not wanting in the company some who told 
him why. Hie niessago having been delivered, he put off the 
moddiares by telling them that he was going to get ready ; 
and retiring to a cIuLmber, he summoned bis wives and children 
and the rest of his household, and aaid to them*: ** You see 
woU the condition to which this cruel man baa reduced all the 
princes of Ceilao, and that of all none remains but myself^ 
whe^fore he cannot desist until he has imbrued bis hands in 
this innocent blood, becauso he did not oven spare his own son^: 
what can be expected from him ? I am of opinion that we 
do not give him the pleasure of soeing with lus eyes that 
which he so deahea ; and that since we are aQ such near 
relatives, children and wivee of this luckless Beigao Pandar, 
yon agree to follow me in tins, and do as I do;and taking 
* deadliest poison, he placed It to his mouth 

and drank a big draught, and so went dvinc it to 
aU tliat were there* who one by one fell downraad in a 
brief space of time all had yielded their lives into the hands

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of the deadly poison. The Beryante that pitlfnl spec¬ 

tacle made a lamentation over those bodies enough to awahe 
the compassion even of Inseu^te thzn^. The m^diarea who 
had come to fetch hko^ hearing the weepings enteiied in* * and 
found that Bacrifice, which astonished them in such manner 
that they remained as if stupefied* and then went with those 
tidings to Eajd, at which he was not griered. 

This prince had many tiuiea been in ceadincss to come to 
our fortreaa^ and regarding this Joad Correa had several 
of hiSp and this case gave him an opportunity to sound Raju 
as to conditions of peace* because the viceroy had strongly 
recommended thia to him* and in treating of this buelncss he 
sent for the purpose one Antonio Guerreiro^ a oasoio in 
CoLumbOp and one Duarte Klbeiro with leave from Raju to 
treat with him* and by them ho sent him a present of things 
t hat he thought bo would value. These men had an intervievr 
with him p and concluded a truce=** and not for a limited time, 
but with the condition that before Rajd broke it he should 
inform the captain thereof, who however well undemtood that 
ho did it with ill-will. and it waa all dissimulation in order 
during that timeo! tmee to provide himself with many things, 
which were also necessary for our people* because during those 
days Joad Correa ordered to be brought int-0 the fortress wood, 
straw^ ruaheSj and other things for covering and repairing the 
houses for the winter season* and to strengthen the fortress as 
best ho could for the siege that he expected, of which he 
advised the vicejoy anew^: and the truce conrinned until it was 
broken, ss will be told further on.

Witb tLe tnic« tb&t Rajtl jii^« deceitfullj^ with the caplain 
□£ Columbo^ be went on providing himBelf with mnny things 
for the great siege tbat he had det^nnined to laj to that 
fortre^ ; and as be was a tjraqt p and had committed so great 
a cruelty aa timl whLcb he used towards hia old father, he did 
not laH to fiecure himsell from the great men of the kiogdom ; 
It being the natural condition of tyrants ever to sleep un¬ 
easily : and so not only in consequenoo of secret reports, 
but even on the strength of dreams and imagininpp this 
tyrant ordered the murder of all thoac that came into mind 
in whom ho might some abaiacle^ wherefore many were 
dispersed over the island^ Heeiug from bis fuiy^. Among these 
W'ero certaiii leading fidalgoat who betook tbomfielves to our 
fortreas, w'bom'Joao Correa received and heartily welcomed^: 
this became known to Raid ; and displeased at thm, he sent 
to aak them of the captain, now with |K»htciicsSp then with 
tlireata and blustciii^, without Joab Correa de Britons yielding 
to him in anytliing. by which he considered bJinself affronted, 
and went on mahhng more baste with the materials for the 
siege, of which he luid cgllc^cted a great quantity, and was daily 
ejcpectlng a ship that be had sent to the Acbem to get powder, 
eugineeiSp and bombardiers« lor wbicli lie had sent much 
money^^ 

Of evBzytliing that be did Joao Comes waa sooo informed : 
and considering the siege as determined opon, be went on 
repairing and fortifying as best he could^ so that be should 
not take him unaware when he appeared with all bis power

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Bmh a BlMghter wnongpt them, that there were few of 
whom he could be in feir; and thus he wu so hated by all, that 
they longed for his death: and because neither by polean nor 
by arms could they eauso it, on account of the great care that 
ho took of himaelf, they introduced into bis dwellings euch 
letiBhea^ and of such power, that the tyrant began to diy up 
wd jpxiw lean mthout knowing the cause, and so came to fall 

e p @s upon his bed. The ringleaders in this conspiracy were 
two of bis relatives, ftoigao Pandar- audCuiale Petra. Pandar" 
and his chief ^anjalar, that is, chief priest, like the archbishop 
amoMt us : but the devil who wove all th<so tissues of lia 
hiuwlf rei-e^od it, whereby the relatives were forthwith put 
to aeath and the pnest stoned and out in pieces. This made 
him revive to distrust all the nobles, and he went on putting 
tbem to death under various excuses, whether they wore 
^ty or iwt, ao that there remained not a smclu peraon of 
the caste of the ancient noble Crhingalas*. The fetishea did not 
to opcrEbtOi but rifttlier w^nt on uici%aaiQg flverv day 
and at he came to suspect what it wbb : whenflore he 
^mmanded to dismantb all his dwdJings in the part that 
he ui order to see ii he could find the fetiahes; but 

DOtbmg was discovered for aU they searched, and in spite ef 
many tortures that ho inflicted on persons in'order to see if 
they would confess anything. And being of that spirit, he 
not cease his cruelty, because the devil stirred him up 
therein m such fashion that the tyrant gave hjs vassals to 
imderetand tlwt all that he did was by order of the gods, and 
his Idols had counseUed him ; aud in order to make them 
bolmve It he invent^ this method* He took ccrtam persons. 
instTOcted as to what they were to do, and in great^^reev 
p3«^ them m a house where he had the idols, and then com‘- 
mMded to summon all those whom he desired to put to death. 
in. he prince of others whom he winhed to reiuahi ah witnesses 
w as to csercite authority over all, and then performed certain 
ceremoniee befo^ the pttgodtt, and asked them for the names

the whole suminor-. 

And because he knew that Joac) Correa was fortifying 
himself, he sent aevcral times to ask him why he distrusted ^ 

his iriondship ^ and wasted on thoao works the king^B mon^ and 
his own : that he need not go on with the work, aa he was 
his friend ; and at other times he sent to propose to him t hat 
he should put to death the king D. Joao^ who was in the ^ I 

fortress, and he w'ould give him a sum of money. To all these 
things Joao Correa always replied to him in a very polite 
manner, Using also caution and pretences^ as he likewise did ; 
and because it was the time for the arrival of the ship that he 
expected from the Achem, he sent Thonii de Sousa de Arronchea 
with the shtpa that were in the fortress to go and lie in wait for 
her, of which Rajil was presently liiforniea, and he sent to beg 
him noti to send out the armada : and as he understood him, 
he replied that he was sending it to lie in wait for aomo Mala- 
rates, who he was uiformed liad left for that coast ; and for the 
greater pretence he sent to beg bim for letters for the giving of 
water and wood in all his ports to the ships of the armada, 
which he sent him vrith great offers, because he was hoping 
for the ship. Tiiom^ de ^usa cruised about that coast looking 
out for her until some vessels arrived which brought the news 
that she had been lost on the coast of Achem without anything 
being saved from her, w^hieh Eaju felt extremely ; but in spite

Rajd tisvijig declared hiDiaelf for war, and baving now 
collected ^1 nec^ry materiak, oummoned aU his troops, 

and placed the whole mass of his araiv in the city of Biaaao^ 
m order at once to sot out on the march. Of tkis Joad fioma 
revived information; and because the reply from Goa tarried 
wd he feared to find himself in a great strait, he dispatched*

t heir priesta and sorcerers, in order to know from them if he 
was to gain the victory in that expedition^; and as the thing 
that the devil most thirsts for ia human blood, lie replied tliat 
if they wished to enter Columbn and obtain victory over the 
whitets they must give him the blood of innocents to drink and 
to bathe in. Upon this reply he commanded, to gather five 
hundred male and female children up to the age of ten years^and 
ordenxi them to be beheaded in front of the idols^ and collected 
the blood in large cauldrons, and presented It to them^ and their 
priests sprinkled them all with thathloud. Tliis spectacle was 
the most mhuma^r and cruel that ever was witne^ed, becanso

it was carried out hefnre the eyos of the fatherft and mothers of 
those iunoceritoH or martyrs of thederii, whtwe tears mingled 
with the warm blood of their children were also offered in sacri' 
fice. This abominable superstition having been frilBlIed , wish-" 
ing to animate all his people for that expedition, be pat into 
their heads that the idols had promised him that they would 
throw water on the bombards of the Portuguese:, so that they 
should not take fire or do them harm , and that they had asauted 
him of capturing Columbo on that occasion^ and of putting into 
his bands tbe king Dom Joao who was therein^ and with 
that he ordered proclamation to be made throughout the 
whole army that he gave tJiat city to all the soldiers to sock, 
and that he wanted nothing from it but the church plate and 
the artillery-. And in order that he might be held by his 
people as a saint p and that they might believe all that he aaid^ 
he devised diabolical inventions, and bid persona behind the 
idols^^ who gave the answers that he wished, and in which 
they had been instructed; and with this, which those ignorant 
people did not understand t they held him for a wnt, and 
worahijiped him ; and so far did his folly go, that he coni' 
manded many golden images to be made in his name, and 
ordered theoi to hi} distributed throughout all the kuigdomSp 
and to be placed amongst the idols, that adoration should be 
offered to them even as to these^ 

Having done Ihis, he began to set his troops in array, and 
to divide them according to tlieir method , giving the vanguard

and beeause during the siege in the tiine of Manoel de Sousa 
they caused him much damage on the side where the lake was 
by means of the castles^ and foists that were pat on it, he 
determined to drain it dry, both in order that tiiey might not 
do him further hami from it, and that he might from that 
side attempt an entrance to the fortress^ the walls there being 
weaker, and in order that his forces might be thrown against 
itall roundj because this lake encircles more than half the city, 
which made it the stronger : and to this work he put his hand 
Hrst of aU^ 

Joad Correa was already so well prepared and fortified, that 
he did not worry lumBelf about the power that he had, and had 
already destroyed aU the gardens that were on the outside, 
and the wood, w'hich was niuch^ he had brought in, witereby 
the campaign lay more exposed lo view; and because the 
island of Antonio deMendu^* *^ which is outwide the w^aUs, and 
which during the siege in the lime of Manoel de Sousa gave 
much trouble in its nmintenance through the number of troops 
that were tKcupicd therein, and from the risk that they always 
ran to avoid the injuries that they had rccciv^ there, and in 
order not to have men outside the fortress, with the approval 
of all lie abandoned It, and ordered to cut down all the palm- 
irees^ which would be aix Imiidred, and brought them in for 
the platforms of the furtlt]catloi\s. and the leaves for covering 
the watch-towers and barracks. On the inland side the city 
had a ciKmit of one liuiidniHi and ninety-two fathoms^, with 
many liastions and watch-towers, and there wefts not inor<* 
lhan three hundred Portuguese, old and yoting, among whom 
were a hundred useless ones, and of natise (ascarim and 
servants of the Portuguese there wmuld be about seven 
hundred—a very small force for the defence of au great an 
enclosure : and with it the captain did the best he could, and 
divided it up and provided the posts after tliis manner^:— 

In the bastion of S.ao Joau, which w os the most important, 
he placed Thome de ^Sonsa de Arronchea ^ and in the couroca

Tlios with tlie paucity of men that there was the city was 
provided all rtmnd as best could bct, the captain remaining 
apart with fifty soldiers under his command to go and help 
in all cases of need : and in order to obviate these he appointed 
three coimter-ronnds to make the round of the city continually, 
and to advise him of all that took place ^ ^tid of what was 
needed ; and bec^ause the lake was tlic most important thing 
for the defence of the eity^ and from it most damage could be 
caused to the enemy, the captain ordered to be put upon it a 
galliot, of which he appointed as captain 3fanoel Finto, a very 
noble man and a worthy knight, with some comj^anjonB, and 
a foist besideai, of which the captain was Antonio Coresma, 
and a baloon", in w^hich he placed Antonio Miallielro. [These 
vessels with their falcons and bases did such damage to the 
enemy in the war of the lime of Manoel de Sousa, that Rajii, 
exasperated hy it, determine to drain the lake dry*.) 

And as there remained nothing to be done, he dbpatciied 
Ikdchior Nogneira and Oonsalo Femaiides, each in his fojvj. 
tme to go to Goa to ask lor succour, and t he otlier to go gisonp 
information From Planar to Cochim of the strait in whicli that 
fortress was^ in order that they might sucROur it.

Raju as soon as he was foKified below near iho island 
forthwith tCKik in hand t<j drain the lake by means of the ditch

that tafernal force, which by nuch threah$ wished to make 
Jtaelf feajwd. 

And in order to gi^e them to understand how UttJe they 
esteemed it, there aalUed forth against them some oaptaias 
of compnie^', namely, Antonio Pereira and Antonio Guer- 
reito with their soldiers, and adth them the other^ Chingala 
ndaJgos of whom we have spoken above*, who wished to 
demonstrate to the Portuguese their faith and love by parti¬ 
cipate on oceaaiona when they could be of service to them, 
m order in part to repay them for tho honours that they iiad[ 
accorded them on their reception: all these fell upon Raiu’s 
vanguard, and engaged them in a conaiderahle fight, in which 
our people cut them down right weU, aud the eight Chiogalas 
l^rae so intermingled with the enemy iu the d.!«ire that 
they had to avenge themselves of Raju, that our people 
* thought that it was treachery, airf that tliey were returning 

their own folk r but th&y^ no heed to us, went on 

laying liiaiiy low ; And ^supported by our mou, pressed 

the vanguard sn Imrd, that they made them fall back upon 
the body of the ettspaia, which followed after. The oaptaiu 
Jorni Correa was nutekle In order to come to the help of 
his men if it were necessary; and seeing that beriming of 
victory, ho gave tlie signal to retire, which they did in 
safety; and during this confusion a Portuguese, who had 
been a captive there eleven yearn', took tho opportunity 
to escaptt to iih, whom the captain warmly welcomed, 
becAUw be hiia infonuAtioEi^ Ofi nmov v^ery important 

mattem. ‘ ^ r- 

Kajii was nnt veiy well satisfied with this show that he 
had riHide, as it cost him very dear, and he ordered the work 
nf fortification to be continued, and they proceeded witli a 
IrtMigueiru tlirough the middle of the island; and along tho 
other part, which terminate* at the bastion of Sao Sebastiao, 
he went on extending another stronger one. By this time 
the lake wsa drained, and the fokts were stranded alongside 
of the bastions, the which ftajti was desirous of capturing,

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Jitid for that purpose he sent out u body of men in the morning 
wut42b ; and in ortler that they zniglit not bo noticed they 
drove in front Bome buffaloes (t^cauae thc^ were continually 
aceufitcrtLcd to go about in the lake), and in the midst of these 
they arrived and threw Rome grapnels that they carried 
with thick hawsers on to the foist of Gorosnaap which wm 
alongside of the bastion of Sao Miguel ^ and began to haul at it 
in sncb silence that some soldiers who were on watch in the 
same foist did not notice it, only some lurobee that the foist 
gave ; and seeing it to be enemies, they left their beds and 
retired along the walL Tlu>ic on the bastion hearing the 
noise passed the word, upon which the captain hastened 
thither with the troops that he led: and asking what it was, 
they answered, buffaloes that were wandering about in the 
water; and having ordered them to loot carefully, they 
managed to perceive the foist, which was now nearer to 
the islaiid tiian to the bastion, where it had been; and 
having told the captain the triitli of the matter, he ordered 
a posteni-gate that wm there to bo opened, and sent 
rmt some men in the direction of Calapete* ; and these 
dashing into the water foU upon tiic enemy, who had their 
grapnels on the foist, and had with thoiii a very severe^ 
fight, in which in the end they made them let go of the foist 
with many killed, and drove them back as far as the 
on the iabmd, with much valour and honour. 

Thor*e that distinguished themselves in this affair were 
Antonio ColaQo, Femao Alvares, Lhqgo Galvau, Antonio 
Dias, a native of Ceilao, Jorgje Roifriguea^ the 
and others : and with the precipitancy of their going killing 
the enemy they had not time t*x cut the hawsers, and returned 
Leaving them hanging on the foist. The enemy took the 
alarm, and all thitHe of iCajui's guard came hurrying up^, and 
nil their return they found thoTnselves cutoff on tlieCalapete 
Hide ; and seeing theinselvect in that peril tliey atta^-ked a 
sriuadron of the enemy that wiui nearest^ and fell upon them 
with such furj' that it was a marvel, there ensuing between 
them all a very severe battle. Here came to their help the

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father Pero Dia^, a t;lerio, a licliuLaHy man*, with some 
coQipaniofL^ that he brought, who got into a baloon with 
some fire'darts and nix matchlocks, and they reached the 
foint, which the enemy were carjyLrtg off, and let fly at them 
in such manner that he set them on fire and humt them 
at hia will, and made them relinquish the foiBt; but because 
many came to their help, Jte returned, haviitg caused great 
lukvoc among the enemy; and na the hawsers from the 
fomt had m the other direction been attached to capstans 
and to many elepliants, which hauled on other cables, she 
WBA carried Way by force, and they made her ride over the 
top of a ridge of sand, and on the other aide she slid into 
deep w'fttcr, in which ahe floated, aiLd ao she remained in 
their power with a falcon and a base and the anas of the 
soldiers that had been on watch in her* Antonio Cola^On 
who W'fts on the Calapete side eunoiinded by Eaju’e guard, 
fought with Ilia aoidjera like famiihed lions, causing such 
liavoc among the enemy, that with the death of many he 
got rid of them, and returned with all his men wounded^ 
'Fhe captain Joao Correa, who was ready to hasten where- 
ever it was necessary, seeing that in that quarter the cliief 
force of the army was occupied, in great haste sent out 
the and pachd^^ and ordered them to attack the 

arrayai from the other quarter: who did this in such fashion 
that they killed many, and captured an elepliant with which 
they returned to the fortress, and with several heads in their 
hands, so that, although the enemy had carried off the foist, 
and the captain considered it a disgrace, for the present 
It was tit for tat. In this state things remained for some 
days, during which there were continual ^issatdts, from whicJi 
our people returned iii safety, and with their swords dyed in 
blood.

And 
m the reply tarried to the request for sucoourtj that he hftd 
sent fioth Ui the viceroy and to Cdchim*, and the draining of the 
lake placed that fortresa in need of more men for the defenee 
of that part, tixe capfain-majoT in great haate di^]iatchod= 
Antonio Coma Trava^os*, magistrate of that fortress, with 
lii^tterrt to the vioeroyp to repment to him the strait in which 
they were, who crossed over in a to the opposite coast, 
atid took his way by Land; and because Gonsalo Fernandes 
and BeJehior Nogueira, wlio had gone with the grst message^ 
gave it at Manar to Joao de Mello^^ captain of that forlr^^, 
he forthwith fitted out a galliot^ in which he ordered to 
embark his nephew Fema*"^ de MeMo with forty soldleta and 
many mnnitinnSp who, with great irouhln and risk reached 
fkilunxbn on the eve of St- .lames the apnstJo*. 

This auccour was welcomed, as wae natural, it being the 
hrst^; and the captain, in order to enteTtain thona well, placed 
them in a [mrt where the lake was quite dry, because of its 
being the most hazardous and daiigemus, and in honour of the 
foEwt qf St. James the ajK^tle, and to welctmte the new guests ;

and in ord^r to rUqw the iineinj tliat tbey feared tiinin little 
next dftVp which vam that of the apoatle^ he aent to attack 
the onemios" tramimiraj^ itannel Moxia and Pero with 

flome kucann^^ who in the daybreak watch went and bid 
themaelvaa behind aorde clumpe of briara that were in front 
of the ialand of Antonio de ^Eendoca, the cap tain remaining 
in the bastion of Madre de Dous to oomo and help in any^ 
thing that might take pUoe ; and theae eallyiiLg forth from 
the fortresa at daybreak niiihed with great impetuB upon the 
tran^uevra tliat was iu tliat part, and Bpeedily put to flight 
thofle that were in it, reinainUig in posseasion of the trunqueira, 
which ^ in a very abort, apace of i^me they entirely diimantledp 
hecatiae they carried with them for that purpoae inany 
hate beta; and with the greater part of the timber they 
returned in perfect safety. 

Diogo da Silva was in atnibush at the Quarry 

fiiU with hia itUkinriTu^ without making any move all thia 
time; and at the cries from the im many of the 

enemy haBtcned to the succour, and arrived just at the time 
that OUT people had retiredt wherefore they deployed along 
the foot of the Quany^ hill until they came to plEMX> tliemaelvea 
in our entrenchments. Dingo da Silva moddiar, who wee 
now at their rear, rushing out' of the aiubuscado with loud 
cries, feU upon the enemy bo suddenly, that they first know 
of hia presence by the corpses that they saw ^ and they soon 
killed many, and cut off the heads of four, elevatiog one 
upon a spear^ because it was the head of a welh known modefiur 
of theirs. With this sudden onslaught the enemy were put 
to the rout, and our people returned in safety^ 

Tlieac two affairs took place in sight of Rajii, who stormed 
with paasioDp and told his ptNDple to go and bring him the 
head of that Moor, for so he called Diogo da Silva", who 
was soon recogni^^, and was much feared by all. His 
people seeing Inm ao enraged., a body of them, more from 
shame than willingly, descended to the plain with flretock 
shots and flights of arrows after our people who were retiring : 
and as they were in the open, and the day was now elmr, 
the artillery of the fortress made very fair play amongst 
them, whereby many, were left stretched there. In order 
to detain them longer, Joao Correa, whilat the artiUery was 
being reloaded, ordered a oompan^ of soldieni to go out 
by the gate of Sao * *loao to engage them from a distance and

hand-tO'batid coatLict, and thono £!nau€>d a very at-iff battlo^ 
in which out people wTought geeat havoc auLong the enemy. 
And the matter wmt iti such faabion that Rajii beat the 
retreat^ and contended with his men, and ineuJted them, 
and put them to ehame, telling them that the Moor did 
more than ail of them together; and bo giwt was his paaaion^ 
that he commanded to issue proclamation? throughout the 
whole army that on the person who in that war brought 
him the head of the Moor Ihogo da Silva he would confer 
honours mid favours above all Wtowod on tboae who in that 
expedition performed famous feats. And in order to com^ 
pensato himself for that loss,, he commanded to make the 
drst^ assault very soon with all his foioea^ thinking that by 
it he would conclude that business; and he ordered to K 
prepared for that purpose tlie things nec^sai^% and dividing 
amongst his and artiches the poets and bastions 

that each one had to attack^ ao that they should not cmbftrrass 
one another p whcreujwn they ah got ready with whate%'et 
seemad to them necessary for that purpose, and he also 
served out to the army mujutions of war and matvriuk 
prepared for the assaults 

The captain Jooo Cbirea was soon infurmed by spies of 
all that was being arranged, and of how they had determined 
to attack by night r wherefore he at once ordered to get 
ready eveiything necessary for the defence, and to provide 
the pasta and twtiona with powder and munitions and other 
military requisites, so that all might have everything at hand 
at that time; and because that part near the lake that was 
drained, at which he had placed Femao de niello, was wmk, 
lie distributed amongst the meet neceBsitous parts the eoldjerfl 
on duty on the couater'rounds^ and charged upon them the 
guard and defence of that part. Tlic captains of the bastions 
ordered many pointed stakes to be prepared, and planted 
them around the walls, and hong out a fine array of flags. 
Domingos ^farquas, captain of the haation of Sao Miguel, 
as soon as it was night placed around it many eieesets, and 
Pero Toecano did the same on his bastion of Sao Oonsaln, 
who, on account of ite being very low, watuhad with all his 
soldiers outside, ^ut and entering by the embrasures^ 

in order, when the assault should take place, to prevent 
them from coming to it with laddera^ and the Bamc pre¬ 
parations were made alt rouiid tlio fortress, everyone getting 
ready in advance whatever was necessary, since luja 
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went »piriEUii|^ out the time in order In be able to lia\re eirer>'- 
tbing very well done. And the best and moat ]iU|inrtaDt 
pre^iaratioxis that tb^ CflptAin ordered for the defence of 
that city were njawes, orisona, litaniesi, and ether prayer??, 
in order to propitiate the moat high God and the gbHoufi 
Virgin hiB mother^

Rftju aeiected for making the Bret aaaault the day moat 
Ruitable for the Portuguoise that could be, which was that 
of Out Lady of the Snows, which falls on the 4th of August^ 
on which she was accustomed to satisfy t)se whole world with 
her favours and gift#, and on which all {^iristians are bo devout- 
And the watch l^fore daybreak having passed, Raju hegau to 
march nut of his encampnients in the foLLowing oider i—In 
front he sent many elephants of war divided into three bodies 
and in charge of three moddiarf* *, which were to attack the 
bastions of Sad Miguel, Sad (xonsalo’*, and Sad Francisco* ; 
behind the elephanta the spearmen, and then the targe-bearers^ 
and beliind these the bowmen, and behind all the whole of 
the musketry ; and on the lake* in part^ that still coiitmned 
water^ he placed many ™ki/>unc^, which are small boati, moored 
one to another, forming a large laden with men. 

In this order Raju began to move by the f>oint of the 
island towards the lake, he himself remaining at the point, 
and commancied the captains to attack the bafltiona that were 
allotted to them : which each did in such ailence, that if our 
people had not kept snob a strict watch it may well be that 
they had not noticed them except in the bastion, the night 
being very dark ; for those that were watebing saw a sort of 
black mass like a very dark aud tiiick cloud, which came

the mittcheu in sueb number that it looted like Bome great 
flight of thcee little insects that ahine at night; and beat ing to 
afmfi they all stood with theire in their hands, and Joao 
Correa de Brito hastened and made the round of ail the 
bastion^ and posts, and found all already on the alert and fuLI 
of spirit in expectation of the enemy. Having reached the 
baations they ^gan the assault with that confused multitude, 
acoorc^g to the custom of all the Moore and heat hens of 
this East, which ib not to flght in regular aquadronii and 
distinct ranks, nor to the sound of concerted drums and 
fifes, but with that barbarous multitude, who can move 
better to the Bound of certain confused beats of certaiii melan¬ 
choly and sad kettledrun^s that they use : so these with 
that barbarous detennination arrived at the three bastions of 
Sao Miguel, Sao Gons&lo, and Suu Francisco, agaiiu^t which 
they straightway set up many ladders, by which they began 
to climb, and below more than two thousand quarry men, 
who had been brought for that purpose^ set to work to under¬ 
mine and breach the wall with great noiso+ 

"]Our men, as soon as they perceived the enemy at the foot 
of the baetious^ discharged upon them the storm of artlUery 
and Jmrquebuseiy, whereby many remained on the field 
without parts of their bodies, and others flew through the air m 
piecea^ and to those that were attempting the ascent they 
soon showed by the blows that they gave them and by the 
tilings that they hurled upon them that that city was not to 
cost them as cheap m they thought. Peru Toscano, captain 
of the bastion of SantiagoS who was accustomed to watch 
outside^ received that barbaroue encounter with much valour 
and spirit, causing groat havoc among the enemy, because 
they went uiiexpectant of fijiding any impcdlmeiit outside, 
nor indeed tiiLnl^g that those that were uiside could await 
their onrush : but just as deceived tliemselveii m their 
opinion, so they paid weU tor their arrogance^ because the 
boldest that came near soon felt in tlieir fl^h how different 
was the purpuae of our men. 

The battle being joLncdj there pn^ntly began throughont 
the city a great hubbub of women^ children, and uthej unices 
persons, who went about the streets begging for meicy: and 
thus all that was heard inside aud outside was cries ^ vocifaro^ 
tions^ and the clashing of arms, by all which was orcated a 
eonfusion. The captain acuompanied by the monks went tlie 
round of all the bastions^ stopping a little in each one, seeing 
and providing all that was necessrry, and encouraging all, and

in, which he did In very good order through the embrasurffii; 
and some entering by thejn+ and others fighting Without 
retiring^ and in the embrasurea he left two veUaut aoldleiap 
eaoh with his haLf-plke, and others witli firedances and 
some matchlocks, and he with the rest of the eoldiers went 
up on to the baHtian, whcTO he put himself on the defensive, 
fighting with much valour, because it was attacked by the 
greatest body of troops and tlie largest force of elephants, 
which on arriving at the wall strove to reach with their trunb« 
the edges of the rnud-walls in order to pull them down ; 
but OUT men so annoyed them that they made them turn 
back with loud tmmpwtingB and roars. 

At that pari which the elephants were trying to reach 
were the arachc^ Manoel (^nsalves and Tanavira, who had a 
ver^- difdcult task, on account of the w'sils’ being very tow 
t}ir>re, a part welhknowii to the enemy ^ and which they 
purposely came to, and they pressed the attack so hercely 
there that the la^cann^^ being unable to endure tliat Lmpetns, 
abandoned the whole and fietl, leaving ahme the two ar^icAes, 
who pc^rfonned marvellous foate of arms. At the time that 
the fied from tho po^t there came to it the fattier 

Pern Dias, cleiic : and finding tlieni in that terror animated 
and emboldened them, and niado them go up, saying that 
the captain was just coiuLug with succour, and he remained 
with them in that part, where the arar/tejt porforiued very 
great deeds of valour, and he helped them and animated them, 
making the IwsaariitB fight, and from there dispatched a 
niCHsage to the captain of the peril in w^Jiich that part waa, 
who Tfituriied to it, and finding the m diflcouraged, 

lie put himselE amongst them, and began to fight vecy 
couragoouGly, emlmldenintf all, and ma^ng much of the 
deeds of the two nroe^es, who had done marveUoinf things, 
whereby all galm^d fresh courage, and began tc renew their 
-■ftt<^kes, hurUiig upon the enemy inafit^ jnrts of powder, with 
which they set many on fire and made the elepbanU stop. 

The nunour of the peril m which tlnd part was reached 
there; and Pern Ftaiiciiico, capiaiu of one of the rounda^ 
ascending to tho platforms djstribuW his scldiora and 
/oAuirinj at the loopholes in the wall, wheuoe with their 
matchlocks they caused great destruetinn among the enemyj

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whereby wiiTJiy iwidiera gaining fresh courage were new not 
content to* fight under yheltor, but aetiide on the waMa thej' 
cust upon the enemy many deadly mLitiiles both ol iron and 
fire, with which they burnt a great part of the intone maHons 
who were undermining the wall, and made them get away 
in apite of thediselvea. But aa the multitude of the enemy 
was so great, and for all the large number that they killed 
the lo«a w^fls imperceptible amongst theniK uor did their 
captains have much concern over k, but hastened to that 
part', and doubled the uuuiber both of those fighting and of 
those tliAl liad to destroy the walls^ the w'hich they recom- 
iiieuced to do, and the otheita to cUiub up in order to get 
over the wall, upon which the havoc and cries began anew i 
and as the captain iiad now left, having gone off to view i he 
other parts^ aU would have been lost^ although the arxicht^ 
and the fatlior Peio Dias and other soldkerR and kjiigkte 
did tomerarions deeds^ if some had not come to help, w'ho 
hastened at the report that flew about of the strait in which 
that part was, and began to participate in its defence with 
great valour and euergy, all of them employing their weapons 
and hands to such purpose to the enemyhurt, who were 
cUmbing up the ladders, that no one a stroke or throw* 

a pot of powder in vain. And the captain Joa5 Gorroa once 
more hojatened to that part, because they had given him the 
alarm, ami presenting himself in front of all, and tiaininc 
hltnseif by Ins name, in order to encourage onr men lis well 
os to dishearten the enemy, he began to fight very resolutely, 
because the affair was very luMsardonSj and the enemy had 
thrown on the top of the wall much lire in order to drive out 
men away. But as in these dangere whal least concerafl the 
Portugu^ lovers of bononr Is the kind of death that, may 
be moat cmel, there forced their way to the front Fernao 
Dalvarea, Pero Gonsalves Cananor, and other valoious 
soldiorSp and in the mJdst of those finriies with their arras in 
their hands did evciy^thing that can be imagined to pre%*ent 
the entrance of the enemy, U|X>n which they had put forth 
all their strength. The captain here performed his office verj' 
well, for he fought continnourilyr and took part in the greatest 
dAtigertf. aiidal the stviue time provided for ihiug?^ that seemed 
to him necossaTy. 

At the bastion of Sab Gonsalo a similar ^issault was t?i- 
perieucedp bot'auHo all arenmd it was encircled by ladders 
full of enemies, and the ombrasutes of which tbo^e in that 
quarter made use wore at tacked with much determination : 
and upon those that were below^ for its defence fell the brunt 
of the attacks, because the arrows and the fire that entered 
by them was enough to f^et fire to the whole cily^ and so they 
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mads Qur meit r^tiiv withiii, burnt and aljiicwt bliiide<l by the 
aiDoka, because the worst danger Ln which they focnd 
thameelvee was ile deoRity, under cover of which the enemy 
were detennJiied to enter the embreeutee : but those InBid# 
even with those inipedimeuts defended them against them 
valoroualy, and they succeeded b cutting the speara of our 
men, wlio after having tiianjr times dipped these in the coarse 
blood of the enemy took to their sworda, and caused amongst 
them another new destrcction, and with them proved 
the strength of their valorous and valiant arms, which was 
aftarwards seen in the terrible gashes of those that were there, 
the combat ending in those that lay stretched at tlie foot 
of the embrasures. 

Those that were climbing up the ladders strove all they 
could to get to the top, witliout heeding those that fell dow n 
from close beside them cut to pieces, but the rather the 
number of those that aacended increasing, they threw on the 
top HO much fire that the bastion became a mass of Bame; 
and Dllr men drawing off a little’ outside, a soldier, Caspar 
Diaa by name, who that day had done great things, seeing 
the fire, and that m the baetioa was a quantity of powder, 
which they had there In case of necessity, seeing that if the 
fire reached it there w'ould be an end of everything*, deter¬ 
mined either tg die or to deUver aJl from that peril, and so 
seised a bed-cover and some mats, and with all tliese throw 
himself upon the flame, whereby he smothered it and got it 
under, and with the same readiness darted upon a jar of 
water that stood there, and poured the whole of it upon the 
fire, and entirely extinguished it, whereby those of the bastion 
™ro freer to defend themselves, returning to their posts, 
in which they did wondere. Of much value and help to our 
men were the many cressots that the captidn of that bastion 
had ordered to set aUght ail over it, which contuiued to hum 
as Jong as the com hat lasted, and the soldiers saw very well 
where it wae necessAiy to go to help: and this wns a moai 
important work, beeauso for very shame the burona# were 
forced to etay at the eidee, where they fought, which niaybo 
they would not liave done had it been dark, and they could 
hai-e sinnk aWay witliout being setrn, on account of the great 
strait in which they many times found themselvcu. 

pie enemy went oii with their persoverance, sin ring lt» 
enter both this bast ion and also at the sides by the wall thu(. 

at which were the arocAts Manoel GuiiBalves 
anu 1 ana vim: and although tlusy saw how well our people

their own^ they did nol de*i^t tmm tbv attempt ^ huL rather 
twrh time perwiv'ered the more, uainp; every expeditiit to 
eater it^ making the elephants by fereo of hlowa come up to 
the inud-w'alJe with their trunks raised m order to lay hold 
of them : hut our men wit Si many fire-lencefl made them 
rolireT didchargiiip amongst them a Large quant ity of hajque- 
buflory and jiots of powdEr, which was what our people made 
use of most, with wliich they set fire to the stononia&oiifl who 
came to undermine ilie walls \ and aa the elephants were 
very big. and were seen very well by our ^leople in the briglit 
light, tliey did not miss une shot, and so wunried tbeiu that 
they knew nut how to 4ict: Liocause their ccrrrtacoj^ who are 
those that manage them, giving them blow's and abusing thorn 
hy the title of cowards, and onr ^let^pJe worrying them and 
hurting thorn if they came near, they gave such loud trumpet- 
ings, that even with the city aLL round occu(pi€si in ite <!eJeiiffl. 
with cries in all ])arts, and with the clatter and clash of arms, 
and theboinbard-^shnte, ail of w'hkh made actprifusion u£ sounds, 
yet they did not fail to cause terror to everyono- 

jVnd at the stretch of wall that runs from the bastion of SaiV 
Gonsalo to that of Sfto Miguel were lighting Chtnapoh atsd 
Sebastia4> Hayad^ captains of certabi coDipanies* who vigor¬ 
ously defend^ that quarter, in whose comjwiy fought tlm 
Moors ^ natives of CSeiLad, of whom there would ba some forty 
villages, with as much courage and willingness as the Portu¬ 
guese themselveSr callhig out to the enemy who came near 
that they would make w^ith tlicir speam Ladders for them to 
ascend by. Tliese Moors, natives of Coltimbo, are a sort of 
mixtios of some that our people found there when that fortress 
was founded t who w ere allowed to remain thera* , and always 
served with much loyalty, ujK^n which they greatly pride them- 
^elvea, they being the only mvn In India hi wliom we never 
found deceit- 

Further tPii at the baatiun of Sau Migtiel fought .Viituiiio 
LHas da Loiuba lUid Antonio Louren^o, captains of the round, 
with the nieij under their orders h both of thciii knights in 
whom the captaiii had much conhdence. Fernao de Mello, 
who was the finst that arrived in relief*, leaving tiic fiijldJers 
in his quarter, with some that he picked out, went round viait- 
hig the purts where there was moat danger, assisting them 
aud helping t hem ha every way; and coming to the bastion of

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&ao Miguel, having b^ji told that it waa in straits, aud seeing 
the energy with which ftoTning^ Marquea^ who itB 
captain, was fightings ai«kcd him If he had need of anyone or 
of anything, and he replied no. He then passed on hy the 
Btretch of wail to the bastion of Concei^ao, the captain of 
which waa Antonio Pereira, whom he found veiy well* 
supplied with munitionH, Ida soldiem dghtiug in marvolloue 
order with much courage and energy. Con&idering him safe, 
he went on to the baation of Sao Pedro% of which Thome 
Pirra wBfl captain, which he found well fortified, and with him 
all his comrades full of courage, hgliting very vigorously, being 
hard beset Yty tlie onetny, it being Jess than a hundred paces 
to the opposite hank, amd the lake being there ijuite dry* 
at which part it was attacked verj' determinedly, the eneniy 
being many times repulsed with muoli loss : wherefore Hceing 
that he had nothing to do there he went round the other parte, 
at which ha always offered and tendered hia services in all the 
troubles that he found there. 

At the bastiori of Madre de Dens^ in whiub was Blstevao 
Correa, the enemy received the very greatest damagie: 
because being over against the part by wdOch the enemy had 
to go out to battle, the artlHery being levelled upon it. On 
their tiiaking theur appearance it gave them such a warm 
welcome T that before they knew' that tJiey were seen they felt 
the fury of their cannon-baJili!, by which many were toVn tu 
pieces^ and in the assault that they made on it w'ero greatlv 
undecciveclp ainoR they so prevented their ascent at the cost of 
others, that they now attempted it with less eonddciice. 

And aJtbougli at all parts the oactremity was greatj j,"et at 
the bastion of Sad Miguel it vm very great^ because on it w'crc 
concentrated the chief forcee of the enemy, with many ele¬ 
phants, many pots of powder and utlier appliances, atiiving to 
mount on the top : but being prevented from doing this with 
great courage ^ which tho captain Domingos Marques show'ed in 
all these troubles and dangers, aided by the master gunner of 
the fortress, named Fero Gonsalves, a man famous at hie 
business, wiiich he earned out with great ease and fortitude, 
making many and very aceurato shots, winch caused great 
carnage among the oncuty ; and at the greatest hoigiit of the 
danger the cjicmy being in the act of boarding, he ran to the 
wall defe^ing it valorously, Jeaiiiiig with balf his body out 
of the embfosuTtas in order to wound and kill those tW were 


'Hw prmted edition hue {proudJyJ, hu i«rror, HppfueotLy, 
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clunblng up, hurling uikiq them many pntjs of powder. which 
h<5 did many ttmett with euch dexterity th^t tho enemy could 
never wound him^ dKiirona as they were o£ avenging themselves 
on him lor the injury' they had received ; and the elephants 
tried to throw their trunks upon the piecee of artillery in order 
to drag them down ; but with fire-lMicsea they likewbe were 
repulsed. Antonio Diaa da Lomba, who was fighting on the 
flank of thb bastion, and who had charge of the powder and the 
pots, seeing the attack tliat was taking place on the bastion, 
and that the soldiers after their speare had broken off in the 
breasts of the enemiea haatenod to Itxsk for pote of powder, 
leaving their posts vacant, whereby the b^tioii ran risk, 
hastoned witli great promptitude, bringing baskete of theni, 
making them stay in their placest and he on hU part did 
nothing else but run to all of them and supply them with th^, 
because this was not mtrustod to anyone elsa^ for fear that 
through panic tiiere might happen to iiiin some disaster, 
whereby the bastbn might take lire, which would cause a 
total dratruction, aiid in this nuuiner he provided them ill 
very well, aud inunitiojii? were not lacking to those that asked 

for them. . 

This Stress lasted at all parte nearly an hour, during 
which they lost many men and the confidence with which 
they had arrivod, because each time they found our people 
more desperate i wheroforo they were forced to retire some 
twenty paces away: and as tliey were mauv^ and became 
more densely pack^, our lianiuebiwery' caused amount 
them such hivoe tliat it was dreodfuh Raju, wlm was on the 
point of the Island r on their bringing him word that his men 
had withdrawn discoinlited, when he hoped that it was fur 
him t* go and enter the city, was like to die of poasion : and 
sdihongh they told him of the great havoc tliat had bwn 
wrought among his people, with much angs^r he coiuma^^ 
his captains to ret urn with ail the rest of the force and att^k 
the poakioiis, Kivinjj tlie signal to all with five strokes 
that he ordered to be made on tlio kettlednims. wlucli 
k( what la done when it ie intended to risk tlio whole lorDe. 
Tlie iJio(te/ior€« riiflliv<l upon the baetione with smek iiuiiie,lur7, 
and confusion, that that barhatoue uproar tnight have put 
fear into anyoiio thul bod not already lost it, like our tneu. 
who were ot their poato to defend them us promptly ua if 
they >r«re uuilo free from trouble. Tliose of tho king’s guarf 
and others that were very vontutesouie, who had come m 
fiedi, arriving at the walk and hostiuns set up u great number 
of laddem, by which they began to ascend, naiiihig tbem^lvce, 
oa if OUT people knew them, not underetanding that the braver 
and more renowned they were, with all the more pleaunre and 
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would they defend their positionA and aet on the 
offeiwive against then,; bwau« now the «,pirit of every one 
i*f then, wnni-outented only with greater dangeis. 

Where tiiey attacked moat and contended a-ith most vigour 
w« at the h^tinn of Sao Gonflalo, the first that attempted 
to enter it being thossc of the kiftg’e guard, who came arinefl 
mth breaHtpktee, eoate of mail, headpiecea and morrioiift, 
and With many Iwu-hauded sworda, with which they cleft 
many speara of those on the bastion, who firet with these 
Hirew down many of their men. thrust throggj, and through* 
The stonemasons returned to their work, and went under* 
mining the wall, and the elephants witli their trunks groped 
on the top of the positions, striving to gel at tlie artilierv in 
wder to pull it down : but as it was k^uled with its cartridges, 
being data haranl auKiugat tlieiii it caused great destnieiion. 
J«)d the olepliahtK witlt the pain of the wipunds and tfie rever* 
Ix'mtton of the artiller>' wheeled back, and trarnpled upon 
a great number of their men, upon whom there showered from 
fu Ptk ^ tiling thrown by our people to hurt ihem, 

that the wfrnle plain below was strewn with mutilated corpses, 
whifl, foriued a great impediment to the living. Some of the 
most noted Chingalas, who wished to giun great lionourH in 
the imrsence of Raju, tried hard to plant some bannera that 
ttiey bore on the summit of the hsstioii of Sao Gonaalo which 
oiir men prevented ao much to their cost that iu a confused 
heap with these they went whirling down bclow' cut to pieces ■ 
hut as here was ttie greatest strength of Rajd's force, and 

most picked and fiercest, our men found themrelveii in verv 
great straits. 

At that tijtie came the captain, and seemg that baation in 

great danger remained tliere, and sent to Bgmjcnon Thoin^ 
tie bousa de Arronchea, who^ although untiJ now we have not 
‘Token of him. it is not that he wm idle, but rather eqviaUy 
will, the captain ho went about contitiuajjy jiroviding and 
reinforcing the most nece.ssitous parts, there having been 
coiiimittcd to him all that part from his bastion' as far 
«tt that of yfadre do l>eu&, because the captain wisiied to 
discharge upon hiiu part of the responsibUities that he took 
upon bimreif ; and as bug ns the combat lasted, and in fact 
1110 wUoie siege, ho fulfilled the office not only of captain but 
^ of '^alunt soldier, and of very expert bombardier, himself 
aiming the tKiniliaids and discharging ttiem, ami arranging

Hawng been given the message of the captain Jio incharged 
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tho host ion to tlia nuxkNar l>iogo dn and taking »oni^ 

oomimnionfl with liim went and took hist plaea in the hikation 
of Rftfi fionstiilin, whf^m the roiifiiRion was rery great , and there 
in a pMition in front performed deedfl of great morit and of 
much harm bo the enemy. 

T}ie captain fleeing him them hastened to the other parts 
in order to see everything with liin own eyes, and came to the 
bastion of Sad Miguel, which was also surrounded \iy a fresli 
iHMiy of enemies, who with great enuilation strove as to who 
should foe rlie first to reach the top. This ivssauLt was veiy" 
rigorous, and daring it tViere took place many things, which 
eojinot ^ie particularisedj since to any one of our men a special 
oiiapter might be devot^ : l>e<;auiie he that did Least- did all 
that could be expected from a vaioroun soul and of a tireless 
spirit: and thus all did so maeli^ that with the death of the 
greater part of the enerti^' they made tliem retire, there having 
been an much more time In wliich they fought aa there had 
been in the first assault. 

Rajii, who every nioment hEid warning of wliut was [las^sing, 
on Jearfiing that such troops had been once more routed with 
much greater loss than at hret, liecame like mad, and 
commanded timt all sbould j>eriflh or they should capture 
Columbo for btnip and once more gave the signal for battlet at 
which they all returned the third t iniic w ith as much fear of Raja 
as of our people^ and SO they made orv^t* on all sides with such 
shoiita and alarms like men til at were going to offer themsclcos 
to death, which they soon found from uuch a variety of causes 
that hefom half-an-hour they retired at a aigiial that Haju 
^mmanded to makop on aceount of tfieir telluig bim that all 
was at an end. Just at thi^ time the moming dawned^ which 
was for our people oa great a joy as comes to those that in 
some storm tli ought themaeLv(M lo^t in the darkness of night, 
when the day breaks upon them clear and serene. 

The enemy having reilred, there still went after them an 
endlesB number of balls; which alL along ctit them up; and so 
in the whole of RajiVs arrayal there W'as a general lamentation 
for so great a ioes, the sorrow and sadness on one side ecjualling, 
though with a different sentiuientp the joy and gladne^ on 
the other^ because in our fort re^ all that day there wTrs very 
great festivities p wliicLi were noticed in the arrayal^ and which 
made their sorrow all tlie greater, since thus do things go in 
the world, tliat the saTiie tilings that give pleasure to some 
cause the loss of it to othcra: but tliat in which our |>oople 
showed the great^^t joy and trans[iOrt for the victory was in 
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tlie many tliAiikd imd praLiffl tkat th«y gftva to the mo^t 
)iij?h God and to hi* * mother the Yirgin of the Snows, on whose 
day they liad receiTed such a signal mercy^ those that could 
odaring to her gifts and pilgrimages. The captain hastened 
to inspect the wounded^ whom he ordered to he tended with 
great care.

The captain was very desiraua of knowing what waa taking 
place in Baju^s camp since Lhia combat and the number of 
dead, wherefora he sent out his spieSr who brought him the 
bead of a la^carim, and a cor?iaca alive^ a'ho was unable to 
give information about anything^ At the Aame oonjunoture 
there fied to the fortreaa three Cbinamcn who Juvd b^n cap- 
tivo&+ who were wrecked in a ship, in which the father Pero 
Dina was also cojtiing^ wliich ran asbore, and the father and 
some othoia saved iliemselves in ilie bont^ and tba rest were 
made captives on land^ Tliesc likewise were unable to 
give the information that the captain desired ; bat after¬ 
wards there came other ^pim, who were able to give full 
particularsp and aOinuod that Eaju liod lost four hundred 
meup the very pick of the army, among whom wore many 
firaehcs and tlie modeiCaren of Tanavaca* and Cornagalo^^ 
and nioro tlian two thousand wounded; they had also had 
two olopliants killed and six wounded.

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Eajii, incflOAKjd at th^? reniiltr dfitfirmiiiijd to plaru till) cHy 
in fltich Htrait# and to weary onr people in such fa^^hion as to 
reduce them to dosiieratiorij and at qiloo in great hw&te com- 
mondod the tra?Ujwims to be carried on to quite cloae to 
the walls of the city, and at thoir angioA he caused to be 
erected some wooden bastions so high that they reached to 
the artillery of the bastions that looked towards that side, 
and procooded with some fillings In tlie place occupied by the 
lake\ and coinmandod to make a sunituoning of men through¬ 
out the whole isliind^ and to bring tnore materiftl, as he was 
determined to got close up to the vigils, in order that they 
might be able from their entrenchments to paae to them- 

The captain, who waa not neglectful of the matters of his 
duty, ordered the bAfltioii5 and other lutset noccs^y parts 
to be repaired ; and on that of Sad Miguelt it being lower, 
and the enemy having their e>'e upon it, he crdfiTcd to make 
a wooden story with the beams of thick palm-treoan and 
ordered the embrasure* to be filled in and Htopped isp^, be¬ 
cause they were occupied by s^jldiera of whom he had need 
above ^ and around the story that he Erected he made plat- 
Forms and parapets for our men to fight more under cover , 
and in the story ho placed somo falcons and bases in order to 
plav upon the Lsland that had been atjandonod, on w ^ch 
the onomv went on fortifying thoinsolvcs, iso that they might 
hinder them in that work ; and aa the hast Lon of Sao Gonwilo 
wae also vterv low, he rmsed the parapets, and filled it up in 
such manner thal now it was more defensible ; and from the 
bastion of Sancto Estevad iie far aa the watch-tower of Manoei 
Borges^ he ordered to be dug on the outer side a ditch lliree 
spans in width and two falhoiUH in depth, so that the ele¬ 
phants could not come near to the wall, wliicb was of mud. 

And because word of the succoum that he had sent to nek 
for tarried, ho diapalched^ one Bcrtolameu Rodrigue 

with letters to the viceroy ^ in which ho gave him news of tho 
combat, and sent him a plan of it, with tho whole army of 
tho onemv, and I he mode of his fortifications'^ so th^t hereby 
be might see tho need in which Columbo was. This man

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crotaed ov«r to Marinj- in a tone, finil thwncw to tho coast of

sLall Imvo Mm' to conlinuo with fionsalo Fi.rnandoa, who 
had loft betoro him, Tlio latter, after he liad given word 
at iManar of Mis aisgo. and had left Fernad do Jfelln nlodged 
to go m succollr^ croseod over to Xogapatad, where lie Kpread 
the nea* of the strait in which Columbo was, ujwn which 
one Diogo hornandes Peasoa, a nobleman oTid worthy knight, 
^ught a galUoi and paid tatmty.fojT soldior*; and filling 
tue ship i«Mt provieiomt and nuinitions. all with his own 
moTOy, quickly sot out in succour: and one Antonio do AKuiar 
no V^oncelloii, onvioiw of fiim. winoe mattcra of tliis nature 

liwnoiir. took a (la/cwiife*, and lingo- 
cifttod fiftwn soldiere, with whom he not out aoon after the 
other, and oven overtook Mm on the Fishery Coiist. And 
l»th putting out to uoa to crossover to OoltimlKi, there struck 
tfiem a storm so aovore, that they were like to have boon lost, 
whereby Antonio* Fomaiidos PewMia wob driven to Manor, 
the ship lietng lioaviar; but the aUtmuir, of ,\g,iiar went 
runnnig on; and the imldiors many times retiuosting Mm 
to run to land, whicli Iw did not wish to do, telling them that 
he had not set out in succour for the fortresa of the king to 
be stopped From reaching it hy any inrHMivenicrtoc: that he 
would there or die in the attempt; and that they could 
not aish for a more glorious death ora more lionourtd life* 
and so iio went passing Ihreugli that lompwt awash and 
submor^l many times, without being put in fear by tlie 
danger in which.he saw Mmself ao many times; and' God 
tavournig sucli noble thoughts, he riMudietl Coluinbo on the 
wme day that BortotaTnou Rodrigues loft. whic}i was the 
15th of August, the day of the glorious a8aumpti<m of our 
Ladj' the \irguj. The captain and a1] the people hastened 
to the snore to wdcotnfi tJaiJ? succour r becaivse it m v&ty 
natural in all siegw for them to tMnk that in everything that 
comes to them from without comes their salvation ; and 
Antonio de Aguiar dbsem harking, the captain took him and 
^lation^ him on a stretcli of wall that abuts on the bastion of 
^ Selwtiwj. it being a very perilous and hazardous place, 
the which he began to govern and to garrison and fortify

moantinie wore negligent ^ he detenoinod to ko«p them in plav 
with figmente^ and to make a allow ol not continuing the Biege: 
90 ho commanded to ahout to those on the bastion of San 
Sebastlao to toD the oaptaln on behalf of Rajd to send him 
there Jeronymo ^ Bayao, or some other person of rieapectabl]iit3% 
Ijecause be wished to disc use with him m Enters of import ance lo 
him the captain. The latter having received the message, and 
at once understanding his desigm;, ordered those on the bastion 
to tell him to d<bt hat for which he came, and to go forward with 
tiis works, and that if he wanted any help bi them he would give 
it to him ; and that it would be go^^ to fortify Jiimself well, as 
he would'be w^th him there very speedily: and so the matter 
stood, without any more being said. This was the same day 
on which Aguiar arrived, and on the next Haju ordered his 
troops out upon the field, and from opr fortiees there sallLed 
forth egainst them some who engaged them: and although they 
had a Bkirmisli that lasted a gof^ while, yet it w^as not sangui¬ 
nary': and aftet this manner there were others almost every di^y^ 

Rajb went carrying on hw tranq-otiTas until ho had plac^ 
liictiself thirty paces from the bastion of Sao Sebastiarip com- 
nianding the works to be carried still further forward : 
against w'hich the captain ordeted to go out the moddiar of 
Candea r>om Joao de Austria., cajitain of the native troops^, 
and the arache Pedro^ Afonso with his and some 

Port uguese with them, in order to go and dismantle that work. 
so that it might not be carried forward. This company 
sallied forth from the fortre^ in the daylight watch, and fell 
upon the work in dead silence, the Portuguese going in front, 
who attacked the fraTiqiuiira^i : end throwing into it many pots 
of powder, they enterid after them, and had with thosw that 
guarded it, who were many picktd men^ a great battle ; and 
whilst it lasted the occupied themselves m demolish¬ 

ing the tranqw^im by force, os they hud Ijcen ordered, and 
ethers in carrying the wcjod to the fortress, the Portuguese 
maintaining the battle inside the bast inn: and they fought so 
stub horn Ly that with the death of many they drove them all 
out : and having demolished the entirely, our 

people retired in perfect safety, having lost only one , although 
Home returned wounded, but al! the rest Indeu with arms and 
spoils of the eneiny, of whoai tliirty were kOIed^

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Th0]?e Bii^rmtized him&elf In ass&uJt a soldi^r^ Joseph 
Fernandes by nanie, who with a fire’lance was the foremost 
tlvat entered the iranqumra and made a way for the rest ; and 
after the lance waa exhausted ho attacked the eneuiy with hie 
arms p because ho was very atroo^; and when ho got hold of one 
ho threw him behind to hla comradea^ w^ho killed hiiUp and 
thus ho did to many. And whilst about this he received eight 
wounds, one of thun^ mortal; and having retired from therer 
after gcttii^ outside he niissed Ins hat and a handkoreliief 
with nine budgrooks* tied up in it, W'hich appears to have been 
hU w^holfi capital^ which be had left in the^mn^inip and 
wiBhed to return to seek it i but could not beeauaa he was 
atreaming with blood all over. This was a deed from which 
he should have been given for each hudgrook many cnizadoe ; 
but he waa left without these and without the budgrooks ; 
and il ho lived afterwards (which we do not know-}, perod- 
venture he may have died of hunger, and his name would 
never have bmn known; but it must be placed in this 
writing p and also aU the rest of this nature» albeit the 
favours of time should deny them the rew^ard of their merits. 
And poradventure that by the neglect of tioiue^ if a small 
deed of this sort had been performed by some relative or 
conneeiion, it would have been necessary to extol it with 
signal favours, which at last have an etornfd Bmit with life ; 
hut those who are thus forgotten and despised by the world, 
Ln which suoh famous deeds have become blotted out for lack 
of favours, these shall ncv^i^ be so in my writings without being 
given the limited reward, but a fame without oitdp and which 
will endure as long aa the world shall he. 

i\nd returniiig to our suhjoct, Itaju wa^s exceedingly iii- 
cvoeed at this success, and did not fail to seek for every method 
i*nd stratagem in ordt-r to obtain M'S re^^nge, and to see if he 
could not get the fortress into hie bauds ^ and coeunanded at 
once to excavate a mino from his tranqu^im to the bastion of 
Sfto SobastioD^ of the depth of a fathom ; and in carrying it 
forward they came upon two ponds of water tliat were on 
each side, whereforo he brought it out above the ground 
twenty paces from the baalion, where he built another /raw- 
^eiVa of wood very strong and with hllmge, the structure ol 
which was below the mictes^ on account of the artilloryp that 
it should do no barm to his fortress^.

So much hftdto did Balchior Noj^eira loako, wbo loft for 
ikfa with word of the siege 1, that In a. few daj-s he arriYod^ 
at the city of (’ochim, and gave tiio letters that he hore from 
Joao Correa to Ihim EstevaS de .\reiir'ses, captain of that 
fortress, and others to the attlermen, in which he begged 
them to suMOur him, because he was in the laat nslremily, 
and that this might be as speedily as possible, as the enemy 
had come with the whole power of the island of Ceiled againrt 
that fortreset, in which there were not tiiree iLinidred men^^. 
Seeing this neceasity, the oaptjiin mot. in chamber with the 
aidermen and principal inhabitants, wLo diseussod this 
matter : and as that city was accnstoiiied, witli groat leal 
for tlie scryice of the king, to help in flitnilar noods, without 
sparing oipenses or risks to their peisons, it was at once 
resolved to negotiate six ships filled with men and iiinnitions, 
the eKpoiifietJ of which wore to be met from the sum of one 
per cent which was sot aside for the works and fortification 
of that city*, aft it could be spent on nothing bettor or of more 
importance. And forthwith they commenced to set the 
ships afloat aud to pay the soldiers ; and as there had arrived 
at that port during that time Nuno AhTires Datoiiguia m a. 
gulliot that t’Anits frum Coulfto, where jt wintered by isomimind 
of the vicoroy, they latnastod to him thifl ejcpaditiozL, which 
htj accepted with much ple^Miire, and itiijned^tely began to 
embark, and in five dayis sailed^ across the bar with sue ehipa. 
In which he carried one hundi-ed and eighty hired tKildiere, 
and the bhips armed for three months with many niunitionit:

Raju so?Lng that the aiunmer bad begun, which wm the 
tiiue fof the ffuccourfl from without to begin to arrive, wished^ 
before thej c^me^ to try his hand ouce more and attack the 
fortreBas by sea and by Laod^ in order that the smaE force that 
it hod might be divided and the differeut parts and bfi^tions 
become weakened: and to this end he commanded his ariuada 
to he got ready and set afioat,^ and ordered Hoveral moddiar^g 
with their men to embark therein^ and gave them m^tructioris 
as to what they had to do. All being ready^ and the army 
prepared, on the 20th of August towards evening they 
unfurled m Rajd^s camp two Hags, one white and the uther red** 
and at once began confusedly to beat all the kettledrums 
and blow all the trumpets; and all these signals and each 
- by itself signified that the coming night would be a sad and 
perDous one for the liesieged, and that all the rest of the 
force waa about to deal with them. The captain spent that 
evening in going the round of all the bastlonE and poets, and 
in providing them with many munitioiui and arms, reminding 
all the captains of their duties, setting befoio them the havoc 
that so little before they liad caused among those enemiea; 
and that this time they must make them despair entirely 
o| that siege ; and bein^ advised of the armada that had been 
preparedp and that Ra|fi had determined to attack him by 
sea, he ordered Domingos de Agniar^ to embark in his little 
ship with some eoldiors« and did the same to Diogo de Mello 
da Cunha and Joao Fernandes the Bear^ess in two foists 
that were at the bar, with the men that he thought necessary, 
and sufficient sailors, providing them with munitions, in 
such manner that notldng remained to be done for them, 
there taking part with him m all these thinga all the monka 
of the city, who, as we have said, praying and Hghtiog were 
preaetit In the greatest dangers and needs, the prelates that 
night takimr upon themselves the res]>onsibility of the posts, 
Tlie father Frei Duarte Chonoca, comnueeary of the Minorites 
in those parte, tock under his oharge the side towards Mapano 
with a lay companion and some servants of the house with

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tliolf □lEhtclilocka and atcns; the father ¥tm Luia da Con« 
csel^aOj guardian^ and the father Ftel Manoel do Jetjua re- 
iDatQud free hi order to liaateD to alL parta to aasitit in spirit ual 
and bodily needs. At the gate' of Sau Lotnen^o was the 
father Francistro Vieira^ vicar of the ooimti7*+ with thirty* 
two matchlocks that he Eutistered from friends and kinsmen ; 
from the bastion of San Miguel to that of Sao Joao^ W'Viich 
was the most perUomi part« the father Pero Dias went to and 
fro with some companiona and slavee. 

All having been got ready^ they let themselvea remaui in 
Huch uiLenee that throughout the whole city nothing waa 
heard but the bell of the walchea; and in the watch befoih^ 
daylightT on the appearance of the moon, they heard a groat 
hnbbub in the enemy's quarters^ and immediately w^ere given 
the five strokes on the kettledrums^ the signal of attack, 
'whereupon there arodie throughout tbo whole army loud 
alarums and cries w'hich they call roguioda^, becati^ the 
most part of the heatheniB of India fight as much with the 
tongue aa with the hande^. The encmy^^fl armada^ which was 
quite ready, On hearing the signal began to put out from the 
river; and at Matual^ the Quarry^ Mapano> and Capelete 
appeared much people ^ and the armada came in gieat silence 
to attack a small bay that there is on the iron-bound coast 
at the back of Sad fVancisco^, w^here are the magazines ol 
munitions*; for as we have said there was there no wall 
save the rugged rocks and the waves that break upon them, 
because thoir mtention was to if they could disembark 
on the top of the rocks in order to set fire to the magazines.

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Thifl waH not don^ in Ruch flUence that it waa not p^i^eivE-d 
by the wdnien who were watching at the windows that over¬ 
looked that partj wlio gave auch loud criee that they were 
heard by the enemy ; upon which they bt thenii^elveH go, 
running paat the point of Sao Lquren^o, iiring off many 
hombard shots, which waa the signal that tliey had to mahe 
on arriving at that port, for tho^ of the army with the whole 
force to attack the posts in order to draw them off from tliat 
part, Tlio signal Iiaving been heard, rtU the artiUory w-aa 
discharged from tbeir positions^ which were very cloiia to 
ours, after which they aU attacked the fortress with many 
cries*, setting up against it many ladders, by adiich climbing 
up with great determination they sucoeoded in placing their 
liaadd On the battloments of the bastion : but as our jieople 
were alert to avenge themselves nf that affronts most of those 
that offered it paid for it with tkeir Uvee* falling burnt and 
out to pieces upon others that were attemptir^ the ascent, 
whom they carried with them^ m that at the foot of the 
l>aAtions and posts there was a salad^ of 1l%dng and dead 
and wounded, one ufam another, so tlmt they could nut he 
distinguished, because upon all fell so many pots of poiJi'der 
and fireworks^ that it presented an inlemal spectacle. 

Tlio fleet was now entering the bar. and the foists, a^hich 
were retvdy, went and got alongside of the sliips in order to 
aaeist each other ; and they welcomed the enemy with a salvo 
of arliUery so well bid out* that they mEtde them lose the 
pride with which thoy came^ out ting them up with the 
death of numy; and nevertheless^ os they were going at 
full speed, they wont mniilng on past tho part^ of Sao Lou- 
ren^o, where wab the vicar of the canntiy\ who with hJs barque- 
bnsory^ fustigated* and scathed thorn rl^t well ; and as the 
enemy wem already within the bank^, and so near that aU the 
shots both from the ship and foists as well as from the land took 
affect upon them much to their coat* they slowed down, and in 
the midst of falcon and matchlock shots made for the land, 
BO that in itself it waa a very hot battle ; and in all the msU, 
where ottr men fought with much valour and vigour, they heard 
the battle an the aeaaido, without knowing what it was.

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Tho captAin had provided for everything vnry raetbfKJicftlly; 
and although he considered the part on the bay secure, never¬ 
theless he lied swill messengers who brought him full parti- 
cuUrs ef wbat took place there. 

The enemy passed over on the top ol the dead and wounded 
to attack the bastions and posts, striving to get up to them, 
and from ah sides mining upon our people deluges of bullets 
and arrows, which they always overshot in order not to hurt 
their o^ni people, who wore attempting an entrance of the 
walls and ^stions, which were not idle, because with their 
artillery^ w'hich never ceaBod, they had caused a great de- 
fitmction in the army. Very wel! did the master gunner 
Pero Gonsalves fullil his ofBce this day, who, not staying 
in nn^^ part, w'enl the round of all the posts and levelled and 
aimed the most necessary pieces, and stirred up the hom^ 
bardiers \ and being in the bastion of San Sebaatloo aiming 
a piece« a baU struck biiii on one arm and broke it to pieces, 
which was a great loss! owing to tho permanent deficiency 
that it niode. 

As tho moon kept rising so it went on giving more light, 
hy means of which our people now could make out the W'hole 
fields and fought more at their will, and with less aiLxiety 
because thej^ saw the enemy very w^ell^ who with all their 
strength and spirit strove to enter the bastions^ in which the 
confusion was so great that Raju thought that his people 
were already in possession of them. His armada, which was 
fighting with ours in the bay, was fio fustigated by the artillery, 
that they could no longer endure it, being ehatterod, and 
with so many killed that now the light of the moon revealed 
them entirely^ so that our people could bestow* their ahotft 
better^ and making the signal to retiro, they did so mneh cut 
np and scathed- Those that were attackJr^ the poflU^ on 
hearing the signal from the armada to relire^ did so likewise, 
having hecn so ordered, and leavi^ the foot of the posts 
and bastions strewn with dead bodies^ which they could not 
can^ off in tho hurry. Of our people thorn wore some 
wounded, but not daj^geronaly. only the gunner, who died 
of tho bombard shot. Baju continued raging at his people* 
because he had been cortam that in that way the city could 
not escape hJm, layii^ the bbine on the annada for going 
out later than it had been ordered, and commanded to 
go on with the fortification m as to reach and come clos® to 
OUT wnlls. 

Tliifl attack having passed, presently, on the 23 rd of August, 
there arrived the armada of Xuno Alvnrefl Datouguia, who 
oroased that gulf with much trouble Emd personal risk, except 
the ship of Adriad Xunes, who not being able to endare

^ the post of the akaidc mdr^ which waji the quarier of 
Maptoo ; aajd the akaitk m6r went to the factory, keeping 
a g^tot manned with people of his In order to embark in 
it when necessary.

The nows of the aiegc of Coliiinbo spread along the whole 
f-uast of N^egapatao until it reached the city of Sad Tboni^, 
uixin wJiich many men wfio were lovere of honour were eager 
to go and auix?oiir it: and those that firat odered themselves in 
tlieir ^(liips w^cife Femau do Lima, knight of the order of 
Chnel, a ver^^ good soldier and a friend of Joad Conoa do 
Brito s. ^ i^lanoel Danioral, who had come there as captain 
of a gttUiot of Bengaia, Eo^igo Alvrca^ helf-hrother to Thom4 
de Soiiea de Arronches, w ith others and the best soldiers that 
t|ie 3 ^ could find ; and fair woatlier serving them, in a few d&y^

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About this timo^ f>r il tittle beforo tbeu^ mrivedt eomf 
volimteers offered thejriEwlyo# to Rajfl to bum the wat>cb- 
towom thitt etuod between the ba.stion2i of ^fodre do Douh 
and Sao OoubuIo, tboy being lower thsui any, which 
tbo extent that was guarded by ]MujioeI Mexia, who m ho 
was experienced in the country ^ and moreo'^or had hje 
apiofi, learnt of the dotormiimtion of the enomy; and taking 
some soldJem whom he eoleeted for the huainess, and with 
lus loiicarin^^ having given the captain an account of wliat 
had oecumed and what ho had determinod to do, ho went 
out through the ombrasuxetf, and pLaced himself in ambush 
to see if he couhl accomplish some worthy feat- Hus was 
in the moruingT when the enemy were coming in great 
silence to attack that part^ the whole army remaining 
under Eirms in order to hasten thither on their giving them 
the eSgusI that they were on the top of the watohdowerBr 
And in front came an oracAfij & very valiant nian, who in 
the past war of Manoel do Bmisa Coutinho had brought 
to Kajii twenty-nine heads of fascurina of Oolumbo^ a man 
well known and greatly feared, and hated by all; and coming 
upon tha ambush of Mexia» he sprang out upon him with 
a spear in his hands, and set upon him with euch speed, 
that he was only aware of him when he found btmsetf run 
right through. And at the same time that he ilutist the 
spear into him he soked him and lifted kirn up in his 
armSj and eamc to the enibrasuro which was near, and 
through it handed hitn to the foscanns that were inside, 
who looked at him^ and one of them named Marotob to 
whom he must have been very odious^ recogtiisdng him gave 
liLm a slash over the heart that cut him completeliy open^ 
and three took hie blood in his imiLdit and drank it to 
satiate the thirst of hatred that he had towards him. And 
our men who also were in Mexia^s company, Ukewiae closing 
with those that came with him^ put several to the rout, and 
the artillery of tha watch-towers at the signal was discharged 
upon them, and caused great destruction: in tine^ the re¬ 
mainder went retreating w^ell shamed and scathed ^ and our 
men victorious and contents 

Raju was so annoyed at these things that he knew not how 
to set himself to give council, seeking every means of injuring 
our people. even to commanding to cast poison into the well

watch kept* && much m, that those who oaiDB with that 
object , haviog been dotocted and given a good beating, left 
the poison and retreated; and La order to dispirit our 
people he gave every ni^t eignak for aeaaulte, whereby 
he made them remain all night with arms in their 
hands; HoveraL times eendlng some volunteers in 
in great alienee^ to cut the cables of the ship and to throw fire 
on to the boats; but every coutingertcy was so provided for. 
that all his designs were frustrated^ And some of hJ& people 
liaving oUered to go and fight our armada, he ordered his to bo 
got read 3 % which consisted of ten ships quite filled with picked 
men; and coming from the Matual side hi the height of 
midday^, and putting into land^ they made as if to disembark 
with their hannera, which they carried, unfurled- Thom^ de 
Sousa de ArroncheB. captain-major of that coast, who was in 
his galley, ordered the anchor to he weighed, and wont to 
attack them, there going also with him in a foist Francisco da 
Silva^ filcaidr widr, and Simao Botelho in another, there hseten' 
ing to the shore the captains of the ehips of the compan3'' of 
Xuno Alvtes Batouguia with their men in order to embark in 
theirs. Thome de Sousa, who went out against the enemy * 
discharged aniougst them a bow-piece^ and caught one in the 
iiind-cafilloHwhich completely shattered it with the rudder, 
and killed some of the oarsmen: the captain-major of the 
enemy set upon the galley and ran his prow right againfit it, 
and endeavoured to get men aboard it, upon whkh there 
ensued a fierce fight; but neveriholcsa our people so mauled 
them that they on their side had to cast off and retire. Thome 
do Sousa^ on account of some eandbanke^ that wero in front of 
him^ cast anclior^ and tho foists went following him; and 
getting in front of him they went athwart him in the channel 
through which they had to pass, heeause now behind them 
ca^ the sbipfiof Pero Eodrigues,Domingos Alvrea, and Simao 
Leitao, which were overhauling them rapidly and placing 
them Id the necessity of attempting the sandbank, which had 
iittle water : and grazing the top of U they got to the other

ftid&j because aU theb- ahipu ar^ of Fataxta boild^ and ro^niiv^ 
Little depth. Some of our people aseumed thia to be a niae of 
the aame Baju’^e^ because he thought from the courage of our 
men that going after bie people they would not allow them to 
Lien from theiUi and so s witJiout beiug afraid ul the flandbaTikt 
they would follow them on to by which he was certain that 
siome ship would be loatp which he w'ould greatly appreciate* 
although his whole amiada ahould peiiah : but our people 
preferred rather to see them retreat disgraced and eflcape to 
face Baju^ who was watcliing them, than capture any of their 
ships- Joad Correa de Brito, in order that this bold action 
should not be without reward, whilst they were still going in 
confusion on the sea, sent out the Fero Afonso with hii^ 

lajir^rim to go and dismantle a bridge that Raju had made on 
the road from Cota to Calapate^, which he did with great 
hre^nty. coming hach with some timber. All these things 
Rajfi felt much, and they vexed him greatly r for w'hcii he 
came against that fortress he did not think tliat our people 
would have the lioldnoss to appear outside Its walls, far |i^ 
make assaults upon theni so uiAny times in their ovmfro^wfkfims 
with so much loss to hia people. 

After this had taken place on the 7th o! this montJi of 
JSeptember^ Raju conunauded some araclte^ with a thousand 
men to be plac>e^ in ambush in Mapano in order to surprise Our 
(who are those tb&t waeb the clothes^) and get some 
iKWty from them ■ anci at daybreak our people, as they wore 
over wont, went out to reconnoitre the field ; and whilst going 
near the entrenchments and having almost fallen into the 
ambush, a cow' that was wandering on the plain took fright 
and came running towards our men : a usual thing with tbemt 
as soon aa they perceive people on the plain, beizig to fiee to 
the fortress ; and our menp understanding that the cow per¬ 
ceived people t halted. Those in the ambush thinking that 
they were discovered* seeing onr men so ncar^ rushed out upon

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tliem with great fury : IhMe In fmnt on fleeing them rallied to 
t}io banner of the Manool Pereim^ who was the mecon- 

aoitner that day^ and who waa with some lascarins some two 
buoyed pacet! from the hast ion; and seeing the enemy 
oomiiig djbperaedJy, he uet on, crying ** Santi^^fo and engaged 
tlieni in a very stiff battle^ This RkiTmiaii waa seen from the 
bastion by .^tonio Gueirciro, captain of it, who went out to 
him with bis menj and having joined Maaoci Pereira, they 
had with the enemy a brave spear-play, Ln which moreover 
they were assisted by Thom-^ Pires, captain of tho bastion of 
Sao Pe^o[* who dished out by the embrasnresr to aid themk 
and arrived at the time when our people were in a great strait 
Oil Roooimt of the numbers that reinforced the enemy i and 
fallii^ on them with great courage, they caused great havoc; 
and driving them from the field, they went on IdUing them 
as far aa close to ftajd’a tran^iicira^, wlieie they again turned 
upon our people with othera that had reinforced them, and 
there tooh place between them all a very hot battle ^ in which 
the captain on horseback^ hastened out to take parti ^d some 
csptalns with their companies^ ordering to beat the retreat, 
which OUT peopb did in very good order, leaving the field 
strewn with dead bodies^ and carrying off In token of victory 
several headSt without having on our side more harm than two 
lascarins slightly W'<^unded, 

The same day the captain sent tlie^ojw^ Manoel Pereira 
V? 1 Afonso, and the and Luii Gomes the 

jfuiBtto, and a nativ^e of India called the Moorkin^ with the 
men of their round to destroy the frungtictVo. that Rajfi had 
made twenty paces from the bastion of Sao SebaetiaOj aa it 
was not well to allow them a proximity so cloee, since be 
intended to go forward with another until he had got right up 
to the beat ion*, and ordered some captains with tbeir men 
to be ready in the field to help them. The araeheA having 
gone out, taking some barrels of tar and plenty of powder to 
throw into it, before they reached there were seen from tho 
direction of the island: and giving the signal with their 
and cries they went running from frnnwrtm to 
^n^iro But as the distance was one of only twenty paces 
to where the t^nquezra was, our mien, coming to it with great 
pl^ed on the outer side of it up against the 
timbers the barreb of tar and much powder, to which they set

and^ Oefoetieas^ that Immodiatety it ^gan to bla^o in all parts^ 
and BO gained tho nui^tery of it, that it was not posflihle for 
those inside to queoich It, who camo out Into the Bald and 
engaged our people in a groat fight. And as the aneniy were 
re inf oread they retired, leaving thirty of thorn dead, and 
without losing one; but an luck would have it, wliile Farnao 
do Lirna \V 2 S standing on the top of the cavalier of the bastion 
of Sao Schastiso watohing the fight, there came a random 
bullet and struck him in the jawu, from 'which he straightway 
fell dead, he Imvhig escaped so many times from very great 
dangers in many o^cursions in which be took part, both on 
sea and on laiidr in this and in other wars; and now Ijohind 
the walls and on the top of the highest ba^ition of all the bullet 
came to hit him, not one of those that were on the Held coming 
wounded at tho hands of the enemy : eucb are the judgments 
of God, of whom wo cannot ask a reason lor these things. Ffis 
death was much felt, ad ho was a very worthy knight, and 
the manner thereof did not fail to cause sstoniBbment to all. 

Thetnan^cim to whkh ihey set fire burnt four days^ being 
of very thick wood^; and of these and other assaults there 
were many and very frequent, in which our people always got 
tho better, which we pass over on account of being very 
triding; and so for a little we shall leave theae things, aa it is 
necessary' tO continue with others.

After Belchior Xogueirahad givonmCochini the news of the 
siege of Colombo he left for Goa", and gave the vicoroy ilio 
letters from Joao Coma de Brito, in which he nektod to him 
the diege and gave liiiii on account of tlie state in whkh those 
things were. The viceroy seeing that need at onco proceeded 
to the duckyard^t und commanded to launch a galley and six 
ships, and paid men, and ordered munitions to be uibarked, 
and chose for this expedition Bemardim de Carvaiho, and on

The ™CK>.V l>oni Duarte, seeing what the king commanded 
him on that matteH, cojisidored it in council with the ofiken^ 
of revenue; and the buaineas having been debated incon- 
voniciiees wore pointed out in the way of interforing with the ’ 
inibiM just then, the principal lieing. the sniall oopital that the 
kmg then had, and the need in which the slate was because of 
the aiegwof OeilaeandMalaca, by thesuccoureof which it was 
so indebted, that tlie viceroy was engaged in asking money of 
the peoples of fndia. and other things that we leave for a 
fut™ ec^oR. And the chief ensign replied to the king on 
that matter, that lie would be very happv to order in due 
seas^aii alteration in the affairs gf those fortre«ea, and that 
the i^euiptions should be placed to tlie account of his revenue 
for which he WM quite ready, because ho held him for a king 
w Catholic, and of such jnatice, that he would not douv it to 
him when he it of him : and those things remained 

for the pr^nt without interfering with them, because the 
Mceroy had reaptet for the chief ensign, who was a fidnlgo of 
merits, and was m the middle of his time of service. And as 
every day there came urgpRt measagfei from the siege of 
Cglumbo, the viceroy, desinug to have a resolution on tliese 
things. a^tabJed theoaptams in council, and read the lettem to 
them, and set forth the needs and straits in which that fortress

altercations on one side and another, they came to the cojicln- 
Bion that the statx had not^ to help in that bnsinesa, more capital 
than Ddqi Paul ^ had in Malaca, from whom they had no newB; 
that steps should be taken to defend the fortreBar since the 
men it had were enough for its safety, because with the anival 
of Bemardim de Carvalho there would be more than a 
thoiiaajid Portngaese ; that a captain should bo elected with 
the power that the state at tha^ time could give of itself, and 
that he should go to Columbo, and that the viceroy should 
writs to Dom Paulo to go with all his fleet to that fortress^ and 
that haying united his force with that which had gone and with 
that which was already there, it waa sufficient to give battle 
to the enemy and to drive him thence, as already they taad 
done in the past liege of Manoel de Souaa*. With this resolti- 
tion the viceroy wrote to T>om Paulo to be m expeditious as 
puatEible in leaching Columbo^ and that there he would hnd 
orders as to what he had to do, and dispatched the ships for 
Malacu, where he ordered provision to be made in many

Of hew Bernardim dr CorEui^ arrived tU Coliirnho : and of the

Bemardim de Carvalho having set out from Coa^ with his 
armada all together^ meeting with fair though boiaterous 
weather^ made auch haate, that in eleven days he reached 
ColumbOp which wa^ on the 15tb^ of this moafh of September 
□f which we are treating. The sight of this armada was to the 
enemy very dismaying, but to our people one of much joy and 
rejoicings they hastening to the ahore to welcome the new 
guestSj who presently djaembarked armed with many and 
good arms. The captain Joao Correa took theiu to Lodge

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tliem^ just as they came, in quaitem near the bastioii of Mapfre 
de Delia, In order from tkem at the oonuDaiid of their captain- 
major to hasten to help in all the affaiT^ ol mwt nec^ity. 
With this succour tiiOdie o£ the fortress became more assured, 
and the enemy more fearfiil^ because they well knew that the 
brave Portuguese would not suffer themselves to roniaLii 
hemmed in^ but would burst forth to their hurt . 

At this same time the eaptain was advised that Eaju was 
bringing forward the mine at the port tliat we have mentioned^ ^ 
which Jiod its exit aboveground, because of the poada of water, 
right at the bastion of Sao SebastiaG, in order to come and 
break in underneath it, the which had already come very near, 
and witli which it was net^esaary to deal: he tJierefore ordered 
to place some stakes iu the ditch at the part where the mine 
would have to break through untd tJiey reached the water 
which was near there, that as soon as the mine reached 
these they would be discovered by them, in order by means of 
the same ditch to deprive them of the filEug and* the earth 
that was above It^ which served them bs earthworks with which 
they intrenched themselves : and so, as they went forward 
with the mine, they carried forward tho earthworks, which 
were great. But as the captain did not kitow the height to 

which the mine reached, he ordered Antonio ______* and 

Antonio Dias, captains of lus round, to get into the ditch with 
the engineers and proceed digging below the mines, opening up 
the earth ; and he ordered the mnacAes Fero Afoneo and Manuel 
Pereira to go and bum a piece of bastion, of that which tliey 
had burnt, which Raju had strangthened anew, who witli their 
went and attacked it with great detemuuation, and 
set dne to it^ and made those m It take to flighty whereby our 
men who were In the ditch had time to discover the mine, 
which already penetrated below the ditch, and was coming 
bit by bit to issue at the bastion; and they found that the 
height of it iziside was tliat of a big man, and the breadth a 
fathom and a half, shored up above with thick timber, and at 
the Rides with broad plankings keep the mine from falling in, 
because Rajil did not aim at more than to convey his men 
protected from our artillery until they reached the bastion or 
the wall and undermined it, without their being able to 
prevent it, or knowing what they lutended ; and the earth 
that they dng out they threw up above, which served them

The enemy liad already arrived at the 
ditch with the mine, and were in paBseaaidn of it+ whereby the 
captaki feared much that they would undermine the baetion or 
sat hre to It, which he wished to prevent^ though he might have 
to run gneat risk i wherefore he sent the men of liLs round into 
the ditch to attack the mine with many hre-Lanees and pot« 
of powder, aitd workmen to destroy it, and ordered to go out 
Into the Held a body of troops and the arach&s with their 
icutcartns supported by our men, in order to assault the tran- 
^ucim where the opening of the mine hod been begun, all 
lemaming under arms to auccour them should this be ueceesary. 
Those that had to attack the iiiine from the direction of the 
ditch an hour before sunset entered it with hre-Lancetig with 
which they cleared a way, tlirowing on the enemy many pots 
of powder, which burnt them, and thus they had a fine fight 
inside which lasted a good w hile. Those that went to attack 
in the other directinn fell upon the enemy suddenly, and 
killed several, and by this means the others liad time to 
throw into the mouth of the mine some peta of powder, 
whereby the enemy who were fighting in this other part of 
the ditch ^ith our men, thinking that an entrance had been 
made in the other direction, turned round to retreat^ and our 
men, after them kLLHng them at their plcasLire ; and bo great 
w«a the slaughter, that the mine was filled with their corpses, 
and thus the workmen had tinm to dismantle the mine and 
carry off the timber from it> Du ring this time there was pro¬ 
ceeding throughout the field carried on on both aides a perilous 
engagement of harf^uebusen", a fearful and horrible adair, be¬ 
cause almost the w hole force of tJie enemy was in action, and 
tbebastiomi did their duty, Wlehiiig forth thoir tbundenng 
dischai^'!. which caused great destruction among the one 
And It being now on hour after dark^ our men retired, having 
made a terrible havoc. 

Our men having returned advised the eaptain that at that

into the city by the nimes^ and that already they w^ere oeming 
wnoath t*iad ^bastiari.

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Som^ years thoi^ was lost on the cftaat of CbiJao a 

belongitig to one Diogo OoEiaalYos- , a PortugaeBe 
mariji who was carrying with him a young nephow, oaUed 
Cnstodio da Runda^p who were iiiirELt^atoly takon captive 
and brought to Rajrt j and m for the OuRl^io da Honda^ 
who was a vouHik Raju coiimiandjed hie ears to bus I'joFEd*, 
and that he bo taught the eustoms of the Chingalas. and kept 
him in hia house in his aerviee. And the youth growing up, 
and boeoniing a favourite of RajiVa, received from Kmi the 
favour of ransoinliig hii undo, which he did contraiy- to his 
religion and laws, who eame to GoLumbo^ where in all the past 
siogOH he served the king right well, doing great harm to Rajn. 
-Vnd boeauso in this siege lie bad done tnany actions of a vaJiant 
man tri> the hurt of his people, in order to be revenged on him ^ he 
commanded the nephew Cuatodio da Honda to 1^ conveyed to 
Adame Peak, and that he ahouid l>e taught the work of a 
huabandman, so tliat at no rime should he be abb to get out 
thence, nor the uncle have hopes of Roeirig him. (If tliia vouth 
one Miguel Ferreira Batacho^ who at the iTegiiuiing of the siege 
had escaped to gave an account^ np<.Hi which news the 
uucle laboured to see if there were any iiieana of getting him 
thence : and conversing with aomo spies, men of much esperi- 
once, and who knew' the country very well, regarding this 
matU^T. having made them his promises, the captain taking a 
^at Interest therem. he ^vo them stnitageniB that they were 
to use, namely, a forged letter in the iiaiiio of Rajiip"which 
commanded the men to whom Honda hod been Lntmstt'd that 
as soon m they saw it they were to give him forthwith to the 
Ijerson who presents it to them, cop 3 ing ths style and

peciiJiArities of hi^ whi^li he could v^ry well do^ be- 

cAii^ this tyrant waa so false wd uulufit^ that he never passed 
an ofuurd eealod with any senJ of his „ lu order afterwards to have 
an e?t;ou$e for not observing any^ when he wished i and with 
tluB letter Diogo Gons^ves gave hun one signed by bimaelf in 
his own writifig and on our paper to show to his nephew^ that 
he might know that they came by hia order. These men hav¬ 
ing set out arrived at Ceitavaca. where they ieamt the news 
that Raj 11 had coniinanded the murder of seventeen Portuguese 
ivhom he held captive^ and whom he trusted more than the 
Chingalas themselves^ because the escape of MigueJ FerreLm 
fiaracho to CoiumbOj, as we have aaid. whom he truBtod above 
everjono^ earaged him to such a degree that he wished to 
avenge it on as many Portuguofse aa he held captive^ com land¬ 
ing all of them to be put to death by blows ^ which to them is 
the most i^omlnioua death of all ^ as it La given only to traLtorSr 
And knowing that the youth was on Ad^'s Peak, they went 
thither^ and gave the letter of Rajii to those that liad charge 
of him, w^ho seeing in it that he commanded to at once deliver 
up that man complied with it, giving them sixty armed lasca- 
rijK to accompany him. And coming on their journey, l>emg 
now near to Geitavaca. the spies foiled that they had some¬ 
what to aay to Honda In i^retp telling the to with- 

draw, requiring this of them on liehaif of Raju, as they had a 
matter of urgencytocany out with that man, which Raju had 
ordered to be done beforo entering Ceitavaca, The ^aa^rina, 
believing that he must have ordered them to kill hinij as they 
had done to the Portuguese a few' days before^ withdrew* And 
the spiee botook themselves with Honda into the jungle ; be 
believing (for till then bo had known notliing* uor had they 
discover^ themselvea to him) that it was to k^ hkn, became 
terror-atrickon. The spies gave him an account of everything, 
showing him the letter signed by his unde, teUing him to 
oommend himself to the great God of the Christians, who 
could do w'hatever he wished, that he would favour them 
ID that affair, and deliver them all from the hands of 
Raju; and betaking themselves into the jungle, which 
they knew very weU, they took a very little frequented 
road for Coluinbo* making great haste tharein, concealing 
thon^lvea by day, and travelling by night, passing by tbiea 
tranqueiras (there being that number between Geitav^aca and 
Colombo') with very great risk and danger. And by the 
astuteness and management of the spies ^ at the end of twelve 
dayn^ in the third watch of the night, they reachiid Cblmnbo,

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and paa^ing through Rajii^a army they came to the gate of the 
oity; and having told the tidings to tfie gunrdfl* in the momiog 
they were brought in and taken to the captain^ acnid great 
rejoicing by tho uncle and a crowd of people who ha3toned to 
»Be them. The uncle spoke with Him , sjid safeguarded him m 
such fashion that he came to bimaelf; and like a man that 
has awakened ftom a troubled dream^ ftnding himself in a safe 
place, he gave many thanks to God^and from him tho captain 
leamt many thlngB : but not that he rev'eaied much^ since he. 
had been away from Rajii for some time back. 

And to continue ouce more with the alege, Raj seeing that 
they had deetroyi^ that mine of Ma* conuDand^ to continue 
with two other mouths, which came to strike Ijetwoen tho 
quarters of Antonio do Aguiar and the watch-tower of ^lanocl 
IfoTges, of which the captain also was advised ^ wit h out knowing 
at what part they w'ore going to break in, on account of which 
there wsa prevalent in the city a general fear^ and so public^ 
that tho captam and hdalgos whom it did not infect had 
more trouble in seeking to remove it than in defending tho 
fortress against Eajii, show^ing themselveB verj^ cheorlul and 
light-hearted in tins business: because the greater part cooing 
the littlo store that they eot on it thought that tho danger was 
not so great as they had conceived from the rumour that had 
spread through the city. The captain made it all hie care and 
exerted all his abiLlties to discover the direction that thoae 
minos must take, in order to seo if ho could remedy the evil 
ihat was feared from thoa^; but he could arrive at nothing, 
because on all sides they w ere entirely closed in, so that, not to 
speak of going outside the gates, thoy could not aim from the 
loopholes, but I hey were immediately struck by the enemy'e 
harquobusery, a thing that bad put them in ^at anxiety. 
Thonit do Sousa de ArToncliee, upon whom during the whole 
course of the tlnio there devolved, as w& have said, equal 
obligations, as captain-major of the fleet under hia chaii^, 
was in no wise uegligont, working', w^atchmg, coiinseUi^, 
arranging many very important matters, going the rpond of 
the poets and waUs with much diligence. And goiug one day 
along the wall that runs from the watch-tower of Manuel 
Borges to the bselioii of Bao Sebostiao, which was of mud, a 
part that they feared for most, on arriving at a place in which 
he desc-ried an aperture^ he saw’ a hole, of those that rsmatnod 
from the Limbers of the mud-wall, which It would seem that 
God had discovered to him for that purpose; and putting hifi

the mine oponing out of the earth at that part in order that 
they might come out by it into the ditch ; and having assurecl 
himself hebfoiight the captain thither very difiiemblmgly, and 
whcj^d it to him. On seeing that, he ordered stouemaBons 
to be ffunimoncd, without sayiiig what for, and ordered them to 
ombraetLro that ahould compHpood with the 
. middle of the niotith of the ditch, wltteh wjib not cut light 
threngh in order not to Ije aeen^ Iwiring a tMcknesa on the 
other side that, on strikmg it with the mouth of a c<imeUa 
tiijit they intended to place there^ would bireak open, the 
Bt-O^ feeing worked there at once for the embrasure. The 
hollow having been ewopated ^lith great speed, and ft mmella 
piacw therein loaded with its charge and hall and a cartouche 
of RTonea very weU prepared, on the fullowing day in the morn¬ 
ing the captain onderefl to send out some aroches with tlieir 
/ominTts to i^ovoke the enemy to come and attack them, 
w'hich they did; and w'hen they saw our men ouleide they 
covered tiie plaLoB and filled the mines, Tiiom6 de Sousap who 
was astride on the camello wfttching by tlie hole, ordered the 
piece to be laid by the bombardiers ; and as soon as he saw the 
enemy entangled and thought Ihe ditcli was full, had the 
run out as it w'as : and first striking ,a blow on the 
jRcing that had been left on the outer side^n and taldng aim 
at the mouth of the mine^ they set fire to it; and as it was near 
me cartouche and ball took it from otid to end. and went making 
all along ii snob Hlmkings of theeartli and siicli destructian. 
until it was quite oxhauBted, leaving tlie mines full of dead 
l^t^. The enemy retired, and gave Rajfi word of the iniury 
t lat been done, that we might not know liow much W'e 

liad demo to him^ nor people the great injury that they had 

rt^ivfld, that they mlglit not be di^ouragedi he commajided 
tlio mine to be broken up, and all the earth to be thrown 
o^r It that tho_v hjwl brought up for the entreochmenU, in 
o^r therewith to cover up the dii^struction and the multitude 
of corpses that were therein^ there being groat rejoicing on 
ow st^, :iad the enemy feeling it much, the affair increasing 
tn^ir bate and fiosire tu get a great satisfaction for it®.

Upon the amval at Goa of the new^ of the jeopardy of the 
fortroBfl of Cohimbo^ after BemardtiD do Carvalho had 
BOme volunleetn arranged to go mBuecoun and the firEt that 
left waa Antoido do Brito- in a galliot vrith soldier friendsp 
whom he sought out for that purpose, and he went pursuing 
biB jouniBy, to whom we shall rotum later on^. The viceroy 
caused ha^e to tie made with a ship that he had freighted to 
carry provisions to that fortr&SB*, in which he ordoied to bo 
embfirkod four hundred qaandis of rice, one hundred of wheal ^ 
five thousand five hundred -parddo^ in money ^ many munitions, 
trolls, powder* fire-pots^ and firedances, and aJl other warlike 
stores* and the captaincy of tins ship he gave to Felipe de 
CarvaliiQ de Vasconcelos, a fidalgo* who had been (r^anted those 
captaincies of voyages : and he accepted this one on account 
of ita being to the service of the Jang to go in succour to that 
fortress; and the viceroy gave him fifty soldiers, and made 
them set sail at the end of ^ptember ; and whilst he is on the 
wajr® weahalirtreat of the things that during this time occurred 
in Coiliio. 

Rajii, exasperated at the past aiicces4e4tn was socking every 
means of getting satiafoetion and of Lnjuring our people, oven 
to wishing to use poison snd charms for that purpose: wherefore 
he tiont out some Chmgalos, who were great sontorers, like run¬ 
aways, who came to Coin mho, and represented tbemseivos as 
greatly exasperated with and fearful of Eaju : and in some 
quest ions that the captain put to t hen^ they so contradicted 
theniselvefl, that he conifidcred them Huspicious, and ordered 
them to be put to the torture* in wliioh they confessed the 
truth, and were put to death and exfK:nted*: hud in this

ing' mcLdcnt which we ekall relsUs, in order to ahow the 
Htrength that the devil has pgi into worcb to djeceivo these 
accursed anee ; and the afTaLr was this. Whilst the oflSeens 
wore putting one of them to tho torture^ thero^ in the 
queetioningH one of tlioui ut ton'd certain worda^ which, must 
have been spoken bj the mouth of the devil, because no person 
imdefatood them ; and upon liia ulterin^,^ them at once four 
of those that were near by* began suddenlv to vomit with 
retchinga and* deatli^hke symptoma, the which lasted twenty- 
four hours; and when theiHs w-ero past they recoYered their 
sensoa. 

Of this Haju was also ififoruiedr wiieieat he waa oxtremelj' 
annoyed,fwflho had been certain that the captain would not he 
Abte to escape ; and these tilings were for him greater t ormenta 
and^ tortures than those to which they put his people : and 
m hiB rage he caoscd to be 4M5semblod in hia ixirte all the 
ships tbat he had. and comnmnded them to be armed and 

artillery' and men that lie had, mid 
littod put eighteen beaked ships, four and 

eigblwn large tmeSj and incharged tins expo^liUon to the 
mofffiiores in whom ho had moat confidence, ordering them to 
go and fight with the animda of the fortress, and endeavour to 
capture the galley. Tins armada appeared i/i tiight of the 
fortress on the 3th of tlio month of October, the day of the 
seraphic father St. Francis^ and came forth from the direction 
of Matiial divided into three Hqmvdrons- on the right^ came 
fix shijte and four cahmuieA, on the left the eighteen Ernies, and 
In the middle^ the captain-major with tw^ulve ships, the best 
and mosi fuUy fitted ; oud lUl thatw'as seen in tills armada was

laajiy Aoga th4it fluttfined in the bruoae. The captain of the 
fortress fc who had already boon advdsedof that nrEiad^p ordered 
TTiom^ ^ Som'^ de Arrorbchoa, oaptaio'major of the soa, to go 
out agaioat thoiii with the ehipai of hia command^ and with 
those of Bemardim do Cariraltio and Xu no AJvres X^Atoogoia^ 
whieli in oU would be iwelvuj aenung w'bicb was a ^Hiot, the 
captain of which was Francisco da Silvo, titcmd^ mdt of the 
fortress. In tlieso ships ouiharked all the relief soldiers with 
groat desire to eiicounter the enemy^ and in the galley with 
Tliome do Soiiaa many friends of ll£s^ and all in very good tirder 
put Out to sea agairuft tbeenecuyp who came to meet them : and 
on atriring at I he distance of a base shot they discbaiged 
their artiUory with aucli fury and uproar^ that a good space of 
time passed during which they could not see our lieet from the 
fortrasE, on account of its iM^Ing hidden by the densomsa of the 
smoke, A imI as t bey went to wanLt va^ch other at full speefl, I bey 
s<^n attacked one luiother ; and tile alcaide mdr Francisco da 
Silva was the tirst that grappled a largo ship which carried a 
cameUl*: Ln tbebow' aiid other small piocos, and had on board 
picked aoldifKrB and tliree eaptains,^—one of the bow+ 
another of the |ioop. and another* of tho coursy,—an arrange¬ 
ment thai all the rcHt had .; and having grappW one another 
there commciK-ed among them all a britsk Lntorchaiigo of tf|>car 
thrusta and cute and many pots of powder. Francisco da Silva 
displayed such energy, that by force be got with liis soldiers on 
to tile enemy'& galliot, and with sword and targe settled the 
aJfair^ thoiii lioing left of them not more than twelve alive* 
whom they hanged to tho yard. Like banners. AtTonao^ 
Fc^rreira da Silva grappled Another ship; and after driiig 
the first volley he nt oneo threw himflolf into it with his com- 
panionSp w^ho fought so valiantly, tliat they pot the whole of 
the eneiii3" to the edge of the sword, tlie other c^Aptoinii 
attacketl the shipK that they Vfvte able to get near to, with 
which they bad their differvneeSp at the end of whicIi the 
onoiiiy, cut up and vanc^tiiabcd, ungrappled and mode off. 
TJic captain-niajor in thr midst of the licet with the galley 
went alK^ut assisting thijso that were fighting, and for his part 
making havoc of all that he could come at: and thus the enemj*' 
turned about, hamod, wosrried, and muted, and went fleeiug 
across the top of those t^andbaiiks^ knowing that liaju would 
not pardon llupse that -wicaped; and yot tho}^ w'ould rather 
risk his anger than the blows of our people, w'ho gave over 
foUowing them so os not to ground on the aaudbstik^: sitd the 
captain-niajor for fear of them anchorod in order to collect

Of our pwople two of ihe Idscarins were killed, and twenty- 
throe wounded". 

Tlie galley, which had anchored at tJie sandbatik^ waa so 
near that it could no i getaway quickly + because the north-ea^t 
began to blow^ w^Mch they there call cacka^^ whicli is a cross 
wind, and on that cooet blows on most of tbe days^ which 
came dfi\ing down so fiercely that at once the began to 
Ti^e in sucli fasluori that tdl considered the gallev lost; and on 
ac^oount of being very close to the sandbank, as wc have saldj 
they did not dare to w'cigh nknjL'hor. lest they should he driven 
upo u it; and t he sam e was tho case with the shipa of Rodrigo 
AlvreSp brotherof Thoni^ de Sousa, and Sinioo Botelho, wliich 
amrhortKl near the galley, because all the rest remaiiked so fur 
off that they were able to return to Columba. And all night 
they remained anchored in that position at the mercy of God, 
because the weather became ever more tempestuous ; and its 
force was so greats that the cables could scarcely l>ear it, and 
each time they got nearer to the sandbanks, l>ecause the wind 
carried them forward. Tlie enemy stood waiting on land until 
they should lie driven ashoie, in order to capture them sU 
and get posaesaion of the slupfi with all the artillery, on which 
they al ready ret.'kOned ' but oin jieopk^coutJneiided, theniselvcB 
in their hearts toGijd, and laboured all they could, throwing 
out other grapnels^ and pai-iiiggreat heed to the cablf^. From 
the fortroHii could well l>e seen the trouble and danger in which 
aU w’cre^ and they coutfiderpd that God alone could deliver 
them, and so all w^esit aljcut the streets with their handa 
raised to heaven, begging it to succour them in that trouble. 
The monks spent oil the night in prayer and diaciplinee, 
commending that matter to God and tq oiir Lady, who appear 
to have heard their servantB^ aa in the greatest force of the 
storm the wind al>ated, and the sea frftcanie quiet and serene, 
wheneupoti the galley and the sliLps trK>k to their oars with 
great speed; and eo hard did they row, that in the space of 
iw'o hours they reached Col umbo ^ and were scarcely inside 
when the weikthcr becanto etormy again as l>efoni, and even 
more sti: in W'hioh the most higli God clearly showed that 
favour to bo hia own, and that he had not forsaken that city, 
because ils refuge wils in that amiada.

Rsiju wm gmatly 1 nc«U£ed at the defeat of hii pcM^ple ; an.d 
iiueh woA hiBTag€^, that he ordered theeaptaiiiA that hadearaped 
to ho hehoad^, and went on like a madman qv€t tlie ill 
that ho had hk\d in all his affairs, and did not give 
over »^ 1 dng rnelhoda and stratagems to injure the hirtresa, 
ovoti to having dtmlingis with a /o^rorttn. Joane t>j naitie^ well 
known tolilm^ and who was now there, to whom he aent peraona 
in aeorot to sound him with great promises; and thev oamc to 
an agreement with himp that on a certain day on w'bieh Rajii 
would give a sigrtal to him he should join with severai fnenda 
and set fire to the city, in order that wiiilat our iiooplo were 
ocoupied in extinguishing it they should assanlt the bastions 
.with the whole force, and tlius it wonld not escape him : and 
lieside^ tins he ordered a Cliristitui' Clilngalap Marcos by name, 
w'ho was a runaway thejnep to feign to return to the fortress for 
fear of Mm^ and in the city to east poison into al! the wells, 
w^hieh he gave Lijm so subtle and of such strength^ tlmt all 
those that drank of it would nut live more than six di^ 3 ^. 
This Mamoe having oome deeing to the fortress was captured 
some peons in Mapnno^ and at once be changed'colour in 
such fashion that he well nhowed that he had come with e\i 1 
intent : wherefore he waa questioned, and the poison being 
found upon him 5 he was taken to tho captain, who com¬ 
manded him to be put to the torturCp and during this he 
confessed his crimes and revealed tho doaUngs of Joanne* * wrtii 
Rajii, who Likewise confessed all, and they were executed*, 
Thencefonvard great caution was observed with regard to 
those that lied to the fortTess^ and they were ordered to he 
secured, because they did not know ivguimit whoo^ they had 
to guard

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peapie dared to him in any i^'ay : oI rtotlilng also did 

ha think but of how be wonJd avenge himself of suoh an 
afifront ; and tha doviJ, who in these mattaie is always ready, 
and is never wanting in new wiJes for evils, suggested to him 
one that, if it had taken affect^ would have placed that for¬ 
tress ill the kat extremity ; and it was this, 

.Raj6 knowing that the captain had sent to the coast of 
Negatmtad to tteek pro visions, and that thence Manar and 
Coluinbo were provided whenever it wa* neeesKn^% and that 
at all iMiiaaon.s provisions could come to them thence, dispatched 
men on an errand with oiotiey and letters to the and 

lords of tliat coast. in wMoh he persuaded them that since thcv 
were beathei^ Lke hiniBelfi thej' sliouJd wish to aid him in 
that war Sbgainst the Portuguese, and should come to his help 
for the honour of their idok ; and that at present he did not 
desire of I hem nifire than that they should not consent to any 
provisions' leaving their ports, and that aU that there was 
they should fcieU to him at a higher price than that for which 
the Portuguese liought them, and that for that purpose he 
sent tfKtru much money : and some of them agreed to those 
conditions and hound tliemsclves to sell him all the rice from 
their ports at a certain price, and others dissembled. Of this 
the capiaiii Joad Correa w'as soon adviaed aud thiu was a 
matter that caused him more aiueiety tlian all othetis, because in 
that w'ay they could reduce liim to desperation, fiince no human 
power could endure awar agoinsl famine ; but nevertheless he 
kept it secret, and so lioth in order not tq eaus^* fear to his men, 
and that liiose who had rice Kliould not keep it locked up in 
euch fashion that the poor wrcflehes would egmc to perish, 
he ordered to buy all that could he had by other hfinda, and 
buried it in the titorehousc^ in order to provide the people 
therewith until the provision sliip should arrive from India, 
for which they looked hourly, as they knew' that it had to 
leave by the end of Scptemlier at the latest". 

Kajii did not quiet down from the hate and rage in which 
he Whs. which wiis such, that aUhough seeing the great 
cnulivn tliAt oIxaTVi'd in llic forlwBU Tiitli t^and tfj fwgi- 
ti Vi'S, and til at all t Jiat Ins had Kent ndtli uere cuptuietl and 
tortured. not f'vep oti that owoujit did ho forbear to-MUd a 
t^oDB fiorfi'Tor who offered hituBelf to him t<j bewitch the 
artillorj' imd the captaina of the poata, Thus man also want 
to attenipt thi* buBjiu^he in tin- jjuino of a fu^ntive la^earim : 
nut a» the devil ia by iiHture the revealor of tint evils that he 
plaiirt, this man on raachinjE tfie fortrm inmiodiately at the

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iitwt queutiojiB became confused^ atid betniyed ibe prefieuce 
o! the poi»:>n in hii> bewom ; ctnd being put to the torture, ho 
aonfesBM everything ^ and showed tho apotbec thnt he capiried 
to efifeet hift pom!iw„ which was, a book of many figures of 
men^ ajiimals^ and trees, and Istteru after their maimer, in 
whieh were set down magic words, with which he summomhd 
the do^il to work wbat he doRii'od : and they also found on liiin 
a bundle in which he had the head and tail of o dried cobra 
do capo Ik, a piece of a viper, seven pieceB of harks of poison¬ 
ous trees, a lump- of confections, which on being pli\ced in 
tho fire threw out rays and made the air the colour of sulphur; 
certain grains of pepper, giugier, and saffron^ and other seeds, 
some peacock feathers, and some /erne's beads. All this 
was burntT and the sorcerer waa impaled^, without the 
devilk availing him ; beeatise as these are illicit and rnls^ 
chievous arts, they had no powor by means of their enchant- 
ments to deliver this sorcerer, and all the rest that made uec 
of them^ from dangers and risks ; because the devil after 
bringing them into these abandons them, as ho has no tarwer 
for more. 

The affair^ of Ceilad were la this etato. with groat caution in 
ever 3 '' direetioa^ there not ceasing to be many idantis and 
assaults^ in w^hich oiir people always basted the enemy well, 
w'hen on the 2^rd of October there arrived tho galliot of Antoniu 
de Brito, w'hich we left after it had set out from Ooa, who 
sailing with fair weather made landlaJl at the island of Ceilao ; 
and through the blowing of the strong he w'as flriven 

beyond the point ol Gale, and went right round it , making in 
RajiVaports On the Other coast some assaiiltsand prizes, both 
by sea and by land; and coming round to tho other side, he 
made Manar, where he found the ship of Adrioo Nuaes of the 
company of Xuno AlA-res Datoiiguia, w-hich as we have said 
was dri ven to land by the w eather* *, wim was ready to set out, 
and Manocl dc ^facedo in a rorarone* in which he had left the

opposite fiQBst m ord* *r to go to CVilao^ ith some conipEknions, 
who in company with Antonio do Biito reached the port of 
Tolumho, where tlicy were wartnly welcomed >y our people, 
and lodged at the most dangeroiid ponta. 

After this ejspcKlitioti the captain sent to att4tck RajiVa 
great tranqtif^ir^ Antorho Louren^o, FranciHoo fioines I^dtaAp 
Dom Jofti"? moddiar^f and the arfiches^ ^lanoel Pereira and Pero 
Afonso with their £cK™Wfta,w'hoone morning siiddeidyatUicked 
the first fort with many hre^Linces and pots of iMiwder, 
with which tiiey made a way to got ill. where they had a 
very poribiiu fight s wliich lasted for the si>ace of art liour and 
a hall, killing many of their people, and ihroe captains and 
two bombardieni, and then retired without more harm than 
idight woiinda. Tiiis being over, Franohjco Cbmes Leitao 
wont out with thirty soldiers j and oasatiltiog the miemy^s 
Lkastion, they entered it by foR-e of many Lance thrusts and 
cuts, and killed many of their men ; and ae the enemy went on 
being reinforced they retired without danger^ and on getting 
back to the fortress they went through an emhraaure one b)' 
one : and the last of ail, whom Fate would seem to have 
summoued for that hour^ after they were inside^ turned and 
went out again botauae tlie enemy had come near; and as 
Death sumiuoiiad him, lie said to his companiumf ^ 1 muat 

go out once again/' and he did so at the mo moat when they 
fired at him a muHket shot, of which he pre^jootly died- 
.And on AH Saints" Day* in another si^lly that oitr people niade^ 
the enemy swarmed on to the plain, and there l^gan to open 
from our posts a fine play of bombard shots and harquobuaery 
which mn^e vory go<Mi practice upin them, the whole plain 
b«ing coveted. 

The afiairn having {lassed, and many other nasaolts that our 
^xsople made upon them daily with loss to the enemy, there 
arrived at Colombo on the fth of November the ship in which 
Philippe de Carvallio had left with the pro vision*, and brought 
a galleon that liad set out from the Fiehory Laden with rtee. 
which she found on the opposite coast almoet lost, and went 
to her help, and assisted her continually, and brought her 
with her ae far as that port without leaving her, and in sight 
of the coast of Oelhu> they were both storm-stayed by the 
cac^o winrl, which beat clown upon them very fiercely* amd 
as it ia there a orosa-wind. at great risk they rode it out on 
their cables. This succour was to all as if sent from hooven»

that h& would not dbunibark that day, Wanso be waa that 
night exptiCiniLg an atlac^k from H;ij{ip and tbat ho would re-^ 
main guarding the with the met nf the ahipw, that the 
eneray’s armada ahouhl not come and attempt the veswelft and 
the sliip in which had come tho relief of that fortreaw. And 
becau>^ he wae adviaed that Raju waatodeLivoranaa^auli that 
night he prejiared to i^eivo him ; bnt he failed lo deliver it on 
account of ita mining heavily^ i and on the following night in 
the daybreak watch he cuuimandod to attempt the fortteea by 
aaaaoJtp which they did^ bearing in front more than fifty mant^ 
lets made of thick mats in ordir to reach the wall+ so that the 
stoneinaaonB, who were iiioro than a thotisand, might nnder- 
tiiLno the walla, and otlieni with lailders to attempt an entrance 
all round. Aa our people were on the alert, on nhaerving the 
enemy each one ttjok hia place with Ida arms, diacharging upon 
Chose below many pots of |K>wder, with wtiich they set fire to 
them ; and where the attempt waa made with greatest 
force wais at the baation nf Santo Antonio, the eaptain of 
whicli was Luia Ucirt-a, wheije the harciuebuiierv was 
heaTier and more ladders were set up; but oar men so 
burnt them mih fire and 9cathed=^ them with everything that 
came to their hand+ thal they made them quit the cantest. 
Berjmrdiui d- C^vaJho and the fidalgus nf hhi compaTi3'' and 
Alvres DatouguLa witli the captaiiw of his armada 
went to help at the parts that seemed In them moai in need, 
s^ouraging th^ that were fighting, and doing it themselves 
with much ripirit ; and the captain* who wae at the bastion of 
Madre de l>eus with the captaliu of the round sent from there 
to see and loam the needs that exietod anywhere, in order to 
provide for them. On the bAstlon of Sehastiao, the 
captain of which wa» Luis Correa da Silva, there was like¬ 
wise a great attack, and there wtsre foimd Vasco de Carvalho, 
HTho h^ omtiarked from Goa with Ikniardim do CarviUho] 
in which he fonght like a very goid soldier. .And on t he bastion 
of Sant« Estevao the labour waa great, and en the stretch of 
wall adjoining it, because there they experienced a greater 
weight o! the enemy, and these were undermining the w'aQ : 
wherefore they hastened with much fire, but it fell upt>n the 
mantelets, and did not Impede those beneath : the which

did so miichp that setting tlie stonemasons on fijre with it he 
[II Hide tiiem witiidraw and quit the wwk. Hie shouting and 
clamour and trumpetinge of the elephants were more alarmitig 
thau their arms, beoiiui^ in ail parts there was so much of 
tillsK that it might have caused fear to anyone wlio had not so 
lost It fts had oiif raen^ who knew how much more the Chioga- 
Las fight with the tongue than with the hands-; and ne^'orthe- 
l«w among the wocnen and the wretched folk it lit^pired a 
terror, as they thought that the city had been entered, and from 
the windows with criee and lamentations to heaven they 
begged the divine favour, which our men not lacking, they so 
harassed the enemy, tliat after many times atUcldng suddenly 
at all parts, and the elephants trying to puH down the 
mud walls^ and the Atonejuaseni to undermine them, until 
the day had fuliy dawned, they entirely gave over the 
assault, by going away w-cll Hcathed, leaving In their hniry 
all the tackling that they bad hrought for scaling the wails; 
because when it was day there were found at the foot of 
them many picks, alavangas, mattocks, and many mante¬ 
lets and laddem^ aU of which was hrought inside' And it 
was presumed that they had killed many of them: as 
those that remain, ahve are obliged to carry off the deatl, 
nothing was knowm amongst our people iiiore than what 
the Rpies said afterwards, whom in this matter and in 
others 1 hold as very suspect, because at times thev speak 
according to the wish of the captains, who doUght in 
magnifying ihelr affaire, chiefly in the certificates that they 
issue, in wldch there are always exact numbers, as if they 
had gone to count them. But nevertbelees Rajn lost many 
men, and lus people mueli credit with liim, and he his hopes of 
taking Columbo, which he understood well that he could not 
do by assaults, ainco he knew that hts people would never 
scale walls that Portuguese defended ; but he wished to wear 
out our people by alarms, even though at the cost of hk own 
men, because hie intention was to bring \m inlnm to some 
pari where \m^ migiit cause some hreiich, in order to enter by 
it to do them some harm.

Ail^r tlie de^rture of the galleoa of th* voyfl^e with the 
provinoriB, there arrived at Gm Bertolameii Rcxlrignes, wh^m 
the captain of Coltunbo liad sent n-ith another me^ge to the 
viceroy regarding the firat’ assault that Eaju delivered upon 
that fortreaa, of wMoh he brought a drawing, hi order that he 
might see the inD<ie of tlie enemy's fortlScatlon, and the force 
that ha had brought againat tiiat fortTefta^,- and do seeing that 
strength, tlie viceroy ordered to niahe re^y a galleon, electing 
as captain of that succour, which was to conalst of one himdred 
and fifty men, Joao Caiado do Ganiboa, who making haste 
with his embarkatiou set saU on the Tth of October, there 
embarking with liim many fidalgoa and cavaliers who wen^ 
lovers of honour^ of whom the names that wo have been able to 
leani are as follows : Dom Gliianes de Koronha and Dum Lean 
Ills brother, Doui Afonso HennqueSp Hiemriimo de Castro^ 
Pero Eotelho, J oao Sobriuj lO, Huy Vas Pinto, Dom Femanilo de 
Menesee ^ Simari> da Sil va, Cliristo va^V Eobol I n, Fau I Ld Pimen t a de 
BulhaOp>ratliiaadaFobaeoa,^[aiiDe| FereiradoLago, Domiiigns 
[jcitau Pereira, FaJtheaar de Freitas, and the same Bertliola- 
meu Rodrigues who came to beg for the euccDur : and taking 
ten thousand pard^io^ tn money, and the gaUeon laden with 
pro visions and munitions, they wenti pursuing their voyaged 
...... Tiiese galleys^ set sail an the 2Dth of this month of 

October, and the viceroy continued to busy himself in the 
matter oE ColumbOp because it was agreed in councilp as we 
have already said^. that a large annnda should be prepared, and 
that the captain'major who should go in it should wait m 
Oolumbo for Dom Paulo de Lima, who was to come from 
^falaca {as the nceroy had written to him in order that bot h 
together with the whole force, which was the largest that India 
possessed, should attack the enemy and dislodge him : and as 
now the weather would not allow of this heing |>ossibie before 
the end of January following*, he began to j)repara the things

Whilst occupied in getting ready the armada that he was to 
send to CeilaOj the viceroy received ne'w^ tliat to the coast of 
the north had passed aome Malavar ships intent on making 
prbs^; and bocatisc that coast was left to iteelf* * and every' day 
there came Portuguese shipa from all those fortreaaes, ho 
resolved that until the monsoon arrived in which Manuel do 
Sousa had to set out, which wae at the end of Janoaryp he 
Bboiild spend that time on that coast, whereupon ho continued: 
fulfilling the duty of the armada that he was to send to it* 
because the rest of the summer he had ordered Dom Ruy Gomes 
da Silva to get ready with some ships in Batalin in order to go 
about guardi^ the cafiios : mid so he ordered Manoel de Sousa 
and the captains who were nominated to go with him in succonv 
to CeilaOi and that he was to embark at once* whilst things 
were being got ready for the expeditiori, and that t hey should 
spend those two months on the coast of the north from Goa as 
far as Dabul. Tills armada sot out in the middle of November, 
and spent the time on that coast until January, in which thev 
returned in order to arrange for the expedition to Colurabo ; 
and as there happened nothing noteworthy/ we have thus 
related this Id sum. 

Retuniiug to Joao Caiado da Gamboa^, ho went piirsmng 
his voyage, and in a few days passed Cape Comorim, and on the

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other Bide met with winde coQtmry for being able to erow over 
to Colambo, It Iwing already late; and taking the opinion of the 
pilot and theahi^" officers, men of experience on that coast, 
aU agreed that it would be s great risk in that weather to 
attempt to croaa with the galleon ■ that a better plan would be 
for the men to disembark there and journey by land as far as 
Remanacor^ and thence cross over to Manor, where they 
would find abips to get to Cellar* *; and that in this, though 
there might be Bonie mote delay, was greater safety for anvone 
that was going to succour a fortress that was beeieged. Upon 
this resolution they disembarked at Tutocori ; and having had 
an interview with the fathers of the Company, under whoae 
administration in spiritual matters tlio wliole of that coast 
lies-,, they gave them the same counsel, offering to supply 
them with all the boats and sailors that they should need to 
get to Man&r. Upon thi* Joau Caiado got ready for tlie 
journey p and arranged to l<?ave the galleon with twenty soldiers 
In guards there being nows of some galliots of Malavaree ; but 
none of them wished to remain^ ^yiug that they were going in 
succour to the k^'s^ fortresSp and that tliey must reach'there. 
Joad CaLsdo seeing that it waa absolutely necessary for that 
galleon to remain there guarded, there being in her much 
artiUery and provisions^ won them over by means of fictions 
and fair w^ords, prevailing upon the in that it was alisolutely 
nocesaary for that E^leon to remain guarded^; that those that 
were drawn by lot should remain ; and in this he so managed 
matters that only those were drawn th^it he thought he could 
most do-without, and he appointed as captain Bertolameu 
Rodrigues : and he gave orders to the officers to go to Cos ; and 
having dmemharki^ all the money and nmnations that he 
couLdp they went marching by iand to Remanaeor, where the 
fathers were to have the bdsta for them to get to Maii&r, Thooe 
of the galleon were left disconsQlate and dkgusted ; and on the 
aMpk offieers' wkhlng to return to Goa, Bettolnmca Rodrigues 
and the soldiers^ came up and would not allow them to weigh 
the auchom, telling them that they must commend themselves 
to God; beeausOp even should they nin the risk of being lost, 
they Intended lo try to get to Coin mho to succour the king^s 
fortress, which was in nei^ j bef^uso in her were the pro visions 
and munitions that the viceroy had aent in succour of

favourabie weather, they forthwith crossed over to the other 
aider and on the next day came in sight of the opposite coaaM 
near to the river €lardiva* *. and along the shore with the wind 
further olf they went and anchored in Columbo to the jo 3 ^ of all, 
as they aniv^ Ijefor© Joan Caiado. Bertolameu Eodrigucs 
disembarked , and gave the captain an account of the expedi¬ 
tion of Joan Caiado,and said that he might be there any day, 
upon vrhich those in the fortress began to be of good cheer and 
to eat their fill of the food that had come in the galleon, the 
oaptam spreaduig the report that there wm coming in the 
keeping of Joa^ Caiado twenty' thousand crtitadoa^ ixjtli 
thereb}* to break the spirit of the enemy aa weU as to liearten 
the soldiers» who if they are paid and well fed do not feel the 
toils or fear the dangers of war, however great they may be. 

Joad Caiado, after reaclung Remanacor^ collected the 
that seemed to him iiecessar^' for tmnaportlng all 
that force of men and which lie did in a short time 

owing to the great aasistance that the fathers of the-Company 
liad prepared for him : and because he had reniained at the

the first succour sot out from Santo Thomfi, and liad been drivon 
aaliore there,, whore ho had bean until tbeo sustaining his 
soldieruj without having suitable weather for leaving; With 
all tills fleet Joac‘i Oaiado anchored at the bar of Columbo on 
the 4t}i of December ; and the large tA&mp&im iu anchoring, by 
fault of the pilot, went so near to the land tliat in turning she 
stnick thereon with her poop^ and went to pieces; and it 
pleased God that the greater part of the men escaped on land, 
and the rest were lost, it being a dark nigfit^: there were lost 
in her a thousand caTidts of lice^ eloths,^ butter^ and other 
things, which beside being a serioiLs losa for the owners, who 
were bringing everythiug for saie^ was one for that fortress, 
4 is with that it would have been well supplied with everything. 
But in spite of this that succour was much welcomed, owing to 
its being in cliarge of such a hdolgo and cavaber and consisting 
of so nuioli provision os that cafila brought. And as the 
weather served for the ship of the voy^^ to return to India, 
Phibpe de Carvalho, her captaii]., who till then had assisted In 
that fortresfi with aU hiB BoidierB, whom ha messed, and took 
pari in all the ongagenienta that occurred during that tUne, 
told Joad Correa to provide the ship with a captain, as be 
intended to remain In that fortress with aU his soLdLars as long 
as the siege Lasted, that for that reason he had accepted that 
voyage. Joad Correa was not wiUing to accept the compbment 
from hliu. and told him that it was necessaiy for him to 
return in the ship, both for the safety of the artUlery that was 
in her, and to iofomi the viceroy of the atate in which that 
fortress was ; and althougb he repeated hla request he would 
not consent to itp and made him embark and set sail on the 
15th of December, that fortress being now in a position not 
only to defend itself against Raju, but even to take the ofienaivo

And oa the slckncds waa new in that country 
and not known, nor had ever been seen by the nativea, the 
physicl&na made an anatomy on one of those bodies to hoc if 
they could undemtand the difleaae in order to cure it, because 
it was going on increaBing greatly^ and many were d3/ing ; and 
having viewed the intestinea* * they found the Uvers apostomated. 
and it wae oMnned that that proceeded from tho Jieat and 
humidity because of the great drought tliat prevailed ^ it not 
having rained the whole of that year-^ a thing the old 
people could not remember the lika^; and further to increase 
the dteense, the vaju of Choromandcl^ happened to discliarge 
so much water that it was a deluge : and by the heat that was 
in the liver with that hunddity of the earthy which was aoaked, 
the bodies came to aposlemate in that manner- And the 
disease being underato^^ they applied remedies of cold and 
dry tilings, Uke vinegar^ with which they mitigated it; and 
this Lack^, tSiey made use of a fruit which they call ^rww*, 
which has the same virtue^ and with some other herbs ; but as 
this also came to be exhaustedp there did not fail to die many ; 
but it pleased God that it waa wretched and misemblei folk^ 
and the disease lasted but a short time, lot it soon ceased.

with inuch water, as it rained every day : whereby they all 
became ad weakened, that had it not been for the courage and 
natnr^ diapoaition of Sinia^^ de Abreu* most of them would 
have perish^ on that jounvoy: for he belpd each one in hia 
troubles jtiflt as if he were not imdergorng them UhewiBe, 
strengthening them and encouraging them, and assisting them

Jo^] Correa de Brito, knowing that Raju waa cast down at 
tlio little that he had efleetod in that siege, and at the great 
damage that Jie had recei ved fiom our people, endesvonr^ to 
break Jus spirit altogether, and to dris'e liim to desperation by 
waging war upon tuna in aU liis ports ^ to wbiclt end hp ordered 
Thome de Sousa de Arronchea to go with she shipi and four 
foitcj beyond the point of Galle, and destroy the whole coast 
on the other sjdOp without leaving anything standing. The 
captai^ who accompamod him in the shipe were^ his brother 
Diogo^^ AlvTeSp l>iogo Gkmaalvea, ^Xigud Ferreira^ Baracbo^ 
Belchior^ Rebelo, and Andre Boteltio- In these ships W'ent 
one hundred and ten Portuguese, and in the tone.s sixty 
coriRs, and the captain of iheee was Diogo^ Pereira uracAc, 

Of this armada Ea|u was soon advised : and fearing that it 
would do him great liann in his ports, and also because in 
truth ho was weary of the war, ho sought to sound the captain

These dot were found and carried to Joau Correa, who did nr>t 
to see through the subterfuge of Baju, and in order tq 
humiliate liim did not reply to him to the purpose : affronted 
by which, ho determined to deliver a general assault upon tlie 
fortress, for wliich purpose he got ready his whole force, and 
ngwt everv expedient tliat he could, and on the lOth of January 
of tills y^r 158S, upon which by the divine favour we enter, 
in the daylight watcLri he appeared in great sileace ^foro our 
fortress, and completely surrounded it, having dirfded the 
baationa and posts amongst Ins moddiaris, who already knew 
the parts that thej' had to attack i and so at orw and the 
fniwit time they came and set up the taddera against them, 
because Raju's intention was to sec if his men could find some 
poet so unprepared that by it they could enter the fortiww. 
.4nd this was done with so little noise, that they were not 
perceived until they had already asceuded tbc l^dem, and 
the first part where they showed themaelTOS was the post of 
Joao Caiado on the baatiou of Santo Elsteva'*, and in the 
co« , wh etc was Dom Luis Mascarenhas. These awakening 
seked their anus, and hastened to the defence at the moment 
when the enemy liad just thrown inside some pots of powder ; 
a.nf1 well they paid for it, for these captamsharried them,and 
made many of them lose their lives, and tbc remainder their 
pride. In* the other parte where they also appeared they 
found our men already with their arms in their hands to 
impede them. The turmoil w-sa booh heard througliout the 
whole fortress, and the captain hastened to the bastion of 
Madre de Dens in order thence to provide for everything : 
and BemardiTii de Carvalho with his soldiers went hastening to 
tlie parts tiiat seemed to them most in need, and the same <Bd 
Nuno Alvres Datooguia; and in such manner did our men 
make the enemy exjierienoc tliat boldn^, tliat with a few 
bluw'B they tlirew them down from tiie ladders cut to pieces, and 
all 80 harried that they did not dare to attempt the oacent.

baatini:ta and pofita. Rajii waa greatly evasperated at tlufl, 
and detormin^ to batter the fort resa, and to knock down 
all the walls, for wliieh pnrpoBe he coiomaiided to he brought 
many pieces of bromte artillery and some that threw balls of cast 
iron of forty'four pounds weight ; and levelling them against 
the bsstioE^ of Gon^alo and Sad AGguelp ha commanoed 
to batter them for tliree days contmuoiisly^ without doing 
tuoia than knocking to piec^ tha roof of the bastion of Sad 
Gloa^alo. This uproar created fear in the miserable folk+ who 
kiad never seen another sueh earthquake. 

This last day of the battering was on the 1 5th of January, and 
until the 27th be made preparations for delivering another 
general aaeaultp into which he determined to put ail his 
strength ; and so on that day in the daylight watch he com¬ 
manded bo attempt^ the h^tions of GonaaLo and Sao 
Miguel from the direction of Mapano, and the reet from other 
dilutions. This onset was one of great determination^ and 
accompanied by sucll great reverberations^ shouts^ and 
screams of the olepbanta, that it seemed aa if the world were 
being dissolved. The captains of the on hearing the 

noise at once took their araa hi their hands and prepap^ to 
receive tiia enemy. Hie elephants cams to the walls of the 
bastion of Sao GonsalOp which wore of inndp and threw their 
trunks upon them to pull them down ; hut our people cast 
upon them so much fire that they rsadethem witlidraw. On 
the bastion of Sad Sebastiao the attack was greater p because 
it was taken in liaiid by the eaptain of the eflcij»/n or king's 
guard, will I all the troops under his command p who were 
picked men^ and with Rajii^s banners. Here the trouble was 
greats because our kzacanW on seeing near tbe bastion those 
banners and devices immediately lost heart and began to 
retire. At that moment there arrived there Xnno Alvres 
Ekatotiguia with his soldierfl ; and seeing the strait in which 
that bastion was, he threw liiniself into it and secured it, 
Fighting with great valour and cncouran^ng all to do the same. 
The captain of the fortresa had the captains of the rounds 
distributed throughout all parts m order to udviae Iutti of 
what liapjicued ; and for everything of which he tvaa ad^daed 
ke at once provided with much care. Bomardim de Carvalho 
and Joao Cniado de (xamboa with all the fidalgoa and captainB 
that Tvere with them assisted in their podiions those that held 
them, and the others wherever they thought there was the 
greatest need. In the bastion of Sad GonsalQ dghting went on 
very vigorously, hecauee upon it fell the weight of the enemy

which was Fanlo Pitiienta"^ there waa very great danger, 
because it was attacked by several modeliares with a large 
force; but they defended themselve* very valorously, ab 
though the ravelin was in great stnuts» and the report spread 
that the enemy had entered by it, upon which Dom Gdiaues 
de Noronlia hastened with his soldipis, and placad liim^lf 
above the gates^ becauae some elephanle w^ere there, placing 
their foreheads against them in order to force them in^ and 
with fire-lsnces our men burnt them and made them with¬ 
draw and turn upon their own people, whom they went tree¬ 
ing under with the pain of the fire. And not to particiilaiizc 
so many things, or to name in particular all tlie captains and 
soidieri that did heroic deeds, because ah did so much that 
there would be something to write of them. Wi^ shall pais 
over this, because the ^ory was everyone's, and all did so 
much that after tlip battle had lasted t wo hours they made 
the enemy withdraw disorganized, defeated ; and when the 
morning dawned, everywhere our people saw the whole plain 
strewn with dead hewfies^ and it was affirmed tliat nt^rly a 
thousand were those that fiemhed in the battle, besides the 
woundf^, who must have been many. The enemy having 
withdrawn, the captain ordered all the bastions to be decked 
with dags, and the artillery to be discharged, and the beOa 
Fling out in token of victory, because only one man was lost. 
With this Bajii was reduced to utter despair, and thought 
that the idols were offended with him; and presently when it 
dawned our people found inside the oity and on top of the 
houaea a great quantity of pots with the matolies alight, 
without their breaking when thrown bn the hard greund, 
the which was ascribed to a miracle : and Ixitli for this and 
for the victory ail gave maity thanks to our Lord,

sail, having given orders to all the captairus of hia armada that 
if tbey got aeparated ftom him they wore to go** and wait for 
him at Columbo, whither he was to go, the ™eroy haYmg.Bo 
eommandid him, imd they went pursuing their voyage, of 
which wo shall jjive an account further on^, in order to return 
to the affairs of Goa. 

Manuel de Sousa Ooutinho hav^i^ returned from the co^t 
of the north. as wo have said*, the viceroy at once equipj^him 
for going in succour to CeilaOi aud dispatchod him with full 
instruclions that he gave him: and the eliief wa^, that as 
as he rosched Columljo he was to wait for the armada from

Thom^ de Sousa de Arronohes having Bet out from Ootumbo 
with the six ships and four tone# to wage all the war he could 
along the whole coast of Oeilad*, the fintt place at a'hich ho 
diseinbarked was one caUed Coaoore^* wMch ihet" burnt*, 
and captivated eleven persons^ among whom was a Chingala 
vomtg womaji lately married; and after having completed 
thoir work they embarked^ ^ing on the point of leaving p 
there came in great haste a sturdy Chingala maii^ who seemed 
a rustie, and without waitings for aitything got into one of 
those sSiipa in which that Chingala woman was j and betaking 
himself to her, they embraced each other with many tears'.

of copperp and many of them gilt. Having done thisp they 
demolished^ the whole of that infernal structure of 
destroying their vaults and cloisters, knocking them all to pieces, 
and then proceeded to sack the storehouses, in which thw 
found much ivory, fine clothes, copperp peppt^r, aandaJwood, 
jowela^ preciouB stones, and ornaments of tlio and of 

everything they took wliat they liked p and to the test they set 
fire, by which the whole waa consumed. And for greater insult 
to the pagode, they ^Jaughtered inside several cows ^ which is the 
most unclean thing that can IjOp and for the purlficatioii of which 
are required very great ceremonies- And they also set fire to a 
wooden car made after the manner of a towered house of seven 
storiesp all large and most beautiful, lackered in divers colours 
and gUt in many parts* a costly and sumptuous work, w'hich 
served to convey the principal Idol on a ride through the city to 
which likewise they set firct by which the whole was com^urned. 
Upon this our poopte retired laden with prizes, and from 
there returned to BeUgao, whither chanced to come that 
soldier of whom we have said above that he disappeared 
from them in afature, who related that ingoing about tbe city 
ho lost himself p and ongoing tolook fer the vessels he found them 
no longer there | and that until then he had remainjed hidden 
by day, and at night had joume yed in search of the armada^ 
This man was wolcomed by all, because they held him for 
dead, and there Thomi do Sousa contmued to cruise about, 
until the captain of Ceilao ordered him to retom^^

From there they went foraying aaveral porta until they 
reached the deep sea, where they encountered the armada 
and gave t he captain^ niajor a relation of the affaica of Columbo, 
and of what they had done along the coast, and how the city 
of Chiluo was garriaon^ and fortified-* Manoel de Souea at 
once proceeded to anchor in front of ite port, and ordered 
Dom Jeronimo Dazevedo with four hnndWd men and the 
with theirto diaembarkp which they did, 
attacking two ImT^evras that the enemy had, with Bixoh 
impetuoaity that they straightway abandoned them with the 
lose of several killed \ and Oiir men penetrated four league 
inland, making great havoc amongpt them ; and when they 
had completely hemmed tlieiu in they turned hock again, on 
the way falling upon many viJIages and hamlets^ which they 
burnt and deatroyed, until they reached tlie city of Cliihio^ 
which tliey put to fire and sword, not sparing onythlDg, 
without ail Ibis costing more than two of our f<wcariiM. in 
the river were more than fifty pa^ueitr^ and many and 

other vesaeb* to which they set fire, leaving notliing standing, 
there be-ing burnt both in the city and in the %*^ssels much 
goods -f and leaving all destroyed, laden with prizes they 
embarked, the captain-major going in his ship's boat along 
the shorOp so that there might be no disorder in the with¬ 
drawal. 

Leaving here, they arrived at Columbo on the ISth of Feb¬ 
ruary, entering the bay with their whole armada beautifuUj 
bedecked with flags^ and saluting the city with all the artillery 
and afterwards with the hanpiebusery seveml times, whereby, 
although the number api> 0 Ared very great, much greater did 
it appear in the ears of the enemy, who, on seeing that armada 
arrive, aaw well that troubles were in store for him, because 
now there also began to come ships of Bom Paulo's armada , 
since two or three daya previously there hod arrived the

On the foUowing day Manoel de Sousa and Joat. Correa 
met m q^r to come to a decision Tegarding the affaire of 
Kaju, and sent a message to all the captains that were in that 
city, prelat^ monks to attend ; oniy Dom Joan Pereira, 
jtoo excused himseif, sending him word that he was a soldier of 
Dom Paulo de Lima's, and ought not to he present at a 
council at which the latter was not present. And all liavinc 
as^mhled, Matiocl de Sousa made them a short speech, the 
substance of which was :— “ Tliat from the very great experi¬ 
ence that he had of Rajii, of his malice and* weakness, he 
knew very we|J that he would not wait for the crossing of 
swords; and that when they least suspected it tliey w'ould be 
siw to find him flown thence and gone back again without 
the chastisement that he deserved : that it would be well to 
give It to him forthwith, and ho great a one, that he would 
remain as an example to all the kings of CeiiaD to no more 
attempt treawn against that fortress, to which they owed 
oce^ence and vassalage ; and that he assured them with the 
favour of so great a victory as should remain a wonder 
rJt? of all the kings of the East, whereby they

Dccaaions of being able to gain them-- Joao Correa de Brito 
rook in band to speak on that matter ^ and said that the 
viceroy p in addition to bis mstructionfl^ in all hia letters had 
commanded him that that affair was not to be carried out 
without Dom Paolo de Lima : that it was not known what 
lie might suggest; but that be likewise knew^ tlmt Rajii 
would not await battle^, but rather take steps to withdraw': 
that bo was of the opinion of Manoel do Souaa, that before he 
raised his camp they should attack him^ as without doubt 
victory was in their bands. This opinion appeared to be in 
accord with that of ManooL de Soiiaa; but Joao Caiado de 
Gamboa answered p that they had to vote on one of two sup- 
pusitiona, whether Raju was to raise hia camp, or not ^ becanae^ 
i! the matter of his determiaation was doubtful p it would be 
well to wait for Dom Paulop who could not be delayed longer 
than the next day^ since the viceroy had so commanded, antf 
that for thiti very reason Tliom^ de Sousa de Arroncbeftj who 
had in his armada very good troops p was cruising about 
waiting for him . that they should send out spies of conlideiice ; 
and that when they had certain news that the enemy W'as 
ahlftliig his quarters p then tlioy could set aaide all the instruc¬ 
tions. The rest of the captains and lidalgos that were there 
voted for the same opinion, chiefly those of the company o£ 
Dom Paulo ^ who spoke on that matter more at length : be¬ 
cause ^ as they belonged to his command^ and knew that all 
that had been discussed was to the end to deprive Dom Paulo 
of that honour, the matter iiaving been debated p it was re* 
solved that be should be waited for, and that they should 
obtain Information; and that on receiving advice that Baju 
Intended to raiae his campt then they should attack him, 
because in that way they would have the opportunity of 
gaining a great victory over him^ whereby the honour would 
belong to all. And ao they roaCp iaebarging on the captain 
the Atatuing of infortnation^ who sent out his spies, all 
getting ready, in order, on receiving the aiaraii to go oul 
against the enemy* word being at once sent to Thonj^ ^ 
Sousa that as soon as Dom Paulo arrived he was to take him 
in his swift ships and come to Oolumbo*

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At this Junetim, Ijefore they litA replied to them, there 
aniveci some flpies that our people had sent among the enemy, 
aiid Said that was shiftiiig his quartern, as In f&ot was the 
caae : because aa adon m the arDbassadore were Loside^ it 
being now near nightfall^ he coninianded bia baggage to be 
removed, and gave orderE to hia rn>odeliariJi to raise the campk 
he eommencing to niBrchp leaving the rearguard in charge of 
Vijacon fwodefior^ the captain-general of hia camp^ with the 
man of his guard. Upon this news there began to be such a 
great commotion amongst our people p that the ambassadors 
became as if dumbfouiideredp since they had not known 
RajiVs determination. Without coming to a conclusion^ the 
captains^ in order to secure the ambassadars from the soldiers, 
30 as not to break the faith that ought to be observed towards 
all, ordered them to embark in a feme, that they might sat 
them down in the direction of Calapete-p because if they sent 
them out by the gates they ran great risk by reason of thv 
concourse that there now was. 

Having dispatched them, all the eaptamfl Bssembled in 
council in order to determine what they should do^ and all 
agreed that spies should be sent out; and if Rajd were moving, 
they should at once attack him^ that he might not go off with¬ 
out the chaatiaemeut that be deserved : and having all armed, 
they put theniselves in battle array, in order^ if necessary, to 
saJly forth and attack the enemy ^ and they arranged their 
companies and captains after this manner.

Fnnciaco ^mes Leitao and 
the mo^ior Diogo da Silva went following in pursnit of them, 
having the support ot Dorn Joa5 Pcrwia, who kept on sounding 
a bastard trumpet in order to encourage them. 

Vijacon fncdrltar, aa soon as he reached the bridge of 
Matacoie^ finding that our people were following bim, haltrf 
by it on the other side, orfering it to be broken down b 
great haste, in order that our people might not be able to 
follow him, Those of the vanguard on Teaching the bridp 
on which they found that force of Baju’s atapata beat the 
kettledrums, to which the trumpet of Dora Joau Pereira 
replied, at which signal Manoei de Sousa Coutinlio made 
haste, some volunteers going in advance, such as Joao Caiado 
de Gamboa with thirty or forty- men, soldiew, and knights, 
among whom Manoei Peidia do Lagu, Domingo Leitao 
Pereira* *, and others wliose names we have not disoovored, and 
arrived at the bridge, on which they found Francisco da Silva 
the Castilian, a catodo in Columbo’ Francisco Gomes Lcitai, 
and Pedro da Silva modeliar, mabtain^ the encounter with 
the enemy with great valour and spirit, the leader bebg 
Francisco da Silva, who like a liO'ii was on the bridge at blows 
with the enemy, and liad killed two Chingalas of Rajii’s 
chief soldiers, gigantio luep.

destroyed, and many alijpa captured and burnt, and ini^b 
artillery and goods, and above all bis pride, credit, and 
reputation, which he bore with the neighbonring kingB, 
broken and abated, a thing that he felt most of all. Some 
[>eifftone who We described this siege* have added and 
roa^^hed many things more than took plane, tbmking that 
thereby tfiej would gain favour with the captain Jo*o Currea 
<le Brito, who wiw such a worthy ko^lit, that be was satiflbed 
only with what in fact tM-curred. One of these aaserte Itaju 
to have lost more tliau ten thousand men.and a large nmiiber 
of pris4>nere: there were many, but not ho many aa he has 
said. On our side during the whole course there died twenty^ 
four Portuguese and eighty lascmi^ in war, and there were 
more than five hundred of the wretched country folk tikat 
died of diaease. 

On the foUowijig day, after the retreat of tho eaemy, Dorn 
Paulo de Lima arrived, and disemWting on land" learnt 
from the captains of tlie auccess that iiad taken place, at 
which he was esttremely rejoiced. And as eveiytliing was 
done, and the weather served for their going to Goa, they 
considered the pmsiding of that fortress and the garrison 
that they should leave in it j because as the enaniiy was so 
ncatp on their turning their hacks he might return, and give 
them trouble onoe more : wherefore they went on with the 
demolition of the SUings and bastiona, ditches, and all the 
rest of the enemy's fortifications, all of wliich formed the 
structure of a fair-si^etl city, over wliich they epent eight 
days, in wluch they worked continuously, oven to the captains 
and monks. JoaTj Correa da Brito had spies in tlie city of 
Caitavaca, who each day adviiied liini of what passed there, 
and he learnt that Rajii was so veicd and ashamed that there 
was no one tliat dared to see his foca-.

[In view ol ths looaof Couto’s Elovontli Decado, and for the 
proper undentaoding of the detEuJs given in Ida Twelfth 
Decade, 1 have thought jt advieBble to give the following 
aummary of the evonte that took place in Ceylon during the 
period coverud by the lost Decade, 1588-1596, as recorded 
by other writen. These, unfortunately, are aoiuetimea at 
variance with dda another; and 1 have not, in aonio casea, 
been able to ascertain the actual facts.] 

Daring tlie period uiuh-.r notice the centre of interest in 
Ceylon slufts from the Portuguese fort of Colunibn to the 
SiciUaleee khigdom of “ Candea ” [kandau^ta, the hiil-countrv), 
which acquires a predoininauce tlmt it retaina for over two 
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Cdritan^F It bas been told abovts^ bow in 1530 Rlija Si^ba 
conquered Kandy and forced the king tben reigning to flee, 
and to seek the protectiori' of the Portugueeo at Manpilr. 
From thifi bland he and hia queen^ hb two aona and th&ir 
wivoa and children appear to have been aent to TiincomaicCt 
where the king died Bbortly afterwardB, the other royal refu¬ 
gees' being thereupon brought back to Mann&r*. Here the 
youziger son and lib wifo^ it would eoem^ died within a flhort 
space of tmie, leaving a young daughter^, of whom we shall 
hoar irtoro horcaften The elder son, with his son, a boy of 
seven or eight yeani of age, was taken by the Franciscans to 
Cjoa to seek the favour of tho viceroy ^ and becoming con verU to 
Christianity were haptissod by the names of Dom Filippo and 
Dom Joao respectively. Thb took place probably in 1586^^ 
and the two princes wore accorded a aultabJe rcflidence in Goa, 
Dom Filipps being granted a ponBion for his stistenance^. 
There wn must leave them for a moment, in. order to turn to 
another peTsonage who was desluied to play the most important 
part in the hifltory of Ceylon at the end of the sixteenth OJid 
beginning of the seventeenth centuiioe. 

We have seen above* that among the Sivhalcac who fled 
from the tyranny of ftiija Si^a to Columbo and took part in 
the dtdence of the city during its siege was a young noble 
named Konappu Balhd^rai who, profeesitig Christianity, had 
received the name of Dom Joao d^Austria. Not long after the

After their conTeiBion to Chrietiaaity the two Kandyan 
princes wore pereuaded by their Franciscan teacbere to make 
ft formal donation of their kingdom to the crown of 
Portugal, in case they should leave no hoira*. To a request 
1^ D. hilippe that ho might be allowed to go to Portugsd, 
King Philip of Spain sent a peremptory refusal; but to another 
request he seems to have been not so uiiiavourable ; this was, 
that D. Pilippe should be sent with an armed forco to regain 
possession of his kingdom*. In 1589 D. FUippe was once 
more residing in Mauuir, and eiprossmg his determination to 
go to Kandy, the ftoreish priests encouraging him in his wish, 
hut the governor at Goa, Manoel de Sousa Coutinho, opposing 
iH By the following year, however, affairs in Ceylon had 
taken a turn that caused the goveciior to change hie mind. 

If would seem that Baja Si yha, having recuperated liia army, 
was in 151K1 once more threatening Columbo with another 
enege*. On the receipt of t his inteUigonce in Goa, the banished 
mudaliyir Doin Joio d'Austria volunteered to go with a 
force by way of Majtn&r to Kandy, create a distarbant^e in 
the hill-country, and thus cause Rija Siyha to raise the siege 
of Cblumbor Probably importuned thereto by the priests, 
Manoel de Sousa appears to have consented to Dom Filippe’e

R4|a Si^ha 
attempted in vain to bat the way ; and the Portuguese army 
with little or no opposition entered the hill capital and took 
possession of it* *. As soon as they had occupied Kand 3 ^ the 
Portuguese proclaimed Dom Filippo king, his aon Dom Joio 
being a worn in as heir, while the mudaliyAr l>otn 3 mo 
d^Austria waa appointed commander-ln-chief of the nati™ 
army+. Dom Filippe's reign was, however, of very short 
duration^, hia death taking place within a brief space of time*, 
and hie yoimg son l>om Joao, a boy of twelve, being proelaimod 
king in Huccession.

Wa muBt now tom for a while to (mother part of Ceylon, 
nBmaly, the kingdoin of Jaffna, of which we have not heard 
Bince the ignominiouB flight therefrom of D, Constantino de 
Bragan^a in 1560^. The ruler of thi& penbiiiiuLai probabLy 
encouraged thereto by the troubles in whicli the Portuguese 
were invoived in the Kandyan tenitorios and in the vioinity of 
CoLumbo, rcbeUcd agairist the Bu^erainty (actual or nominal) of 
the Portuguese* *, When, therefore, Mathias do AJbui|UBrqup 
returned to India in May 1591 ae viceroy, one ol the funi 
tnattefB to engage his attention was the puniBhinent of this 
rebel king.

V'lmaladaliani Sqrya had onoe more fortified himself. After 
several onsucceeaful attempte the invaders managied to cap- 
tum the pwition, Vlmaladabatii retiring on Kandy, The 
Portogueee do not seem bo have pushed on but en¬ 

camped at Dantur^, some milee distant therefrom, probably 
in Older to rest and prepare lor an aejaaidt on the royal city. 
Taking adyantage of tliis delay, Vimaladaham resolved to 
carry into execution a Bchetde, which, if Eacoossfui, would 
rid him of a formidable enomy and render eaey the defeat of 
the Portuguese force®. To this end he allowed to fall into 
the hands of the Portuguese a letter purporting to be from 
Jayavira ^fid^ra to him* in which the writer offered to 
betray hie alHee to the Kandyan king. This plot succeeded 
only too well: Jayavira was put to death by the infunated 
Portuguese^: and, as a nattiml result, Ina soldiers deserted 
in a body to Vimaladahatu Surya. With this augmented 
force the wily king fell upon the diminished army of Pero 
Lopes, who when he attempted to retreat found the road 
blocked in the u^fual Kand^nkn fashion by feUed trace. He 
and the rest of the Portuguese sold their lives dearly, and 
not orie seems to have escaped^, the few tliat survived

in the appointed places Dom Antao lifted up his voice. Baj-iiig: 
“Real, real, real', for the most mighty lord the king of 
Portu^ "; to which all responded: “ Jlecii, reciJ, real.” And 
this cefemony being finished, a deed was drawn up of this swear¬ 
ing by Manoel Correa da Costa, notary public of notes, in the 
book of these, to which all the penwus named affixed their sig¬ 
natures^ slid thecopy of the deed 1 have in the Torre doTomho, 
in the book of contracte and treaties of peace, at page 143, 
whence I have copied it here *. .And immediately from thence¬ 
forward the king of Portugal was obeyed and acknowledged 
as king of the realms that Dom Joso Perea Pandar posacBsed *.

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of fch& city of {iw\ Hiid Salvador Peridra da Sylva, field 
captain. The enemy, in order to fortify tiioniselveap selected 
a very elevated dto", where they sat “down, and fortified it 
at their ’B'iU, like one who was in liis own coimtrv, and they 
had many pioneers and materials And so in a few days tliov 
onicted a tFtfnqtmm of wood with dx bastions and ditch^ 
around, and enclosed with many |>ointed stakes and Impedi¬ 
menta^ an affair very def eiLelblo , more by the site tliirti by art * 
although they W'ero not wholly wanting in this, sbice it could 
not he hattered by artUlen^ nor oould any be carried above, 
on account of having to pass many marshes. And frtm there 
they determined to dominate tho^ territories^ and make 
them rebel against our prople, they being under our obedlencti: 
and like iiien of guile they took in hand to get the luscunns to 
desert from our urrayal, with whom they carried on a secret 
corrapoadenecij pronibing them many thingH, in order thus, 
having effected thiSp to defeat our people more at their case. 

Of thifl expedition and design Jkun Jeronioio d'Acevedo 
w'aa promptly advised; whereupon wdth great speed he 
dispatched Siumo Pinhao^ with eix hundred native Ib^rina 
and son 10 Portuguese, wdth an order to take another hundnid 
soldiers from the fortreaa of Galle^, whereby w'cre made up 
one hundred and fifty Portuguese and two thousand 
which was a force sufiicieiit to attack that fort. Doiii Fernan¬ 
do /jiw/riiVir, as auouas thLa force joined him , proceeded forth¬ 
with to attack the enemy ^ and w lierj he reached tlie top they 
were already on the alert, and retined Loaide the fort with one 
thoiLsand tuclockinen, leaving ambushed in tlie jungle liv-ii 
thousand iascarim with the' most trusty ^fwddiarr^, with 
orders to fall upon our pei;iple bi the rear, when thev were most 
occupied w'itli the aasault, Dom Fernando did not seek to 
delay the business, but rather at once with great cleterminatioii 
attacked the enemy, for w'hich purpose he had already brought 
many pavis^p mantelcta, and l^dcTS ; .and in the storming of 
the (ranqutiTo^ they came upon the pointed stakes, in which 
they became entangled^ and halted, remaining exposed to the 
matchlock fire of the enemy + w’ho made verv fair practice

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amoD^t them, knocking over some kutcarins anii wounding 
SDOie Fortugaese, among whom were Simio Ptnhao, Pero d’A- 
breu madtltar, and othera. And neverthelesa our men nimhed 
ojij and attacked the fort with great coinage, setting up the 
laddere, by which several began to mount. And being in this 
those of the ambush burnt forth with great uproar, 
and fell upon the rear of our men, who on being aware of them 
forsook the combat, and turned upon the enemy with great 
fury, and ehaiged into them in such faahion that with the 
loss of many killed they made them retire to the jungle whence 
they liad come, 

Dorn Fernando modetiar seeing the result, and, like a 
tfagKiouB man, tmdeiutanding that if they left there the 
territories would he loot, forti Bed himself tu the same place as 
best he^ could, and sent to advise the captain-general of 
everything, and of the positioa in wluch the enemy remained, 
Upon receipt of this message he at once dispatched his brother 
Dorn Slanoe] d'Azevedo with some companies of soldiere, 
whom he ordered to come from Seitavaca' and from the 
gariisoDs of the frontier of Dinavaca-, of which the tvmnt 
Dom Joao soon received advice : and with the same prompti¬ 
tude he d^patched the king of Uva with tlirea thousand men 
to succour his troops, with orders that before the succour 
reached our people he was to endeavour to come up with them, 
a^ fall upon them and defeat them, which would be easy for 
liirn, the way being shorter for him. And so ha arrived with 
great (quickness, and encamped three leagues from our arraval^. ■ 
whence he sent to advise those in the fort and these liidden in 
ambush to he ready to fall upon our people from all sides on 
the following day. 

Dom Manoel d'Azevedo also made such haste, tliat he 
amvod almost at the same time. The night that the king of 
Uva airived the modeftor Dom Fernando heard many firelock 
shots : and gnessing what it was, he dispatched a ^y to go 
and bring word of tUiat he found, who shortly after returned. 
Md said that it was the Idi^ of Uva, who was encamped at a 
httle over a league; and giving on account of evervthing to 
Salvador Pereira and the other captains,-tliey were all of 
opinion that they should go that same night and attack him 
in his mcampiuent before he should jcin the otheia. And he 
forthwith dispatched Simno Pinhao and Dom Anrique mtodi!- 
fiar with all the native laxaritis : and such haste did they

With thii victory our people rtturned to the Arraya], the 
^ch gave such courage to the reet. that at onee they pro¬ 
ceeds to attack thoea m the canrying fioine 

c^&liora of wood, which they had made for the purpo^, in 
orfer to engage them with firelocks from the top, which they 
(hd so dfiterniinedly, and with so much injury to thcni^ that 
they reduced them to desperation, throngh seeing that our 
people did not try to take them by asBaultp but to destroy 
them little by little with their harquebusery until they had 
them in their hands. And seeing theniBelves so liard pressed 
they detemiiiied to floe one night at aU risk^: and so in the 
first watch they sallied forth froju the frani^ctVa with their 
arms Lu their hands, and like desperate men attacked onr 
people to see if lliey could break them. and ^iHHa Ijotween them, 
who were not fio i^gligent but straightway they were aware 
of them ^ and getdiig them Id their midst, thev'wrought such 
havoo and deetruction amongst them, that" there escap^ 
only the two rebel princea^ who durmg the confuslQp slunk 
away, and In the darkness of the night concralrd ihemsedTes 
^ j Here died the flower of the troops of dandea^ 

and the principal modr/tarf-T^^ho made more war on onr people 
thiti nil others^ In the fort were lef t all the arms and apoils of 
the enemy, which were luftny. 

There t<»k part in tJiia affair Salvador Pereira da Syiva, 
taeld-eaptoiD, Dom Manoel d'Azevedo, Siraeo Pinhao, 
^tomo da f5ylva d’Afanae^a, Jo;'to Teixeira de MeireUes, 
Jeao fcwrmo da Cunha, Felipe d'01iveira\ Siiuao Rabello, 
l^t^ono iU Coata de Spusa, a certain Pereira, Pen) d’Abreu

And lift wna^ given courage 
for this by a victory that ho jzained over the native troope on 
onr ftirto\ which was the cause of some vaseitls of those parts 
of Seitavaca and Cota rebcliing ; and these terntodoB which 
thus rebelled j the tyrant sought to support and defend ^ for 
which purpose ho commanded a fort to bo made on the confines 
of tlie Four Corlas-, in which he placed a large and good 
garrisfin of soldiers and As soon as the g)enerai had 

advice of this he ordered all the troops that he had In those 
parts to unite, and to fortify themselves in the vdlagc of Atana- 
galo^ in whicli was stationed as captain Francisco Pimentel t 
it l^lng a strong position and stilted for w^iihstanding 
the enemy and for making the rebellious tomtorfes return to 
their obe^cnce. This fort Slmao Pinhao caused to be made\ 
The tyrant was much exasperated at this, and commanded 
that war to be prosecuted with pinch ardour: wherefore the 
whole force concentrated m the fort of Atanagalc^ whence our 
people made various a^^ults on the territorifta of the enemy, 
in which they killed and captured many,, whereupon part of 
the rebellious territories returned to their obediencftj and the 
tvraiit proceeded to rotiro, and aur people to go forward 
another day^s march In order to get near to him, because they 
greatly d^ired to encounter him. ♦ 

The tyrant seeing himself so hard pressed ordered a good 
fort to made on the top of a hill close to our force, and 
within our territories, both in order to support those that were 
under his obedienoe and the better to secure his ow'n and the 
other fort that ho had ou the confines of the Four Corlas, 
which was that on which they relied most of alh Our people 
learning of the fort that was being made close to them on the 
top of the hill assaulted it before it waft completed, and entered 
it with such determination and courage ^ that, with a loss to the 
enemy of many kUled, they gained it^ and entirely ra?.cd it: 
and tm those tiiat were in the imnqmira of the Four Codas did 
not fieem willing to retire entirely from our territories^ but 
rather were confident of dominating them thence by means of 
some fortifications that had been made by them In the passes 
where our people might attack them, the general ordered the 
arrayal to proceed thither ; and in some skhnnlshea that they 
had there with the enemy they defeated them and put them

to flight* therj^ drove them out of the territories, and even 
entered tho«e of the enemy* where they did much damage, 
and gathoced many apDils, Thk took place bctw^ii Novetn- 
bef past and the end of April of this year of 159H in which we 
are. The tyrant Dom Jo^ was extremely enraged at th^ 
things, hocauBe in addition to the reputation that he lost 
the CbingftUas, bo became lew feared by our people, who had 
killed his principal captains and modil^r^, the ^t of whom 
had become so cowed, that they now carried on the war frably 
and against their wishes, which were new weapons where- 
with our TKSople con tinned fightuig with them. ^ 

And because the tyrant feared that with the succour that 
was coming to us from India our people would capture the fort 
that he hod on the confines of the Four Oorlas, in which lay 
all his strength and the security of those dlntrictfl^ he detm- 
mined to undertake that affoir in poison, in order both the 
better to provide for the safety of that fort* and by hb presence 
give energy to that war, and provoke and animate those 
inhabitants that wore under our obedience tQ rebel and go over 
to him, so as to discourage our people, and divert the 
froDi sending to make war on him as he whs doing wit^n ^ 
verv house, and likewise to free his people from the evils^with 
which they W'ere continually menace by the dariiig and the 
victories that our people daily gained. In tins he did not 
succeed Bshe expected, because the general had so many spies on 
him, that bocould not take a step or form apian, of which he waa

The which caused such fear among 
the rest that had come over to that island, and among the 
others, when the news roached them there of the bi^ entertain- 
ment that our people had given them, that they did not desire 
again to try their luick under the banner of the tyrant. With 
this victory our men returned once more to their fort-* 

This news having reached the arrayal iliat tho tyrant had 
in the Four Corks, fearing that they would be immediately 
attacked by our people, they ahatidoncd everything, and 
returned to Candea, becauao it seems that they were advised 
of the correspondeince that the general carried on with those 
inhabitants in order to get them to return to the obedience 
from which they had rebeUed through the industry of the 
tyrant Dora Joao> r^arding wl^h flovcral leading persoiw 
had already been coming to discuss this matter with the 
general, winch was effectuated, and ha dispatched them 
together with the whole army (having already learnt of the 
victories that our troops bad gained) to go and attack that for^ 
which they had already vacated, and where there remarned 
only what the soldiere could glean : end they utterly dis¬ 
mantled it, in wliicli they had labour enough, it being a lai^ 
stronghold, and of much workmanship.

where It would bo bettor to put in, at Gale, or at BeMgao. 
and If they would venture to take that ship into either of tSowJ 
ports f and^ ^th Said that fieligdo was bettor, becatiee its 
bar had at Jugh tide from four to five fathoms of water, and 
that they would endeavour to take her in : but that thev 
would not bind themselves to anythiug. 

Having made his caJculations, Dom FraneUco de Noeunha 
n»olv^ to attempt the bar of ^ligao, even though the ship 
should be imperilled; because, if the men, money, and 
raumtio^ were saved, of all the rest ho reckud Uttie. And 
Imving ^cided on this, ho ordered the pilots to go to Beliino 
that in whom he confided would help them. And so they 
»t sail and amvod n front of the bar at the time when it wm 
half tide, with which they attempted the bar, and came into

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«^ven fathuoiB j aad tboEi lurtbar m they got into fotir^ and 
foTthflr on into throo and a half* whereupon Dom Francisco 
thought himself lost. And ae bo had ovoTything attiu?hed to 
cables^ ami placed on the deck in order to throw them into the 
boat j he ordered it to be brought alongside^ and let lumself go. 
And it pleased God at his mercy that from three and a htlf 
fathoms they soon got into five+ and afterwards the depth 
went on mcreasbig, and thsKC in the ship joying and rejoioing 
greatly, and *0 they came to anchor clftje to tho land. And 
this was thr^ first ship that entered the port*', and thenceforward 
it became easy for aU. 

Dom Fianciscn do Noronha ordered to disembark all that he 
carried, and on land made his posts, and fortified himself Yery 
well, and dispatched a message to Gale, that they should Bead 
him servants to transport that material. Upon which there 
came J>om ^ Fernando moddiar^ with many people of the 
country, with whom l}oni Franoiseo de Xoronha began to 
march in very good order and with all precaution. And in the 
placm where they had to halt to dine or sleep in a short space 
of time they fortified thomsolveH all round j because as tho 
servants were mahy, and the jangkss great and dense, all was 
easily done. And for this mason several rebels whom they 
e neu unto red did not dare to attauk them. En this order they 
reached Colombo in safety^, where they woro much weloomed, 
and the general now had wherewith to pay and c]uiet the 
soldiers, whereupon he began once more to carry on the war, 
as we shall presently relate.

The king of Huva, ashamed at being bo niany ti mea defeated 
and fearing the tyrant Dom JmiiOj let himself remam in the 
Seven Corlos very far from the posts in wliicJi oiif men lay, 
Aodfroin the territory of Galitota*, and there once mors mus¬ 
tered tjm greater part of the troops that escaped from that 
mut, rhe tymnt Dom Joiio, as soon as he saw the failure

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of that e(3cpediticin» in which he had had snob confidence, 
determined to unite his forces^ and once mere carry on the war 
ill that part^ wliich be cotiid not do^ hecauBe hia people had 
become $0 timid after these evente, and bo diBjpiated with that 
war^ that they vpiere unwilling to take part in it, whereupon 
the tyrant usm them with cruelty p commanding man 3 ^ 
to be beheaded, and ordered to Bummon the king of Hnva^ 
who camo, and went in peiaon through his territories coilectmg 
tro'^pa until he had formed a respectablo army; whereupon 
he once more dispatched tliat king with orders to keep clear of 
our people, and go and impede the designs of Dom JerdoimoT 
which wore to oblige the natives of the eotias to return to the 
obedience in which they were before, in older thereby to be 
able more easily to endeavour the conquest of the kinj^om of 
Gandea and bring the war to hia very doors, so os thus to pen 
him In in such fashion that cither he would have to quit the 
territories^ or he W'ould so dog him^ as at last to kill him or 
get him into his hands : the which the tyrant well understood, 
and strove all he could to divert him. And to this end he had 
secret couLmunicatiociB w^ith the Wcarins of Our army that was 
on the frontierB of Dinavaca, and by means of bribes got them 
to desert to him, whereby those territorieB underwent a change. 

As soon as our people saw* * that the lastarin^ had deserted 
to the enemy, they withdrew to the forts of Corvite and 
Batugedeie^ where they were bcfliegedn having the whole 
population against them. The general was at tills time on 
the frontiers of Candea taken up with the conquest that he 
wished to make in that kingdom^ whereby the enemy had 
opportunity of regaining courage, and of doing some d^age 
in our territories, and invading them aa far as In front of the 
tran^ueim ^Inlvanah Having been advised of tliiB^ Dom 
.Feronimo provided the fran^u^ira of ^faiiicravare, in which ^ 
he was, with three compaiuea of ^Idicrs, the captains Of which 
were Thom^ Coelho, wiip was head of ail, Joao Serrao da 
Cunha, and Diogo de Araujo^ ^ and with food and pmnitionBi 
for muiy dayu^ And he himself with a company of soldiers 
and eight hundred lasGorina proceeded to the city of SciUivaca: 
it being m the middle of the whole kingdom]^ and closer to 
the frontier of Dinavaca^ where the enemy were operating ; 
against ivhom he dispatciicd ^SiDiilo Pinhao with another com¬ 
pany of soldiers and eight hundred w ho encoun¬ 

tered them in the village of ^ftagao^; and after having had 
with them a well eontested engogement, our men drove them

From here t[ie general or^rcd Pinhao to proceed to the 
districts adjoining ilalvan* p where the rebels and the principal 
J^era of that rising now were. And the general him^eli 
likewise set off to another part, so that they got them in 
between theiOj and surrounded them in sueli & manner, that, 
having no i^ourDo. they surrendered, and rotunied to their 
obedience; and the general ordered those that had been the 
lieads of that rising to have theirs cut off - ; and aftcrwatds 
went on little by little eicecuting the nioet guilty^ whereby he 
eotirely eitinguiehed that conflagration that had been devour¬ 
ing the land. The tyrant went putting all bis strength into 
the corla^^ in order to give the general aometliing to thinh 
about, and to divert him from his inteut: wherefore it w^as 
necessary for him once more to send the arrayal against 
that enemy^ and in many engagements that they had there 
with bis ttoopg, oiu- jieople s1wa;^’S had the victory, and 
reiired with many captives and prkes. Our arrayal that was 
in the trajiqu^ira of ^litotc- wag likewise not idle during thiH 
time, l^anse the king of Huva sent to attack It with more 
than sii thousand men ; but the captain Salvador Pereyra, 
who had alre^y been advised thereof, before he arrived sent 
forth the native /oeFCariiis oat of the to be in am¬ 

bush in the jungles, so tliat at the moment when they attacked 
it they should fall upon them Ln the rear^ and rout them, of 
which they were afraid, and for that reason were unwiUing 
to invest the but were ten days near it, attacking

Md that he might leave nothing unattemptcd to divert and 
pimhaiTaga the general + tlie tyrant of Candea sent at the same 
time to attack the tranquHra of ^fauicravarc a captain of four 
thousand meui which they did with great determinstion; 
* I of half a day they earned on with our men 

a Ijnsk mterchaqge of harquebusery, by which many of them 
were left stretched on the field ; and such bad entertainment 
our men give them, that on the same day they withdrew* 
cavnig the field strewn with many mutilated corpse. 

Huva. wlio watt near our fort of Balitote, swing

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danger of beinir Hurpriaed and routed bj our p^ple, retired, 
because ho also Icamt that the gene ml was aondiog lo suceour 
that ImsTitfitm : and from there he proewded to the districts 
of ChLLao, leaving at a league from that of Balltote 

a boiiy ol one thousand men^ most of thenii with fireiockfij in a 
^ran^ueira that he made in a pass^ In order that the people in 
the adjacent v^illages coUecting there might impede onr people 
in their incursions into thoae parts^ because they were appre^ 
henaive regarding alL The general being advised of this 
Esent to attack them a captain with fifty Portuguese and three 
hundred lo^canas^ who put them to rout^ entering their 
iTanqueiTa and killing many. Upon this taking place, the 
king of Huvaat once retired from the parte of CliilaOp whither 
he had prix^eeded, both because there also he was badly 
received by our metip and because he feared that the general 
would send another force aj^dnst him. 

The tyrant of Candea seeing how badly aU liia designs had 
succeed^, and how many men he had lost in tho^ assaults, 
attributed all to the cowardice of the king of Huva^ where¬ 
fore he commanded liim to return to Candea: and his office, 
which was that of field-captair^-genenilj he gave to a prioce 
of the blood of the ancient kingft\ a youth consideird to be 
darings who* wishing to show the tyiani that he had not been 
deceived in that appoititment, at once moved with all the 
‘ arrayal and the troops that the king of Huva had commanded 
against the fortress of Balitotc, which the general had already 
succoured witli oiea and munitions^ which he attacked with 
aome firelock skirmishes- And Salvador Perevra^ the captain 
of it* fleeing that the enemy dared not invest it* saUied forth 
against him with a btKly of men, and assailed hint with sue Ik 
fury, that In a short sjjace of time he put him to the rout, 
kdhng more than a IkUiidrcd^ this prince lieing in the first 
assault that he attempted as unfortunate as the king ol Uuva, 
hocause he betook himself into the jungle aa fearful as the 
other : and his foQowcrs who csacapedi auqh wba their fear, 
that they did not atop until they were inside Candea. With 
this the corffiw were cki^rcd, only the prince pemaining on the

After the gainitig of the victories that we have described 
Over the tyrant Bom Jcmo^ and after the snceonrhad reached 
Dom Jeronimo d'Aaevedo which, as we have said, the count 
viceroy sent him m September 1590*, he mustered l.is army^ 
and proceeded to the village of Mutapali®^ half a league from 
the i^ngdom of Candea, where he erected a fair-sized fort of 
wocnI with its fillings and ditches capable of containing the 
whole arraysJ. Tliis fort he made owing to its being midway

by he continued closing the gates to the eaemy, and leaving 
him inside os it were penned in. This the tyrant resented 
so strongly, that he preferred rather to risk iKing destroyed 
than to submit to that fetter, which was becoming Very heavy 
to him. Wherefore he nmatmed his troops, and proceeded to 
encamp in certain rugged and strong mountain fastnesses, 
imth tM intention, by means gf excursions and assaults, of 
hindering our people in that work, with which great haste 
was being made. 

Dorn Jeronimo d'Asevedo wb* soon informed of his design, 
and he deemed it neeeasaty to dislodge and eject him thence ! 
because if ho fortified himself in that place, beside the hin¬ 
drance that it would be to the conquest of the kingdom of Can- 
dea, the enemy would gain re]>utation amongst the Cliingalas. 
and they would recover courage on seeing that in despite of 
our people being so much at grips with them they were erectmo 
and fortifying themselves. Wherefore he at once 
tent f^1 vador Pereira with two hundred and thirty soldiers and 
two thousand five Imndrod native liiseorj Jw to go and fall upon 
the enemy of a morning, the general remaining in the place of 
the Ira^tieira that he was building, with one hundred and 
hity soldiers and five hundred hMeartfw ready and fully pre¬ 
pared o hasten to the help of their comrades if necessarv. 
And our men having aet out at the beginning of the daylight 
watch woQt along the road capturing and rajtinr ^roral 
iranquetrm until they arrived above where the cneniy waii 
encamped; and attacking the arrayol, they entered it and 
burnt it with great detennination : and afterwards in the open 
field, the enemy recovering themselves had with our men u 
veiy severe battle : because it is asserted that on the aide of 
the enemy there were three themsand firelocks, there beinc 
amongst a eight thousand. But our men held their owii 
J^th gr^t valour until nearly eleven o’clock in the day, when 
thecaptam-general ordered them to return to him, which they 
Preesbig upon them so hotly, that it was 
to succour them with the force that 
^ manitioos, whereby all recovered so

.4fter thSfl victory th-e j^neral returned to the fort^ with 
which he toEitinued ’ wid so much hoete did he make with it 
that in a month it waa entirely finlshedp with its ditchea and 
cx^nntcrditcheaj and he provided it with a captain with four 
eompaniea of fioLdiem, and with food and munitions for a long 
timCp because he was afraid that the enemy would attack it 
with a larger force ^ they expecting a auceour of Badagas from 
the opposite coast^; and brides tliift he ordered aU the forl« 
that he had in those parts to be reformed, so that they might 
ail be provided for whatever miglit befaU tham^ w'hteh took 
piece until there readied him the succour that the count- 
ndmiral sent him- hy Dom Francisco de Koronha and Nuno 
Foroande?. de Faide as captain of that fortress of Columbo^ 
of which he was at once put in possession, after havuig re¬ 
formed the poflta, as we have saidp and provided them anew\ 
and made new payment to the soldiers. And he ordered ail 
to proceed to the districta of Qatu Cambala Corla^, the fron¬ 
tier of the Seven Corbss in order to Anish extinguishing some 
confiagratlons of the rebeb that stiH existed In those parts ; 
and eveicytbing that onr peopJe found there they demolished 
and devastated p whereupon the enemy betook themselvea into 
the interior of the Corlas, without appearing again. 

AU having b&cn put to flight, the general ordered to be made 
in the village of Catn Camilla a fine fort- of wood of two faces 
with their fillings and ditches, which was done, whereby the 
enemy w^ere in^midatedp and onr people could invade their 
territorios more freely, and aasad them. And because whilst 
occupied with this work the geneml was informed timt the 
enemy had once more reformed in the Reven Oorlas witli the 
intention of again disquieting our people^ the general ordered 
to attack them tw^o leagues within tlieir tenitoried as far as the 
place where they were^ having cut the roads, and fortned In 
them their earthwhrks and intrenchnients so strong that they 
were inside them m great cotkfidence^ And learning that our 
men had left behind them many of their villages burnt, and 
that they had carried off many of their people captive, they 
sallied forth to attack our men, who were already retiriiLg, and 
fell upon the reaiguard with great fury; but they met with 
such reaistazice that they retreated In flight with many killed i
